necdetull for the life of Man. Tr isa iuſt gouernment, and 

diſpoſition of many families,and ofa Communitie amongſt 

—\ \ them,with a ſupcriour authoriticouer them. Anditisa Con- 
'_  gregation of many people vnited together ,fraternized, with 
certaine Lawes and rules of gouernment. And, becauſe I will 
not looſe time in things not neceſſarie, Iomit that gouern- 
ment,which the Gyeekes call _Zriſtecratia, which is the go- 
vernment of the Nobility,as it:is with the Signorie of Yerice. 
And your Democratia,which is popular,and-confiſtes of the 
Many, as that of Genoa, and rhe Cantons of the Swjrz. 
Which (though approued by many ) haue their inconueni- 
ences,and thoſe no ſmall ones. For the Nobilitic,and power- 
full perſons, if they not perſcuere in the obſeruance of the 
Lawes of good gouernment, they preſently grow to be 
couetous, and are much ſubic& to Ambition. And becauſe 

they arebut a few, they feare the multitude ;and for to con- 

ſerue themſelnes,, exerciſe.cruglty ; whereby in. the cnde it 

turnesto a Tyrannic. For (as Mecernas faith.) The ſtate of a 

few Lords,is the ſtate of a few Tyrants. And herthat is the 

moſt powerfull,the moſt ambitious, and beft befriended,and 

reſpeRted of the people, vpon the leaſt diſſention,ioynes with 
a the multitude, which being it is naturally enuious, mutable 
kl. anda friend to. innouation, will with a great deale of ficilitie 
_ \__  ouerthrow theCommon-wealth, And ſay,the Nablcs hey ys

ſide, but agree amongſt themſelues, yet cannot they but live in 
; fearcofthe infidelitic ofthe Vulgar, for ordinarily,thoſe that 
haue a hand in the gouernment, are morecnuied, then thoſe 
that haue none at al.Beſides,itisa weake kind of gouernment, 
nor isir poſhble,thattheſe few Lords,can in large,conquer,8 
conſerue a great Empire,as can a King,or a Monarkggbecauſe 
the forces are leſſevnited in them,then in bim.And the people 
which is little intereſſed, & hath no ſhareof part in thoſe ho. 
nourableplaces,carry a Capital hatred to your great perſons, 
andarc hardly drawn to ſuch liberall. Contributions, as may 
ſuſtaine a War, and ſubdue kingdomes.Your popular Eſtare 
in falling from thar equality, whichit pretendeth,is caſily con 
nerted into a licentious libertie, or rather looſeneſſe, pulling 
down ſome, & ſetting vp others,andis much ſubie& to Alte- 
rations through it's inconſtancie, & weake head-picces of the 
Popular.For(as T»/h faith)the ſea hath not ſo many ſtormes, 
perills, & tempeſtes;as hath this kind of Comonwealth. And 
of force (euery one attending his owne proper good and 
priuate intereſt ) itmuſt runnevpon one of theſe two rockes: 
Either on the Tyrannic of him, that is the ſtrongeſt, and, vp- 
held by the fauour of the Mator part,liftes vp himſelfe aboue 
them all:Or on the Plebeian gouernment, then which none 
can be worſe;for all thenfalls into the hands of ignorant peo- 
ple who put ordinary people into the higheſt places of ho- 2 
nour and command, without any diſtin&ion orreckoning of 
rich,noble,wiſe,or vertuous. What good Counſaile,or ſound 
Aduiſe can all the Communaltie | ( put all their braines 
rogether)in adoubrfull caſe;or buſineſſe of importance,when ec,.2;. 
( as Salomos faith ) there is ſcarce one to be found of a thou- 
ſand,of abilitieand ſufficiencie in this kinde?But putcaſe that 
ſuch a one may happily be found amongſt them, how ſhall 
he be heard with ſilence. VVhar patience will their eares lend 
him ? Wharſecrecie will be had in that which is treated, be 
it of Peace, or VVar, that it be not divulged before it's due 
execution? your Tumultes and ſcditions, ſhall be more or- 
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dinary,and greater then in other ſtates ; becauſe your meaner 


forte of people,arc gouerned more by their owne vnruly ap= 
petites, and womaniſh longings,then by reaſon and diſcre. 
tion. And your baſe and cyuellVulgar, which vponthe leaſt 
occaſion ſuffers it ſelfe to be led away by hatred, and re- 
uenge; preſently falls to taking of tones intheir hands,tea- 
ring vp the pibbles in the ſtreetes, as C/cero ſers downe vnto 
vs,that in the popular aſſemblies of Rome,it ſofell our, that 
oftentimes they drew their naked ſwordes,& that the ſtones 
were ſcene to flye about theireares on all ſides. And when 
this head-ſtrong multitude hath once broken the reines, 
there is no keeping of them in,nor can the wit ,ofman deuiſc 
how to bridle them. In a Monarchy, the Monarke ; In an 
Ariſtocratia,your Noble. men are ſupreme Iudges;and Arbi. 
trators, and by this their ſupreme and abſolute power, they 
many times compoſe the differences of the ſubiects.  Butin a. 
Democratia and Popular Eſtate, they are the ſupreme power, 
and they themſclues bandy one againſt another, thefire of fa- 
Rion,ſletting them in a conſuming flame, without acknow- 
ledging any ſuperiour, to decide the quarrell, and compoſe 
HT ee, And therefore {ri/torle ſayd; Thar there 
was not any Tyrannie either greater or more pernicious, 
then that of an intire Communaltie, which,of itſelfe;is incli- 
ned to crueltic. The Monarchy, or Kingdomeis freer from 


_ theſe burning feuers, and by all is ranked in the beſt place, 


and is ſtiffely maintainedby the graueſt Authors. Ofthis 
onely ſhall I treate at this preſent. Iris calleda Monarchy,of 
Mir, which,in Greeke,ſignifieth One,and of az&:, which 
is the fame with Prince, which is as if we'ſhould ſay a 
Principalitie, or a Kingdome ; where one alone is hee that 
commands and gouernes, and the reſt all obey. All theſe 
three kindes, of Popular, Ariſtocraticall, and Monarchicall 
gouernments were vied in Greece, and more particularly in 
Rome. But Rome neuer came to be Miſtreſſe of the Vorld, 
till hee was reduced to a Monarchie in the time of Cefar

Auguſtus. There are found therein. differences of States: 
Husbandmen, Trades-men, Merchants, Souldiers, Tudges 
Cleargic-men, the Nobility,and the King, which ( toſpeake 
more propcrly ,and, as in diuers places itisdcliveredt by the 
bleſſed Apoſile S.Pawul) is a Miſticall Body,which we'calba 
Kingdome with it's Head. For a king,is the ſupreme Lord,

Nimrod ghe ſonne of Ch»s,and nephew.vato Chamm,a man of 77.4.4 
valour;and amongſt thoſe ofthoſc times, themoſt able, and iwn rm us” 
firongeft man, 'was the firſt, that. reduced men to live in a-44- 
cd "'®%) Communitie, 
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Communitie,and to be obedient to one only King,poſſefling 
himſelfe of the Kingdomeand Signoric of the World. And 
before theſe, euen in the very beginning of the Creation, 
God began to eſtabliſhthis gouernment, & forme ofa Com- 
mon wealth. For (as S. Paul faith) God would, that all Man- 
kinde ſhould deſcend from one Man. And Gods choſen peo- 
ple did cuermore maintaineaMonarchic,anddidordaine,that 
the Supreme power ſhould reſide and remaincin One. The 
firſt gouernours of theworld,were Morfarkes,& did gouerne 
with this Title, & all the Common: wealthes of the VVorld, 
haue generally defired to be gouerned by one king. .As ap- 
peareth by thoſe of the Gentiles,cuery particular fate hauing 
his peculiar King.And were it not a great monſtrouſneſle in 
nature, that ene body, ſhould haue two Heads ? Much more 
were it,that one kingdome ſhould be gouerned by.rwo per- 
ſons: Vnitie is the Author of much good; and Pluralitie, the 
cauſer of much ill. The Rowan Commonyealth did ſuffer 
much miſerie and calamitie,not becauſe all would mot-obey 
One,but becauſe many would command All. And therforein 
their greater neceſfities, they did create a DicFator, ſo called 
becauſe all did obay wharſocuer he diQated, and ſayd vnto 
them. For they knew well cnough, and did clearely and 
plainely'ipercciue,That in the Empireof One, the authoritic 
wasthe greater; greater theobedience,freer their determina- 
tions, firmer their'Councells, ſpecdier their reſolutions, and 
more prompt the execution of their deſignes. .In a word, 
Command,Signorie,and Supreme power, does better in one 
headthen in many. And-therefore all doe vnanimonſly and 
vndoubtedly conclude, That the Monarchie,is the ancientſt, 
and the durableſt of all other;and it's gouernment the beſt : 
yet, would I haucit to helper ſelfe with the.4ri/tocratsa in 
that which may be vſcfull for it's aduantage. That in regard 
of it's ſtrength,and cxecution,doth by it's greatefiVnion,and | 
force excell the reſt:: This other which is compoſed of a 
few noble, wiſe,and vertuous perſons, beoauſe it conſiftes of 
| More 
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more, hath the more intireneſſe,prudence,and wiledome,and 
by conioyning and intermixing the one with the other, re- 
ſulteth a perfect & abſolute gouernment. Sothat a Monarchy, 
thar it may not degenerate, muſt norgoe looſe 


and ordertyxempred, ariſe great errours ingouernment,little 
ſatisfaRionfo the State, and many diſtaſtes'amongſt thoſe 
that are g&ucrned. Ailmen, that haue had the eſtimation of 


ſound iudgements,and accounted wile in all kind of faculties 
haue _ to be the beſt and perfeReſt gouernment,and 


with out, neuer Citienor kingdome hath beene taken to 
be wPBucrned. Your good Kings and great Gouernours 
haue cuer favoured this Courſe ; whereas on the contrarie, 
your bad kings,and euill Gouernonrs, tranſported with their 
pride,haue runne another way. And therefore, in conformitic 
hcereunto, I dare confidently afhrme, ifa Monarke, (be hee 
what he will be)ſhall reſolue buſinefſes alone on his own head 
(how wile ſocger hethinke himſelf)without having recourſe 
to his Counce'l,or againſt the opinion of his Counſellours, 
(although he do A certar and hitright in his reſolutions)yer 
therein he breakes the bounds of a Monarchie,and enters in- 
to thoſe ofa Tyranny Of whoſe Fxamples,andtheenuill ſuc- _ 
ceſſes infaingthereupon,the Hiſtories are full. But one {hill 
ſerue inſteadof many. And that ſhall be of Tarquinizs Su- 


perbus,taken Gut ofthe firſt Booke of Tirus Zinizr, who ont 154.19. x, 


of his ercat pfide, and havghtineſſe of minde,that he might 
rule all bifiſelfe,and haue none elſe to haue a hand in any 
buſineffmadeir his Maſter peece, to weaken the authority 
of theRoman Senate in leſſening the number of Senatours. 
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Which he purpoſely did,that he wholy and ſolely by him- 
ſelfe, might determine all whatſoeuer that occurred in the 
kingdome. In this Monarchie,or Kingdome, there are three 
parts,or particsto be conſidered, of whom principally we 
are to treate. The King, The Miniſters, and the Vaſlalls. 
And'fina humane body, the Anatomie & conſideration of 
&;bethe niceſt, ſubtilleſt,and moſt difficult,whart dif- 
ficultie will it notþe,and what a daintic hand wilt it not 
quire to touch, talke,andtreate&Fa King, whoisthe head;of 
the Commonwealth ? And hence inferre,that for tftreate 
ofKings, and to preſcribe them Precepis and Noer 
rouching a Kingdome, he ought tobe ſuch a wi 
was Salomon. \Who,confideringthedifficulties 2 
which may in this matter offer themſclues,aduiſcth 
out any difference,that they ſhould nor feeme to bEidefirons 
to ſceme wiſe before their Temporall kings. Forno man, 
howſocuer fulfill'd with wiſedome, is ( ſpeaking ih his kin 
preſence ) ſecure and ſafe. Peres Regem, nol: velle *virhoyi 
piews.Boaſt not thy wiſedome in the preſence of the King. 
The reaſon isfor that he that is the ſupreme ſoueraigne in 
Temporall power, whom allacknowledge and obey as their 
Superiour, riſenteth it much, to ſee himſelfe inferigur in a 
thihg of ſo greate eſteeme, as is wiſedome and diſcretion. 
Xenophon,laying his foundation on this opinion, introduceth 
Cambiſes,inſtru&ing his ſonne Cyrwe, King of Per fia, how he 
ought to carry himſelf in his Kingdome. As allg Alexander, 
who recciued his Militarie Precepts from his father Ph:{;p 
and not from any other that was inferiour vnto him. It is 
written of 4zaficles, king of the Lacedemeniens, that he re- 
fuſed to learne Philoſophicof a famousPhiloſopher of thoſe 
rimes;it ſeeming vnto him, that being a king, it was not 
ficting, he ſhould be his Scholler, whoſe ſonfte.he was not. 
As if he ſhould haue ſayd; That he,oncly by a naturall obli- 
pation, acknowledged him alone, and that he contented 
imfelfe with that which he had lcarncd from hirh, and 


would 
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would not acknowledge any other inferiour vnto him in 
birth, though ncuer ſo much before him in learning and 
knowledge. But this difficulty I purpoſe to ouercome by 
propoling,in this my Treatiſe, vnto kings, not"-mintowne” 
Reaſons,nor thoſe, which I might draw from great Philo 
| phers,and humane Hiſtories, but from the words

and of his Saints, and from Hiſtories Diu 164and Canoni= 


all, whoſe Taſtruftions kings may ner diſaaine, nor take it 
asAn affront to ſubmittKemfttiitifereunto, be they (being 
Chrifftyns)neuer ſo powerfull,neuer ſo ſupreme; becauſe the 
Authorhgt diQates theſe Leſſons vato them, is the Holy- 
Ghoſt. Art if I ſhall at any timealleage the Examples of 
heathen KigSs, and ſhall make ſome good benefit of An- 
tiquitie, agd ſcrue my ſeife with the ſentences of Philoſo- 
phers, tha were ſtrangers vnto Gods people, it ſhall be very 
ſparinglytand as it comes in my way,and as one that ceazcth 
vpon lus $wne goods (ifhe fortune to light vpon them) and 


takerffthem from thoſe that vniuſtly detaine and poſleſle

And conſide- 
ring with more attention, this it's true Etymologie, he is 
properly ſayd to be a King, whoouer maſtring his paſſions; 
doth firſt rule and gouerne himſelfe, cumplying (as he ought) 
with the obligations of his Eftate, without offence cither to 
God or his neighbour ; and next hath a care to rule others, 
and,to procure all he can, that all may doe thellike ; And 
he, that ſhall do the contrary laying his foundation on hu- 
mane wiſedom,and reaſon of State, regardeth more his own 
temporall commoditie and proper Intereſt, then the good 
of the Commonwealth. This ſuteth not with-the name he 
holdeth; nor may he be called a king, neitheris he fo for 
| himſelfe, nor for others, becauſe heneither knowes to ru'e 
Aug kb-4.4 himſelfe nor others. Malws,ſi regret ( ſaith S. Auſten)ſervus 


(vt. Dei cap. eft.He hath the Appellationand honourable name ofa king, 
| - but 
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bur in very truth, ſee how many vices reigne in him, fo many 
times is hee a ſervant, nay a very ſlave. Ir was the aduice of 
Agapitus to 1u/tinian the Emperour;thathe ſhontdtimn 2 1 
eye oner himſclfe, and looke well ro his ations; for albett 
he were a King and a great Prince, yet the Title of Kip did 
then convene to him, when he ſhould be Mallfof Mimfelfe, 
and curbing his unruly appetites, ſhould off King become a 

a Gddypon earth, and from thence is the name of King 
deriuedFnto him, and is his Vicar in alf cauſes, for'to 
maintaineMz Subictts in Iuſtice and Truth by his Empire 

and Commagy, and ro ſuſtaine all things in Order, Policie, 

and Peace. ,And therefore a Law of the Parrids ayes thus, 1jb.1. & tib.;.

cauſe.The {1gnifcation likewiſe of rhis word King, or Rex,1s ; 
{and mEthinks)farre better declar<d,if we ſhall bur refer its = 
originall tg anorher word of the primirine Language, where E 
the Hebrew word Raz4 ſignifies (amongſt other it's ſigni- 
fications)T s feede. And inthis fenfe it is to be-found in many 
places of haly Scripture. And from this Raps, is derined 

Rex, Rego, Or-Repno. And Rezere,and Paſcereamongit the 
Poets, and euen alſo amongſt che Prophers, are promiſcu- 

ouſly vied. Homer, Yirgil,and Dauid, put no difference be- 

rwixt Reges and Paſtores,Rtyling Kings Shephenrds;&'Shep- 
heards Kings.And therefore in the 23.? ſa/me,where the wit ,,, 
gar Litine reades Dominus regit me ; S.leremes Tranſlation 

bath it, D «0/n1@ paſcit me, The Lord is my Shepheard,there- 
fore can Tlacktotbing, he ſhall frede me in a greene paſture, 

and leade me forth beſides the witers of comfort. And Homer 
heftyles & King Paftorem populi, the Shepheard of his peo- 

ple;in regard of that fweetnefle of Command wherewith he 

gouerneth 
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a ſhepheard by feeding of his ſheepe, and by bca 
(if necd< be) vpon his ſhouiders. And of the felte ſame 
King, Chriſt, God ſaid in reſpe& of his p:ople ; ſe paſcer 
eos, (4 ipſe erit eis in paſtorem. 1 will ſet vp a ſhepheard 
them,and he ihall feed them. And in the next words tallc 
ing he cals him ioyntly Kingand {hepheard. Servay mens 
David Rex ſuper eos, & Paſtor unus erit omniums eorum. 
My ſeruant David ſhall bee the Prince amongſt them, and 
they ſhall all haue but one ſhepheard. And they ſhall 
dwell ſafely in the wilderneſle, and fleepe in the woods,and 
none ſhall make them affraid. And for the clearer fignificati. 
on hereof, the firſt Kings that God made choiſe of,and com- 
manded to be anoynted, hee tooke them fromamidft their 
flocks. The one they ſought after, the other they found fee- 
ding of his flocke. The Prophet Saxmel whom God com- 
manded to annoyntfor King one of the ſons of 7/haz,hauing 
ſcene the elder and the other ſcuen (all gaodly handſome 
men & of agood diſpoſition) had no —_ king to any one 
of them, but asked their father z Whether he had no more 
children but thoſe ; And he ſaid vnto him ; 4thuc reliquus 
eft parvalus, & paſcit oves, There remaineth'ycra little 
one behind, that keepeth the ſheepe. And the Prophet 
wild 
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willed him,that he (ſhould ſend for him 'for we will, nor fir 
downe4till he be come hicher;ſhewing,thar to bea he 

and to feed the flock, was the beſt Symbole, and moſt proper 
Embleme of a King. Andtherfore þ would hane no-manto 
imagigethat which-Phi/sz did feare, that when we compte 
makea King,we mult take away the Crooke, ; and, pueFthic 
Scepterin his hand. The Office of a King I tellyort; dthe 
Arte of ruling, will require a great, deale of ſhudy, and experi-

leſſe, yet they tend all to one end, which is the common 
good. And therefore S. Paul and- other Saints,and wiſe men | 
are of opinion, that hee that knowes not how to gouerne 
His own houſe well, will hardly'gouerne another mans. The 


"Emperour Alexander Severin, viliting the Roman Senate, 


didfaquire, how the Senators did rule and gonerne their 
owne Priuate- Houſes, and families, and ſayd , Thar that . 
man, who knew not how to command his wife, and his 
Children,to follow his*ownebuffneſſes, to make proviſion - 
for his houſe, and to gouerne his familie, it were a. mad- 
neſle to recommend wvnto that man- the gouernment of the 
Common-wealth. Amongſtthoſe the famous Gouernours, 
Cato the Roman, was -preferred before CHriſtides, the 
Grecian, becauſe the former was a great Paterfamilies, or 
father of a' familie, and the latter was norcd to be defeftiue 
in that -kinde. Sothat the life of a ſhepheard is the Coun» 
rerfeit or Picture of gouernment, as is to be ſeenie'by his 
afliftance in his Office, in the care of the wellfare of his 
flocke, in the obligation of the Account that he 1s to make, 
in the offence thar he is to finde by Wolues and Theenes, 
and in the ſolicitude and warchfullneſle, which thoſe orgi. 
nary dangers doe require, wherein his flocke ſtands, and 
more eſpecially when the ſhepheard is wanting vnto them. . 
And itis ſo proper vnto a King to feede his flocke, that. 
when our 'Sauiour Chriſt fed' that multitude of people, 
which followed him in the deſert, they no ſooner faw that 
he'had fatisfied them, but they were deſirous to make 
him a King, and to clap the Crowne on his head. And for 
this cauſe in the 3. Chapter of E/ay, he that ſaw he was vn. 
pronided of bread, would not accept the Vatesof thepeo- 
ple, that were willing to nominate him for their King,ſay- 
ing thus vnto them : Non ſum medicus, 77 in domo mea 
non eft panis, neque veſtimentum ; -nolite conſtttuere me 
Pprincivem populi. There is no bread in my houſe, nor 
cloathdyy 1 cannot be an helper vnto yee,therefore make

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me no. Prince of the people.., And therefore with very 
good reaſon, and with a great. deale of proprictic, a King 
and a.

And S..L»fer tell vs 
that to, them appertaineth the remedy of all rhe ficke, and 
the cure of all the diſeaſes, and other thoſe croſſe and re- 
pugnant humours ' which reigne in a Kingdome, and to 
apply a medicine to cuery particular perſon, agrecable to 
that humour, whetein hee is peccant. And the Office of 
a ſhephicard, which is ſo proper vnto Kings (as already 
| hath beene ſaid) bath. with it this obligation, to'cure his 
flocke. And therefore' inthe 34.of Zzechiel, God doth lay 
a heauie Taxc vpon thoſe. ſhepheards, becauſe they were 
faulty in this their Office of Curing. 2ved infirmi fuit,vou 
con Ghdaſta, o& qnod egrotum,non ſanaſts, Ge. The diſeaſed 
hate yee not ſtrengthened, neither hame yee bealed that which 
was [iche, neither haue yee bound vp that which was broken, 
neither haue yee brought againe that which was driven 4- 
w4y, neither haue yee ſought that which was loſt ;, butt with 
force and with crutltie hane yee ruled then, yee eat the far, 
and yee cleath ye with the twooll, yee kiff them that are fed, 
but yee feede not the flocke. And heere that third fignifi. 
cation ſutes well with this name of King : which is the 
ſame as Father. As appeareth in that of Geneſis; where the 
Sichemites called their King £6:milech, whiclr is as mach 
to ſay; As my Father, ot my I rd;And ahciently their Kings 
were called Parres reip:Fathers of their Commotitwealths. 
And hence is it,that King Theodorirm. defining the Po 
roya 


royall of Kings, (as Caſhroderis reportetiit) ſpeakes thus: cofoolit,g. = 
_ Princeps, ei Paitor publicus oy Commun. A:King'is the #42» 
- publicke and common ſhepheard. Nor jsa King any other - 
thing, but the publicke and common Father of the Com- 
mon-wealth.

familias, A father of a familic. And Xenephonthe Philoſo. 
pher afhrmeth : Bonws Princeps nihil differt a bong patre. 
Thar a good Prince, differs nothing from a good Father. 
The onely difference is in this, That the' one hath fewer, 
the other more vnder his Empire &Command. And ccrtain- 
ly,it is moſt ſutable vnto reaſon, thatthis Title of Father be 
giuen vnto Kings, becauſe they ought to be ſuch towards 
their ſubieas, and kingdomes, carrying a fatherly affeRi- 
on and prouidence,towards their wellfare and preſeruation. 
_ For reigning, or bearing rule ( ſaith Homer) is nothing clſe Homer 
bur a paternall gouernment, like that of a father ouer his 
owne children. Ipſum neamg, regnum, imperium eft ſuapte 
nvatura paternum. There is no better habit of gouerning, 
then to haue a King cloath himſelfe with the lone of a fa- 
ther, and to haue that care of his ſubieRs, as if they were 
ſo many children ofhis owne loynes. The affefion of a 
father towards his children, his carethat they ſhall lacke no- 
thing, and to be one and the ſame towards them all, car- 
ricth a great proportion with a Kings pictic towards his 
ſubie&s. Hee is called a Father, fo that the very name, 
obligeth him to anſwer this ſignification, in workes, not 
in word ; but to ſhew himſclfea true father indeed. Apaine, 
for that this name father is very proper vnto Kings, if wee 
{hall well and truly weighit,amongſtall other Attributes and 
Epithites of Maieſtie,and Signorie, it is the greateſt, vnder 
» || whichall other namesarecomprehended,as theSpecies vn- 
der their Genws, being ſubordinate thereunto. Father is a- 
” | boucthe Title of King, Lord, Maſter, Captaine,andthe like. 
In a word,it is a name abouc all other names that denotate 
B : Signorie 
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Signorie, and prouidence.: Antiquitic when it was willing 


to throw ir's greateſt Hononr vpon an Emperour, it called 
him the Father of the Common-wealth. Which was more 
then Ceſar, or Anzuſizs; and whatſoever other name moſt 
glorious inthe world : whether it were conferr'd vpon them: 
either for-to flatter them, or ro oblige them to thoſe great 
effets, which this name ( Father ) ryes them vnto, In con- 
cluſion, by this word (Father,)it is giuen Kings to vnders: 
ſtand, what they ought to doc. To wit; That they are to- 
rule goucrne and- maintaine their Common-wealths and 
Kingdomesin Iftice, and in Peace: That they areto fecde,. 
( like good ſhepheards) theſe their rationall ſheepe. That 
they are ( likeskilfull Phyfitians) to heale and cure their ma- 
ladies : And that they are to haue that care of their ſubie&s, 
as fathers haue of their children, watching ouer them with 
prudence and with Loue, reſpe&ing more them, then them- 
ſelues. For Kings,are more obliged to the Kingdome,and 
the Common-wealth, then vnte themſclues.For, if we ſhall 
but lookeinto the Original), and Inſtitution of a King, and 
a kingdome, we ſhall rc thata: King was ordained for 
the good of the kingdome, and not the kingdome for the 
good of the King.

more colours, foldings, and doublings then any orher 
creature whatſocuer; worſt to be knowen, and hardeſt ro 
ro be ruled; and aboue all, moſt ingrate and vnthankfull 
vnto him that is ſet in authority ouer him. And Plato 
more particularly tells vs, that he held it in a manner a 
thing impoſſible, for any one to haue ſuch a Wir, thar 
alone of himſelfe, he ſhould be ſufficient ro gouerne well, 
it being fo hard a matter ro do, though a man haue neucr 
ſo good partes, and abilities to performe that funRion. 
Prolomy, King of <A&zypt, conſidering the great difhcul- 
ties, which accompanie gouerning and reigning, began to 
weigh the qualitie of each difficultie, and comparing ſome 
with other ſome, he knew not which to ranke formoſt, 
or to preterre before his fellow. It ſeemed wonderfull 
hard vnto him, to know the Talent, and parts of perſons, 
for the conferring of Offices and places vpon them, a 
bulineſſe, whereon good gouernment mainely dependeth, 
Hee likewiſe found it as difficult, to make good Lawes, 
and Statutes. As alio,to rule ſo many Townes, and ſo many 
people, as are liſted vnder a Crowne,and name of King : 
As likzwiſe to dreſſe ſo many diſhes for ſo many different 
palates, ſo many things tothe guſt and content of ſo many 
ſundry wills, and a thouſand other difficulties which daily 
offer themſelues in the ruling and: goncrning of men. For 
(as Seneca ſaith ) Nallum animal, maiori eft arte traftan- 
dum,nauam homo. There is not that creature,like vato Man, 
for whoſe gouernment, more Arte more prudence, more 
wiſcdome, more difcretion, and ſagacitic is required. No 
man can denie, but that to: beare on his ſhoulders the 
weight of a- kingdome, with obligation to attend on ſuch 
and ſo great a diverſitic of things, as of Peacc,and Warre, 
and of ſo many graue and weightie buſineſſe, and of lo 
great importance, without fayling one point or tittlc 
therein,is an intollerable trouble,a moſt heauy burthen,and 
moſt dificulc Office. And in this reſpe&,ſo few haue there 
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beene, that haue knowne perfeQly to cumply therewith; 
And it is worthy our con(ideration, : that ' there' being fo 
many Hiſtories,and Bookes of the Lines of Kings,and Ems 
perours of the Gentiles, there is notoneamongſt then all 
to be found, who hath not bin noted of many'faults..4/cx- 
anderthe Great, who for his famous Afs,8 great Courage, 
had the firname' giuen him of. Grear, had many things in 
. him worthy reprehenfion,and vnbefeeming royaltYignirie: 


And howbeit Xenophon in his Cyropedia, wouldigiuevsi'to xiylen.1ib.n 
vnderſtand, that: King.Cyrws;had all thoſe vertyesand orear. 4 £119. 


neſs, which: are there repreſented vato) vs;yeemany: wiſe 
men are of belicfe, that thar was no true: Hiſtory which he 
wrote of that King,butan 7c, or' Patterney that Kings 
might draw from thence,whar they ought to bee. Like vnto 
thoſe Bookes: of Cicero, which he wrote de'Oratore;, Who 
paintcth forth the properties, which heethat-will be a good 
Orator ought to haue, though, that man! was neucr- yet 
found,that had them. Beſides,if we ſhall turne our eyes to-

ter Danid, (7 Azechiam, ov Toftam, wmnues Riges peccatum 
commiſerunt. Excepting D anid, Ezechias, and Toſias, all the 
reſt of the Kings committed finne. Not that theſe three 
had not their ſinnes, for the. holy Scripture: taxeth them 
of ſome,( and thoſe nd ſmall ones) bur becauſe they hadinor 
finned in the Office of Kings. Andibecaule inits admini- 
ſtration, it is an Office. ſo full of difficulties : rhe-ApoſteS. 
Paul admonitheth all the faithfull; chat they - alwayes make

Forthey are Gods Mi- 
niſters, : attending continually vpon this very. thing, &c, 
Kingdomes doe not pay their taxes idly and:in vaine: So 
many. ſeflements,ſo many Subſedies, ſo many impolitions, 
ſo many. great: rentes; ſo. much authoritie, ſo-high a Tit, 
and (ſo greata Dignirtie, is. not giuen without charge and 
trouble. Invaine ſhould they have the nameof Kings, if 
they had not whom to rvleand gouerne. And therefore 
this obligation: lyes-vpon them. 77 maltitudine populi, dig- 
ritas regis. ; The. honour of a King,is in the: multitude of 
his People. So great a dignitie, ſo great reuenewes, ſuch a 
deale of Greaſe Maichicard Honour, with a perperuall 
Cenſe and rate vpon his Subie&s Lands and Goods, binde 
him to rule and gonerne his States, conſeruing them by Peace 


'* and luſtice. :Let Kings. therefore know, that they arc to 


{erue their kingdomes,being they arc ſo-well payd for their 
paines,and that they bearcan Office, whichryes them neceſs 
farily tothis trouble. © ut preecſt in ſolicutudine, ('(aith S. 
Pau! ) Hethatralcth with-diligence. This is the Ticte,and 
name of King, and of him thargoucrnes.

Heere is fine gold to befold, when indeediit is but Orpzrne, 
and baſe gold for Painters. .The name of King, is not an 
Attribute of Idleneſſe; A perſon regall; muſt haue reall 
performance. As 'his name ſoundeth, ſo let him ſeruein 
his place :: it-is the people that proclaime the King, bur 
it. is the; King: that muſt proclaime his lone ro the peo- 
ple. ' Hee that hath the name of ruling and. governing, 


. a Gods name let him rule and gouerne. They are not to be 
Reyes de azillo (as tis in the Proxerb ) thatis to (ay; ns- 
minall Kings only;es preter nomen n;hil:hauing nothing elſe 


in them. -In France,there was a time, when their kings, had 
nothing but the bare name of Kings, rheir Livercnants 
Generall gouerning, and Commanding all, whileſt they 
{like ſo many beaftes ) did bulie themſelucs in nothing 
clſe, but following the delights and: pleaſures of Gluttonie, 
and Wantonneſle, And becauſcit might be known, and ap- 
peare to the people, that they were aliuc, (for they neuer 
came abroad ) once a yeare they made ſhew of themſclues, 
on the firſt; day of May, in:ithe Marker-place of Paris, fit- 
ring in a chaire.of State on a throne royall, like your kings 


amongſt your. Stage-players; and there in rzucrence they 


bowed their bodies: vnto them, and preſented them with: 
giftes ; andthey againe conferred ſome fauours, on ſich as 
they though fir. And becauſe youmay ſce the miſerie where- 
unto they were brought, Eyzardws,in the beginning ofthar 
Hiſtorie which he writes of thelife of Charles the Great, fays- 
That thoſe Kings (in thoſe dayes) had no valour in them 
in the world, made no ſhew of Noblenefſe,norgaue ſo much 
as ataſt of any inclination thereunto; but had onely the 
empty and nakedname of King.For in very deedethey were 
not Kings; nor had aRually and effeQtually any hand in the 


_.gouernment of the. State,'or the weaith: and riches of the 


Kingdome ; for they were wholly poſſeſſed by the Prejects 
Palatij, 
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latij , whom they called Seneſhalls,. ar. Loxd-high Stewards 


of the: Kings Houſe. .VWho. were. ſuch abſolute; Lords and 
of that vnlimired power,thacthey ruled the roſte, and did 


whae they liſt, leauing the poore-ſeely-King norking ſaue = 


onely theibare. Trtie,who {ittingin a Chaire withhis Per- 
riwigge,and his loog beard, - repreſented. the-perſan of a 
King making the world: beleeue that hee-gane Audience 
to all Ambafladonrs-that came from forraigne parts, and 
gaue them their anſwers and diſpatches, when.they. were 
to returne : But in» very. truth, he ſayd no more ynto.them, 
ſaue what hee: had becne taught; or had by writing beene 
powred into him; making ſhew as if all this hdd beene dahe 
our. of his: oyyne Head. 'So that theſe kinde of - Kings had 
nothing of che Power-Royall, but the vnprofitable; name 
of King, and inutile throne of State, and a. perſonated 
Maieſtie that: lay open ta.nothing but ſcorn deriſion. 
For the true kings,and thaſe that cormmandegda 
their Minions and: Favorites, who: oppreſſed the other by 
their potencic, and - kept;them in awe. --Of a-King of 
Samaria, God ſayd;. That hee was: no-more-but: paw/u- 
lum ſpume,s froathy. bubplle;; 'VVhich being beheld: afar 
off, {cemeth robe. omething, but , when you.draw neere 
and rouch it, it'is nothing;! 814.71 tefib,” Rex fatuws.jn 
folio ſu. Heis like vnto an Ape-onthe houſttoppe, ,who 
vſing the apparances; ahd :geſtures;of a man. is-takeh for 
ſuch a'one by:them tharknow:him nor. ..

. no better then the blurred CharaQer of a King. Sim. 

lachra gentiam, Daxid calleth thoſe Kings, that are Kings 
oncly inname. Or, as the Hebrew renders it : Imago fittils, 
& comrits. An image of crack't earth, which leaketh in 
a thouſand places. A vaine Idoll, which repreſenteth 
much; yet is no other then a falſe andlying ſhadow. And 
that name doth very well fute with them, which Elzphas 
falſly put vpon 194, who,being ſo good and ſo iuſt a man, 
did mocke at him, vpbrayding him, that bis foundation 
was in the duſt, that he was not a man of any ſolid and 
ſound iudiſſMnent, bur onely had ſome certaine cxteriour 
apparences, calling him Mimicoleon, which is a kinde of 
creature, which in Latin, they call Formzicales. Becauſe it 
hath a monſtrous kinde of gre xm the one halfe 
part of the- body, _—_ erce Lyon, which was 
alwayes the Hterozliffe of a King ; and in the other halfe 
an c1neor Piſmire, which lignificth a weake thing and 
without any' ſubſtance. Authoritie, Name, Throne, and 
Maieſtie doth well become Lyons, and powerfull Princes; 
And hitherto, it is well. But when we looke on the 0. 
ther halfe, and ſee the being and'ſubſtance of a Piſmire; 
that goes hard. There haue' becne Kings,who with their 
very name onely,haue ſtrooke the - world into a fearcand 
rerrour. But they themſelues had 'no/ ſubſtance in them, 
and were in their Kingdomeno' better then 4x75, and 
Piſmires. Great inname and-Office but poore in ation. 
Let every King then acknowledge himſelfe to be an Of- 
ficer, and/not onely to-bee a priuate, buta publicke Of. 
ficer, and a ſuperintendent in all Offices whatſoever. For 
in all, hee is bound both. to ſpeake, and doe. $ ,

>> Auing proued, that the name of King, 
SA is not of Dignitic onely, but likewiſe 
of Occupation , and Office, it is fit, 
that we ſhould now treate of the qua- 
liticsand partes thereof; For the bet. 
ter vnderſtanding whereof, wee muſt 
Z2 follow the Metaphor, or reſemblance 

of Mans body, whereof the Apoltle $. 

Paul made vſe, thereby to giue vs to vnderſtand the place 
and Offce which every Member is to hold in the Com- 
mon-wealth. All the Members of the body ( faith he)haue 
their particular Office, but the Occupations and funfions 
of cuery one of them, are diuerſe, and different. The moſt 
importantand of greateſt Excellencie are thoſe of the Head; 
which is the ſupcriour part of the bodie. In which the 
Soule doth exerciſe her principall operations, as thoſe of 


the Vnderſtanding,and Will, the inſtruments whereof haue ,,;2.& 4y. 
their habitation in the head. There is ſcated the Serſws lib.3.de Anime, | 


Communis, or Common ſenſe, ſo called, becauſe it's know- 
kedge is common to all thoſe obiefs of the exteriour or 
outward ſences. There likewiſe,isthe [m4ginatize,the Efti- 
matine, the Phantaſie, and the Reminiſcentia, Corporall fa- 
culties, which ſcrue to thoſe thar are Spirituall, as -are the 
Vnderſtanding, and the Will. Inthe Head, arc hkewiſe 
placed the exteriour ſences. As Secing, Hearing, Smelling 
Taſting, Touching, and other faculties and vertues,where- 
with the life of man is ſuſtained and gouerncd. And ther- 
fore S. Ambroſe calls it Imperialem Aulam,the Imperi- 
all Court, becauſe therein reſides the Imperial FRO oc

char Empreſſe the Will, which ruleth and Commandeth 
all choſe powersand faculties, as being obedient and ſub- 
ie& vnto her. And wee may alſo tile it Regalem Au- 
1», the Princes Pallace; for therein abideth ( affiſted by 
it's operations) the Vnderftandingas a King in his Courr. 
For if the Will bee rearmed an Empreſle, of it's Empire 
and rule : The Vnderſtanding is called a King, becauſe ir 
dire&erth and gouerneth in Man, and vnto Man, all his 
operations, guiding them to their ducand fit ends. Zacdax- 
tis ( contrary vnto Galen) ſayth of the Head, that it is

Primacie ouer all the reſt. And is for this cauſe, called Capur, 
which is the ſame with Principiam, (as ſome DoQtors 
doe expound it.) And in the Spaniſh tongue, they call 
the firſt lines of a Proceſle, Cabece de Proceſſo, the head 
of the Proceſſe, or the beginning of it. And it carryes 
the ſame ſignification in the Latiy. 1n capite libri ſcriptums 
eſt de me ;ideſt, in _ io Libri. And for this, we haue 
not- onely Yarro's, butalſo Reberizs Stephanus his Con- 
firmation. Caput dicitur, quod inde initium capiant Senſus. 
It is called Head, becauſe from thence the ſences haue 
their Head, and Beginning. As alſo, for that the Head,is 
the Well-head of Mans life. From it, haue their originall, 
and in it, do all the Sences liue. It Sees, Heares, Smells, 
and Taſtes, not onely for it (elfe, but for the whole body, 
that is, for the good and benefit of all the members and parts 
of the body, | 

Hence it followeth, thatthe Inſtitution of the State-royall, 
or of a King, which is repreſented inthe Head, was not or- 
dained onely for the Kings owne vſe and profit, but for the 
generall well-fare of his Kingdome. And therefore hee 
ought to See, Heare, Taſte,and vnderſtand,not only by him 
ſelte, or for himſelfe, bur by all, and for all. He ought nor 
onely to haue an eye to his important affayres, but like- 
wiſe to the good of his Subics : Being that for them, and 

not 
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not for himſelfe onely,,a King was borne to the por 1d. 


cam non eſſe tuam ſed te reipublice. Conlider, that the 
Common-wealth is not thine, but thou the Common- 
wealths. Thoſe firſt men who leauing. ſolitude, aſſembled 
themſelues roliuein a Community knew full well, that na- 
turally, cuery one carcch for himſelfe and his owne people, 
but no man that taketh care for all in generall. dine. 


fore they did agree amongſt themiclues to chooſe one of 


 moreeſpeciall valour and worth,to whom all might haue re- 

courſe, And that he, who among them all ſhould be moſt re- 
nowned for his vertue,pradence, and fortitude, ſhould pre- 
ſide ouer all the reſt, and ſhould rule and gouerne them ; 
chat he {ſhould be watchfull ouer all of them, that he ſhould 
beſolicitous of the common good and profit of them all, 
and to be as carefull of them, as a father would be of his 
children,or a Shepheard of his ſheepe. And weighing with 
themſelues, thatſuch a kinde of Man,asthis ought tobe, im. 
ploying himſelfe not in his owne,. but other mens bulineſles, 
could not be able to maintaine himſelfe, and his familic (for 
then all did cate of the labour of their owne hands, and the 


ſveatcof their browes)they did ioyntly reſolue to finde his: 
houſe, and to ſuſtaine and naintaine him , that hee might Regall power 


was firſt orday 
ned for the | 
k ; eaſe ofthe _ -F 
2oucrument. For this end were theyeſtabliſhed , This was people: q 


not be withdrawen by other by.buſineſfes, but apply him- 
ſelfe wholy to thoſe ofthe Common good, and to publicke 


the beginning that Kings had ; and it ought to bethe care 
of a good King, tocare morefor the publike, then his owne 


particular good. All his Greatnefle is at the coſt of a great 


deale of care, trouble, vexation,andinquietude both of Soule 
and Body. He is wearinefſe ro himſelfe; to others, heis their 
caſe, thcir ſuſtenance, and their defence. Like vnto your 
fayreſt lowers, and fruits, which although they beautifie the 
tree, they are not ſo much for it, or for it 's owne reſpe;as 
for others. Let not any Man thinke that all the good _ 
conf

conſiſt inthe beauty and brauery, wherewith the flower doth 
flouriſh; and in the goodly (ſhew wherewith the Great ones 
of the world doe gallant it ; your powerfull Kings and 
Princes, are flowers,but flowers which fade and wither, waſt 
their life topreſerue others, drawing care vpon themſclnes, 
and affording comfort vnto others, others more inioying 
the fruit, then they themſclues, For (as Philon Ind ew ſaith) 
A King to his Kingdome, is that, which a wiſe man to the 
ignorant, a ſheepheard to his ſheepe,a father to his chil- 
dren, light vnto darkeneſlſc, and that which God heere on 
carth is to all hiscreatares.For this Title he gaue vnto Moſes, 
when he made him King,and Ruler oucr his people. Signify- 
ing vato him,that he was to be as God, the common father 
of them all ; For to all this doth the Office and dignitic of a 
King oblige him. O»»nium demos illivs vigilantia defenadit, 
omninm otium illius laboy,omnium delitias illizs induſtria, 
ommium vacationem i/lins occupatio. His ſubies houſes arc 
guarded and ſecured by his Vigilancie ; their caſe procured, 
by his labour, their delights inioyed, by his induſtry,and 
their merry vacations, by his painefull imployments. And 
therfore the Prophet Sammell ſayd vnto king San, anon af- 
ter he was annointed King ouer 7ſrael;, declaring vnto 
him the obligations of his Office, Behold S2»/, now that 
God hath annointed thee King ouer all this Kingdome, that 
thy Office ties thee to it” s generall gouernment, Thou waſt 
not made King to {lcepe and take thine caſe, or to honour 
and authorize thy ſcife by the dignitic Royall, but that thou 
{houldeſt gouerne and maintaine the people in peace, and 
juſtice, and that thou ſhouldeſt prote&and defend them 
from their enemies Rex Eligitur, nom wt ſui ip{jus curam 
habeat ( ſayth Socrates) et ſeſe molliter curct, Sea wt per 
ipſum, i qui eligernunt, bene beateque Vinant. Kingsare not 
choſen, that their whole care ſhould be for themſclues, to 
pamper the fleſh, and to liue nicely and daintily ; but that 
by him,they who hadeleAecd him,might liuc well and hap-

And the Pope of Rome holds it no dliſhonoun:vnts him, to be 
ftiled ; Serumus ſervorum Dei The Seraant of Gods. ſex- 
uants. And hawbcit ancicntly! this name of ſeruant were 
infamous, yet after that our;Sauiour Chriſthadinivhisawn 
perſon taken it vpon him, it hath fince beene accounted 
honorable. And as it is not- repugnant and contradiQory 
ro the Efſenceand nature of the ſonne of God, no moreis 
it any preiudice or diſparagement to ithe Maicftic and great- 
neffeof Kings. And this was well vnderſtood by Antigone 
King of Macedonia, who reprehending bis ſonne, for car-

To his Account 
are purthe Agrauios and wrongs which his Miniſters doc 
vnto:theone ; and the Tniuſtice, which the other ſuffer. The 
wretched eſtate of thoſe: thar are necefited, the cry of the 
diſtrefſed, and: the teares that are ſhed out of anguiſh of 
heart; and a thouſand other loades, cuen wane-loades of 


cares-and obligations, lye vpon the ſhoulders of him that 


is the Head,and King: of a kingdome. And albeithebe the 
head in commanding ard:iin' governing, yet in bearing (if 
not oken oncrchergrdtheredich ).che heauic weight and 
loade of all,heemuſt be the feete or ſupporters to beare the 
burthetof the whole:body of the Common-wealth.

That the power, Dothitilbn,and Signorie, which Kings baue 
ouer their ſubie&s;oughtnorto beefteemed an honour, but 
a trouble. Pateſt#3 atrepra,fom honor ſed onus 'eflimatur.And 
the blindeſt Gentiles digd-arraime-to this Hghtr of truth.” And 
one of them vſed rhe ſelfe ſame phraſe of ſpeech, ſpeaking of 
another that was much” puffed vp and well contented with 
the chargeand- office, which' £4pel/s had allotted him. 
( ' -*  Lebws erat, mixidg,onerigaudebat hombre. 
So that torule,mnd Command,is a Mixture ofa litt!c honour 
and much trouble. And rhe Latin word, which ſignifieth ho- 
nour, doth not: differ more then in one Letter from that 
which RM ne 04, ts ous. For(H.Yis 
buran aſpitation. Nor was'there ever thavrnan yet wanting, 
nor cner wilt be,to take(for Honours fake)this burthen vpon 
him. Though all-ofthem can be-well-contear,to rake as little 


of the loade as they can vpon'them, bur as much of the Ho- 


nor, as yowwillz howbeit this is riot! the'ſecureſt Courſe: ' 
Bur Piſhall conchiderhisChaprerwith this «iſo; Thar 
the Officeof n+ King confifts hot ſo much in the outward 


Operation, {though'in this hee is 'not to fatle ) as in the 
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inward apprehenſion. Whichin it's o#n nature may imbrace 
infinite things, not as infinite, but as ſuch as may be rediiced 
to a few points, nor no more then ſhall bepointed at in this 
T reatiſe. Which ought alwayes,ofa wiſe & prudent King,to 
be well vnderſtood,& to make vie of as many of them as hee 
can,and which do more particularly appertaine vnto his Of. 
fice,and to leaue the reſt vnto his Miniſters.A King muſt be 
like che Heartin the Body,which ſolely of it ſelfe cannot per. 
forme all thoſe offices,which all the members more particu- 
larly may.But by the helpe and meanes of diuers Inſtruments, 
members, and Organs, diffuſing & ſending forth their vertue 
vnto them, it findes it ſelfe in the operation of themall. The 
king,is the heart of the kingdome,and muſt worketherin like 


ir,not doing allby bimſelfe (tor that is impoſkible,andinſtead _ 


of doing good, would do hurt ) by keeping himſelfe in his 
proper Station, without tranſiliating that Circle which more 
particularly belongeth vnto him,and performing thoſe Ofi- 
ces,which another cannot execute forhim,byhis great power 
and vertuc, he may in a diffuſtue manner haue recourſe to all 
the parts cuen the moſt remote of his kingdome, take a care 
ofalland hauca hand in all. And this carc,is as proper to a 


King; as itisto the heart;itbeing impofhble for the heart to, 
live without care. And from thence it takes it's nameand 7/«or.lib.4. 
Appellatiue. Cor ( ſaith 1idore) dicitur 4 cura, Cor (which To 


is the Heart) is fo called, 2 Cur : from it's care. For itis 
that, which takes care of Mans life. Ego dormio, gr Cor 


weum vigilat. I ſleepe, but my Heart waketh.Vhile Man Canc.;.x. 


ſleepes the heart ſtill beates, and taketh care of the life 
and conſeruation of the whole body, ſending forth to all 
the parts. thereof, it's naturall vertue and heate,withont the 
leaſt diſ-carcfullneſſe in the world, looling it's owne quiet, 
to giue Man eaſc, And therefore the Spouſe, called her Be- 
loued, her Heart; becauſe hee performed this office with 
her. And the like muſt a King doe in his Kingdome, He 
muſt watch, and forgoe his owne fleepe and quiet that

his Vaſtalls may take their eaſe and reſt; vpon-paine of be= 
ing vnfaichfull and defeive in that fidelictie which is due 
vnco the office of a King. This made S. Pan/to ſay ; $i ques 
ſuorum curam non habet , fidem ncgauit, 1f any prouide 
not for his o:vne, hee hath denied the faith, and is worfe 
then an Infidel. The heart likewiſe hath another propercy 
very proper vnto Kings, which is, it's continuall beating on 
the left ſide. The Author of Nature being deſirous by this 
ſecret to teach Kings, that they ſhould apply- themſelues 
with-more care to the weakeſt part,and that which hath moſt 
neede of their helpe. The right ſide is more afliſted-with 
naturall heate and blood, rhen the lefr, which is more 
ſtript of theſe fauours. Andin this, the Heart ſhowes, that 
Kings ſhould ſhew their King-craftand the fineneſſe of their 
' care, towards poore needy people, and ſuch as are deſtitute 
of all humane fauour. Forto therich and mighty, blood a- 
boundeth,; _ and nothing is wanting vnto them. God doth 
illighten- Kings, which-are the Heads of the people, to the 
end, that they may docin their Kingdomes all-chat which 
a good Head ought to doe with it's body, by whoſcoffices 
wee will goe, diſcourſing thoſe of the myſticall Head of this 
body. of a Common-wealth,whichis the. King; beginning 
firſt with the vnderſtanding, and'ir's:pertinencies, or what- 
ſocuer appertaineth thereunto, which is the firſt in perfei- 
on, and whereunto-( in regard ofit's Atiue beginning and 
end) the reſt of the Sences are in ordination. According to 
thatmeaſureof Light which he ſhall vouchſafe to Commu» 
nicate vnto vs, who is that true Light, which illighteneth 
exciy Manthat commeth intothe world, 
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of the reaſon and vnderſtanding of Kings, and of their wiſc-

more is hecapable thereof, and the more inten(iuely doth he 
lone ic. And for this cauſe did Pyth4agoras call wiſe men Phis. 
lolophers, Louers,or coueters of VWiſdome ; becauſe the pel- 
ſchon thereof doth ſer an edge on the deſire, and makes a 
man to couet it the more, for irs treaſure is infinite, and 


no man-een exhauſtit. And therefore the more a man hath 
of it,the more he deſireth it. It is theretreit and receptacle of 


faith, andofallthe Arts and Sciences, both praQicke and ſpe- 


culariue, hauing an vniuerſall aptitude to receiue them all in- - 


ro it ſelfe, and-vponthe apprehenſion of themto put them in 
execution. And although it be apotentia or faculty of a li- 
mited power, yet ſo greatis it's capacity, and of that ample» 
nefſe and ableneſſe to receiue and containe, that it ſcemeth 
infinite, for let a man know neuer fo much, yet can he not 
fill vp his knowledge. For ſuch and ſuch notions diſpoſe the 
vnderſtanding for others. Knowledge begetteth knowledge, 


and the more things a man knoweth, ſo much the more 


caſily doth he apprehend thoſe he knoweth not.tillhe-come 


ro the perfett inquiry and knowledge of the truth : and by 
C 4 conuerſing 
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conucrling with the wiſe, and cxerciſe of good Letters, hee 
goes till riſing higher and higher. And by how much the 
more a man is aduanced .in his vnderſtanding, ſo much the. 
more aduantage ſhall he haue of thoſe which haue not the 
ſame meaſure. Suting with thatſaying of the Comicke Poet, 


who wondering to ſee the great difference berweene man &

Gen.1.26, 


man, cryes out, Homo, homini quid preſiat ! So much doth 
one man differ from another in wiſdggne and-prudence, thar 
they ſeeme to be different ſpecies. And hence is it that the 
aduantage which a wiſe man hath over thoſe that are nor ſo, 
is, to make him King ouer all the people. Which leſſon 
God taught vs in the firſt King he made choice of for his. 
peop'e, who ſtanding in the midſt of his SubieRs, was taller 
thenany ofthem from the ſholders vpwards,ſo that his head 
ſhew'd it felfe aboue them all. And the word Melech which 
in the original! ſignifieth a king,in that large & eminent Let. 
ter which ſtandsin the midſt of ir, doth miltically giue vs to 
vnderſtand the excellency that aboueothers, Kings ought to 
haue. - And therefore Plato ſtiled a prudent and wiſe Gouer- 
nour, 7irum aivinum, a divine man , prefuppoſing that he 
ſhould be ſomewhat more then a man, and exceed in djuine 
wiſedome all other Gouernours whatſoeuer. YEB#ſapiens, 
ibi eſt Deus in humano corpore. And'thercfore, as God by 
way of eminency containeth the perfe&tionsof all the Crea- 
tures ; ſo, (as farre forth as a Creature can) a wiſe King 
ſhould (and that with much aduantage) poſſeſſe the perfe- 
ions of all his people. And the holy Scripture teacheth 
vs, that God created man after his own image and ſikeneſle, 
giving him Vnderſtanding, Memory, and Will. And ba- 
uving created him,made him King ouer all he had created. 7: 
preſit piſcibus Maris, or volatilibus Cali, er beſts vniverſz 
Terre,e+c. To hauedotninion ouer the Fiſh of the Sea, and 
ouer the Fowle of the Aire, & ouer the Cattle, &c. And this 
was granted him, and did accompany the common nature of 
men. Butto rule, and command, to be Lord, and Gover- 
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nour ouer men themſclucs, (as are Kings) is a farregreater 
matter, and ſuch as requireth a greater meaſure of Vnder- 
ſtandingand Wiſedome : and hethat hath moſt ſtore there- 
of, ſhall-reape the molt profit by ir, as/he that wants it,ſhall 
contrary wiſe finde the Jacke of it. Sa/oman, the wiſcit of 
Kings, as he was both wiſe, anda King, could better then 
any other informe vs, of what importanceare Vnderſtan- 
ding and VWiſJome in Kings. In whoſe name he ſpeaketh, 


when he ſaith, Per me Reges regnant, per'ime Principes impe- Prou.3.15, 


rant; By me Kings reigne, and Princes decree iuſtice. Tothe 
wiſeman the Scepter and Crowne of right belongeth. For 
wiſdome her ſelte,as being the moſt effentiall forme of Kings, 
makes him King and Monarch ouer others. Andin all Na- 
tions almoſt, they gaue the ſame name,and the ſame Enſignes 
to Empire and Wifdome. And S. Pau makes them Synone- 
mics, and will haue them to fignifie one and the ſame thing. 
She alone (by keeping Gods commandements) will be ſufh- 
cient in a King to make him pleafing and acceptable vnts 
God, and to be cut out according to the meaſure of his own 
| heart. And though ſome areofa larger heartand vnderſtan- 
ding th2n other ſome ; yet (with God) to be wiſe,yis that 
which conuencth moſt both-to King and Subic&. 

By Efay the Prophet God promiſeth to all his people a 
golden age, happy dayes, and fortunate times, whercin all 
{hall hauc aſhare of happineſle, peace, equity,tuſtice, health, 
content, and abundance of fruits. But comming vnto Kings, 
he ſaith no more, bur that there ſhall not be any one thar 
ſhall be a foole. Now vocabitur vitra is qui inſipiens eſt, Prin- 
ceps. This is a great happineſſe. But (O Lord) let mee 
aske thee ; Is a King of worſe condition then his Subicds, - 
that thou ſhouldſt promiſe ſo many good things vnto them, 
andbut one alone vnto him ? Theanſwere hereumto is, that 
our good God giueth vnto euery.one (according to his ſtate 
and calling) that which is fitteſt for him. The Subie& who 
hath' one to-rule and goucrne him, hath need of one to 
miniſter. 
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miniſter iuſtice vnto him, to conſerue him in peace, and to 
make ſuch proufion, that he may haue wherewith- to eate, 
and the 1tke, Bura King, who is to rule and gouerne, hath 
need of witedome , which is:the life and ſouie of Kings, 
which ſuſtaineth the weight of a Kingdome, and withour 
which (be they neuer ſo rich, neuer-ſo powerfull) rhey (hall 
be as fit for gouernment, as a body without a head, or an 
head withour a foule. And as from the ſoule the Sences are 
origined, and from that eſſence reſult your paſhons, ſo in 
like ſortfrom wiſedome reſulteth vatoKing,and Kingdome, 
all that good and happinefle that can be delired, Rex ſapi- 
ens, ſtabilimentum eft Cinitatis. CA wiſe King # the vphol- 
ding ofthe people. And a fooliſh King the ruine of his Sub- 
iets. You (hall not name that Nation either barbarous, or 
ciuill, which (where Kings were made by eleftion) did nor 
make choice of a wiſe ws prudent King. 

Mn that generall Dyer, whereall the Nations of Trees and 
Plants met, ſeeing that without Law, and without a King, 
they could not conſerue themſclues in peace, and iuſtice, 
the firſt reſolution they tooke, was to chooſe a wiſe King. 
And in the firſt place they nominated the 0/ine,a tree of ma- 
ny good parts and qualities ; and amongſt other, this the 
chicteſt, that it was the Symbole or Hierogliffe of wiſe- 
dome, which is all whatſocucr can be defired in a King. 

This alone did King Dauid deſire for himſelfe : 1ntelle- 
Hum da mihi, cr vivam; Giue me vnderflanding, and I ſhall 
{ize. He did not deſire life, nor health, nor riches, but one- 
ly vnderſtanding and wiſedome. And with this alone did 
he promiſe to himſeſfeeternall life, and a durable Kingdome. 
And therefore, Si deleffamini ſedibus && ſceptris, 0 Reges po- 
pult, diligite ſaptentiam, vt in perpetuum regnetts ; If your 
delirht bein Thrones and Scepters, O ye Kings of t5e people, 
honeur wiſedome,that ye may raigne for euermore. 

Happy is that Commonewea'th (ſaith P/ato) which hath 
awiſe King. And vnhappy that ( ſaith another Vp 
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pher) which batha King without wiſedome. -. 


Ariſtotle tearmed the T bebans happy, all the while chat Membrin. off. 
they were gonerned by thoſe that were wiſe. Ofſuch conſe. p-33- 


quence is wiſedome in a King, that vpon the very rumour 
that he is- a wiſePrince, all preſently obay, and ſooner ſub- 
mit themfelues, therrat the noiſe of his power. As was to 
be ſeene in King Sa/omor, whoſe wiſedome was no ſooner 
knowen to the people, but they began preſently to reſpet 
and feare him.  - + 23983 Bb 

But let'me aske this queſtion : Shall-x ſufficea King to 
haue vnderſtanding and wiſdome, vnlefle hemake vſe there- 
of, and ſhewa willingneſſe- to execute whathe knowes? No 
certainly. For the greatneſſe of a power or. faculty conſiſ- 
teth in it's operation.- The Vnderſtanding withour Intelli 
gence, (like the Will without Loue) ſerues to little or no 


purpoſe. And-itis doubted (as T touchtin the beginning) 


vpon which of theſe two potenrias, or faculties; is rhat arme 


and hand, whereby the ſoule operaterh it's moſtexcellent- 
workes? The vnderſtanding alleagerh for himfelfe, thar ir 


is he thatin the kingdome of our ſoule doth ordaine,diſpoſe, 
and gouerne. The Will, ſhe ſaith, that without her nothing 
is done. For as the Philoſophers tearmeit, Applicartporen- 
tias ad operandum ſhe ſets thele faculties a: worke, and 
findes themihands. The .Vnderſtanding confeſleth this is 
true ; butwith all ſaith, itis he that nods and winckes vpon 
her, makes ſignes and tokens vnto her, is as it weue the 
Watch-word, & doth expoſe vnto her whether ſhe.will this 
_ orthat, for the betterordering & diſpoſingof.it. The VW1ll, 
ſhe on the other. ſide replyes, that ſhe likewiſe fomenterh 
andaffettionates the Vnderſtanding, anddoth excite and ſol- 
licite him, that he ſtudy, thinke, and dwell vpon that which 
ſhe beſt liketh. .. But leauing the reſolution of this Contro. 
ucrſicto your Themiſts, and Scoriſis,who diſpute itat large; 


the Vnderſtanding (asl ſaid before) is a Regallpower which 


ruleth-& goucrneth in man,and is that Starre which guath 
an

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and gjueth light to the whole houſe of the loule , yetisthe 

Will ſo much Miſtreſle, that nothing is done without her. 
Nor can God himſelfe (by violence) draw a yea, or a 
nay from it, without treſpafling vpon that liberty wherc- 
with he createdit; for in it's owne nature it is free : and (as 
Philoſophy informeth vs)-it cannot be forced. Cetere po- 
tentte poſſunt capt, non tamen voluntas. But the common 
receiued opinion is, that both the one and the other muſt 
concurre-for the efteRing of any free worke. Inſomuch, 
that it is impoſhble to performe any ation of importance, 
vnleſſe that both doe intend the ſame. VVe muſt plucke the 
reynes of both, hold both of them inour hands,it we meane 
to rule and gouerne the ſoule as we ought ; the Vnderſtan- 
ding direing, andthe VVill operating. And therefore a 
deuout King , after that hee hath begg'd vnderſtanding of 
God, that hee may be able to ſtudy and meditate on the 
obſeruance of his dinine Law, for the conſeruation of him- 
ſ{elfe, and hiskingdome, finding that this is not ſufficient if 
the Will ſhould draw another way, let him preſently pray 
vnto him, thathe incline his VVill, and fo diſpoſe thereof, 

_ thathe may not onely will his Will, but that hee may take 
pleaſure to put it in praiſe. In ſtrineſle, and in rigour, 
that is not VWiſedome, nor deſerueth the name thereof, 
which is bung'd vp in the Head, and goes not from the Va- 
derſtanding to the hand, and from the Will to the Worke. 
Nonenim ſapientia eſt (ſaith S. Bernard) que quod ſapit, non 
exercet ; Wiſcdeme without prattiſe is not Wiſedome, 

There areſome of whom all men ſkicke not to-ſay, that he 
is of great vnderſtanding, a man of admirable abilities, ſin- 
gular wiſedome, &c. And yet no man knowes wherein his 
Knowledpelies, nor can diſcerne his Wiſdome in his Acti- 
ons. Itis neceflary that this opinion ſhould be ratified and 
confirmed by exterior Aﬀtions, and fome publique demon- 
ſtrations. Of King Dazid the holy Ghoſt ſaith, that hee 
did gouerne his people with the vnderſtanding of his hands. 
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Et in intelletibus manuum ſuarum deduxit illos. It is a 
cleare caſe that the hands 'hane no- other particular vnder. 
ſtanding in a diſtin manner, or diſtinguiſhed from thar 
which the ſoule hath; and this isin the Head,and not in the 
hands. But the meaning of that place is,that in the Workes 
of his hands, and in all his A&ions, the King manifeſted his 
orcat Vnderſtanding and Wiſedome : Which if it remaine 


onely in the huske, or ſhell, it is good fornothing. Sicar þ- | 


des , ita (4 ſapientia, fine operibus mortua" eſt 5 Wiſedome 
(faith S. Bernard) s like Faith , without good Workes it is 
dead. Thar King therefore that hall haue wiſedome inough 
in, and for himſelfe, and thall execute and ſhew the fame in 
the gouernment of his: kingdome, andexerciſe the ſame. a- 
mongpſt his Subies, he ſhall be grear inall his'kingdomes 


heere on Earth , and great likewiſe in the kingdome of 


Heaven. 
' Salomon, when God had guerre him wiſedome, did.not 
onely attend the ſpeculatine part; but the praQticke'; which 


is the principall thing in him that ruleth: '.{ppoſai cor me. Eccl.8. 16. 


um, vt viderem ſapientiam, cx ocrapationem_: (for fo the 
Septuagint tranſlate it.) But rendered by the vulgar : 7 ap- 
plyed mine heart to know wiſddme,and to ſee the buſineſſe that 
i done vpon Earth ;' forin Wiſedome, andithe goodexer- 
ciſe thereof, conſiſteth all the good gouernment-of a Com- 
mon- wealth. This being preſuppoſed, and what elſe inthe 
ſubſequent Chapters ſhall be ſpoken hereof, I-fay, Thar ic 
is not required of Slog) char they. ſhould be ſo. wiſeand 
Skilfull in all Arts arid Facvltics, as King Sz/amon was, and 
others, which make profefhion thereof ; nor yet o illiterate, 
as the Emperour Zicinines, which was ſuchan Idior,and ſuch 
a beaſt, that he knew not how to firme or ſet his hand to any- 
De:d, or Writing. Or as that other Michael Balbo, which 
was ſuch an enemy vnto Learning, that hee would neither 
ſtudy good Letters himſelfe, nor ſuffer the children of his 
time to be bred vp therein,

That which is to be required of cuery good King,is; that 
he haue ſo much wiſedome, as to be abic ts aduiſe himſelfe, 
and to make benefit of the Councell of others. That he be 
wiſe cnough to know what is goodand iuſt, and what is bad 
andill, that he may vſe the one, and ſhun the other. 7s e. 
im moderate eft ſapiens (laith Socrates )that hath Courage 
eo cxecute,and VVill ro doe. On thoſe Baſes, which the moſt 

\Kinos 7.20, Wile King Salomes placed in the Temple, hee commanded 
Kings 7.29 S : ; 
Lions, Oxcn, and Cherubins to be ingrauen, in ſignificati- 
on of ſo many the like qualities which Kings ought to haue, 
who ſuſtaine rhe whole weight ofa kingdome. He muſt be 
in perpetuall labour, ſignified in the Oxe z he muſt be endued 
with courage, expreſſed inthe'Lion ; and he muſt abound in 
knowledge,notified in the Cherubin.VVhetfore Cicero like- 
Eicero in Orat. Wile maketh mention ; He ſunt (faith that Heathen Orator) 
pro lege Manile 1);rtwutes Imperatorie, Labor in negotys, Fortitude in pert- 
cult, Induftri in agendo :. To alhſt in buſineſſes, to be ſtout 
and valiantin dangers,to be dextrous and wiſe in aRing, and 
aboue all, to haue a liberall will without ſubieRion, and rea- 
dily diſpoſed for execution, are vertues befitting an Empe- 
rour. For to goucrne well, great ſtrength, great courage, 
great wiſcdome, great power , and a great willingneſle will 
berequired. For, though a King know much, and can doe 
much z yet, if he will notexerciſe his knowledge, nor make 
vſe of his power, itis all one as ifheneither knew,nor could 
doc any thing. The Leaper faid to our Sauiour Chriſt, 
Domine, (i vis, pates me munaare , If thou wilt, thou 
can(t make me cleane. And Chriſt made him 
anſwer, not in word onely,but in deed; 
Yolo, mundare ; 1 will, be 
thou clane.

without offence continew ſtill good friends, In a word, 
ir» matter of Knowledge and Vnderſtanding,becauſc it is a. 


thing that cannot be meaſured out by the yard, or meate - 


out by iaches,there is not that Man,thax can indure Maioria, 
or that another ſhould goe befare. him, or get the'ſtart of 
him in that kinde. Every one reſtcth ſatisfied with , his 
owne Vnderſtanding, and concciues that his reaſon is ithe 
beſt; and few will bee brought to acknowledge; that they 
are in anerrour. And ina manner all men flatter themſelues 
with their owne opinion,andthinkingthey are in the right, 
they arcſo farre from yeelding, that they ſiffely maintaine 
what they haue vndertaken & you ſhall not beate them oue 
of it,as being perſwaded that they haue the better end of the 
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ſtaffe in their hands. And hence ariſe thoſe earneſt conten- 

tions, and endleſſe queftions in your Conſultations, and 

debating of Cauſes, thoſe croſle incounters and differences 

in determining greatbulſineſles, perſiſting violently in their 

opinion, thoughat bee neuer ſo contrary vnto reaſon. And 

though chis be:a common-iofirmitic, and a generall faulr 

in all of what ſtate and condition ſocuer, yer your great 

perſons in this point runne the greatcſt- perill.For (as the 

ſonne of $izach faith) all doe approue and celebrate their 

ſayings, not in that onely, wherein they, fpeake home'to 

the purpole, bat when they ſpeake- fooliſhly, and vtter 

Kecl.13-23- things not to bee ſpoken. Zocuime off dines, &r ommes ta- 
cuerunt, or verbum illius vſq,ad wubes perducent : When 
a rich man ſpcaketh, cuery man holdeth his tongue, and 
looke what he fairh,they extoll it to the cloudes. For opinion 
being now, (as long ſince ) Miſtris of the World ; ſhew 
'oucr{waies \ſubſtance,and authoritic checketh reaſon. Ir is 
not-Goodneſſe, bur Greatneſſe, that ftrikes the ſtroke. But. 
it-a Prince would bee ſo holy,and ſo zealous of the good 
of his Kingdome, haue hee ncucr fo able a braine, neuerfo 
-miith-: Knowledge and-Vnderſtanding, ( acknowledging 
what a large extent of Wiſedome is required for thegouer- 
ning ofa Kingdome,as it ought'to be goucrned ) that hee 
xvould be pleaſedto receive ſome helpe and affiſtance, hee 
-hath very fecure/and certaine remedies in this caſc,and all 
of them-ordred and ordained by the Holy Ghoſt. The firſt 
is, To' beppe- of God ( and that with a great deale of faith 
'and Confidence) Light,and Wiſedome; Confarming him- 
ſelfe totharof S. /ames; 85 ques veſirum indiget ſapientia po-

And howbcit this _. = 
diſcrecte young King ſaw: the.doore of Gods; mercie' ſet 
thus wide open vnto him, and what a liberall offer he had 
made vnto him, t&-beſtow fruours vpon himaccording to 
the meaſure.of hisowne defire, yet did hee neither ſer his 
eyes; nor hisheart vpon Gold, Siluer,Riches,or long life,but 
4s one, that'knew ſo well how toaske, defired that he would 
our of his grace and mercy,giue him the gift of VViſedome; 
that hee might know how to gouerne his State and King- 
domes; and to conſeruethem in peace and:[uftice. And God 
was ſo well pleaſed with this-his Petition, that he did not 
onely beſtow that vpon him, but many other bleflings with 
it,and (asthe Apoſtle ſaith) «ffuenter,n a great aboundance 
making him-rthe wiſeſt, the difcrecteſt, and:thegreateſt king, 
thateuer was in* the world. . And befides;gauc him all that 
which hee omirted to deſire;ormighthaue deſired - To 
wit, long life, full'of profperitiez honour, and riches. 
He did not account of theſe, in compariſon of PO

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and yet all thoſe other fauours were conferred vpon him;

In a word, moſt certaine 
it is, that Wiſedome is the gift of God, and thar ir is pur- 
cha(ed (as was that of Sa/omons) with humble pzrſeuzring, 
and confident prayer. God can,anddoth make of Stones ſons 
of 4braham, which (according to the Language of the 
holy Scripture y are wiſe and prudent men. Samburu 
faith; that polo being conſulted with touching the helpe 
of wiſedome ; made anſwer, that hee knew noother reme- 
dic for it bur ſilence. For he thartis ignorantofa thing,by 
his talking,bewrays his ignorance : and by holding his-peace 
1s reputed wiſe. VVhich the Holy Ghoſt confirmerh vnto-vs 
in thar place of the Preaerbs,where it is ſaid, Stultus fi tacue- 
Prou.17.22, rt, ſapiens reputabituryesy ficompreſſerit labia ſua,tntellizens:

Arleaſt, itis 
the Counſaiicof the wile, that Kings onghtto ſtriue and in- 
deauour, that no man ſhould know all their ſtore,nor be able 
to fadome the depth ofthar their ſeaof knowledge, forthe 
danger of the diſconeric ot adeceit , for many times itimpor- 
tech more in thoſethatare led away with affe&ion,and thoſe 
likewiſe that are ſtrangers, to be ignorant whither and how 
far,the worth and wiſedome of a Prince extends it ſelfe,then 
the experience and proofe thereof. And becauſe ſometimes 
vpon occaſion Kings arc forced to diſcouer that, which o. 
therwiſe were fit ro be concealed, it is' very meete and con- 
uenicnt, that they ſhould vie few, graue, and well-weighed 
words, making noſhew of their owne proper ſatisfa&tion. 
Wherein wiſe men haue found much preatneſle, beſides an 
augmentation of their wiſedome, and prudence. ,2us 
moderatur ſermones ſues ( ſaith Salomon ) dottus, or prudens Prou.17.27. 
eft ; H: that hath knowledge,ſpareth his words: Homer ſaith, 
That in Kings, and ſuch as preſide and rule, ſhort and full 
language delivered with Maieſtie, is much-to be applauded 
& cominended. And Socrates giues this Preceptto his king, 
In all that thou ſhalt ſay, thinke,qr doe, beare thisalwayes 
in thy memorie, that thou art a King, and therefore oughtſt 
not either to doe, or ſay any thing, vnworthy fo great a 
name.. OcZanires Ceſar,when he was to ſpeake to the Senate 
or peop'e of Rome, did neuer performe that Office but with 

a great deale of good Order in his words, and deliberation 
in his matter,committing firſt to memorie that which he was 
ro ſay vnto them. And if the buſineſle were of great weight& 
conſequence indeed, he brought his papers along wirh him, 
and deliuered them his mindein writing, becauſe hee would - 


ſay neither more, nor lefſe, then what with premediration 
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_ is of like nature. The fitſt voice vttred;by Kings, is Crying, 


he had reſolyed roacquaint them with all. 
Andaboue all, the particular, ( if not tke onely) remedieto 
ſolder all breaches,and defauits of knowledge and experience 
in bulineſles, is that receipt which we. haue from the ſon of 
$yrach, who aduiſeth his ſonne not rodetermine any thing 
wichoutCounſaile. F:/;,ſine confilio nihilfaciasgy poſt facktum, 
03 penitebs.\Whichthe Vulgar rendreth thus; Do nottung 
withour aduice, and when thou haſt once done, repent nor. 
For if ic hic right,the gloric {hall be thine; and if ic miſcarry, 
thou ſhaltfind ſufhctent excuſe. Crcero was wont to ſay,thar 
he did.cſteeme it a greater bonor vnto him to erre,following 
Plates opinion and counſell chen to happen right, and to hir 
thenayle ( as we fay ) on the head, by adhering .to others of 
lefſe creditand reputation. It is a ruleof prudence(ſaich S.Hs- 
lary) That a wiſe man ſhould aske aduice in thathe knowes 
not. For,that man is very aptto crce, that is not willing-to 
heare,& ſtands in his own light, that neither knowes how to 
aske,nor how to-apply himſclfe to other mens opinions. Be- 
ing(as itisinthe Proverb) Mas ver quatioqi 055,9ue des; Faure 
cyes, [ce more then two. And with ſo many eyes doth.a 
man ſec, and with ſo many eares doth a man heare,by,how 
many the more friends he hath to aduiſe bim. Doe not (as 
many doe, and haue done) perſwade thy. felfe, that thau 
knowſt more then all the world beſides; (an ordinary diſcafe 
in (Princes) who-ſecing themſeſues ſeated:in ſuch high 
thrones, to be ſo rich, and {o:powerfull, take themſclues to 
be the wiſeſt and prudenteſt men vpon earth. Yer letthem | 
know that they brought not from.their mothers wombe 
more prudence or wiledome, then other ordinary folkes. Ne- 
mo cnim ex regibus aliua habuit nativitatys initinms. King, 
and Clowne, Richand Poore, when they are borne, draw 
in the common ayre, and being: faſhioned to be fleſh aſter 
ten monthes compa@ion in blood,fall ypon the carth-which 


as a'] others doe. There isno King, that hathany other be» 
ginning of birth; For all men hane one entrance vnto life, 
and 
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and the like going out. :: VVe cameall into-the world with 
our bare ſkins on our backs, and.as naked of knowledge;

For Kings that haue not 
bad in themſelues any great courage, haue ſtill honoured 
noble-minded Counſailours, whereas the contrary hauebin 
diſgraced,and degraded of their honours by Kings that were 
naturally magnanimous. For it is the condition of coward- 
ly hearts, and of baſe Counſailours en c#erpo, yalma (as they 
fay ) in body, and ſoulc ; to propoſe vnto their Kings baſe 
and vnworthy meancs,for the remedying of ſome miſchietes, 
whereon others follow, that are farre greater. And let 
them not perſwade them, that this Age is barraine of ver- 
tuous diſpoſitions, and Noble mindes, which produceth,as 
well as former times, whatſoeuer is neceſſary and needefull - 
for them. For, the diuine prudence (to which particularly 
appertaineth the conſeruation of kingdoms )is neuer drawen 
dry,neuer waxes weary. And if ſuch men are wanting, and 
appeare not to the eye of the world, it is, becauſe they are 
not ſought after,or not admitted to Councell,for the chaſtiſe- 
ment and puniſhment of our greatand heinous ſinnes. Be- 
fides, this onebencfit Kings haue aboue others, that all good 
men would be glad to ſerue them,and many do ſuc and ſeeke 
after them, and offer their ſeruice vntothem , So that,they 
haue ſtore of choiſe, and may calily make good eleRion, if 
therein they will trip and cleanſe themſelues of their affeRi. 
ons, and paſſhons, which Eclipſeand darken the true judges 


 mentofman. And theſe, that I now ſpeake of, when they 


haue found them, and made choiſe of them to be of their 
Councell, let them loue them, honour them ,andtruſt them. 
And as they ſhall receiue caſe and honour by their good 
Aduiſe; So-let them reward them, and conceiue of them, as 
king Alexander did of his Maſter, and Counſcllour 4r:/o. 
zle, of whom he ſaid,that he ought no lefſe reſpe& vnto him, 


thenvnto his owne father. For from his father he had his 
| life, 
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life, his honour,and his kingdome ; but from Arifterle, his 
Inſtru<tions, Counfailes, and direions, how he ſhould or- 
der himfelfe in all his affaires. And Scipzo, doth attribute all 
the honour of his Vittories to his faithfullfriend and Coun- 


ſcllour Lelizs. And Crcero;to the Philoſopher Publizs,for Cicere 135.4. 


thoſe notable things of- his-gouernment; which he perfor- 
med in his Conſuilſhip : ſo thatipood:and fairhfull Coun- 
ſailours, are of great honour, profit,and cafe vnto Kings. But 
ſer Kings take heede, leaſt they ſtrike a/feare intotheir Coun. 
ſelours, through their abſolute and free condition, and:make 
them to withdraw themſelues fromaduifing them what is 
fitting, by ſeeing them ſo wedded rotheirowne opinion,and 
ro excuſe themſelues from giuing Counſaile;forthatthey are 
diſ-heartned & diſcountenanced by thervfordetiueringtheir 
mindes freely for their profit, & honour. Of the Emperour 
Aartan itis ſtoryed, that hee had fo noble.a condition, Ft 
libenter patiebatur admoneri ey-corrigi vel ab hamili pexſona: 
That he willingly ſubmitted himſelfe to be admonithed and 
reproued of the meaneſt perſon. It is proper to gentile breſts, 
& generous hearts,to liſten with delight rochegood reaſons, 

& Counſailes of others, though they be inferiour in qualitic 
vnto them:for ſometimes a poore'man hits right,when a rich 

man miſſesthe marke. And-a Country Clowne mayaduiſle 
that,wh'cha king knowes not of. And ifhe do perſwade him- 
felfe, that heknowerh all;and vnderſtandetball, andthat: his 
opinionalone is thecertaineſt & ſureſt;he bur ſhuts the doore 
to the diſcouery of his errour. One of the twothings (ſaith 
Heſiod)which euery man of reaſon, u iſ{dome, and vnderſtan- 

ding, that ſhall be ſufficient'to gouerne that, which (hall be 
committed to his charge, ought to'hane; is agreat bjandure, 
ſmoothneſle, and foftneſle of heart, to follow: che opinion, 
aduiſe and Counſaile of thoſetharare the wileſt and know 
moſt. This blandure,and decalitie; is ikewiſea part of Pru- 

dence, and we (hall finde it fet downe in expreſſe words, in 


thoſe twoPetitions, which $1/owon made vnto God. For: in 
4 . the

the ſecond ofthe Chron. It is written,that he fayd : Da mihi 


ſapientiam:Gine me wiſedome, And 1n thetfirſt of the Kings, 
Daby ergo ſeruo tuo cor doct'e: Giue therefore thy ſeruant an 
Vnderſtanding heart, Vnderſtanding,for to know, and an 0- 
bedicnt heart, for to heare the Aduiſe of others. But this ſe. 
cond part,ot being obedient to other mens opinions, is vn- 
proficable for gouernment, withoutthe firſt, which is pru- 


dence, and wiſedome, for to chooſe and know the beſt. For, 


byfollowing bad Counſaile,he ſhall erreas much,as if he fol- 
lowed his owne proper errour ; and ſometimes more. And I 
ſhould hold ir the leſkc enil), that a king were not oucrwile, if 
preſuming that he is;he ſhould relie teo much vpon himlelf, 
&lcorne to take caunſaile; then if he were lefle wiſe, but knew 
how to bencfit himſclfe,and make good vic of the Aduiſe of 
prudentand wiſe Counſailours, A Prince, of adocile and in- 
genious diſpoſition, is well diſpoſed to intertaine all good 
- Counſaile and do&rine. Heeafily learneth the languages of all 
thoſe nations, which are vnder his Empire, & doth allthings 
with as much facilitic,as if hehad beene bred vp ineuery one 
of them. And therefore ſayd Herodotus 5 Omnia ſapientibus 
facilia: To the wiſe, all things are caſie. And therefore your 
wiſe men,giue the firſt place vnto that man, who of himſelfe 


knowes that which is fitting. And the ſecond, to him, that- 
knowes how to follow good Counſaile.But he,that neither is 


wiſe, nor will be ruled by the wiſe, they know not in what 
formeto place him, nor what name to giue him. 'P/azo,calls 


them Children, and further ſaith ; That ſuch men, as are not 


wiſe, though they be neuer ſo aged,are ſtill Children. And 
Seneca proueth;that they begineuery day tolive becauſe they 
vnderſtand no more, then the child that is new borne. And 
Straboisof the ſame minde. Omnes 14i8te, or dodtrinarum 
expertes,quodammodo pueri ſunt appellandi, AllIdiots, and 
illiterate perſons,arc after a fort to be called Children. And 


becauſe in the Chapters that are to follow by and by,we are 
to treate moreat large of this matter, 1 conclude this with 


layirg; 
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faying; That Kings for to hit the-nayle on the head, and nor 
to faile in the carriage oftherr buſineſſes, "muſt alwayes rake 
counſare of wiſe men,ſpch as are of knowne vertucand expc- 
rience;and not giue credit vnto ahy;that prateand talke with 
a grear dcale of iiberticand licencerof thoſe. things.they.vn- 
derſtand.not,as if'they were graduated .inuthem: fram-ctheir 
Mothers wombe, Andonly fora morehappy. (in ſhew)ghen 
prud-nt wit: Lealt that happen vnto them, which befell king 
Ahav; whoadinitted 'to:hisGoimcll gall Prophet, that 
made great oſtentation'ofrthat{pirit,wvhichkehadrot Hee 
put rhe gouernmentinto his haads; andall was gauerned by 
his Countaile. And becauſe he didnotſpeake by theſpirit of 
God.nor he himfelfe-wdltwnderſtoadw eter buligedes 
went a.mitle, the kingdortie ſuffred,/andit.coft che king His . ,, PR 
bfe.* And therefore we'arc notmare r6.de re any.thing-o ſometimes 
God forthe good gouernment;conſeruation, and augmenta. tha: Kings pur 
tion of Kings;and kingdomes,then thathe wilkbeipjeaſ&d' ro meu” 
furnillthem, with: good, wiſe, and priident:Qpunſailaurs theſe meas?

Confilizs,trattapda ſunt bella:Excry purpoſe is eſtabliſhed by 
Prou.ze.18- Counſell,and with good aduiſe make war. It is the ſaying of 
the Holy Ghoſt; 7b: ſalus,vvs mwalta conſilia: Much Counſell, 
bringeth much ſafety. Nor can there be any thing more 
preindiciall, norany meanes moreefleuall ro deſtroy kings 
and kingdomes;rhen toraltteriand peruert. counſailes. And 
i Kings.22.19. this theProphet:Acizabreathtrh vs in a viſion which he had, 
in this forme: God repreſented himſelf, fitting on his Throne, 
and all:the Hoaſt of heauen flanding by him, on his righe 
hand,andon his 1eft, confolring wirh them, whar-courſeHe 
ſhould rake to deſtroy 444b.

full things,forthingscemaine, nd byperfwatiinghim; that

ends. Thisis one of thegredteſtdatibgs, and infolencies, thac 
may in matter of Searebe attempted; God freeall good kings 
from ſuch Counſailes;and Coundiilours Wheitkiog Danid 
faw tiow his forme L24jo/0a prblecyrid himyand thought to 
goaway-wichrthe kingdome,heffareqnbtamythingſo much, 
as theplors and ©ounſaileiof. cxfrivmnephed hyhowas both a 
fabtile Statiſt,and a valiant Sonldierandby;whioſe _ W- ; 
olon- 
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-niſters, and ConnſailowsvfState, before they betoucht with 
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ned; For the repairing of 
which tniſchicte;he-got Haſhaz the 1rohute, who mas no.whit 
inferiour ves him in valour;.:and-prudence;in a diffemblin 

and diſguiſed manner,toofter his ſeruice: vnto dbſelen,and 


to worke himſelfe in-to-beof his Councell of warzand State, 


that hemight bethe better able,to oppoſe the able and ſound 
aduice-of dchitophel ;,as he did euenthen, when his Maſter 
had moſt need of his ſeruice: By which diſcreete carriage, Da- 
uid -wasfreediot his fearc, and 46ſalons buſineſſes went back- 
watd,tilthimſclfc, and his whole Armic were vtterly ouet» 
thrown.

Andon cither part, that whichmoſt importeth, is purencſſe 
of intention,& a deſire to incoutter with Truth.Not like va- 
to thoſe, who:heacken.vnto good andl giſappalkonated Coun- 
failes with paſſion; and .ondy. delire to a be 29 niſed, that the 
Conncell: may condude;what is mecrely their Vil, &not.0- 
therwife; And intheir fittings at the Counſaile-Table,which 
are ordained to this eng, they.doe-not ſo much'treate, whether 
rhat,rfiey;pretend;be :iuſt;orno?- but with what colour, of 
Tuſtice;zrhey may effect wharthey tefire? The vnderſtanding 

(faith Satuft) which we will (and with better reaſon; or more 

properly ) tearmethe VVill, ought to befree and diſ-incum- 

branced of affection, or particular paſhons,as well inasking, 

as giuing'Counfaile. And becauſtif there be any of this reig- 

ning inthe breſt;1t-cannotalwaies,nay fcarceany long titne 


be diſſembledg;bur will like fire breake forth-from-vrifler the

alhes tharconer itfittingiitis; That Kings.ſhould (eldame aſ- 
fiſt perſonally in Cooandailezfor their Voting in his preſence, 
is done withawfu|neſſe;;:andgreat refpeAybut in his abſence, 
they vtrer theirmindeswichialittle more freenes,and hbertic 
of language. And.eurrmoreyour firſt opinidhs of-yopr 'Mi- 
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the Ayre of the Kings will, are thebeſt and the ſincereſt, as 
produced from that vnforſt motion and naturall inclination, 
whichis in their owne particular hearts, and boſomes. It the 
King deſirerh ro haue this.or that thing paſle, and for to au- 
thorize and qualifie this his deſire, he craueth their Coun- 
ſell, howbeit heemeete with many which conforme theme 
ſclucs cthereunto,G& follow his guftand liking,yetſuch Coun- 
faile or aduicein ſuch a Caſe,ought to be eſteemed as little ſe- 
cure,asthere is great reaſon for it to hoid it ſuſpeRed : Eſpe- 
cially,if the foreſaid Counſailours, by ſome meanes or other 
come to haue an inckling, that this way the King is inclined, 
and this is that, which will giue him content. And though 
wemight as well out of Diuine,as Humane Letterscite heere 
many _—— for that thisis athing ſo vſuall, and ſo well 
receiued both by Princes,and by Priuy-Counſailours; Or to 
ſpeake more truly and plainely,by thoſe,that ſooth,and flat- 
ter them; I will onely alleadge that, which paſſed with that 


vnfortunate King 4446; whooutof his proud and haughty r-Kings, 21.6, 


ſpirit, and the defare that he had tamake warre,and to take a 
place of importancefrom the King of Syria, propounded 
his intent,or to ſay better his Content, to thoſe of his coun- 
ſell. The buſineſſe was no ſooner in treatie , and the propo. 
ſition for the vndertaking of this a&ion propoſed vnto them, 
but forthwith 400.Counſaitours with a ioynt conſent con- 
formed themſclues to his opinion. And toſooth vp this his 
humour the morc,one amongſt the reſt bobb'd him in the 
mouth with an intollerable Lye, afirming;that God had re- 
ucaled vnto him,that he ſhould hane the gloric of the day,& 
that the ſucceſſe of the bartaile ſhould be preſperous vnto 
him. This was apprehended with a greatdeale of content by | 
the King,but was finiſhed with his vnfortunate end, himlſelfe 
being ſlaine in that batraile, and his Army routed and over- 
throwne. By which we may. ſce; how much ie.concerneth 
Kings, if they will recciue good Counſaile,that they diflem- 
ble { as much as they can ) their particular good will and 
| E liking 
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liking in the buſineſſe propoſed. But that,which is heere of 
grcarer conſideration, 1s the vertue, fidelitie, and truth of a 
Counſailour,a minde without pafſion,diſintereſſed, and pure. 
For ic oftentimes hapneth, that he that craneth Counſaile, 
hath not his intention ſo ſound as 1s requiſite,nor his iudge. 
meat ſo ſtrong,as.to reduce him intotheright way,and bein 

ſet in it, to follow the beſt. But ro grow to a Concluſton,that 
cannot faile, which Truth it (clfe, our Sautour Chriſt faid in 
his Goſpell; 7 good tree, cannot bring forth tad fruit : mor 
a bad tree good. And the badge or cogniſance of good or bad 
Counlaile, thall doubtleſſe be the goodneſle,or badneſle, the 
wiſedome,'or ignorance of the Counſailour. And therefore 
I importunately preſſe, thatitmainly importeth a Prince, co 
beware,of whom he taketh Counfaile.For by how much the 
more profitable is a wiſe & vpright Counſailour, by ſo much 
the more preiudiciall is he,that is vniuft,and vnſtreight. And 
therefore the Holy Ghoſt faith , Con filum ſemper opp 
perquire:. LAske Connſaile alwaies of the wiſe. And in ano- 
ther place; Pacifict [int tibs mmulti,Confiliarius ſit tibi vans de 
mille. 4monzſt a 10099. Men,ſcarce will there be found one,that 
1s fit to gine Counſaile.For ſome want wiſedome, & prudence, 
otherſome, pureneſſe, and cleannefle of heartzand a third ſort, 
are ſo ouer{waied with paſſion,thatthey donot ſimply & ſin- 
cerely perfwade the truth. A cleare Example wherof we haue 
in King Rehoboam, the ſonne and ſucceſſour of King Salo» 


- 


mon, who though he ſucceeded his father info rich a King- 
dome,and ſo inured to peace,and obedicnceto their King, yet 


notwithſtanding was in an inſtant vndone & vtterly loſt by 
bad both Counfaile, and Counſailours. For good Counfel- 


lours arethe life and foule of a Kingdome. And when it is not 
vnderpropped with fuch,like a body without a ſoule, ie pre- 


ſently ſinkes & falls frotn it's ſtate wherin it Rood. And there- 


fore the holy King ſayd. cult mei ad fideles terre,ut ſedeaut 


meonm. Ambuldns in vis immaculata, hic mihi miniſtrabit. 
Non habitabit is medio domus mee, qui facit ſuperbiam: qui 
| | loquitur 
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loquitur iniqua, non direxit in conſpetFu oculorum meorum: 
Min: eyes ſhall be upon the faithfull of the Land that they may El] 
dwellwith me. Hee that walketh in a perfe(# way, hee ſhall 

ſerat me. Hee that worketh deceit, ſhall not dwell in my hou in ; 

And in this 

particular, Kings ought to be very wary and circumſpe&.

T is a queſtion, that hath beene much 
lifted and winowed amongſt your 
Morall Philoſophers,” as alſo your Di- 
uines; whether EleRion, be formally a 
worke of the Vnderſtanding, or the 
Will: Gregory Nyſſenws ſaith ; That it | ; 
is compoſcd of both partes, To wit, of ": i 

the AR of the Will, and ofthe Vnder- 4 

_— And heefaid well. For thereinis required both F 

a fullneile of Knowledge, and a freenefſe of Will. And it 

is the Doctrine of Dinas Thomas, who ſaith ; That itis not 

of the will alone,but alſo of the-Vhderſtanding,becauſe the 
cletiue AR ofthe Vill, conference, conſultation, & Iudge- 
ment, ts to precede; which is the proper A& of the Vnder- 
ſtanding. Buc the miſchiefe of it is; Thar in Ele&tions,wee 
many times ſee the contrary, and what a ſtrange diuorce- 
ment andſcperation there is hecrein, from this truc Philoſo- 
phie.- Forthat, which now 4 dayes moſt of all diſcouers it 

{elfe in theſe Elehons, is. onr proper guſt, will,and affeCti- 

on. And therefore to remedy fo g:car 4 MAlady, ti ſki! be 
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requiſice, tharthe Prince, who defireth to tread ſure, to hit 
the marke he aymes at, and to pleaſe God in thoſe whom 
he eleeth and calleth to his Counſll : that hee follow the 
Example of our Sauiour Chriſt, written for our inſtrution 
by the Euangeiiſts S. Mathew,and S. Lake,who recounting 
the Eleftion of S.Peter and of S. 4zdrew, and other the 
Apoſtles, as his principall Miniſters, there precededa long 
and prolixe Oration, or prayer, full of fcruour, of zeae, 


and of the Sp'rit,and retyred himfelfeinto the deſarr, and. 


there faſted 40.dayes, Er erat pernoctans in Oratione Dei. 


And continued all night in prayer vato God. Which ( as 


S. 4mbroſe,and other fathers haue well obſcrued) Chriſt did 
not doe, that hee had any necde of theſe Diſpolitions, and 
Preambles, for to jiumpe right in that Ele&tion ; but to reach 
kings, andall other Princes, that if they will hit rightin 
their Ele&tions, they are to vſe thelike Diligences. They are 
by good and pious workes to procure this fauour at Gods 
hands,andto direc all their a&ions to this end. Nor would 
hee, that this Eleftion ſhould be left wholly to the declara- 
tion of thoſe Saints, for our Sauiour did declare himſelfe 
more particular'y in the 10.of S.Zuke;VVhere ſpeaking with 
the 50 Diſciples, which had nominated them, he ſayd vnto 
them; Meſſw quidem multa, operary antem panci ; rogate 
ergo Dominum Meſſw, vi mittat operarios in meſſem ſuam: 
The Haraeſt truly s great,but the Labourers are ſew,Pray 
ee therefore the Lord of the Harueſt, that hee wonld ſend 


forth Laborers into hy Harneſf. And though in thoſe 


former times, theſe words were vety ſeafonable, yet now in 
this preſent age, it's neccflitic is better knowne, as likewiſe 
the truth thereof. For, the Harueſfts being ſo many, and 
ſo great, I meanc, ſo great and ſo many the varictie, and 
multitude of important - buſineſſes for the welfare of the 
Common-wealth, the Labourers are very few. Butto ex- 
prefſe my ſelf a little more fully, I fay, That very few are they, 
thatenter, or ſeeketoenter into. Offices, for to. labour and 

take 
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paines,but for to liue at their pleaſure,& to heape vp riches, 
that they wy increaſe the morein ambition,andmoxre freely 
rake theireaſe.The remedie of this, confiſteth in that, which 
our Sauiour Chriſt commanderh vs;To wit: That weindefa 
tigably pray vnto bim,thar he will be pleaſed to ſend forth 
faichfull Miniſters and good Labourers into hisCommon- 
wealth: Miniſters, of knowen truſt, zeale,& vertue, to whony 
may ſute the name of Counſellours, and'not of Babblers;of 
worthy men,&not of wordly men. And kings,to whom pro- 
perly this Office of Elefion doth belong,muſt putthemore 
force,& inſiſt the morein this prayer beggingthat which the 
wiſeſt of Kings, Sa/omonperitioned of God,'Damihi fediuns 
tuarum aſſiſtricem ſapientiam, vt mecuns ſit, (5 metan las Wited.s, re. © 
boret, vt ſciam quid fit acceptum coram' te omni tempore : 0 | | 
God of my fathers, ſed me wiſedome out of thy holy heauens; 
and from the Throne of thy Glory, that being preſent, ſhee 
may labour with me, that 1 may know what & pleaſant vnto 
thee,gec. This wiſcand diſcreere king, :was nor contented 3 
with that guide and light: which-humane wiſedome mighe : 
afford him, bur had recourſe by prayer to that diuine Light 
and Wiiedame, which 1s that that guideth Kings: without 
ſtumbling, or fe-re of falling into ercour. For as (4iſdome 
faith of her ſclfe ; Per me reges regnant, exc : By me Kings pq. 
reigne, and Princes decree \Tuftice. - As ifſhee ſhould have Ws 
fayd - By the hand arid Light, which I react forth vnto : 
Kings, they goe rightly on in their indgements, and their E 
Ele&ions, ſo that they reigne, and conſcrue'themſelues in ; 
quiet poſſcſhon of their Kingdomes... The drift of my dil- 
courſe is this;; That when a Kihg:thall: come: to ele and 
makechoiſe of his Miniſters; his firſt caremuſt be, to pray 
heartily vnto God,that hee will dire& this his choiſe and 
cleftion. And ſomuch the more' diligence hee oughtro-vſc 
therein, by how much: of more.importance and of greater 
qualitic the Miniſter ſhall be, that is to bexmployed. 
Aﬀeer Prayer, which is diuine, other hamane diligences, 
E 3 arc 
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aze;/F9: bee followed; Whereof the chiefeſt 1s, thar the 
Prince;informe himſelfe of the good ſufhciency, the honeſt 
life, and faire carriage of thoſe, whom hee is to chooſe. 


And that heerein,; he may. not be deceined, it is: neceſlary, 


that with/Chriſt he goe vp-vnto the Mount; Thatis,To cle- 
uate his -Conſideration vnto God and to auoide vulgar opi. 
nions ; To ſtrip him{clfe of pathon, and notro ſtrike hands 
with thoſe, that are not Gods friends ; To forgetall kind. 
red, and Alliance ; Not to take in: the infetious Ayre of 
fond affeRion ; Nor-to apply himſclfe' to that, which the 
importunat interccſhons and requeſts of a fauourite, or kin(- 
mai {ball fecke to draw fromhim for their private benefir; 


, Nor to-kearken te:the negotiation of cunning and ſubrile 


pretenders; bur onely to: the good of che Common.wea'th, 
and the quicke diſpatch of buſineſſes, and other the like of 
fices, thar are to be exerciſed by men of their place. And 
alþeir, 1 was my purpole, not to ſerue my ſelte, in this dif: 
courſc,bur with the Teſtimonies and Examples of holy Scrip- 
ture, and the Doftors that are Fxpoſitors thereupon; Yet 
can I not omit to exemplifie heere in one, of 'King Doz 
Philip, the ſecond of this name, whoſe ſoule doth reftin 
peace, being that for his great prudence,and zeale to Tuſtice, 
and for his good gouernement, all the Kings of the world 
may acknowledge him their Maſter: The caſe is this; A 
Preſident of his time, hauing propoſed a Perſon for a place, 
relating vnto him the' qualities, which concurred in him, 
for the  meriting: thereot;:hee farther added 5 That the 
Lady 1efanta, did much:defire: this prouifion ſhould be 
made himcHecreunts his: Maieſtic with a great deale of 


tudgement, and grauitic, matle anſwer.-7 »2i hja que ſabe 


deſſo? What ? Has my Daughter a hand in this ? Can ſhe 
dee of his worth. Gining his Preſident by this his Anſwer 
to vnderſtand, thar he ſhould not haue alleaged/vnto. him 
thar,for tomake a goodeletion, which ſhould paſſe rhe 
bounds of the confideration of thoſe parts and qualities, 

F-5 wherewitl: 
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-wherewith hee was to be furnithed, - were his pretenfion 
neuer ſo much fauoured by the mediation and interceflion 
of great perſ6ns. And heercunto 1. farther adde,thata king 
ſhould in no hand content himſelfe with the.bare know 
ledge of thoſe onely, whom he knowes by fight;and wake 
dayly vp and downein his.Court,-but thathee ſhouldwake 
leyſure to informe himſcife of ias many as hee can,and to 
follow the ancient cuſtome,in giuing orderto his Generalls, 
Vice-kings, Prelates, andGoucrnoursof euery:Prouince, to 
give him information of thebeſtand ſuſkcientt ſubie&s rhat 
are in their Gouernment, and that#after due confuleation 
had with them, they ſhould nominate three or foure vnto 
him, thar from amongſt many good, hee might chooſe 
the beſt. And the reſt to bee liſted, and taken notice of, 
that vpori occaſion they might recetue imployment. From 
whence likewiſe this good will ariſe, that All, inall partes, 
ercat, and ſinali, will ſtudy the Science and Arte of good 
gouernment, fy Vice, and'foliow Vertue, that they may 
in rhcir due time be numbered amongſt the .Choſem1 Eee 
a King goc, Cor ſu ſþaſſos contadgos:(as they:(ay!) with a flow 
foote,in thoſe Elct ions, which he is to make, gining way 
vnto Time, and to information. Which hee ought wil. 
lingly to heare, neither in all gining'cregitto all-;.cior. being 
(as many are) todincredulous. - Eet bit remirchings to 
Tryall and Examination, it being' «thing neegefiſl for him 
ſo to doe. 'For,if it be not wiſedome, to. tend a facile eare 
to allrthar we heare,for, the wiſe man faith: Q#:/c3eo predit, 


lens eff corde;* So ikewilt: doth-it betokth lirrle prudence, 
to live alwaics-fafpicious4hd diftruſtfult--Sometking miſt 


be-left to Experience. But to'come to the qualifying of 
perſons;'if the on&s qualities be of tet, the 'orfier of nine 
huilates, and all of 'them' meceffarie -for- the Offiet'of 4 
Counſellovr, the firſt ioaght'ts be 'preſerred, though: the 
other out ſtrip him-in* Eſtate, in faxfour, i-riches; ##dFreat-." 
nefſe. For, in that Miniſtry, there-vught' reſpe& tb be had 
E 4 onely 
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onely to the aduanrages of ſufficiencie, and nor of power. 
Nor ſeruices, albcittwo be equall in ſufficiencic, muſt looſe 
their place, and right, But that hee, who hath done the 
preater ſeruices for his King and Countrie, oughtco bee 
preferred before the other. Now there is this difference 
( amongſt many others) betwixt a good Prince, and him 
that is not ſo; that a good Prince, conferrs his Offices, 
according to the ſufficiencie and vertuc of the Miniſter he 
maketh choiſe of z the other vpon fauour, and kumane re- 
ſpes, viing therein his power, but not attending diſtri- 
butiue Iuſtice, which xewardeth eucry one according to his 
deſerts, without reſpec& cither vnto perſons, or particular 
intents. |

And ioyntly with 
this, hee propounded the qualities, which hee ought to 
conſider in: thoſe, whom hee was to chooſe for that Mi- 
niftrie.

deum, in-quibus ſit veritas. Or as another letter hath it; Exod,s.z:. 
FViros veridicos, cy oy oderint avaritiam: Thou ſhalt pronide 


ont of all the people able mey, ſuch as feare God, men of 
irath, hating Conetouſneſſe, exc. Now, let vs goe pondering 
eucry word in particuler,and in them, the qualitics of Mini- 
ſters. The firlt is Provides Which fignifierh not onely to 
prouide, bur to fore-ſce, and conſider. For, the ele&ion 
of a Miniſter isa buſineſle of great-prouidence, and con- 
ſideration, and the moſt important and neceffaric- for a 
King in mattcr ofgouernment. On the good,or bad Ele&ti- 
on of Counſctlours, dependeth the whole honour and 
profit both of King, and Kingdome, And he that erres 
in this, muſt neceſſarily erre in all. For the ſpring of a 
fountaine being ſpoyled , all the water is ſpoiled. And a 
King failing in this Principle, all goes to deftruQtion: For 
without doubt, all good diſpatch growes' from the-force 
and vertue of good Counſatie. Then therefore is.a King 
held to be wiſe and'prudent, when he hath wiſe and pru- 
dent Counfailours : Hee ſucceedeth well withall his In- 
tentions, and inioyeth fame, credit, and reputation: both 
with his ſabics, and with rangers. Of the one he is 
beloned and obayed, and ot the other dreaded and feared; 
and of all eſteemed and commended: The whole king- 
dome reſtcth contented and ſatisfied. And though in 
ſomething hee ſometime crre, none will beleeue ir. But 
when Priuie-Counfailoursare no ſuch manner of men, all 
murmur, and proclaime to the world; That thereis not an 


able man in all the Counſell, and if in ſomeone o—__ | 
| Aer. 
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other hee hap to haue good ſucceſle, few 6r none will giue 
credit thereunto,butrather conceiue, it was done by Chanca 

The ſacred Text ſays farther; De omn: plebe: Our of all the 
People. As,ifhe ſhould hauc ſaid\ out of all the 12.Tribes, 
or families of this people; thereby to giue vs to vnder- 
ſtand ; Thatfor ro make a good EleRion, itis requiſit,that 
there ſhould not remaine a nooke, or corner in all his king- 
domes, where diligence ſhould not be vſcd ( as before hath 
beene ſayd) to ſearch out the fitteſt Miniſters. Audlikewiſc 
it may in this word, be given vs to vnderſtand,: that-in 
matter of Ele&ion, wee are not to haue reſpe& to Linage, 
Kindred,or Parentage, but to vertue,ſufficiencie and courage, 
accompained with other good qualities, which adapt a man 
ro be a Counſellour. And therefore it is faid anon after, 
Firos ſapientes, Wiſemen ; men of vnderſtanding heads,and 
ſtout hearts, which dare boldly and plainely to ſpeake the 


truth, and to maintaine and put itin execution, when they 


ſe fit time:for your pulillanimous and white-ltuerd perſons 
are not fit Miniſters for a State. Nolz querere fieri index, 
nift valeas wirtute irrumpere iniquitates. He that hath not 
a face, to aut-facea Lyc, and to defend the truth, let him 
neuer take vpon him the Office of a Miniſter of Tuſtice.Tn 
the booke of Dame! it is ſtoryed, that King Nabucodonozor 
was refolued to haue done ſome cruell cbaſtiſement vpon 
his Princes, and Counſellours, for that hauing asked them 
the Interpretation of a troubleſome dzeame hee had,none 
of them could declarethe meaning of ir, And howbeir they 
told him,that they could not tg]l what to make of it, & plain- 
ly confeſſed the truth, yet notwithſtanding the King con- 
cciued, that hee had good reaſon to except againſt them. 
For (thought hee) if you know it, and for feare will not 
tell it me, yee are: Cowards; And if you know ir not,yee 
are ignorant , and cither of theſe is a great fault in Coun» 
failours,& afford ſufficient cauſe, why ye ſhould be puniſhed; 
in that yee would offer to take that Office vpon yeegwhich 
* firſt 
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firſt of all hath neede of ſtourneſle of courage; and fecond- 
ly, tobe learned and expert in ſo many and various things, 
as a King hath occaſion to vſe yee in. And therefore that 
wiſe 1ethr0, after the word Yiros , Men, puts,/apientes, Wile < 
Or as the 90. and others tranſlate it; poremtes fortes. Becauſe 
in Miniſters and Counſellours of State, ſtrength, courage, - 
conſtancie, and wiſedome, ſhould walke handin hand. The 
Courts and Pallaces of Kings and Princes, that which they 
are leaſt ſtored with ail, is Truch. They ſcarce know her 
face, nay not ſo much as of what colour or complexion 
ſhee is, the onley' Minions there made of, being flatteries, 
and lyes. A wiſe and ſtout man, is daunted with nothing, 
is neuer troubled,noraltered,he ſtands vpon his own worth 
and ſinceritie, & is Lordand Maſter ofhis reaſon;he ſpeakes | 
with libertie and freedome, hee repreſents the truth -tochis 
King, and maintaines it, Pie quedo ( as they ſay) ſtiffely and 
ſtoutly, without reſpe&rto any thing, no not ſo much as 
his owne proper life, hee ouerthrowes plots, diſcouers the 
impoſtures, deceirs and Lyes of flarterers, for the which he 
had neede of courage and wiſedome. | 
Now let vs ſee, what that wiſedome'is, which a King is. 

to require ih his Miniſters. Not worldly wiſedome;,wherof 
S. Bernard faith, That choſe whichinioy it,” boaſting them- 
ſelues thereof, very- wiſely poe'to Hell. The queſtion,that 
] aske is; Whether, they ſhould be Philoſophers, Diuines, 
or Lawyers, or in what kinde of faculties, they: ſhould be 
wiſe ? Heereunto firſt I anſwer ; that queſtionleſſe,trwould' 
be a great helpe ro: the making of a: good Counfellour ro 
bee ſeene'in theſe 'Sciences} and to hane ſpent ſometime of 
ſtudy in them. Butin caſe they haueno $kil) in theſe, it ſhall 
ſuffice, that they are wiſe in that which __ vnto- 
that Miniſtry, for which they are nominatedand called;to- 
wit': To bea Counſail6ur,whichisa perſon, thatis fir,ſuf- 
ficient, and able, for that charge which he is to adminiſter. 


Thar hee haue a nimble wit, and quicke apprehenſion,for- 
| without: 
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without thar, the reſt ſcrues to little purpoſe. Whereas he 
that is furniſhed therewith, with a little belpe, atraineth ro 
much ; He knowes things paſt, vnderſtands the preſent, 
and gives his judgement of things to come. * Thar hee be 
well read in ancient.and moderne Hiſtories, wherein are 


- contained the ſentences and opinionsof wiſe men ofelder 


times, by which they ordred their Common-wealths, and 
maintained them in Peace. For this kinde of reading, deth 
indo&rinate more in a day, then Experience hath taughr 
others in many yeares, which muſt by nomeanes be wan- 
ting in a Counſellour for that ordinarily in them,are found 
Prudence, Authoritic, and Experience: That he haue happy 
memorie, which is the Archine of the Sciences and Trea- 
ſure of Truths ; for withour it, to reade and ſtudic, is ( as 
they ſay) Coger 4qua en vn harnero, to gather water in a 
ſiue;zand it importeth much, in regard of the diuerſitic of 
buſineſſes, and perſons, with whom hee is to treate. Thar 
hee haue trauailed, and feene forraine Countrics. Tha: hee 
be skill'd in the Languages, and hauc in all of them the 
Arte and garbe of ſpeaking and diſcourſing well. T hat he 
more eſteeme the ſeruice of his King, and the publicke 
g00d, then his own priuate gaine. Trar hee be courteous, 
humble, affable, and yet of a good ſpirir. That hee lend 
an attentiue.care,and that hee keepe that gate open for great 
and ſmall, rich,and poore. But Toe all theſe, he muſt be 
of approued vertue, for without it, all the reſt arc of no 
eſteeme. Hee that {hall haue more, or leſle of theſe quali- 
ties, which are for all in Common, ſhajl bee the more, or 
lefſe ſufficient Counſellour. As for Vice-royes,Gouernours, 
Ambaſladors and other great Gouernments of the King- 
dome, ſuch arc to be choſen, who together with the fore. 
ſaid qua'ities have ſtudied, and ſpent ſome - yearcs in the 
Schoole of experience, and hauing beene conuerTantar the 
Kings elbow, aud in lis Courte,and Counſailes, nct only 
for the greatnefſe of thoſe mindes, and ſtomacks ane 668 
| red 
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bred there, ( a neceflary qualitie for to occupie great places, 
and not to bee bred vp with a poore portion of Treating, 
and Vnderſtanding, which begers mindes. according to the 
ſamemeaſure) bur likewiſe ,becauſe there by their Treating 
wich Kings, Princes, and other great perſons affifting them 
in their Counſells andgrave conſultations, communicating 
with great Miniſters, and Coun(cllours of State, diuerſc 
caſes and bulinefles, the Praick of all affaites, is thereby 
the more;'and better apprehended; - As: your 'practitio» 
ners in Phylicke by conferring with great-Phyfitians:He 
therefore, that ſhall haue both Learning, and Experience, 
ſhall amongſt all men'be the moſt remarkable. But, Gus 
eſt hic, & laudavinu erin * Shew' \meathis Many and-we 
will commend him.” For Mans lifeiis ſhove;the Arte long, 
and cxprience hard to be archieued:'- "Bur: to: furhme vp 
- this diſcourſe, and giue an ende thereunto;l ay - Thathe.. 
that is to bee made a Couynſcllour of Warre;{hould there- 
in have beene exerciſed many yeares. And/that-he, that 'is 
of the Councell of State, ſhould haucaftull knowledge of 
all, and ſhould be very'dextrowis in matters of goucrninent, 
both publike, and particular, -and well verſt \in military 
diſcipline, becauſe hee is to conſult both of warre,and peace. 
Which beeauſe they-are things fo oppalite, and contrary, 
a man cannot iudge well in'the'one vnlefſe he knowand 
vnderſtand aright the other. As'wee ſhall ſhew hereafter 
when we ſhall morein particular treate ofthis Counfell.! 
Other qualities, are competible more in eſpeciall to Indges ij] 
Juſtices, and Preſidents, to ' whom-thar particularly apper- 
taineth, which is delinered in'th4t word; $epientes'; That: 
they well vnderſtand the facultie of the Lawes, and: that 
correſponding with their name, they be 1urs-prudentes, 
well ſcene in all matters, carrying an cuen hand towards . 
all, and adminiſtring Iuſtice without partialitie./r zudicent Deur,16.13, - 
topulum juſto indicio, nec in alteram partem declinent, nec "9: 
eccipiant perſonam, nec- muners: | That they may my 
| the 
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the people with iuſt iudgement that they wreſt not iudge- 
ment, nor reſpeQ, neither take a gift. For this briberic 
and Corruprion, is that duſt, which blindes the Iudges, 
and that plague, which conſumes a Common-wealth.Morc- 
ouer, they muſt bee wiſe men, cleane and ſound ar heart, 
and of much truth. All of them qualicies,which all Na- 
tions required in their Miniſters, 'expreſſing them in their 
Herozliffes, Of the Agyptians Diodorms Siculus reporteth, 
That they had their Councell and Audiencein a great Hall, 
where therefſate thirty Counſellors or Tudges. Ez 77 medio 
indicand; Princeps, cuins 4 colls ſuſpenſa veritas pende- 
ret,ey oculis efſet ſub clauſis, librorum numero circumſtante : 
And in the midft of them ſate the Preſident with his cyes 
ſbur, a number of bookes ſtanding round about him, and 
Truth hanging about. his necke, curiouſly cut ( as A/:an 
expreſſeth it) in a Pedorall Saphire, like vnto that which | 
God faſhioned for the adorning of his Miniſter and Pre. 
ſident Aaron, wherein were ingrauen theſe words, Hurim, 
> Thummimi Which ſome interprete to be Jadicium, gr 
Yeritas : Judgement, and Truth.. But $.1crome, would hauc 
it to ſignifie DodFrinam, 67 Yeritarers, Learning,and Truth. 
For tacſcthree things, Iudgement, Learning,and Truth,are 
much :aboutone, and in them.conſiſteth the whole perſeRi- 
on of x Miniſter; . 1» quibres fit Veritas. For inthe breſt 
of a_ good Iudge, there myſt neither raigne paſſion, nor 
affeQion, but. the pure Truth, which hee cannot pofibly 
avoyd; vnleſle hee will wrong nature. it ſelfe. For our 
ſoule is naturally inclined: ta; Truth.. And. it is ſo proper 
ro a: wiſe and» prudent :Man, that: hee that doth not ſay ir, 
vnſaies himfelfe. And certaine it js, that the gouernment 
of a Kingdome, is ſo much the more good or ill, by how 
much-the truth therein, kath more, or lefſe place. For if 
buſineſſes be not ſeaſoned therewith, asmeatcs arc with ſalr, 
neither the poore ſhall be defended from the: opprefhon of 
rhe rich, nor therich poſlefle theig goods inſatcry;men and 
womens 
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womens honors ſhall runne danger, and no one perſon 
can promiſe to himſelfe ſecaritie. - And therefore it is {6 
much the more needfull, that a indge thouldtreate Truth, 
and deſire that all ſhould doe the like; by.how much the 
more are they that abhorre it, and ſeeke to conceale it;an 
volde diſeaſe, which was almoſt borne with vs-into the 
world. And if Tudges ſhnll not fauour Truth and plainc 
dealing; treachery, and Lying will reigne-and beare-rule. 
Let Kings take heede how they chooſe 'men thatare feare- 
full and: rimerous to be their Miniſters, who:out of cowar- 
dize and puſillanimitie, hide the Truth, and dare nor bring 
her forth to Light. For,as (hee is the foundationof luſtice, 
and Chriſtian indgement, if'a Tudge ſhallnot loue it with 
his heart, tracke the ſteps of it, .and draw itontof that 
dirke dungeon wherein {hee lyes, Taſtice will-be in danger 
of being cruſlyr, and falſhqod 'will 'preuaile;' As in that 
pcrucrſe Indgement- in''Chriftescaule, i where/the/Tudge 
was [o firre trom-being deſirous to'knowthe truth,\that 
hee did not know what kinde of thing it was; And 
therefore demanded in the face of the open' Court;i Quid 
eft Veritas? What is Truth? To whom, thar diuine wiſe» 
dome made no anſwer; percciuing/himtobe fach a foole, 
as tobcignorant of the firſt vadoubtedPrincipleof Tuſtice; 
and ſuffring himſelfe ro be carryed away with falſe accu- 4 
ſations, and feigned relations, which had no bulke nor 2 
body in them,no ſubſtancein the world, nor any ſhew,ſave ; 
of a poore ſhadow,ro be thus mil-led, 0 tt | 
Librorum numero circumſtante; The Prefident before 
ſpecified, had a great many of bookes about him;To ſhew 
how much ir importeth, that Tudges, and Preſidents bee 4 
Learned, and well read -in the bookes'of their facultie. 2 
Epiphanius faith ; That hee faw a Statua of Truth, which - 2 
in it's forehead had two letters;the firſt, and the laſt, ofthe 
Greeke Alpnabet;in it's mouth othertwo, and other two 
in it's breſt; and fo through all the parts of it's dody to it's 
vcry . 
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very feere. So that this was all cnamelled with Letters, as 
the other was rounded: with bookes. Thereby, giuing vs 
to vnderſtand that that Man, which is truly the man he 
ought to be, and is to aduile and gouerne orhers, his head, 
hands, and feete, muſt be ſtucke full of Letters. He muſt 
be learned from the ſole of the foore, to the Crowne of 
the head, full of Letters hee muſt bee; forin the diſcour- 
ſes of the Vnderſtanding, in the working of the hands, 
and in the moouing of the feete, wee may ealily gueſle, 
whether a man be wiſe, or no ; VVhether he hath ſtudied, 
or doth ſtudie ; For thoagh a man be neuerſo wiſe, neuer 
ſo learned, hee ſtill forgetteth ſomewhat. So that, it is nor 
cnovgh for him to haue ſtudyed, but it is requiſit, that he 
ſtill continue his ſtudy, that hee may repayre with thar 
which he learneth, the loſle of that which hee forgetteth. 
As in a naturall body, that, by dayly cating and drinking 
is reſtored, which js by our naturall heate conſumed. 

Et ocnls eſfet ſubclauſis. His eyes ( which are the win- 
dowes by which Pafhon enters vnto the ſoule ) were ſhut. 
Becauſe hee ſhould not be led. away with the reſpc& to 
thoſe abaut him, For, hee muſt not hane an eye and re- 
ſpe& to the Eſtate and condition of perſons, to doe more 
fauour ( when it comes to point of Juſtice ) to one, then 
another. And for this reafon, the fayd Zgyptians, did 
ordinarily paint Iuſtice, without a Head. The Head, is 
the common ſeatc/of all the Sences ; fignifying thereby, 
| that by no one ſence, a Iudge ſhould open a doore to 
Paſſion, but that he ſhould place them all in heauen with- 
out reſpe& to any thing vpon earth. And this, is not to 
reſpe& perſons, but: Tuſtice. | 

Plutarke (in his. Moralls, reporteth of the T hebaxs, 
That in their Courts of Juſtice, they had the PiRures 
drawne of certaine reperend olde men; ſitting in, their duc 
order,and in the midſt the Preſident, all of chem without 
hands, and their eyes fixed on heanen. To intimate that 

they 
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they ſhould alwaies ſtand in the preſence of the Lord,from 
whence is to come that Light, which is to cleare theeyes 
of cheir intentions,avoyding to: caſt them downe towards 
the ground, that the Vapour of humane reſpe&ts which. is 
rayſed from thence, may not cloude and darken the fight of 
their vaderſtanding. They muſt be olde,and wile, becauſe 
they are to iudge with mature Counfaile, which accom. 
panyeth that age. And as it is ordred by their Lawes,they 
muſt haue neither eyes,to ſee, nor hands, to receiue bribes. 
And if they would cut off their wiues hands too, the cauſe 
would-be the better iuſtified. Forin them, your bribes 
finde an open gate, and are ſo cafie to be knowne in this 
kind of trading, that there are few or none, but take notice 
of ir. They haue the {light of hand, and (like -Gypſics ) haue 
a fine facilitic in deceiuing, and not hard to be wrought 
vpon to gaine by this vngodly courſe. And. looke what 
buſineſſe chey labour toefteRchey are viually the leaſt iuſtifi- 
abie ; Andif tixey are diſpoſed; to fiuour this man; or that 
cauſe, and will bur'fer:their friends, and wits roundly-to 
worke, and doe their b«ſt,they will ſhrewdly-put a Tudge 
to his (hiftes, and drive him to that ſtreight,.that Tuſtice 
{hill hardly cſcape a fall. I would haue iudges therefore 
| wich their hands off, and their cycs out, leaſt that- befall 
them, which did a coupe of their place, and qualitie,who 
came to ſee the Proceſlſe of a famous, but falſe,and looſe 
woman, who perceiuing that the reaſons of the Relator 
did worke little vpon them, appealed, para wiſts de gjos, 
that ſhee might appeare face to face, and in ber,informati- 
on, when ſhee came Ove terms, ſhee cunningly diſcouered 
her beautie, by a careleſle letting fall of her mantle, and fo 
bewitched them therewith, that allowing for good thoſe 
powerfull witneſſes of her eyes, and face,they releaſed her, 
and gaue her for free.Buttoſaythetruth,it was her looſcneſle 
that freed her, and their lightneſle, that condemnedthem ; 
making that fault light, which before tr: My 
ow 
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how {hal he treely adminiſter Tuſtice, who hath his heart cap- 
tivated,and inthe power of him, and.her, that canturne and 
winde him, which way they lift and-wreſt him from good. 
neſſe? More Iudpges haue bin vndone by Lightnefle, then by 


Cruelty.The one begetreth feare the other contempt. Andby 


the way,let them take this leflon a lone with them, that not 
onely in reality of truth they” conſerue their credit without 
{pot,bur likewife in apparance procure togiue ſuch good Ex- 
amplesthat the world may not iuſtly charge them,no not 
with ſo muchasa diſcompoſed looke, neither in the open 
ſtreete, nor Courrt of Tuſtice; for cuery bend from their brow, 
or eucry {mite from their countenance, is the Common pco- 
ples 4/manack,wher. by they make conieAure, whether it is | 
liketo be faire;or fowle weather;readingiin the face fauour to 
one,andrigour toanother. VWheretore,as their place is great, 
{o is their perill;The way is ſlippery wherein they tread, and 
therfore had nced looke well totheir feete, Woe be vnto that 
Iudge,which ſeeth, and ſeeth not , ſees the beſt, and followes 
the worſt ; ſuffering his reaſon to be ſubdued by paſhon, and 
himſelfe by one poore ſlender haire ofa handſome woman,to 
be led by the noſe whether {hee will leade him. Fora good 
face, .is a tacite kinde of recommendation, a faire ſuper. 
ſcription, and a ſilent deceit, which troubles the clearcnefle 
of the minde, making white appeare to be blacke, and what 
is 1uſt, to be vniuſt : which wasthe cauſe, why God com- 
manded the Tudges of Iſrael, that they ſhould remone their 
cies from the perſons of thoſe thatwerebrought before them, 
and place them wholly on the matter which they were to 
indpe. And for the ſame reaſon,did the Tudges of Areopazus, 
heare all ſortes of cauſes, were they ciuill,or criminall in the 
darke,by putting out the Candles. And your A4thentans did 
ſentence their ſutes behind certaine Curtaines, which might 
hinder their fight. The Zacedemonians, they were a little 
{tridter laced ; for they didnot onely deny eyes to thoſethar 
wentto Law, and ſued in their courtes, bnt alſo debard 
them 
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them of cares ; and: becauſe they would - prohibit them © 
the power of informing the tuſtneſle of their cauſe, but that 
they ſhould make their Plea by writing. Ne, fs corawrin- 
dicibus lequerentar, facilins eos fletibus, aut actionibus,ef- 
fcacig, modo dicendi demulcerent:Leaſt,ifthemſelues ſhould 
be permitted to ſpeake before the Indges,' they might the 
more caſily ſoften and mollifie their hearts, byrheir teares 
ation, and words. Andit ſcemeth that God doth approne 
for the better this manner of. indging,when he faith; Nox 
ſecundum wviſionem oculorum indicabit, nec ſecundum au- 
ditum aurium arguet: He ſhall net iudge after the fight of 
his eyes, neither reprone after the hearing of hi eare.. $ed 

 judicabit in juſtitia pauperss, Of arguet in equitate pro 
manſuetis terre: But with righteouſneſſe ſhall hee iud 
the poore, and reproue with equitie, for the mecke of the 
earth. With iuſtice and truth .hee muſt reprone and con- 
found thoſe, who with fiftions, with colours, and ſtudied 
artifices, pretend to make that iuſt, -or probable, which 
hath no ſhew of inſtice, or truth, For there arc” ſome 
Lawyers, {o full of Quirkes, and ſubtilties, that they wreſt 
the true ſence and meaning of the Lawes, ſtriving to bring 
them to their- bent, haling them ( as they ſay) by the 
haire to that part wherennto themſclues are willing to in- 
cline z cither to that, which a fanourite, or powerfull per- 
ſon pretcndeth, or to him, that will bribe moſt ; where- 
by ſuites in Law, are made euecrlaſting, much mony is 
conſumed, mens States miſcrably waſted, or at leaſt rhe 
true knowledge of the cauſe 'obſcured, as well de fas, 
25 de jure; both in matter of fa&, and of Law. AJudge 
therefore ought to be very attentiue to-all-buſineſſes,that 
are brought before him, and to hane Zynx his cyes to 
watch whether the Torrent will tend of a Pleader tranſ= 
ported with affeftion, and of a cauilions Relator, armed 
with .a 100. Witty quillets, ſubtill and: acute Allegati- 
ons, wherewith they ſhadow thi res ſcatter ape”

of darkeneſſe ouer the cauſe that is pleaded. Hee thar is 
ſet ouer others, muſt haue wiſedome and courage,to wake 
reſiſtance againſt them, and to diſarme them, rebutcing the 
blow by his Arguments, and with the true and ſolide 

Eccl. 7. ſence of the Lawes themſelues. And therefore Fecleſtaſti- 
cs, would not haue that man to take vpon him to be a 
ludge, that hath not ſpirit and metrall in him, toconteft 
with the ſtouteſt of them, and to doe. Inftice Secundum 
allezata o& probata, according to all right, and law. For 
many times there is more cunning and wiſedome required 
for to vndoe thoſe knots, and to facilitarethoſe difficulties, 
whichtheſe wrangiing Lawyers put in their Plea, rhen to 
reſolue the doubt in che Caſe it ſelfe. Andif hee be ro 
deale with perſons of power, and great Courtiers, he muſt 
cither breake through this net which they pitch for him 
with force, or with ſome flight or other ſecke ro auoyd it, 
rather then that fauour, and power,on the one fide, or 
ſubtill ſhifres, and Law quirkes, on'the other ſhould ſtifle 

Iſay.zs.6, Juſtice. For, in theſe caſes it is written. D#ſſolue colliga. 
tiones impietatis : Looſe the bands of wickeaneſſe, to vndoe 
the heaute burthens, and 1o let the oppreſſed goe free.For 
the ſonne of God himlſelfe ( to be an example vnto Iudges ) 
did proceede in this manner with the Diuell. For this pnr- 

Ichn.3.8. poſe ( ſaith S.lobn )was the Soune of God manifeſted,that he 
might deſtroy the workes of the Diuell. Whereby he ſhewed 
no leſſe courage, then gained reputation. And it is one of 
the moſt preiudiciall things that'can befall Common- 
wealths, to ſeeke to honour ſuch perſons in whom doe 
not concure thoſe qualities, nor the knowledge of ſuch 
Minifters,andgiuing them the Title of Counſellours, which 
haue neither that ſufficiency of knowledge,;nor wiſedome; 
which is neceffary for to giue a good and ſound opinion 
in graue and weighty matters. And as it werea fooliſhand 
vnaduiſed thing in+him,that hath ncedeof a payreof ſhoes 
to go to looke them ata Barbers, and'notar a ſhomakers 
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ſhop : ſo is the caſe alike, when wee leaue wiſe and ex- 
perienced men in a Common-wealth lurking in a corner, 

and put thoſc into eminent places, which neither know 

how to begin,nor. end buſineſſes, nor what courſe in the 

world they are to take. That which is fitteſt for them,bur 

much more for a.King and kingdome,is toletthem alone 

in their ignorance. 9 #147u ſcientiam repuliſti, repellam gy Hoſe4.6. 
ego te, ( laith God.) Becauſe chow haſt reietted knowledge, 

1 will alſo reiefF thee. For one fooliſh Miniſter alone is an 

intolerable burchen for a Kingdome. _1renam tr ſalem, oy med

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Ariſt.2.Pol. 
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ſcratch,by hooke,or by crooke,all the money they can finger 
that they may afterwards prodigali'y ſpend it, and main- 
taine their vaine pride, and oſtentation. But in what ſort 
ſo cuer men be couetous, ſureIam ; That Couetouſneſle 
is one of the worſt notes, and baſeſt markes, wherewith 
Kings Miniſters, and Counſailours of State, can be branded. 
CAnaro, mhil eſt Sceleſtins : ( faith Eccleſiaſticns ) There is 
not 4 more wicked thing then a couctous man. And from 
thoſe that are toucht with this infeion, Kings are to flyc 
as from a plague or. Peſtilence, and be very circumſpe&t 


and wary, that they be not admitted tothe Councell Table, 


and to remonethoſe from thence, that haue recelued any 
bribe. For itis an incurable diſcaſe, a contagious corrup- 
tion, which like a Leproſie gocs from one to another, 
and clingeth cloſe to' the ſoule. Befides to receiue, is a 
{ſweete thing, and leaues the hand ſo ſauory, and fo well 
ſeaſoned, that it hath no ſooner receiued one gift, but 1t is 
preſently ready for another, a third, a fourth, and fo in - 

niturs. And the end oftha:which is paſt,is buta diſpoſition 
for that which is to come. Likea hungry Curre, who hath;no 
fooner chopt vpone morſel, but he is ready for another. And 
he perhaps, who art firſt was contented with alittle, & could 
ſay : Efto baſta,*y ſobra.This is inough, and too much, after- 
wards much, too much,and more then roo much will not ſa- 
tisfie his hungry mawe ; 1nfinita enim eſt & inſatiabilis cup. 
ditatis  aturs: Infinite ( faith 4riforle)and inſatiable is the 


gut of couectoufneſſe. And the Holy Ghoſt tells vs ; Anarms 


n0n implebitur pecunia He that loueth {1luer, ſhall not be fa- 
tished with filuer; norhe that loyeth aboundance, with in- 
creaſe. For itis a kind of falte and brackiſh water wherewith 
couctous mans thirſt cannot be quenched, for when he 
hath taken this, and that other,and a world of things, he 
gapes ſtill for more. Heis better ſatisfied by denying him 
that which hee defireth, then by giuing him that, which 
he craneth. And therefore publicke Miniſters (if wee _ 
credit 
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credit Diuinitie ) ſhould be ſo noble and fo free, that they 
ſhoul 1not onely not be couetous, but quite oppoſite therc= 
unto, and to hold a particular hatred,and perpetuall enmitie 
with couetouſneſſe. That they ſhould not onely not receiue 
giftes and preſents, but 'thatthey ſhould hate, and abhorre 
them and cauſe thoſe to be informed againſt, that either ſhall 
giuea bribe or pretend to giue. For moſt true is that ſay. 


ing of the ſonne of Sirack. Munera oF dona excecant ocules Eccl.1e.29, 


Indicum. Preſents and gifts,blindthe eyes of wiſe. How fone 
is 4 couctous man blinded, when he beholdes the baiteof 
his Paſhon? Nor is there any thing more often repeated 
in ſacred and prophane. writ, then the putting vs in 
minde of force, and efhcacie which gifts haue to wreſt 
Tuſtice, and peruert iudgement, Moſes ſaith of them, That 
they blinde the eyes of the wiſe ;and that they turne and 
winde the words of good men, chopping and changing 


one for another, to ſcrue their purpoſe. 2u# querit' Locus Ex0d-13.8. 


pletari, peruertit oculum ſuum. The gift blindeth the wiſe, 
and peruerteth the words of the righteous.By which is vn- 
derſtood the Intention, which is cafily wreſted, when in- 
rereſt puts to a helping hand, which is that Loade-ſRone, 
which drawes the yron after it, and cauſeth themto erre 
that ſuffer themſelues to be carryed away therewith. If a 
Tudge be' couetouſly giuen, he will ſoone varic his opinion, 
and make no ſcruple ro condemne the poore, who hath 
nothing to giue him, and abſolue the rich, who giues him 
all that hee hath. For mony is an able .1dzeeare, and 
pleads hard. And Iuſtice (ſayth 1/dore ) is ſtrangled with 
gold. The times are ill, when that which cannot be ob- 
tained by Tuſtice, muſt be procured by Money. Fine hun- 
dred yeares and more was Greece gouerned by Zycargus 
his Lawes, to the great happinefſe of the Naturalls of that 
Countrie and admiration of ſtrangers, without the breach 
of any one Law; by meanes whereof, that Common- 
wealth was ſuſtained with admirable peace, and Iuſtice, 
F 4 becauſe 
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becauſe priuate intereſt had no Dower with the Iudges of 


the Land. But when money came to beare ſway,and that 


men tooke pleaſure therein, and made it their happineſle, 
the Common-wealth was made vnhappy, and the Lawes, 
and Juſtice, were trodden vnder foote. He ( faith the wiſe 
man) that is greedy of gaine, troubleth his own houſe. 2: 
autem odit manera, vinet : But hee that hateth zifts, ſhall 
lize. And1I doe not fee, how hee can liue,who receiving 
{o much, ſo often, and of ſo many, ſces himſelte ſo laden, 
and ſo inuirdned and beſet with obligations, which are ſo 
oppoſite and contrary oneto another. I ſay (contrary) bes 
cauſe the Pretenders are ſo amongſt themſelues, who aſpi- 
ring to ene and the ſame thing, wherein. it is impoſhbie 
hee ſhould content all of them, euery one offereth accor- 
ding to his Talent, and the delire hee hath to obtaine 
his ſuite. And many times, though they giue neuer ſo much, 
they. remaine fruſtrated of their pretenhion, and become e- 
nemics to that Miniſter, murmuring and complayning of 
him,(and that with a great deale of reaſon) all the dayes 
of their life. VVoe vnto the Couetous man, who { as the 
Scripture ſayth )ſers his ſoule to ſale. CAnimaenm quoque 
venalem habet. It is a moſt wretched caſe, anda moſt la- 
mentable miſeric, that a 'mans auarice and couetoulneſle 
ſhould be fo great, that hee ſhould ſell his ſoule for the 
greedineſle of money: Belides, there is another great Con- 
tradition, fron which it is not poſſible for- to free them. 
felues. For, if-they will faithfully performe their» Office, 
they cannot fauour any,ſaue him that hath'moſt rightand 
wſtice on his ſide, And this they muſt do grats, and without 
any other kind of intereſt, then that, which the being of a 
good and faithfull Miniſter carryes with- it: Againe, ifthey 
do not ayde and helpe him,who by giftes hath bound them 
vnto him, they fowly and ſhamecfuily deceiue both him;and 
themmſelues; and muſt needes fall into one of theſerwo in- 
eohweniences; Either to be ingrateku!l, if they. doe. not doe 
for 
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for him that gaue; orvniuſt, If they doe contrarie vnto 
lIaſtice. So that which way-ſocuer they receiue agitt,they 
g0c away with it with an cuill Conſcience, and in plaine 
Engliſh, are theeues by qualification. Sothar great Lawyer, 
Parts de Pmteo calls them, and ſayth 3 That there are more Sas de P ut.de 
in your publicke Audiences, and open Courts, then in your REY :

And thatiuſt man 786 afirmeth-; That ther Tribunalls bf ſob. 12.6.

Buttct them bee. called by what name or Title yott will, 
{et them newer ſomuch haue the name ofindges,their workes 
will ſpeake what they are. If they: doe Juftice,and indge 
according to their juſt Lawes, then are they Iudges, and 
deſerue ſo to be. But if they do the contrary,they beare 
the name of Thiceues,'and are vaworthy that Office:There 
being repreſented vnto Dawidtherigourous.chaltiſementof 
theſe kinde of men, hee beggeth thus of God. Gather nor Plal6.9. 
 ſoule with ſinners, nor my life with. bloody men; In 
whoſe hands is miſcheife, and their right hand. is full of 
bribes.Lettheſe theeuiſh hands (aiththe Emperour Conſtex- 
tine) ceaſe at laſt to ſteale; let them ceaſe I ay; And ifthey 
will not ceaſe, and giue ouer ſtealing,let them be cut off, and - 
ſet vpon the gallowes top. Neither let Kings ceaſe,to make 
diligent ſearch after them,and tocxecute iuſtice againſt them , 
in the moſtrigorous manner. And: if they will not amend, 
ket them.( a Gods name)! be ſoundly puniſhed. For it is a 
foule and abominable Vice, pernicious, and peſtilent, and 


which doth much marre. and deface the Luſter of what- 
ſocuer 
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ſocucr Miniſter, be he neuer ſo illuſtrious and great. And 
therefore in the Ciuill Law, it hath the name of Sordes 
giuen it ; which fignifies fouleneſſe, cr beaſtlineſſe. The 
Emperour Alexander Severm,(a great ſubduer of this vice) 
when he ſaw any Miniſter noted thereof, his choller roſe, 
and his ſtomacke began toturne, and did prouoke him to 
vomit, as if hee had ſcene ſome loathſome ſtinking thing. 
And for ſuch kinde of corrupt men he would vſually ſay, 
hee hadeuer a fingar in teadines, to plucke out their eyes. 
And for the better informing himſelfe of the truth of theſe 
buſineſſes, hee made choice of ſome vertuous and intelli- 
gent perſons, whom hee ſent ſecretly as Spyes into ſeue= 
rall parts of the Kingdome ( which all wiſe Kings oughe 
to doc)giuing them good Intertainment for the defraying 
of their charges, to the cnd, that they might truly informe 
him of all whatſocuer paſſed, as how his Miniſters beha- 
ued themſelues in their-gonernment, how in their Offices? 
Saying ; That if they did abuſe them, it was not enoughto 
remoue them onely, and put other in their places ; bur for 
example.ſake, ſeuerely likewiſe to puniſh them. He gaue all 
his Officers good honeſt maintenance, and ſufficient allow- 
ance, and would by no meanes permit, that any Magiſtra- 
cic, or publicke Office, ſhould bee bought and lolde.For he, 
that buyes of me ( fayd hee ) mnſtof necelfitic ſell to ano- 
ther, for to quit his Coſt, as alſo to make his beſt profit 
and benefitthereof. Such astheſe, buy cheape in the groſle, 
and fell: deare by retaile. And ſo it is, thatheethat buycs a 
tree for money,can hardly afford the fruite for nothing. 
The Emperour 7 heodofius made heereupon a Law worthy 
ſo noble a Prince, and deſcruing heere to bee fet downe, as 


. a Patterne for Kings. Vee will ( fayth hee) and ordaine, 


that thoſe be appointed Gouernours of our Prouinces,who 
ſhall bee found worthy thoſe places, charging and com- 
manding, that they be not conferred either for ambition, 


or bribes,or promiſes;or for any price, that ſhall be _—_ 
or 
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for them,but meerely for that they arc men of an honorable 
and vertuous diſpoſition, and of a good and approued life. 
And theſe, whom you ( my- Preſident) ſhall chooſe, orwe 
our {clues vpon your.report, wee will, that they: who are 
admitted to thele Offices, ſhall folemnely ſweare,and firme- 
jy promiſe, that for the ſaid preferments, or places of charge 
and gouernment, they haue nener given, nor promiſedany 
thing for them, neither ſhall-giue hecreaftereither openiy;or 
vnder hand, either direAty,or indire&ly.Neitherſhall they 
take, or recciue any thitig,burt ſhall reſt contented with their 
Salaties, and Penſions, Nor (hall pocket any bribe in pub- 
like, or priuate, not onely during their Office, but neither 
before nor after, &c. Theſe are the very words of the 
Law itſclfe. | EE eg 7 wh 
Diuerſe other ancient,and Moderne Lawes, and decrees 
hauc beene made, generally prohibiting all kind of gifts and 
bribes, vpon paine of diners very greiuous puniſhments, 
to be inflicted vpon thoſe, that either rake,or giue bribes. 
A3 paying double. whar was promiſed,or: given'z depriua- 
tion of Office; The treble value of what was giuen , Then 
( vpon the increaſing of the abuſe)'a quadruple value. 
And after thar, Conhſcation of goods, banilhment, and 
open infamie. 1//inia, added heereuntothe puniſhment 
of Whipping. Andthe Emperour Yalens, and Yalenti- 
nianm, firtherincreaſed the ſame; commanding,they ſhould 
be bufhed. Andthe now Emperours of 74par, did lately 
execute the fayd Law vpon one of his Fauourites Secre- 
tarics for taking of a bribe; and him that bribed him, (who 
was Gouerner of a Kingdome) he cauſed to be beheaded. 
Plato, would make it aral'd caſe - Thatrhat Judge ſhould ,,,, .-. . 
dye the death, that ſhould rake a bribe, yet norwithſtan- 1egb. 
ding neither the feare of death, of iudgement, nor of hell *&-7+-2#-1- 
it ſc|fe, is ſufficient to reprefle the loue of money. Diſpurante ; 
Pauls de judicio futnro,tremefacFus eft Felix: Panl reaſoning I 
of the indgement to come, Felix trembled, who m_ 4 
dent. 
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ſident or Rulcr of Ceſarea, - And yet the fearc of that ter= 
rible day of iudgement, was hot able to bridle his Cone- 
rouſneſſe, . He trembled for feare, and yet his eyes, and 
heart, were:placed vpon that money which hee hoped to 
recciue from that bleſſed Apoſtle. Feare is not of force,to 
detaine: the Couetous ; For Couctouſneſle, is a huge great 
riuer which if it once begin, to make it's Current, bee it 
which way-it will, there is no withholding ofir. If you 
ſtop it's.courſe one way, it; breakes gut another way. Soit 
did with that naughty Prophet, who haſted with great 
furie to curſe Gods people, that he might finger his pro- 
miſed gold. And though an Angell ſtood before him,and 
ſtopp't his way, hee tooke another way, and brake through 
thicke and thin ( as they ſay ) that heemightnot looſe his 
reward;ſo farre (ſaith 7oſephm ) did the. promiſes and gifts 
of the Moabites preuaile with him, that bee choſe rather for 
his priuate intereſt, to pleaſe a.King of the earth, then him 
of Heauen. - The Kings of Spaine haue likewiſe made ſome 
Lawes with: very ſharpe and rigorous puniſhments, but all 
not worth a. pinne, becauſe they are not execured. So that 
this bad cuſtome alone, is of moreforce, then all the lawes. 
Theſe are written with inke,on paper z Thoſe, with letters of 


gold on the heart. The Lawes threaten with roughneſſe and 
rigour, Money perſwades with ſoftneſle and gentleneſſe, and 
carryes mens mindes after it without contradition. The 


Lawes,hane few to defend them,& to put them in execution. 


But this cuill.cuſtome, is of more force then the Law, & hath 
ſtronger Abettors.In a word,terrible arethe forces and skir- 
miſhes of this foule aſſaulting vice,become now as it were na- 
turall vnto vs,and more vſcd in theſe, then any other Times 
whatſocuer. Demoſthenes ask't the Athenians (& thoſe which 
are, may aske of thoſe that haue bin) what were in thoſerimes 


which are not-in thele ?:' And himſelfe makes the anſwer, 


That one thing was now wanting vnta them; whereby thole 
thatliu'd then,alwayes went away with-the vitory,& main- 


rained 


. 
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ned theirl|bertie. Which was ; The perpetuall hatred which 
they bore vnto thole, who ſuffered themſelues to be corrup-= 
red withmony. In ſtead whereof, it is now come to thar 
paſſe, thar to recciue a bribe,is onely a nine dayes wonder ; 
if the ſame be confeſt,itis made a matterof laughter; if pro- 
ued, he that teceiues, receiues a pardon forit; and he that 
informes, ſent away with a flea in his care, and in ſtead of 
a reward, recciues a round checke for his labour, & growes 
1 hated man, and troubleſome - member in a Common- 
wealth. Burt vnfortunate is that Common-wealth, where 
Corruption lines vncontrolled. , And becaule this Vice gocs 
daily taking deepe roote,and grows ſtill ſtronger and ſtron- 
gcr,inuenting new impudencies,new flightes and ſubtilries, 
itis necdefull that Kings ſhould: hunt Counter, and finde 
out ſome new Tricke,totake theſe olde ones in the Trap. 
And this one ( methinks) would be a pretty remedy for 
this diſeaſe ; That a Law were made, "That of all thoſe, 
that ſhould be nominatedfor Miniſters and Officers pub. 
like and particular in any. Tribunal, or Miniſtry ' what 
ſocucr as well of Tuſtice,and gouernment, as of the publike 
Treaſurie,there ſhou'd an Inuentorie betaken (by ſome de- 
puted for thar purpoſe) of all-rheir rents, and goods moue- 
able, and vamouecable, and when they are to take their 
oath ( as the faſhion is) at their 6fitrance into their Office, 
the faid Inuentory ſhould be preſentedin open Court, and 
there they made to ſwearr,and take a ſolemne oath that this 
is 4 true Inuentorie, and that their Eſtate is thns and thus, 
neither more nor lefle; or much there abouts,tothe end thar 
when their ſtates come to be increaſed, and their wealth 
makes a great noyſe in the world, itmay (vpon betterin- 
quiric ) be knowen how, and which way, they came by 
ir. For experience daily teacheth vs, that your Tudges, 
your Exchequer men, and 0: her publike Officers; enter into 
the Office with little, and goe out with much And I 
would, thatthe Kings Atturney generall,orone oflike _—_ 
ould. 
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ſhould enter an Aion againſt all thoſe Augmentations of 

their Eſtates whereof they ſhould not be able to render a 

ood Account. I could likewiſe wiſh, that they might be

And this is no new doEtine, 

but ſhall finde it (if welooke backe to former times)praQti- 

ſed long a goe. And the Emperour CAntonings Pims, did 

likewiſe ordaine, that all Livetenants, and Gouerners be. 

fore they went to ferue in their Reſidencies and Offices, 

they ſhould bring in an Inuentorie of all they had, thar 

when the time of their Gouernment was expired,by coating 

and comparing the one withthe other, they might ſee how 

and in what manner they thriued thereupon. C1udiſtis 

- (faith he) Prefectuw Pretory noſtri ante Triduum quam 

fieret, mendicum, & pauperem : ſed ſubito dinitem fattum. 

Vnde (quaeſs) nifi de wiſceribus Reip. qui ob hanc. cauſam 

Proutncias fibi datas credunt, vtlaxurientur es diuites fi- 

ant? ev. You haue heard that our Pretorian Prefee,fome 

few dayes ſince was a very beggar, but now ſodainely 

become rich. Whence ( Ipray ) ſhould this come butfrom 

out the bowellsof the Common-wealth ; who for this cauſe 

thinke Prouincesare committed vnto them; that they may 

therein riot, and grow rich? Setting at nought the Lawes, 

the 
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Miniſter may be had” in ſuſpicion, who in his office is 


grownerich. For he that only gets by lawfull meanes 


can hardly lie at fo high a rate, as ſome of his fellowes 


doe, build ſuch ſumptuous and coſtly houſes, and leauec 


ſo faire and great an eſtate behind him to bis Heyre. And 
he. who heerein does more then he can; will likewiſe do 
more then he ought. For he, that will ſeeke to ont-doe 
his meanes, will not ſticke to out-doe his honeſtic. In a 
word, gifts have eucermore bred a icalouſie of Corrupti- 
01 ; and in Tudges, eſteemed the foulcſt fault. Oh, of how 
little worth is a þ:ttle gift , and yet whar a great hurt,/ to a 


Miniſters honour? Acpift ( ſaith: Nazianzere) is a ſecret yaxian.in 
Tyrant, which doth ſubdue, and tread all vnder foote. And,9'-23. 


ro gine, is of all other the greateſt Tyranny, and the 
greateſt violence. It is Senecas Counſcll; That, he, that 
will inioy his owne freedome, muſt not receiue/ anothers 
benefit. - Foto giue, is to in-{laue , 'And the recciuer,is 
the giuers \[aue. Gifts,are but Gyues and chaines wrought 
of ſtrong linkes: The ending of one, being the begin- 


ning of another. And where the firſt ends, the ſecond be- 


gins. And this (asthey lay ) diſpone Ia trabaion para otros 
muchos ; ſerues but as a Timber peeceto couple and faſten 
many others. Take heede therefore (ſaith the Emperour 
In/tinian of receiuing giftes, which quit our libertie,blinde 
our vnderſtanding, incline our wills, and defame our ho.

the King in his beauty. Allthis,and more ſhall they atrainc 
to,that are truly of pure heart, and cleane hands. 

All this ( ſay they ) that you fay, 1s true. We confeſſe 
as much. But withall we muſt tell you, T hat that which 
we receiucis ſubſidium gratuitum, a free :gitt, a imeere gra- 
ruitic, with a great deale of loue, and good liking of the 
Giuer. And. we afhrme, That all (for the moſt part ) 
that is _ giuen, is reſpeRiue, and is in that Predicament, 
which the Zogicians tearme, Ad aliquida. Whereby he 
that recciueth a courteſie, is bound to returne a courtelie. 
And thoſe which giue,hope to receiucfrom ſuch Miniſters, 
that which they cannot iuſtly giue them. With theſe con- 
dirions, a gift is lawfull, and cſtecmed to be lawfully re- 
cciued, when it comes free, vnclogg'd, diſintereſſed, with- 
out pretcnſion, and withour reſpe& ofrequirall, or reference 
to any recompence or retribution. That is a gift, which 
goes diſ-roabed of all reſpe&ts whichis neither a friend nor 
kindſman, nor kindſwoman of the party that piues it, and 
hath no obligation, no Intereſt, no necefhitie, bur is all 
pure loue, and is freely giuen of grace, onely to do him 
good, that recciucs it, The reſt is Vſurie, Loane, bribe: y,and 
hope of gaine. Andif they will fee that this is true, ler 
them come downe from that high place wherein they are, 
let a Vilication goe forth againſt them,andihey (ha!] quick- 
ly ſee, how cuery man longs and deſires, that that may 
bee returned to the Owners, which they haue got by foule 
play. It is a great blindenefſe in Miniſters, to imagine, 
that whar is giuen them, proceedes from. liberalitie, and 
out of the good will and louethey beare vnto them. God 
he knowes, It is no ſuch matter, but what they do in this 
kinde, is only to corrupt them, and to oblige them to do 
that, which they neither may, nor ought. Letthem be- 
leeue me, and not deceiue themſclues. For to giue,and re- 
cciue, is a cunning peece of buſincſle, athing of great ar- 
tifice, wit, and ſubtiltie, and on whatſocuer occaſion ir 
workcth 
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worketh, it workes Miracles. But in caſe gifts ſhould nor 
corrupt, at caſt they appeaſe, and mone affeQion. Being 
(as that wiſe King S4/omor ſaith ) like vnto the waucs of 
the Sea, which make the talleſt {hip to reele, be ſhe nene; 
ſo well ballafted. And waues neuer come ſingle. And;if 
they be ſtrong waues indeede,they oucrturne her, and ſinke 
her in the Sea. Reprom:ſio nequiffime multos perdidit, 
Commuonit illos, quaſi fluckus mars. Let them looke' Eccl.2g. 
well to themſelues, that receiue' gifts, for they run a great 
deale of hazard; ler them take heede, leaſt ſome ſNtorme 
ariſe that may drowne their thip,cuen then (as often hath 
beene ſcene) when ſhe is deepeſtand richeſt laden. And 
let them nbr truſt to their 'taking in ſecret,” nor of ſuch; 
and ſucha perſon ; for the Diuine Sunne of Iaſtice;:whomn' 
they offend, will diſcoucr and bring all to light. © And 
though no body ſhould ſee or know it, it is enough that 
God, and his own Conſcience knowes it, which are two 
= Witneſles, belides many other,which'time will pro-

gifts haue beene giuen to ſome grtcat Privadozor fauourite 
of the King.

done. But becauſe this will fall\within thecompaſle of

Deum, Fearing God : Which follow anon aftcr rhe be- 
ginning. For well will it ſuite, that with theſe, we con- 
clude this Chapter becauſe the feare of God is the be. 
ginning of wiſedome. And from whence, as from their 
tountaine, are deriued all thoſe other good qualities, that 
are in man. Timer Domini ſuper omnia ſe ſuperpoſutt: 
There is none aboue him that feareth the Lord. Et beatus 
homo, cui donatum eſt, habere ilum: And happy is that 
man,to whomit i given. For he,that hath the fearc of God 
hath all -che good that can be defired. Plenitudo ſapientie 
eſt, timere Deum: To feare the Lord u fullutſſe of wiſe- 
dome. He that would be a generall Scholler in all kinde 
of knowledge, be well ſeene in all the Artes and Sciences, 
and hauc all thoſe good parts and. qualitics, combined 
and ioyned together, let him louc and feare God. For he 
that feares him, and hath him alwaycs before his eyes, 
hath libertie and power to ouercome the feare and dread 
of the mightic, whereof the VWorld doth ftand ( and all 
for want of this fearc)too much in awe. Among the Lawes 
of Moſes,  Toſephus relateth one, wherein he willeth Judges 
that they ſhould aboue all things preferre Juſtice , and 
chat without reſpe& to any mans perſon, or dignitic,they 
ſhould equally iudge all ; For they hauing ( as they haue ) 
hcere vpon. .carth, the power of God, they 'ought not to 
feare any other but him. He that preuaricates Juſtice in 
relation to. great perſons, makes them greater and more 
powerfull then God; who giues. vs this ſhort but ſtoute 
Leſſon ; Feare wot him, that can: kill the, badly; and take a- 
way thy life, but feare the, him, that can' kill the ſoule, 
and deproue thee of lifeemerlaſting.. And in another place, 
he ſaith, Thou ſhalt not forſake the poore, for feare of the 
rich, nor indge vninſily, nor doe the thing that  vnequall, 
for feare of -the. powerfull, ;bat keepe 'mſlice in it's true 
weight. and wedfors rabid #ny humane reſpect, 'or uarme- 
feare. King Zehofaphat aduiſeth the Indges gf 7/rael, that 
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in their indgements, they feare none but God alone, and 

all the Law-giuers, as Lycurexs Solon, Numa, and anum- 

ber of others, together with the chiefeſt of all, Moſes, who 
ouerned Common-wealths,and made Lawes,founded them 

with Religion, and the feare of God. Theſe are the firſt 

and laſt Letters of the Lawes of Chriſtian government, 

wherewith that wiſe King did ſumme vp the booke of 

thoſe, which hee made forthe gouerriment of Men. Deam 

time, (5 mandata eins obſerua : hoc eſt omnis homo. Feare Eccl,uu, z- 

God, and keepe his Commandements : for this # the whole 

dutie of man. With this he receiucth theſtabilitie and per- 

manencie of man. The contrary whereof, is to be a beaſt 

and worſe then a beaſt, According to that of S. Bergard, ze./e.20. 

Ergoſi hoceſt ommus homo, abſg,,hoc nihil eſt homo: If this be i* ©u. 

the whole duty of man, without this man is nothing. But 

as aman,that hath no vſe of reaſon, breakes all lawes, Facile 

deniat 4 juſtitia, qui in caufis non Deum, ſed homines for- 

midat : He caſily ſwarues from Iuſtice, which in cauſes, 

feareth not God,bur Man.' IT will heere conclude with that 

which Zſay ſaith; _L wonderfull Counſellour # the mighty Iiay.g.c. 

God. And he is to be our chiefe Counſellour and more inward 

with vs then any King or Counſellour. And Kings and Coun- 

ſellours are to craue his Councell. For Councell being his 

gift, he doth not communicatethe ſame to any,ſauc ſuch as 

louc,and feare him, and take Councell of his dinine Law. As 

did that holy King.Confilium meum Inſtificationes tus. Let 

eucry one enter into his Councell of knowledge,let him con. 

ſulthimſelfe the beſt thar he can ; yer when he bath done all 

that he can,let him aduiſe with the Law of God;For if he do 

nor know well how to aduiſe himſclte, how ſhall he giue 

Counſaileto others? And he that knowes nothow to rule & 

gouern him(elfe,how ſhall he commanda whole kingdome?

AN 5D your vndcſeruing, or (at leaſt ) leſfe 
AFR luthcient, are clapt in betwixt them, 
: and home, Thoſcare the men,thatare_ 
molt intermitted, take moſt vpon them, and procure by 

their Negociating and. Plotting, to occupic the beſt places, 

ad not contenting themlſelues rherewith, (ecke to ſhut the 

doore againſt men of merit, and to keepe them our, to the 

end that their. owne defeAs,by this courſe, may receiue the 

conreriaiuets lefſe diſcouery. For this is the nature of things oppoſite 
ſcpoſina,nugs each to other, that the neerer they arc one to the orher,the 
"4:95 more excellent lays ir's Contraryes defeR,the more open. 
Now to occurre to this miſchiefe, wiſe 7e:hro aduiſed his 

ſonne in Law, thar he ſhould ſecke out men of goodparts, 

and chooſe them ( as weſayd before )from amongſt all the 

people. And we (hall better perceiue,what that Counſaile 
comprehendeth, if we will but conſider that other place of 
Deuteronomy; W here Moſes diſcourling with the people, 

what diligence he had vſed on bis part, it is therementio- 

ned, that he ſpake vnto. them, and admoniſhed them (to 

the end that the EleAion of the Miniſters might take the 

better) that they themſelues likewiſe. would: ve. their di- 

ligences, and then giue him notice of thoſe. perſons, which 


they 


they held in greatcſt cſtceme amongſt them, and were ( in 
the generall opinion) the ableſt men. Date ex vobis viros 
ſapientes, 7 gnaros, 0: quorum Conuerſatio ſit probata in 
T ribubus wveſtris,vt ponem cos obs Principes: Take yee 
wiſe men and underſtanding, and knowen amongſt your Deur.r.r3, 
Tribes, and I will make them Rulers ozer you. And indeed, 
the beſt and ſureſt courſe, that Kings can take, tocome to 
that notice or knowledge they defire, js to lay holde on 
thoſe perſons, whoſe approbation is ſo notorious, that all 
the people giue good Teſtimonie of them; For, ( as a wiſe 
man hath well obſcrued)the generall opinion,is that Touch- 
ſtone, which proucthor reproueth. For, it cannce be, that 
One ſhould decciue All. And happily from hencegreiy.thar 
Common Adage Yo pepuli,5veox Dei: The Peoples voyce, 
is Gods voyce. We muſt giue Credit to the: fame and 
report. that gocs of Men. For (as T acitze faith ) ſhe ſome. | 
times makes the choyſe of Miniſters;it being his meaning, 
that this ſarisfation ſhould be giuen tothe. people,” that 
thoſe, that are ro gouerne ; them; thould. be. choſen and e- 
le&:d by that common fame, and; good:report; thart'poes 
of them. Aad heere by the way ler. metell you, 'rharir is 
not much amiſle, that ſome Offices, and Preferments be 
in a diſlembled kinde of diſguiſe, purpoſely publiſhed be- 
fore they be beſtowed, to ſee how it will be intertained and 
received by the people; to whomir is fit ſome ſatisfation 
ſhould be giuen, as being the body that is to. be comman- 
ded. This is a Trick of Staze, whereof{vpan forne occaſions ) 
Fernando, furnamed the Wiſe,made gaod'Vie-For when he 
was to:goe any great Volage, vndertake any Warre; or at- 
tempt fame new Enterpriſe, or any otheraQion of impor- 
tance, he\would [not publiſh; nor iuſtifie the-ſame* to the 
world,; till he had vſed;ſowe : art and cunnthg, imploying 
ſome perſons; fit for that purpoſe { before his defignes were 
throughly vnderſtgod)to giue touty Thatthe Kirig ſhould 
do. well to make (ach, or ry a_warrc, to. make this or 
1693-0 2 that 
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"that prouiſion, for this, -or that reaſon. Sothat firſt of all, 


the vuigar were: made acquainted: therewith and reſted ſa- 
tisficd with thereaſons that were rendred for it. : And-then 
afterwards it comming to be publiſhed, that the King had 
done, or would doeſuch a thing, it is incredible to. belecue, 
with how much joy, loue, and applauſe of. the people, and 
whole Kingdome,this. his Reſolution was receiued. Bur 
miſtake me not I pray ; I donot ſay, thatthis is to be done 
alwayes, but on ſome occaſions, or great preparations. And 
Kings in this cafe, muſt haue a care, that they haue faith. 
fall Centinells, that may truly ccrtifierhem, how that Newes 
takes, and. what exception ( if any ariſe ) __ make againſt 
it, and ypon-what grounds, that if any thing had beene . 
omitted, it might be amended. A Preſident (notvnliketo this) 
had the Komen Common-wealth in thoſe it's firſt flouriſhing | 
dayes. Which did cauſe their Lawes to be fer. vp in.pub. 
like for 27. dayes together before they ſhould be of force, 
to the end, that the people might peruſe them, andthinke 
well vpon them. How: much moreoughtthis Courſe to 
betaken in-Legibue viventibus:in thoſeliuing Lawes which- 
are-your greater and principaller-ſort of Miniſters,and ſuch 
as arc- to: command and gouerne a Common-wealth who 
oughtto be well beloued, and well receiued of the people, 
that they may loue them, reſpe& them,and beleeuerhem,in 
all they {hall ſay, as they would their own fathers ? 

I well percciue, that there may be much deceit in the 
world, and thar there are ſome men ſo ſubtile and fo cun- 
ning that only with a pen in their hand;they make them- 
ſelues Maſters' of other mens ſtudies, and labours, and by 
this tricke; gaine:the credir and opinion of able and ſuf. 
ficicnt men, when as indeed they are nothing leſſe: . And 
this decets takes more it matterof learning and wiſedome, 
which ( as we. faid before cantior be mceafared/ on with 
tte -yard: And in- no'place is this fo: common; as'in 
the Courts of Kings, where your purpuratedperſons'(faich. 
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Seneca ) meaning thoſe, that-abound in; riches, and other | 
corporall ornaments, ſtand a loofe of from the Vulgar 
and yet vie to- be vulgar in their vnderſtanding, to the 
preiudice of the good and true-eſteeme of things; and a- 
monegſt theſe kindeof men, thoſe eaſily get the name and 
fame of wiſe, who - talke boldly, and ſpinne out a large 
diſcourſe of thoſe things, which they well vnderſtand nor. 
And it is daily ſcene, that ſome of theſe ſuperficiall fellowes 
haue beene | preferr'd to better places by theſe their falſe 
oſtentations; and feigned knowledge, then great Learned 
Clarkes, by ſhewing themſclues burnble-mind ,temperate 
in their talke, and moderate in their conuerſation, could 
ever attaine vnto. Andif this did happen only in thoſe 
Sciences and faculties, which they call Jepone Yucrande, 
which arc-ſtadicd for to get temporall riches, it were to- 
lerable, becauſe for thisend;; opinion is of moreprofitfor 
them, then Truth. Bur the griefe of iris, that this *paſſeth 
forward euen vnto thoſe, that' are 'profeſſeurs of that 
Science, which, as it is init felfe ſaperiour, ſo' ought 'it 
to make thoſe, which profeſſe the ſame ſuperiour in minde 
and vnderſtanding, and make thervymnch morets eſteemie 
the truth, and exiftency of wiſedonie and knowledge,then 
falſe opinion, falſly gained amonegft' the leſfſe wiſer ſort of 
men. Now, for the anoyditig of theſe | incomitniences, it 
importeth much; that: a/King do-not rely too'much vpon 
the opinions of the Vulgar, which in' particularare vari- 
ous, and ill grounded, but when'they (hall hare it general- 
ly ſpoken, that:ſuch a one 1s an eminent man in this, or 
tub other thing; and that he hath! not his falow'in the 
kingdom For theſe 'nnd theſt/abiliries; ler che * Counſel! 
be'called; rhe” Partie thus recommended; examined; and 
kt the: King take informarion from them, that are cuery

ucrnour, muſt be confirmed by the Teſtimonie of thoſe 
that are the beſt both Souldiers, Captaines, and Gouer- 
nours'By this line,may you leuell,& by this courſe ſecure the 
approbation of all other Offices. And in thoſe whoſe ſuffici- 
encie may be ſeene, and meaſuredout by the ſuruay of Offici- 
ails, rhere cannot be ſo much deceit therein, bur in thoſe, 
who are to ſcrue a King and State, with great ftudies,and 
with the knowledge of diners faculties, as are your grea- 
ter dignities, and Eccleſtaſticall fun&ions, where (.as we 
are taught by rhe Apoſtle S. Pawl ) there is neceſſarily re- 
quired great | Wd, N99: of lite, and great pru- 
dence - and therefore had more neede of examination and 
triall. And I hold it for a great inconuenience, that the 
indgement of things of ſo. high a nature ſhould. be remit- 
ted to the relation of thoſe, who are not-onely farre'from 
being able to iudge, but ſcarce know bow to ſpeake truly 
of them. By meanes whereof it is very vſuall with them,to 
ſuffer themſclues to be ouercome by deceit, and oucrlwai- 
cd with paſſion, holding thoſe for the beſt and worthicRt, 
and recommending them to the King for thoſe high Mi- 
niſteries and Offices, ro whom, either they, or their friends, 
and kinſe folke, beare moſt affetion,or arc moſt beholding. 
But. opinion ought not to carry. theſe things, vnleſle ir be 
confirmed with very good;and-ſure.Teſtimenics. - 

Much of this miſchicfe will-be remcdied, it for theſe and 
ſuch like great Dignitics and Offices, we (hould not rely 
only vpon Fame, or that voice and. report, which:comes 
a far oft, and fomcimes painted ouerwithapparencies; andin 
the maske and diſguiſe of truth, being nothing -clſe, ſaye 
mecre/palhon, but that we {ſhould looke a little ncerer- into 
the inſide of theſe perſons ;and grow by communicatien in« 
t0.4 fuller knowledge of them. Not thatknowledge,which 
fone, Miiſters ſpeake of, whoareſaydrokngwanly thoſe 
whom, they preferre, or;arc willing. to preferre,-and only

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for thar they have keard:thenvratke'"inrordinarymarcergof 


complemenr,and baſe flarteries, which\thoy vſemore,which 
hane all-their wifedome in their lips, then thoſe: that are 
truly graue and learned men.

This was that 
which rhe 'Viſemian faid:yFhat with weight, numbcr,and 
meaſare;' God: had>creared, and ordered all his' Creatures. 
Sothar che [parts of the Viniiſuenſe, haue amongſt them ſelues 
that*proportivn, *thitin-ycry one; and allioynely; there 
are fond rheſeithree Eireumſtances, wejght, number and 
meafure. > But that, whichis{poken in the booke of #:c- 
deme,tonching the gouernment. of all this huge Machina, 
is of greater conſideration. For God touching (as being 
infinitely powerfull ) the. extremes and ends of all things 
in the diſpoſing of them, he doth it with a great deale of 
ſwcetneſſe. He"did"Tet an” inviolableLaw,-a- fertled-and 
determinate Seate ( as being the Author of Nature ) to na- 
ture" it ſelfe 5to the end, that cucry thing conſeruing it 
ſelfe with in it's owne proper bounds and limits, it ſhould 


not be confounded with the reſt. And from herice grew a 


moſt ſweete-andpteafing harmonie-of all this great frame 
| of 


of the World, ſo well tuned, and fo well ordred, thar it 
alone voyceth and Proclaymeth-the' wiſedome, and om- 
nipotencie of the Creator. i:'Whara goodly thing is it, to 
ſce the continuall Motion of the Celcſtiall bodies? The 
perperuall influence,fixedneſle,& reſplendour. of the Planets 
and of other ſtarres ? The fire, in it's ſphere? The Ayre, 
the Water, and the Earth, in their moſt firme and ſtable 
Manſions? And only by vertue of that firft Law which 
God ſettled in his firſt Creation ? - Out of this Compo- 
ſture, and admirable accord, and agreement of things na- 
turall, is to be drawne the politicall conſent and- atrorie- 
ment of a Common-wealth, appointing to eucty- one his 
ſite, his place, and his certaine limirs -of- Iuriſdition for 
thar Office, that ſhall be pue'vpon him, withour once thin- 
king to haue it altered or changed . And it is the obſerua- 
tion of the wiſe, and men of much experience, that if it 
might bee inuiolably kept, and might bee eſtabliſhedas an 
inuariable and vnchangeable decree in the breſt ofthe; King 
and his Counſellours, that thoſe of one Counlell ſhould 
not be transferred and put ouer to another;nor be remo- 
ued from that wherein they arc already placed, vnleſſe itbe .- 
to your Prefidentſhips of your Chanceries, and Viſits: of 
the Kingdome, and that they themſelues of eyery- parti- 
cular Councell ſhould haue the nominating, of their Pre» 
ſidents, it would in matter of gouernment- be of grear-im- 
portance. Firſt of all, by theſe meanes would ceaſe thoſe 
anxictics, vexations, and cares, wherewith all of theny liue, 
of being tranſlated from one Councell to another; as alſo 
that extraordinary negociating hy in for-this cnd 
and purpoſe. Thoſe that are ofthe Councell of Hazienda, 
pretend to be preferred to that of the 1ndies.cs de los Ordines. 
And when they haue attained to theſe, they.aſpireto that 
of Caſtile . So that out of this ambitious humayr,none of 
them ſticke faſt, or keepe firme footing; but, fromthe very 
firſt day, wherein they cnter into one of theſe Comp, 
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their mindesare wagdring, pretending to better themſelues 
by chopping and changing from Councell to Councell. And 
the miſchiefe of it is 5 That in theſe Pretenſions, they waſt 
and ſpend that time, which they ſhould beſtow in ſtudy. 
ing thoſe points, which belong to their own Tribunall. For 
the curing of this ſore, in the Councell of the 1m#ares, in 
former times, thoſe Counſcllours had a larger allowance 
and greater Penfion, then any of the other Councells,obli- 
ging them thereby to ſettle themſeſlues where they were 
placed, without pretending to budge, or to leape from one 
Conncell into another,making them(clues thereby capable 
of all thoſe difficult buſineſſes of the 7»dies, which good 
effe& then ceaſed, when the Salaries were made all a like. 
And. if this Order which I ſpeake of, had beenewell and 
truly kept, rhe diſorder which is in theſe pretenſions of 
change, had beene remedied, and men would haue beene 
more pra&ticke, and better ſeene in thoſe buſineſſes, which 
are treated in eucry one of them, being ſo different, and 
of ſo great conſequence, and fo bard to be vnderſtood, 
that they will require the ſtudy and affiſtance of many 
yeares to vnderftand and know them aright. And (as , 
the holy Ghoſt fayth it is contrarie to the rules of good 
gouernment, and of prudence, to put one vpon thar 
he vnderſtands not, and to commit weighty affayres vnto 
him, who vndertaking them ( as being tyed thereunto by 
his imployment ) knowes not. whether he be in the right, 
or no, though perhaps he preſume he is. Likewiſe,there 
ſhould be much more care had in the prouiſion of thoſe 
places of other Audiencies, and inferiour Courtes of 
Chancerie, to the end that in them might be bred vp ſuch 
ſubie&s, in qualitic, learning, and vertue, that out. of them, 
Elefion might be made of fit men for greater Counſells. 


And-that the Preſidents ſhould be choſen out of the r 
faid Councells in which they were bred vp, it is very con- \ 
ucnicnt, and grounded vpon good reaſon, For, hauing a 
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beene conuerſant in them ſome. yecres, by the concourſe 
of ſo many things,as dayly offer rhemſclues, thereby will be 
better knowen, their talent, and capacitie, their truth, their 
creating, their integritie, and all the worth and parts of 
their perſon, whereby the cele&ion that ſhall be made, will 
be much the berter,more certaine in the things vnderta- 
ken, and more ſafe and ſecure in matter of conſcience. 
And whois he can doubt, bur that thoſe Counſailours, 
which haue beenefor a long time in your ſupremer Coun- 
cells, will haue greater knowledge of the qualitic and ſub- 
ſtance of thoſe buſinefles, which are treated in them, to- 
ether with thoſe neceſſary circumftances, which make for: 
their better expedition. Beſides, they will moreprefeQly: 
know the State, wherein the buſineſſes of that Tribunall 
ſtand, withont being driuen to haue recourſe vnto others 
ro be better informed, ſpending and looſing much time 
therein. Againe, they know, (which is a matter of no 
ſmall conſideration ) the reſt of the Counſailours, as alſo 
their condition, their abilitie, their cleanneſſe of hands 
and heart, and thcir good, or bad parts, for there, better 
then elſe where, are they diſcouered. And this know- 
ledge is very neceſſary in Preſidents, for to deliberate, and 
make choiſe vpon all occaſions, of the fitteſt perſons,that 
are to be rraſted, with buſineſſes of importance. Andit is 
of no leſſe conſequence to take notice of the ſuitors and 
pretenders, for to know how to carry themſelues towards 
them,& to take particular knowledge of the good cuſtomes;. 
ceremonies, preheminencies and priuileges of thoſe Coun- 
cells,that they may be kept and obſcrued, and that the 
authoritie of the Tribunall may be maintained, and all dif. 
cordes and Competitions avoyded. TE fo. 
All theſe things are learned with time, and that expe- 
rience which cuery one hath of his 'proper *Councell, 
wherein it is very requiſite, thatthe Preſident bea Maſter 
and not aSchollar, as he is, who enters newly into a _ | 
| cell 
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cellthough he haue ſerued many yeares in another: and 
of no lictle inconuenience are the noueltics;, which they 


borhactempr and do, who are admitted without this ex- 


pericnce,being deſirous to accommodate, and order things 
according to the meaſure of their own diſcourſe. And how- 
beir the want of cxperietice be in Counſailours a matter 
of much conſideration, and may be tolcrated and borne 
withall in ſome  yct in realtic of truth, the lacke thercof 
in a Preſident, ts intolerable, and very ' preiudiciall ro the 
whole Common-wealth; And from thence ariſe many 
great miſchiefes, and thoſe remedileſfſe. For ſome out of 
ignorance, and ſome our of flatterie, do leane to their opi- 
nion, whereby many vniuſt decrees paſlc, whileſt the cx- 
perienced and wiſer ſort, ( which cuermore arc the fewer) 


haue not power equall to their ſuthciencie, eo turne the. 


courſe of the ſtreame. And for ths reaſon, ſo many dif- 
ficulties offer themſclues, ſo many differences are raiſed a» 
mongſt them, and ſo many reſolutions delavd and pur off, 
(and peraduenture erre in the endtoo,) which would baue 
required a quicke and ſpeedy Diſpatch. But when a Prefj- 
dent hath that experience which is needfull, he will not g:ue 
way to theſe delayes zbur being pritiic to his own ſuffici- 
encic, and confident that he is in the right, looke what he 
preſſeth and affirmeth,the authoritic ofhis perſon and p/ace, 
will make ir good, and ftrike a great, if not the only ſtroake, 
in the buſinefſe. For theſe and d:ucrſe other reaſons, in 
2ll- well-gouerncd Common-wealths and Communities, I 
would haue them make choile ( for Gouernment ) of ſuch. 
ſubic&s as hauc beene bred vp, and liu'd ſome yeares in 
them , forthey cannot but haue a great aduanrape of thoſe 
that are ſtrangers thereunto, though otherwiſe of equall 
parts. And this is the trace and tracke of the Ho'y Ghoſt, 
marked our vnto-vs by... S. Paul;Omng enim Pontiſex ex 
hominibus aſſumptus pro hominibus conflituitur : For every 
hizb Prieſt , taken from among men , i ordained for men. 
For 
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A, For it matctreth much, tharthe head be of the ſave _ 
tance as is the body, anditharall the members: be'vf -one = 


and the ſame-kinde;notto haucaixcad ofgold;a body of 
braſle, and feere of clay, like vnto Neburharlonez dts linide, 
but chat all the whole body beoneand thefſelf@lame fleſh 
and bone, all ofthe ſame marter and informed withtheſume 
forme.

and a ſecond Aardetum, ſaying, Thou mayſt nor fer a 
ſtranger ouer thee (hominew alterizs geritis) which is not 
thy brother. He muſt not be of another people, or of 
another familic ; As if he ſhould hauc ſaid, not of ano- 

_ b-m.10.. ther Councell. Doubtleſle ( faith $. Chryſoftome )this is a 
Gene  bulineſle of great canlequence z and we areto infiſt- much 
thereupon, conſidering that God :himſeife,doth recommend 
and repcatc it fa often vnto vs, to the end that it may be 
imprinted in the hearts of Kings. And in Reaſon of Stare, 
and matter of government, it is the greateſt benefit! they 
can do-to-tacir Kingdames.. And therefore amongſt o- 
ther thoſe great and many: favours which God: prenufed 
to conferre vpon his! people, (ſpeaking vnto therin} the ſt- 
militude of the Vine ) he indeareth- this as:: the greateſt, 
That he will 'ſet a; guard. about them, and .Gardiners or 
vineyardrkcepers,that ſhall be within theprecinQs.there- 
of, Deboei winitorts ex: coders loco; 1 will gine her, her 
Vintyara's from thence, and the wellty of Arbor fer a doore 
of hope, But ( my good Lord.) within the precins ofa 
Vineyard, what can be had there bur hedges and Vine- 
plants? Had'it not beene better to: give; vnto; this Vine- 
yard a Jaſty ſtrong Laborbur, to , drefle and: prungie,and 
to: keepe and. defend. ir from! paſſengers 2:'T he Chalde,cx- 
pounds: this 'p'ace very well, For in ſtead of Yinzrores, he 
puts Gu#bernetores, Which, are Rulers and-Prefidents. And 
for ro be, as they ought to be, we haue ſaid alreadyachat 

. they {bould, be. vniforme-with the members: -Fot rhey

Head. Chriſt himſclfe, that he might be. ——_ 
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Head of that Apoſtolicall Councel where the Apoſtles were 
as tender plants, and had the ame proprictics, made him.

To the cnd that Kings may vnderſtand, and all the World 
may know,of how great importance it is, that the Members 
and Head, Counſailours, and Preſidents, ſhould in their 
qualities and conditions, be very conformable, firhence that 
heercin he wou'd not diſpence with himſelfe, ' much lefſſe 
therefore with others, and for this cauſe Preſidents ought 
ſtillro be choſen out of the ſame Councells, Ex coders loco, 
huſdem gents, 7 de numero fratrum ſuorum : Out of the 
ſame place, the ſame people, and from amongſt their bre. 
thren. And if Counſailours might hane the hope of ſach 
increaſe of honour in their perſons, it would make them 
much better then they are, and they would ſtudy to win 
themſclges credit, and co cumply in all things with their 
obligation, ſeruing wirh carcfullneſſc and Grisfadtion ,as well 


ro givetheir Kings good content, as that they againe,might 


take notice thereof, and in rheir greateſt occaſions imploy 
them in their ſeruice. This rule did that great gouerner of 
Gods people Moſes obſerue, who haning (as wee fayd) ved 
diligence for to ſecke our perſons, which might helpe him, 
furniſhed with thoſequalires afore-mentioned, madea diſ- 
tribution and diuifion amongſt them, allotting them places 
and Offices, anſwearabic to their Talent. And which is 
worthy the noting, that ( as he himſclfe affirmeth in ano- 
ther place) the nobleſt, and wiſcſt amongſt them he made 
rulers ouer the reſt. For, when in noblemen, concurre the 
qualities of wiſedome,and prudence, and other the Yertucs, 
there is a great deale of reaſon, nay a ſtrong obligation 
lyes vponit,that Preſidentſhips,and the greatcſt digniries,S& 
places of honour, ſhould be beſtowed vpon them , cſpect 
ally, when not degencrating from the Vertue of their Ance- 
ſtors,but furpalling them therein,they haue the aduantage of

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nobvleneſle of blood, vpon which vertue ( like a Diamond fer 
in gold) ſhewes ir {clic the better and appeares the more 
beanrifull. The words of thatmoſt wiſe Law-giuer,wher- 
on this diſcourſe will be the. better grounded , are-cheſe, 
Tuli de Tribubus wveſtris, viros ſapientes, o+ nobiles, or con- 
ftitnz. eos Principes, T ribunos, CF Centuriones, &f Quinque- 
genarios, ac Decanos, quidocerent vos fingula: 1 tooke the 
cheife of. yaur T ribes, wiſe men and knowen,and made them. 
Heads ouer. ye, Captaines ouer thouſands, and Captaines opwer 
hundreds, and Captaines oner fifties, and Officers amongſt 
your Tribes. Out of cuery Tribe he choſe the worthi- 
eſt and moſt ſuffticient.men, and made them Heads and 
Preſidents in that.goyernment.: And he, that was fo rea-! 
lous of the. Lawes. and -good gourrnment, valiant Afet-' 
t4thias, in that proviſion of Ofhces, which he diſtributed, 
at his death, he ſaid of S$:m07 : Sci0 quod vir confſily. eft,: 
ipſum andite ſemp:r. And'becauſc he was ſo wiſe a Coun-. 
ſailour, he made. him, . Preſident of the Councell, #44 
Machabeus forts viribus 4 junentute ſud: . Tudas Macha. 
Legs, was a valiant man from his youth,., he had-beene: 
alwayes bred vp in the, warres, Sit voby princeps militia, 
and therefore he made him Generall of the Armie. For(as 
Plate faith) Quilibet ad ea idonews eft inquibus ſapit:; Euery, 
man is fitteſt for thoſe things, wherin he-hath beſt skill. Now; 
when kings ſhall haue found our ſuch fir perſons(as have bin: 
by vs propounded)they/aretodiſtribute & order their Coun 
celis and Counfailours,& toappoint their Prefident,charging: 
them. to keepecuery one; his proper place,and Station, & thar: 
they enfy notone another nor ſug to be preferred ro. aſupre-: 
mer Councell,and ro haue a care that cach man. in-his-ewne: 
Councell be rewarded according to his good ſeruices. For it 
is impolible, bur, thathethar treateth in all bufineſſes, muſt 
needs erre in ſome,norcan he,thatis oucycharged with buſi-; 
nefles gine good ſatisfaRjon ynto all: For there are ſome,chat, 
ouc.to doublctheir fie wouldaf they could, hang a.4 004! 
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Offices at once pretending, that there is want of fitmen - 


for thoſe Offices, RE OY may be doubled, re- 
doubled, and quadrupled on*them(elues. They are like 
vato another Gerion, of whom it is ſayd, that heis in 
Hell, becauſe hee would be | Three, inſtead of One. 
What will become then of thoſe, that would be twenty 
yea 2 hundred, nay inioy all the Offices in a Kingdome? 
Theſe had neede of another farre greater Hell, if that be 
not hell enough, they haue already. 

With the foreſayd diftinftion and diuiſion of Coun. 
cell and Counſailouts, farre better and more _ 
will buſineſſes be diſpatched, and the King ſhall be at 
more caſe in his perſon, and more at quiet in Conſci- 
ence. And the failours themſclues, ſhall lade an 
caſicr life, haue leſle time of trouble, and more to ſtudy 
on State-buſitieſſes, whereby with moderate paines, they 
ſhall giue a'quicker Diſpatch to thoſe things which come 
vnder their debating. Let this therfore ſerue as a Con- 
cluſion to this diſcourſe ; that in no kinde of hand, Of- 
fices be doubled vpon one particular perſon, nor put out of 
their hinges, by" the paſhon or pretenſion of thoſe, that 
haue a hand 'therein, nor let Counſellours bee chope 
and changed, from one place, to another, Joe your 
 Councells confounded. For this argnes but ſmall fatil- 
faRion in the Miniſters, and nmch diftruſtfullneſſe in the

haue to do either well, or ill, and for that power they ax 
ſeſſe,and which the Lawes grant vato chem oner mens liues; 
andgoods, may doc much in authorizing, or diſfauthori- 
zing notonely all that they doe, but cuen the Prince bim- 
ſclfe.. . Hence will iſſuethis: other benefir, thata great part 
of your Audiences (too ordigary atrouble with Kings) will 
be much teſſened, whereby they ſhall be:the more diſoc- 

cupied,and recouecr greater force and:ſtrength for to treat 
of waighticr affaires, not waſting and: ſpending tor times in 
matters of leſſer moment. And this bad and old-cuſtome 
ought to haue it's leggs broken-and hcereafter be: diſina.

For albeirthoſe 
ineuitable offences and diftaſtes, which ſometimes:cannot 
be auoyded, oughe to: be indured;-and. paſſed 'ouer with 
difſimulation, for the publicke good, - yet is it nor ſafe to 
procure-theom forecuery' particular thing, nor that alt men 
ſhould know, that all-theic- dammages and  hinderancts 
proceede from the ſupreme will of the King: : And ir is-as 
alde, as vſuall a-tafhion, with your av)" 4g IHE Yr 
plemurmure atithem;:(I cannot tell; whethtr it be done 
with that wiſedome and-loyaltic which they owe totheir 
King ) 
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King )'to lay the fault on their ſuperiour, and the peop!e 
caſily intertainerh it,and apprehends it, to be ſo. Vhere- 
upon they throw all the ſtones, chat they can av him, and 
although rhey' cannot reach-him, yet is it not fit, that they 
ſhould grow to that inſolency and contempt: 
Let Kings, by all poſlible meancs excuſe thoſe Inn, 
or References, which haue lately beene introduced for the 
deciding of bulineſles , athing as- ill receiucd in common, 
as defired by the Miniſters; and that for many reaſons. 
Firſt, that rhe people, and the Parties, may not thinke, 
or ſay, that it is done to oppreſle them, by putting buf» 
ncfles Out of their Gourſe, and recommending them to a 
few ſelefed perſons, that they may: ſo end them, as he 
deſfireth, who hath the nominarin ofiherk. Secondly,that 
they may not draw vpon themſclues the hatred and bur- 
chen of thoſe reſolutions they ſhall cake, if they ſball becither 
in offence anddiftaſt of the people, or of the Partic whom ir 
concerneth: Thirdly,becauſe there is no cauſe or reafon,why 
rhey,thar'are truſted with all other publikebuſineſſcs ſhould 
not likwiſe be truſted with particular greiuances.Fourthly,be 
cauſe your ordinary-Councels hauc morcexperience ofthoſe 
buſineſſes, which they treate dayly, then your 1#»t« haue, - 
-which are formedof different Councels, wherin vſually,there 
are many which ſcarce know the firſtPrinciples ofthat, wher- 
of they aretotreate, & muſt be guided & direftedby thoſe, 
which are taken out of that Councell, which:is acquainted 
with theſe kind of buſineſles.Or if they will norcontefle this, 
by thelt ighorance,and by their Competition, they deferre at 
leaſt, if nor viterly -ouctthrow. the reſolution that ſhould be 
takenin the buſineſſe. For, being(as they are)compoſed of dif- 
ferent Tribunals, they neither ouc,nortruſt one another,nei- 
therkjow they how to yecld each toother, but. grow ſtifle & 
obliigarcandarteadoncly ro ſhew their wit & learning vpon 
thoſethatare'vauerſtinthoſcaffaires.

Hugaſtme 
Ceſar, a Prince of excellent prudence, and his great'Minon 
Mecenss, in maticrof Counfaile, can ſufficiently confirme 
this Do&rine,being that he himſelfe was one of thoſe, that 
treated buſineſſes in the ordinary Councells.. And he had 
4 reſpe& and confideration thereunto in that extraordinary 
cauſe of Piſs rouching the death of Germanicue, wherein 
the iudgement of the people, and the Senate was ſo 
much intereſſed.  7iherias the.Emperour who was one 
of the ſubtilet and craftieſt Princes, that cucr the Rowen 
Empire knew, would not forall tis. great ſtrength of wit, & 
cunning difimulation, wherein he was. his Arts-Maſter, 
venter vpon any innovation farther then this;to paſſe ouer 
his opinion to this, or that other Councell, but neucr ap.

ſcale.. And I ſay-morcuer,that he; that.ſball wantthelerwo 
qualitics, and {hall not loue his King, and. yet;Joue Caue- 
tonſneſle,, though: he: be indewed .with all rhe; reſt, he {ball 
thereby be” ſo much the worſe,: and more. dapgerous, for 
bauing his wil deprayed, and his-vnderftanding i] affeted, 
hauing theſe two Vices attending on him, hay; much. the 
more. {halt his tharguefle of, wit es ;and-the; greater þis 
force of Eloquences the, woule effefts will it-,worke, and 
the more xemedilefiq,; Lee Counfellours therefore hauc 
rhele 4woigualition Toys af the; heart [and clegnnele,of 
hgchanduragehen wich good narurall partes, 95 3 quigke 
wit, and nijÞlgapprehention,for the ſpeedicp dggermiping 
of preſent buſigefles, and not. qnely. to, giue fodaige, bur 
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found aduiſe in them. And that in furure caſes,they ma 

be ablc by naturall diſcourſe to giue a gueſle, how things 
arc like to. ſucceede ; as allo, that they may by good dil. 
courſe, and debating of bulinelſles, atraine vnto choſe things, 
whereof as yet they haue not had particular experience. 
Thar they be prudent diſcerners of the better and the worſe 
in Caſes doubtfull, that they may nor be to ſecke, butto 
goc through ſticchtherewith and be prouided for all com- 
mers. In a word, let them be cxcellent ſodaine ſpeakers 
vpon all occaſions, affiſted as well by a naturall kinde of 
oft they haue that way, as by the exerciſe of their wit. 
All which will not ſerue the turne, nor make the Mill 
go fo roundly as it would, vnlefle there be much amitie 
amongſt chem, and a conformitic of good agreement, and 
a willing helping and afliſting one of another in buſineſſes. 
For, from Competitions/and Contcſtations amongſt them. 
ſelues, haue inſued the loſle of Kingdomes, and States, and 
other great lofles and Calamities. They muſt bee of one 
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accord, and one will with their King, and ſtill aduiſe him zar:.2. 


to the beſt, hauingan cyc both to him and themſelues, that 
they doe noterre, or doe any thing contrary to that which 
is rightand juſt. And then 1s it to be vnderſtood, that 
they beare true loue to their King, and Countrie,and that 
they apply themlſclues to all that, which concernes the 
common good, and their owne particular ſeruice, when 
they take toy and comfort, that they concurre,and ninne all 
one way without diuifion or diſtration. And ifthis vni- 
tic benot amongſt them, it is to be imagined,thattheyloue 
not ſo much the King, and State, as their owne priuate 
intereſt. Being thns qualified, they ſhall be fir Miniſters 
and Counſzllors for ſogreata Counſell, for they (hall ther: 
by be able to rid as many buſineſſes as ſhall be brought 
before them; and giue them good and quicke diſpatch, 
well vnderſtanding what is — to be done,and know.- 
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Chriſtian Policie_ 


ing as well howto declarethemſelues in that which they vn» 
derſtand. 
Andin this or any other Councell, there ought ( accor. 
ding to Fadrique Furis) a care to be had, to cxamine the 
merits and diſmerits of cuery one, informing themſclues of 
his life, behauiour, and abilities, as alſo the Aions,of thoſe 
who without ſuing, deſcrue for their vertue, to haue fauour 


| ſhowen them; and likewiſe to take notice of thoſe who 


deſire this preferment. And that for this purpoſe there be a 


| Regiſter or Booke kept of the merceds,and fauoursto be con- 


ferred, and of the perſons that are well deſeruing, to the end 
that thoſe honours and fauours may be thrown vpon them, 
according to the vertue, ſufficiencic, and merits of the men. 
For he, that depriues Vertuc of that honour that is due 
thereunte, doth (in Cat's opinion ) deprive men, of vertue 
it ſelfe. And when fauours are afforded thoſe which not 
deſerue them, or are forborne to be beſtowed on thoſe that 
merit them,vertue recciucsa great affront, and the Come 
mon-wealth a notable loſſe. And it will proue the greater 
if honour be added to the bad, and taken from the good; 
and that vice, ſhall be better rewarded, then vertue. For 
where ſhe is not eſteemed, and rewarded, the vertuous line 
like men affronted, and that arc baniſhed the Court. King 
Nabucodonoſor, Aſfſuerus, andothers,haue kept ſuch a booke 
as this, wherein were commanded to be recorded the ſer. 
uices that were done them, and the perſons deſeruing,tothe 
end they might gratifie them, and caft their gracious fauours 
vpon them. And this is very neceflary in all well ordred 
Commonewealths, to the end that all might indeanour to 
take paines; and ſtudy to deſerue well. For reward inciteth 
mento labour;And { as Sa/uft faith ) were it not for hope of 
reward,few or none would be good. It makes much likewiſe 
for the honor and creditof Kings. For in noonething can 
they gaine themſelucs greater reputation, then by 'konouring 
thoſe,that arc good, and vertuous. R 
The 
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The Romans had likewiſe another Councell which was 
called by thename of Cenſ#ra,or Reforming of manners, 
which did not in the Common-wealth permit publicke 
delinquents, which might cauſe either trouble, or ſcandall 
to rhe State, and to the end, that ſuch ill diſpoſed perſons, 
might not eſcape puniſhment, For, where thereis neither 
hope of reward,nor feare of punilhment,there can we hauc 
no good thing,no Common-wealth, nor no Congregation 
of men to laſt and continue ; when as the good and vertuous 
are not rewarded, nor the lewd and ſeditious puniſhed. 
For if one part of the body be infirme, and be not holpen 
in time, the maladic extends it ſelfe,and goes creeping and 
ſpreading it ſelfe oner all the whole body, And therefore it is 
fitting, that Miniſters ſhould haue an eye, to ſee what vices, 
what diſorders, what ill corrupted manners diſturbe and 
moleſt a Kingdome, and to haue a care to cleanſe and cure 
the Common. wealth of them, dealing with them for the 
publicke good, as wiſe Phyſitians do for the Bodyes-ſafety 
Who, in the curing of infirmities, for the ſecuring of the 
whole, cauterize this or that member,and if neede be cur 
it off. Now your infirmities and diſeaſes, which arc quick- 
ly knowne,are as cafily cured ( a great meanes of the reme- 
dy, refting in the diſcoueric.) but thoſe which with time 
waxc olde, grow in a manner incurable ; (the Aliment,and 
fomenting of them,confiſting moſt in their concealement,) 
For as in ſuffering and difſembling a ſore, it but rankles the 
more, and of ill, becomes worſe , Soto beare withinſolent 
offenders, and to winke at their foule faultes, is; as if a man 
ſhould fauour a wound too much, wherby, asit,ſo do they 
daily grow worſe and worſe.Forit is tootoo well knowne, 
that to malignant diſpoſitions, the more lenitie, is but the 
more licence of offcnding,'and open mercie proclaimed, 
Crueltie. 

. Letthe end ofthis diſcourſe be, that the Counceclls and 


Counſellers being ſcated and ſetled in the forme —_— 
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the King likewiſe apply himſelfe ro treat truth with them, 
and to deale plainely with them, in whatſoeuer buſineſſes 
{hall offcr themſclues ro be debated of. And let him nor 
perſwade himlſelfe, that there aretoo few of euery Councell, 
for if they be choſen and ſelefed men, few will ſufice;and 
many, ſcrue to no other end but to trouble each other,and 
to delay buſineſſes. For howbeitit be true, thaticis euer- 
more good to heare the opinions of all for to ventilate 
and itre out a cauſe throughly, yet the determination ought 
ro paſſe through the handsof a few,but withall good,and 
experienced perſons, that they may nor ecrre in their ſen- 
tence. Of the Emperour Alexander Senerus, ( who wasa 
man of ſingular wiſdome)it is reported, that for the reſolution 
of thoſe buſineſſes, which he vndertooke, he called onely vn- 
to him ſuch Counſellours,co whom ſuch buſineſſe did more 
properly appertaine, and had moſt knowledge and cxperi- 
ence in that, which was to be treated. Ynae ſi de Tre tracta- 
retur, ſolos dottos in conſilum adhibebat , Siwero de re mi- 
litari, milites weteres, eo ſencs, ac bene meritos, oy locorum 
peritos,Cc. So that if it were a Law-bulincſle, he onely 
called the Learned in the Lawesto Councell, if of warfare, 
olde beaten Soldiers, aged and well-deſerning Captaines, 
and of approued experience in their place. And fo in the 
reſt. For, as the Philoſopher ſaith ; I»»poſirbile eff, wel certe 
admoadum aifficile, ot qui ipſa opera non iraetat, pertte va- 
leat indicare; Tt is impoſhble, or at leaſt certainly very 
hard, for to iudge iudiciouſly of thoſe things, wherein a 
man was neuer yetimployd. Butthat which hath beene 
a mans Office, and continuall Exerciſe, in this he muſt needs 
be wiſc,and cannot chooſe but ſpeake well to the point. 
Luilitet ad ea idonews eſt, in quibus ſapit (laith Plato). Some 
thereare, that are wiſe, but (like the 7 79/an5) too late; They 
know whatis to be done, but arc too long in doing it: and 
therefore ir is neceſſary to adde hands to Counſell and force 
to wiſedome ; yer ſtill allowingche Councell ſomuch time, 
as 
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as things may come to their true ripeneſſe and maturitie ; 
For (asit is ia the Proucrbe) Harto preſto ſe. haze lo, que 
bien ſe haze: Thar is quickely done that is well done. 


And very neceſſary is that pauſe and breathing, where- 


with Kings goe ripening great buſineſſes; And exceeding 
fir it is, that they ſhould goe ſobcrly to worke, take time and 
{caſure inough, and that in their conſultations they ſhould 


vie fecte of leade, but in the execution of them, hands of 


ſtcele, Which being once well grounded, and both the 
Conueniences, and Inconueniences throughly weighed, 
(though in theſe great and weighty affaires, there are ncuer 
ſome wanting, that will follow that part,which hath leaſt 
ground for it, and yet perſwade themſelues that they onely 
are in the right, and that all the reaſon in the' world is on 
their fide)let them goc roundly to worke, and after a con- 
cluded conſultation, let them ſhew themſclues conſtant in 
the execution thereof. For, as another Philoſopher faid; 
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Cunttanter aggrediendum eſt negotium uerum in ſuſcepts, Diog,tant. 


conſtanter' perſeuerandum: A maine bulineſſe muſt haue a 
flow motion, but when the wheeles are once ſer a going , 
they muſt neuer ſtand ſtill till ir haue finiſhed it's intended 


worke. Andthe Prophet Eſay, ioyned the ſpirit of forti- Ifay 1.2. 


tude, to that of Councell. For Counſailelittle auaileth; that 
is deuoid of force and: ſtrength to execute. File eft-Cornſils- 
um ( ſaith Pope Gregory ) cut robur fortituding deeſt: That 
Counſaileis vile and baſe; that wants true metrall.Ler Coun- 
ell I ay be ſlow,& ſauour of the lamp,butlet the Execution, 
be quickeas lightening. For,as mortall are thoſe wounds, 
& thole diſeaſes, to which remedy is giuen'too late,as thoſe; 
ro whom none is giuen at all. To what end therefore(T pray) 
ſcrue your Iuntas, vpon Tuntas, reference vpon refcrence, 
your long and large Conſultations, your viewings,and re- 
viewings, if after all this great adoe, all is roll'd and ſhut vp 
n paper? Whereas in all reaſon,-nay and right too, how 
much the more timethere hath beene ſpent in TG 
T3 = 0 
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"fo much the more ſpeede and force ought to be vſed in 
Execu:ing. For, on good Counſaile, and quicke Execution, 
conſiſt your good ends, and all proſperous ſuccefle.

It is demanded by way of Queſtion, Whether Kings ought 
inutolably to obſ.rue the foreſatd Order. 


Rt, is Natures Ape, and imitates her all 
ſhecan. And by ſo much the more 
perfe&t an Artificer, and more cunning 
workeman is he accoumed, who (hall 
ſceme to come necreſt in his worke to 
that great Maſter and Maker of Nature, 
and whatſocuer is naturall, wherein 
( as hath already beene ſayd ) is conſer- 

ved and kept that firme and conſtant Law, and firſt come 

mandement, which he impoſed vpon all thingsin the be- 
ginning of their creation. Vho likewiſe hath, and coth 

{t:11 keepe a wonderfull correſpondency in thoſe very things, 

conſcruing them in their operations, working and opera- 

ting continually by their meanes and helpe, and honouring 
them with the nameandeſicnce of fecundary Cauſes,though 
he himlſelfe be the primary naturall cauſein that working. 

So : hat the fire, hathalwaies perfourmed that Office,wher- 

in God placed it, to wit; To burne, or heate. And when 

he hath beene pleaſed to worke theſe effe ts,he harh made 
vſe of them for that purpoſe, as well vpon occafion of his 
wrath, and chaſticement, as of his Joue, and cheriihmentr. 

VVhen he was willing to deſtroy andconſume thoſe Cities 

of Sodom and Gomorrah, he did not make vſe of water but 

of firc, which he ſent among them to execute his iudge- 
ment 
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ment vpon that occaſion. And for to Regslar,and make much 
of that Mirrour of patience 704,and to exerciſe him in that 
vertue, 12/8 Cecidlt c calo, or tactas ones, pueroſg, conſumpſit:

the ſheepe, and the ſeruants ; &rc. For to throw downe the 
houſe,and at one blow to kiil all bis children,that were met 
rogether. to make merry, he made vic of the Winde. For to 
drowne the world, he ſerued himſelfe with the water, and 
| inthedelert, he drew water out of the Rocke, roquench the 
thirſt of his people, and to preſerue them fromperilhing. So 
that Life, Death, and Health, which God can giue ſolely of 
himſelfe, yet will he haueit be wrought by the helpe and 
mcanes of thoſe ſecundary naturall Cauſes. And cucn at the 
day of indgement he will make viſe of all theſe, for the 
puniſhment of the wicked, as we haue it ſet downe in the 


booke of Wiſedome ; Er pu 2nabit cam illo orbrs terrarnm con- Wifd. 5-20. 


tra inſenſatos: And the world ſhall fightwith him againſt 
the vawiſe. This order and naturall Law, wherewith God 


conſerueth and gouerneth the world, Kings ought to imitate 


and follow in the gouernment of their Common-wealths, 
giving their Miniſters iurifdition and Authoritie propor- 
tionable to their Office, without the which they cannot well 
excrciſe the ſame. And as long as theſe his Miniſters ſball go 
on in an orderly Courlſc,or ſhall imitatein their conſtancic 
thoſe naturall cauſes, and ſhall be punQuall and faithful! 
in their Miniſtries, the gouernment ought not to be alre- 
red or receiue any change. But when they ſhall faile in their 
obligation,another order muſt be taken with them. And ther- 
fore I ſay,that in ſome caſcs,thebeſt & ſureſt 'courſe thatcan 
be taken,is; That Kings proceedeafter another kinde ofman- 
ner,by being ſcrued by other Miniſters,and Counſellers that 
they may comply with that which tends to the ſeruice of 
God,and the good oftheir kingdomes. Eſpecially,when(as 
hath binſaid)Miniſters abuſe that power which is given them 
& make it the meanes to affli the good, and ro doe other 
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wrongs and iniuries. And this,the ſacred Scriptureteacheth 
vs in that Hiſtory of Daztzl,where it is reported, that when 
Shadrach, and his two Companions were caſt intothe fiery 
fournace,the kings Miniſters cauſed the fournaceto be heared 
ſo hot,that the flames of fireaſcended ſome 49. Cubits high. 
But by how much the more power the fire had for to burne 
tho inno: ent children in that cccaſion,by ſomuch the more 
tothe greater aſtoniſhment of the ſtanders by,God {laked the 
forcc thereof,caufing that in thar very place, where for ro con- 
{ume theſe Saints, the fire was moſt kindled,acoole trethayre 
entred in,and did refreſh them. And the King himſelfe, who 
came to ſee this wonder told them, that he eſpied in the com- 
panic of theſe three children a fourth man, which ſeemed to 
be lixe vato the ſon of God.For indeed lo it was,that this his 
Divine goodnefles,did not contentir (cite with deading the 
force of thatintenſiue flame, but made meanes by his Angell, 
ro come & free theſe Innoc:nts from that torment. Thercin; 
inftru&ing kings, Thar albeit itbe fir, that ordinarily, they 
{hould fufter buſineſle to paſſe by the hands of thoſe Mini: 
ers,to whomthey belong; yer when the ſubie& is extrem- 
ly wronged, & iniuſtice oftred by them againſt the Innocent, 
Kings oughtnot to reſpe& the Order and ordinary courſe of 
Law,but ro take agother courſe with them, and Gt neede be) 
who'y tochange andalterit,and in his own proper perſon,to 
dire& things to their due envs,taking from thefire it's At- 
u'tie.&x inſtead thereof ſen linga plealing coole gale of wind, 
as God did. For experience teacheth vs, that this ill ſeede or 
bad race of Miniſters, makes poſt-haſt,& quickly ouerrunnes 
3 Common-wealth,as iIl weedes doeaground, tothe great 
diſhonour of kings,and diminution of theircredir, and tothe 
notable dammage and deſtruttion of kingdomes. Oh how 
doth it diſcoucr it ſelfe in theſe our vahappy and miſerable 
times,how much more,and how many Cuvits higher then 
it was wont,doth the fire of Ambition,and Auarice,mount in 
many Miniſters, who grow by this meanesto be fo roma" 
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ſo high, that they quite looſe the fight of themſ{e)nes, and 
goe beyond the reach of their own knowledge, being in a 
manner beſides them(ſelues puft vp with their promotion, 
and the high places they poſſeſle, ſeeming ts be another 
kind of men, then they were wont to be. Andthis their 
folly and madnefle extends ir ſelfe fo farre,that they will not 
ſufter themſelues (forſooth) to be ſcene, or knowne, by 
thoſe, wham-not long ſince ( God he knowes) they adored 
as Gods;butnow are growne ſo proud, andinto ſo good 
4 conceit of themſclues, that they thinke themſc]ues to be 
ſomething more then men. Of thele, S Berzard giues this 

admirable good note;You thall ſee ( ſaith he) many in the 
Church of God, as alſo in Kings Courts, without noble- 
neſſe made noble, and of poore, become rich, to be ſodain. 
ly puffed vp with pride, forgetting their former Eſtate, to 
be aſhamed of their Anceſtors, and diſdainfull towards their 
poore kinſefolke, and by a ſtrong hand, and with lyes and 
fillhoods, they ſceke and procure that, which Nature hath 
ceny'd thein, and being not noble by birth,nor innobled by 
vertue, ſet a good face on the matter and by ſuch art and 


cunning as they will vſe, would ſeeme to the world to be. 


ereat Princes, and to be well deſcended, fetching their 
 frigned Pedigrees, as farre as Noahs: flood: Farre vnlike 
vnto him, who by his vertue came froma Potter,to be 4 
King ; who, that he might not terget, whence he came, 
ind yet repreſent what he was, cauſed to be ſet on his 
Court.cupboord veſlells of earth; with this Letter; Hec 
ſecimus: Theſe we once made; and veſlelis:of gold, with 
this other Letter; 7/4 facimmws. Theſe we now make. Iay, 


that ir is a matter of much importance, (and I purpolly - 


forbeare to ſpeake ſo much as I know in this point ) for the 
conſeruation of Kingdomes. As alſo how fit iris, that their 
Maiefties,both in regard of that reſpe& whictris due vnto 
Kings, and to the right and truc adminiſtration of Tuſtice, 
ſhould by their ſueritie, temper and moderate the excelle 


of. 
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of thoſe, which cloath themſclues with the Kings royall 
command, as with a garment, and beare themſclues too in- 
ſslently-high vpon the Title of their Offices , and vnder 
colour and zeale to the ſcruice of their Kings, will make 
themſelues their Tutors, Maſters of their libertie, Lords,ouer 
their vaſſalls,and ſole Commanders of the whole Kingdome« 
like vato that great Leviathan, or huge Whale in the Sea, 
of whom holy 706 ſaith ; Before hs faces ponertie,and want, 


10b.40.18, for he ſpoyleth and denoureth all that flands in his way, and 
trufteth that he can draw vp Tordan inte his Mouth. 
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Whether it be fitting for Kings,to wſe much the remitting 


of buſineſſes? 


Lthough in the former Chapter ſome» 
thing hath beene ſpoken, which may 
tend to this Queſtion, yet ſhall it be ne- 
ceſſary to anſwer heere thereunto in a 
more dirc& and clearer manner. And 
howbcit the word, remitting, or refer= 
ring,doth ſeeme to notifie the care and 

poruidence, which a Prince oweth vnto 

buſineſſes, certaine it is, that it (hall well beſceme him, 
ſometimes ſo to doe. For, amongſt many other the miſeries 

; of humane nature, this is one, that it's forces, as well inter- 

nall, as external], as well of the Soule, as of the body are 
mich limited, and reſtrained, and haue much necd of many 
helpes. Wherefore I ſay,that Kings not being able ( asrhey 
arenot ) to attend of themſelues ſo many bulincſles as 
howerly occurre, nor to comprehend ſo great varicty and 


difference of things,thcy ought to remit ſome, nay m_ 
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of them, to perſons deputed for their eaſe, and diſ. 
charg® of their Conlciences. Let a King examine thoſe 
bufineſſes, which are fit to be refſerued for - himſelfe. 
And thoſe that he cannot, ler him . remir them vnto ©- 
thers, becauſe of himſelfe he is not able to diſpatch all of 
then. 

And in fauour ofthis Do&rine, we haue 7ethros Coun- 
ſaile ro his fonae in Law Hoſes. Who ſeeing him (o 
ouer-imployed in the buſineſſes of his people to his intol= 


{crable trouble, ſaid vnto bimz Stulto labore conſumers, "I 


elige tibi Vires,Cc. Thou wearyeſt thy ſelfe greatly, and this 
people that is with thee, prouide thee men, (ve. | neede not 
repeate ail vnto you, hauing ſpoken thereof largely hcere- 
tofore. I ſhall now therefore repreſent vato you, Thar 
there are two kinds of Remitting . 

The one for to vnloade himſelf ef that charge and trou. 
ble, that he may live himſelfe at eaſe, and out of his autho- 
riticlay the burthen vpon others; and command them to'end 
ſuch or ſuch a buſineſſe. Which is now:too commonly vicd 
and praiſed, For eucry one, as much as in him lyex,ftriues 
to be ſuperiour inthis kind , Taking thatto himſelfe which 
is moſt p'eaſing,and caſieſt for him andcemitring the hardeſt 
and harſheſt to other 'mens hands, And hence-it. hapneth;

Holy Ghoſt,and with wiſdomc,as were S.S:een,and others, 
which were cle&ed, and ioyned in Commifſhon with him. 
Confiderate ergo ſratres,viros ex vobg boni teſtimony Septem, 
plenes Spiritu Sandto,ty ſapieniia,quoes conſtituams ſuper hoe 
opus,tyc. Wherefore brethren, Looke you out among you 
ſcucn men ofhoneſt report, and full of the Holy Ghoſt,and 
of wiſdome, which-we appoint tothis bufineſſe. Which is a 
Leſſon for Kings, that when they vnderſtand, that the per- 
ſons, to whom they vſcto remit buſinefles, are not ſuch as 
they ought to be,cither for their want of wiſdome, or cxpe- 
riencein thoſe things, or that their minde is not cleare and 
free from paſhon, & couetouſneſſe,they in no manner of wiſe 
diſcharge their Conſciences in making ſuch remitments and 
references, but ought rather to reſcrue the diſpatch therof 
vnto themſclues,or to remit them to ſuch Miniſters, thar are 
able to giue good fatisfaftion therein, andof whoſe good- 
neſſe, and ſufhciencie,the world rendreth publicke Teftimo- 
ny.In a word,l amof opinion,that to remit buſineſſes, in a 
matter of neceſſity, inregardofthe ſhortneſle of our vnder- 
tanding,whichis imbroiled and mightily hindred with this 
multiplicitie of affayres, and oftentimes choaked and ſtifled, 
and made defe&iue in thoſe matters, that are moſt necefſa- 
ry. And as for our bodily ſtrength, the force thereof is (6 
ſmall, and ſo weake, that we had necde to preſerue the 
ſame,by eaſing it of that burthen, which is too heauy for it 
to bearc. Yet withall there muſt a great care be had, that theſe 
remitments,be not made meercly, that the King might liue 
at caſe, and be idle, bur becauſe weighty buſinefles,and ſuch 
as haue necede of new Examination, and new diligencies,doc 
requireit, or becauſe the King (asalready hath beene ſayd ) 
may haue ſome lawfull impediment. Let Kings haucrecourſe

ofthcm, and more punQually to comply with his obligati- 
on to the ſtate, and te that which'neede ſhall require in 
thoſe accidents that may occurre. T his is thar ſight, which 
( as before hath beene faid ) befitreth Kings, for that they 
arethe Heads of their Common-wealths, and therefore are 
to reſcrue for their own view thoſe the more weighty bulli- 
ncfles of their ſubies ; there being a great deale of reaſon, 
that they ſhould fee them ( as they ſay ) with«heir owne 
eyes. For this end, arc thoſe Viſitations ordayned, and 
thoſe Entrances in State, which Kings arc wont to make 
into the Citics, and Prouinces of their Kingdomes. When 
the arrogant and'vaine preſumption of mcn grew to that 
pafſc,char for to celebrate their name, they went about to 
build that prond Tower of Babel, with intent to touch eucn 
heauen it ſelfe with the: top thereof; and ro live free from 
all fearo of a ſecond flood, that facted-Hiftorietells ys $Þe- 
feendir 4utcm Dominus vi videret Ciuitarem, or T grim, 
ans edificancrint fily CA dam :Tharthe Lordi came downe 
to-{ce the Citic and rower, which the ſonnes of men builded, 
God came down himfelf toſce this their ſo prear inlollencic 
chatbe mighepuniſhchem'aceorditgly, 5 he did with ſuch 
a confuſion of languages, thatone covldnot vnderſtand at: 
other, and were amongſt themfſclues, as ſomany ftrargers, 
withourbeing' able 10 communicate and conuerfe together; 
ww tharthey were driven to diuide'themſelucs intd/ different 
Countries, and were Icitered frormhthence vpon allthe earth. 
Andin the faid Hiſtorie of Gemefts, we read; thir when 


' that abhominable filthines of eke Sodowiiees, prewto that 
; hightbof-jraqudoneie; that it proidked'G 
havin acmnammer Beahg hinhted'Goftiry

ts that Couſs/ts, which cucry —p_ towards the Eucning,

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 anchoritic, and Maicſtic, worthy 
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fſuerit,referte ad me 


the Preſident of Ceſtzie makes with thoſe of his Maiefties 
Councell Royall, wherein an Account is giuen vnto his 
Maicſtic of all the weighticſt buſineſſes, and whercin the 
opinion and the authoritic Royall isneceſſarie. And this is 
not withour example in the ſacred Scripture. For in the 
firſt chapter of Des7. it is written ; That when that great 
Law-giuer Aoſes had named for good and quicke diſpatch 
ſuch Counſcllours ( as before ſpecified) giaing them in 
charge what they were to keepe and obſcrue, and how to 
adminiſter Iuſtice with equalitie, and without exception of 
perſons,he told them ; 2uod ſi difficile vebs viſum aliquid 
(3 e00 audians. The cauſe that is too hard 
for you, bring vnto me, and I will heare it, You ſhall con- 
ſule with meinthat caſe, thatT may heare it, and take fuch 
courſe therein as is farting. Andif to this ſo commendable a 
Conſult of euery Friday weekely, there ſhould bee added 
another Mecting ſome certainedayesin the yeare,to the end 
thatthe Preſident, andthoſeof the Kings Camers, ſhould 
carry;with them, the Conſs/te of the Offices, and ſhould 
treate and conferre thereof by word of mouth with our 
Lordthe King,it would be one ofthe moſt important things 
(inthe. iudgementand opinion of many graue men, whom 
I Haue-conſuleed with in this particular ) that could be or- 
ordained for the good of theſe Kingdomes. Whereby many 
of thoſe inconueniences would be auoyded, which wiſe and 
Chriſtian Gounſellours hauc found out by many yeares ex- 
pcrience. And noneof themeancſt (amongſt the reſt ) is the 
remitting by writing:ſo weightic and tmportant a thing, as 
the Ele&ion of Officers, recommending the ſame ro a dead 
Letter, whichcan make no replic. And that paper,which paſ- 
kth through ſo many hands,cannot come fo clan,as itſhuld 
but be ſullyed, eſpecially if it come to ſuch hands as are not 
clean,but corrupted with gifts,& preſents. And becauſe this 
Courle 1s taken,tlic lotie && reſpet due to their Kings is loſt, 
who like C regrures0 their Creator,ought to acknowledge 
althat thev have from his hands. Wheras now,they giue this 


reſpect 
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relpect viito his Matelties Miniſters,with whom they haue 
held corre{pondency, as knowing that their Prouiſion muſt 
ſolely paſſe through their hands, and that their good or bad 
diſpatch confiſtes 1n them, orin aleſſe full, or morc effeRu. 
all Relation,incloſed in the paper of their Conſ#/te.? Which 
cannot be carryed thus, when the Preſident,and thoſe of the 
Cc amers (hall haue propounded the ſame,and deliuered their 
opintons in the preſence of their King. And queſtionleſle, 
they that by chis meanes ſhould be prouided for, would ec. 
ſtceme in more,and treat with more punRuality and truth, 
t:< things appertaining to his Office, conſidering that. the 
King himſcife taketh particular knowledge of them; For (as 
we ſaid before )itis very mecte and conuenient, that Kings 
ſhould know, and communicate with, if notall, yetat leaſt 
thoſe, who arcto be placed in your greater kinde of Offices, 
and dignities, And amongſt all other buſineſſes, this is thar, 
which wich moſt reaſon doth require the Kings eyes and 
preſence, his remembrance, and mature Counſatle ; For ſuch 
are the Citizens asare their Gouernours, and the Pariſhio- 
ners,as their Paflors. And though this perhaps cannot be 
performed ſo punually and preciſely,as were to be wiſhed, 
yet atleaſtit will be needfull, that thoſe perſons, of whom 
they take teſtimonie,and receiue information in ſo graueand 
weighty a bulines, ſhould be of that prudence, learning, and 
authoritic, and ſo beyond all exception, that the world, 
(which is aptto take exceptions)may be perſwaded,that the 
Eletion could notbut be paſſing good, being that it paſt 
through ſuch indicious mens hands. For, whatſocuer tbatl 
come forth decreed by them, it is not firting,that it ſhonld 
bee ſubie& to: their cenſures, who either haue nor the faid 
qualitics,or are much inferiour in them, or faile in their zeale 
to God, or their Loyaltic and Louc, totheir King bcin 
Narciſſms-like, inamoured with their owne ſhadow, and le 
away with che blindneſſe of ther pafſion:Woebe vmo that 
Common-wealth, King, and Kingdome;- whett one ourvf 
| K 3 blindneſſe, 
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Llindneſſe, or ſclfe willfull-neſſe, ſhall vndoe that, which 0. 
ther men haue done with many, and thoſe the clearcft cyes. 

For ( as the Wiſe man ſaith ) Yn edificens, & vuns de-

» Auing ſpoken of ſome Caſcs, reſerued 
#, for Kings, and ſuch as require their 
ſight and preſence, it here now offers it 
ſelfe in this place,to know how a King 
ought to carry himſclfe towards thoſe 
2 that finde themſclues iniuryed and ags 
9 greiued. Andin the opinion of vnder: 
| ſtanding people, it ſcemeth, that no- 
thing is more properly his, then to quit wrongs, and re- 
mooue iniuries. For, if we {hall but conſider thar firſt be- 
ginning which Kings had, that which the Ancient ſaid of 
them, and that which the holy Scripture reacheth vs, wee | 
ſhall finde, that this Occupation is very properly theirs, 
andthat this Care appertaines of right to their greatneſſe. 
That moſt wiſe King S4/om07, inthe fourth of Eccleſiaſtes, 
faith; That when-he ſaw the teares of the Innocent,and the 
wrongs they receiued, and no body to helpe them, or to 
ſpeakeſomuch as a good word forthem, it ſecemeda thing 
more terrible vnto him, then to dye, or ncuer to hauc beene 
borne.

And-not onely King Salomon, bor cuicn' God 
himſelfe was {6 highly* offended with thoſe wrongs and 


opprelfions, which the children'of Iſrael ſuffred in Egypr, - 


that he thought it a thing worchy his preſence, and his 
comming dovwne from heaven to ſce the ſame with hisown 
eyes. Vids efflicfiontm populi mei in Egypto,oy clamorem eives 
audini propter duritiem eornm, qui preſunt operibas et ſtiens 
dolsrem eius;deſcendi, wt liberem eum. Thaue ſcene thetrou- 
ble of my people, which arc in Egypt, and haue heard their 
crie, becauſe of their Taske-Maſters; And for Tknow their 
ſorrowes, therefore I am come downe to dcliner them, &c. 
Teaching Kings, Thar in marter of grieuances,andopprefli- 
on of the Innocent, they are not content to themſeltes, with 
remitting them ouer vnto- others," but 'ro looke therennto 
them(ſclues 3 And ( if need were )to'come from forthtrtheir 
princely pallaces, and to forgoec for a while their plcaſures 
and their eaſe, tillthey hauc reformed what is _ The 
firſt words the dinine Sctipture: ſtorieth;” which the' firſt

King,whom God choſe for his people, laid, were theſe,” Gu?d i.Sam.ir.y. 


babes popmlrs, quod plorat ? What ayleth this people; that 
they weepe 2 Who no ſoner ſaw himſelfe Crowned King, 
and pit'by Gods hand into chepoſſefſion of that kingdom, 
but applying himſelfe ro tharyhich he ought firſt ofall to 
doe ( as one of the maineſt points of his dutic ) he hearkned 
vntothe cryes' of the' people, who were oppreſſed by the 
Philiffims, ard with. great- ſpeede, and ferncnr 'zcale, did 
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roundly ſet himſ{clte to the redrefhing of that oppreflion. And 
I verily perſwade my ſelfe, that all good Kings wou'd doe 
the like, 1f they ſhould ſee their ſubics ready to fall into 
their encmics hands, with whom they wage open warre, 
But from thoſe more cloſe and ſecretenemies, which are to- 
gcther with vs ſubieQs, Citizens,neighbours, Countrymen 
and Miniſters of the ſame Kings,and of whom there is held 
ſo much truſt and confidence, who gocs about ro free the 
wronged? What reparation is therefor recejued iniuries? 
Are they not much.greater then thoſe, that the ?hi/ſtirms 
offered to Gods people, and more remedileſſe? As for pro- 
feſſed Enemies, againſt them we may make open reſiſtance, 
and cuery man, that is not vnnaturall, or a Traytour to his 
Country, will putto his helping hand, and ſceke torepell 
force by force,& reuengethe wrongs that are done them. But 
for theſe our domeſtick cnemies,theſe our home-borne foes, 
& feigned friends, who vnder the ſhew of friend(hip,and vn- 
der cloake and colour of being the Kings Miniſters, oppreſle 
the poore, and ſuch as hape little power to oppoſe their 
reatneſſe, who ſhall be able co reſiſt chem? It he, that ſuffers, 
Tal pretend to doe it, doth he not put himſelfe in manifeſt 
danger of ſuffring much more ? ifnot of looſing all that hee 
hath ? And it is worthy your conſideration, that in thoſe 
words related in Exodus, it is not ſaid, that God went down 
to ſee, and remedy the wrongs which chat Tyrant king 
Pharaoh did vntothe children of 1/7 ae/, but that which was 
offred them by his chicfe Miniſters ; Proprer daritiem eorum, 
 q#i preſant. For the hard-heartedneſle, and cruelty of thoſe, 
which were ſet in authoritic oucr them. As if he ſhould hauc 
ſaid, The Afronts and Iniurics done by a Kings principal 
Officers, are not ſo caſily remedycd, as. thoſe of particular 
men. They requirea pawerfull hand, they require Gods 
preſence, and aſſiſtance, and will craue, a; Kings, cſpeciall 
care,  For-your Councells cannot doc it, nay. are not able 
or to docitofthemſclucsalone,be they the greateſt god the 
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higheſt in che Kingdomzbe rhey.neuer ſo.zea{ous of Luſtice, - 
neuer ſuch true lovers.thercof; andincuer ſo:defirous:to doc 
right. And the reaſon therat(in my poore opinion)is;for thar 
in regard the burthen of ordinary bulineſlesis fo great, that 
only they are not able coattend the quitting of thoſe agrances 
and greiuances, with that {pecdines and. efficacie; :as were 
ncedefull; but rather that they themſelues, without ſomuch 
as once dreaming thereof,doe vie to-make them farre grea- 
ter then otherwiſe they would bee, for want -of time;:and 
ſtrength of bady,tocumply with ſo many and ſogreat buſi- 
neſſes. And ir oftentimes ſo commeth to paſle,thatthoſe thar 
ſue for reliefe, inſtead of being eaſed of their wrongs, receige 
further wrong,cither becauſe they cannot finde fit place 
and time to be heard, or becauſe being heard, they ne ca 
forgor, or becauſe they that wrong «hem, finde meanes to 
couer their faultes. . And ifrhey-cannot coner ther, and:fo 
ſhould be lyable vnto punithment, yet. they that lent them 
their band to. lift chem vp to the- place-whercin.thoy»are; 
will likewiſe lend them a hand to defend. their. diforders. 
And it hath beene. already, and is yer daily gobe-ſcencythae 
a Indge in Commiſſion, who for! hjs wickedneſle 4nd11evill 
dealing deſerued exceeding great chaſtiſementyyet; for thae 
he hath his Patro» and .A4»gel of Guard( for in your greas 
ter Tribunalls,. theſe are ncuet wanting ) the buſineſle :is 
huſht, and the party peccant never: queſtioned... Ainddes 
cauſe he ſhall not be diſgraced,jf the-matcer. prove fowle:an 
ainſt him, by putting. him out of his place, ;he-rhar: tooke 
bim into bjs prote&ion, will intercede in his behalfero.hane - 
him remourd frem thar.O fice, and preferred toa better; A 
caſe certainly worchy.both puniſhmentand remedyfchere 
be any vponearth, Ang ifrbere be 16 dp ng agens 
muſt beby the fight ang profeace of the: King, for withiour: 
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| headand are growne ſo firong, that in buſineſſes they oner. 
throw that, which truth and'iuſtice ought to vphold. ' And 


therefore my aduiſe vnto Kings is,that being they are men, 
that are or may be free ( if they will themſclues ) from theſe 
poore reſpe&iue confiderations,and are ſupreme Lords,and 
abſolute ſoucraignes in their kingdomes,they would be plea- 
{d,todiſ-agrauiateithoſe xhar are iniuryed, reſpeQingonely 
wronged right,and oppreſſed Truth. Bur becauſe ſuch as arc 
wronged, and finde themſclues agrieued, haue not that 
eaſie acceſſe andentrance into Princes Courtes, or to their 
perſonsjither in regardof their great and weighty Imploy- 
ments,or ſomeotherilawfu'l Tmipediments, it ſhall much im- 
'porte, thatin their Courtes, they ſhould haue ſome perſon, 
or perſons, of great zealeand approued vertue and prudence 
to whom thoſe that are Iprieucd ſhould baue recourſe. For 
many ſuffer mach; >thar cangor cometo be admirred to the 
fighit, orſpeech oftheir King;whereas, if there ſhonld be a 
perſonappointed for tohearetheir Complaints, they would 
cry out with open mouth for iuſlice, and ſhould beighted 
tathcir recciued wrongs, And that perſon, or perſons thus 
deputcd by:their Maieſties, having firſt well weighed and cx- 
amined the'reaſons of their Complaints, ſhould afterwards 
repreſentthe ſame vnto their Kings, and giue them true in- 
formation thereof, ro the end that they may forthwith by 
cxpreſſe Command, pur thereunto a ſpecdy and fitting re- 
medie; And rhis(l aſſure you)woufd be a great bridle to 
reftrainetheinſufferable infoltiicie, and Auarice of Princes 
Miniſters 3 Who (queſtionlefſe) would carry themſclues 
much more fairely and vprighely, when as they ſhall know, 
thac their diforders (hall faithfully be repreſented. Whereas 
Conthecontearie}! ipis not'to be itnagiried-with what a 
botdjnay inipydettdaringnedthicy ourfacegoodnefſe, when

it, oratiy ſuch thing bin ar all. Preſuming,that Kings, rather 
then they will be troubled with buſineſſes ofclamonutand 
noyſe, will ( forthcir owne caſe ) ſlighely paſſe them ouer. 
Whercin, as they haue oftentimes found themſclues , ſo 
it is fit they ſhould ſtill, be deceiued. And truly to no man, 
can with better Titlechis Entrance be giuen,nor this golden 
key to the Kings Chamber be committed,then to him,who | 
with the' intepritic and zeale of an Z/;&, {hong trample GC 
and tread theſe Monſters vnder foote;and roimdly and 
throughly to take this care torask, which(withoutaldoubt) 
would be one ofthe gratcfulleſt, and moſt acceprable ſer-

Other ſome, did allow him cares, but ſo placed 
them withall, that They mighr heare thoſe leaſt, that were 
 behiirfd® himm'; Which''was held a fault in their God ; as 
likewiſc it is in Kings, notto heare any but thoſe that ſtand 
before them,or deby fideare ſtil weighting at their elbow, 
Kings ſhould heare as many as they poſſibly can,and(which 
1s the onely comforrof ſuitors): in'that gratious and plea- 
{ing kinde of tnaner that no man ſhould depart diſcontented 
from their feete, being a maine fundamentall cauſe,to make 
all men tvloue, reverence, andeſteeme them ; and likewiſe 
to abhgePrinces,tolend- rhe more willing and patient care 
to thetrſubie&ts. And of this ſubieR, Pliny, in commenda- 
tion of his Emperour 7 rajawe,tells vs, that amidſt ſo many 
cares of fo great an Empire as his was, he ſpenta great part 
*of the day in giuing Audicnce,'#nd with ſuch ſtilnes and 
- quietrics/as iſhe had been&idle;or hadnething to doe. And 
that he knowing the conterſt that his ſublets rooke in their 
'often (&ing of him; and fpeaking' with him, fo much the 
morc liberally, and longer, he afforded chern occaſion and 
Place; for to inioy this.rheir cotent; For norhing doth'ſo 
-muthplake, and ſhtivfiethehebre ofa Pritice is to coneeius, 
that heisbeloned, arid fienetully walferrcd Of all Hisſub- 
" eas Let # King ther; This. courſe beiny en" 
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hinfelle, tharhis people lovech Him; 


__ _ nd &efireth to ſe kim; 
and to ſpeake dayly (ifit were poſſible) with him. Arid thar 
they take a great dcale of comfort; tharthegihaeſecne him 

and he heard them. And thatof #wo things which all de-

and comtorres the ſuitor Land makes Hit, wi 4 chevtefalt

ſon for ir. Aru farther atfirme, that |Audience being giuen 
in this mancr,ghings mill -be carryed ter fmnoothly,- and 
wich morcealc onxither pare;Fortharwhichbredkerd6wh 
your Darer's 1n:your. rivers; is the detention ofthe water.” 
And: the detayning ofa Subie fromthe preſence &ſpcech 
af his King, is that which doch difhcarten,-' and deiet the 
mindcsof your negociants;'and fapplicanes. Atid wheh they 
ke, they ſoſeldome haue Audience, andare put from day 
to day, and.thatitcoſtes them fo deare before'they tan be 
heard,they will, while they may, make vie of that preſent 
occalion,and then:they talke world without@1d;-#hd neucr. 
give oucr, becauſe rhey> are afraid dey lhallipevner hane the 
like opporruditie againes But when thoſe [yicors ſhall know 
thatthey (hall haue ordinary hearing, on ſuch; dayes,” and 
ſach a fer houre, andfor'ſolong a rirne;: they will content 
themſclues; with-gioing' murh{leffe: cronble t6!rheir 6H 
conghcs;/ and his/Miicſties eadsIngword; no wmanwill 
dcnie; ne Gay with me,chatitis uſt and neete;Thar he/thir 
to Rs he are all and that 
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ED (bavld hop: 95: m4ch zfor; forthe gaodand-bope 
thereof, they principally obay, and love their King, And 
belides, a greatipaxt of that concurle, and tedious trouble of 
Negociants, will by this, eganc, be gut off, For,vnleſle it be 
in caſcot necalitig; pr ſame; cxtragrdinary occafion,no man 
(laffuremy.(clfc)-will ba ſo vnmanerly as to offer to weaty 
and tirc outhis King. For it is naturally inbred in all, to 
feare -and reſpe& Greatneſle, And therefore will not cauſe 
malcſtation to ſo great a Maieſtie. but: when they cannot 
findeany other meancs to negaciate.,. In concluſion, facile 
Audiencein Kings, is ſucha vertue, as doth ſupply ( and 


| thatwith a greatdcalcafaduantage) the defe of many 0- 


ther vertues. And: where there is na ncede of that ſupply, it 
ſcrucstogiue.a greater luſter and. perfe&ion to: the reſt, the 
ſubic& not hauingany otber thing,” that he more craverh 
from, or delirethiphis King. And-queſtionleſſe, vie and 
cuſtorae, will makg it mare caſte, though at firſt it may 
fecme [amewhat srevblefome yn hime: King. Aatigonm, 
who was;fathes-to-the great Demerrixr,mas 4 proud;ambir 
tious, couctqus, crugll, ant! cfteminare: Prince, and yctnot. 
wichſtanding-pll.gbele vices, and arher bis waakeneſſes:and 
infirmities,his.ſubieRs id beacowith: them,-and: did truly 
ſcrue and ohay:himsbetquſe bedjch neuerrefuſe ro giue them 
Audicncezgauerthant kindeand:faire anſweres, ſuffred bim- 
ſelfe to bee ſeenc often of them, and did-neuer ſhew to any 
mana frowning lookg,ordiſcontented Countenance. 

. This facile gining ef;Audjence, doth bring ilikewile with 
itanother benefit-got-fo well: vnderſtaod - perhaps, as it 
ought ro be,by; Kings-and their fauourites. Which is; That 
thereby they receiue the private aduertiſements of particular 
perſqns in ſychaconyenienttimeand ſeaſon, as is fitting for 
them, For, in negogatingdiy.retarding this Andience,cither 
the, .ccaliqn-is oneyſlipr,,orbewearyed out, that ſhould ad- 
uertiſe : And becauſe the aduertiſer;( as there is great reaſon 
forit) would bc loath that another man ans:

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with the chaokes and gratification; whichis due vnco him 
ſelfe tor hiscarc and diligences -vſed therein, he will nepo- 

ciateit by his owne, rather then anorhers meanes, that he 

may not looſe both his thankes, and his labour, And be- 

cauſe. many. times this Aduertiler, either-darcrtiinot' or 

holdeth it not fir, to truſta paper therewithorother mens 

cares, all this may cafily be cxcufed with a:facile Audience.

with them, and the eafic and/\parient care they had-from 

them. Whereas on the contrary, diverfe Princes haue* ve. 

terly ouerthrowen _themſelues and their: kingdomes ' by 

their hardneſſe and harſhnefſe iv this kinde, 3nd have loft 

many a great and faire occaſion, bectafe' rhey7;would not 

heare, and ex2mine in time thoſe aduertiſements which 

were giuen them, & recommended torheir betrereonfidera- 

tion. Laſtofall, admit:that this ſhonldcnov'be altogether 

ſo iuſt and conuenient aconrſe as T hane hexe deliucredviito 

you, yet notwithſtanding, becauſe all men wiſh & deſire ir, 
my thinks chis one conſideration, inall good reaſory of State J 
ſhould ſuffice; to-hauc ir be held, ro be bortriuſt;. and con- = 
uenient.' For it-is norpoffible that'all bothigoot and bad, F 
| ſhould erre in'this deſire. :And Tdarebe bolditeſay;: Hit

Dan- 
gerous.is the State of Kibgy,:dangerous the times, but more 
dangerous the xemedy.|&rbemom comentenciefor-thenow 
putting it in. prafitſe. n.ordindtyyand publick Audiences,lct 
not Kings-pernyteicher Minifters,\Connfellours; or Enibaſ- 
ſadors toenter.lor ipwil burm::kethe'Commons complaine, 
that that is taken away fromrhem, which istheirs; And they 
on the other ſide;being principail:perfons, will murter and 
grumble,chinktngemſtiues wronged; and their worth vn- 
dernalewed, tohaucall one Audience with the ordinary forte 
of people: Soghat with one & thefameA a hedifcontentsall 
of them. Letthere be.dayes,& haures,appointed for the one, 
& the other.naturalls,& Rirangers, & lerevery man know his 
fer day,and hovre:For this bemg withour diflinQion, what 
doth: it ſcruc for, but multitude,and confufion 2. And to haut

&7 Ings (faith Xenopboy) have many eares, 
> For they heare by theirowne, and by 
© thoſe ofthcir Fauourites, Miniſters, & 
Counſellours. And it is no morcthen 
they ſtand in necdeof. For they muſt 
heare all, Great, and Swall, Nacurall, 
and Stranger, without acceptation of 
perſons, theſe as 'well as thoſe; and 
deny no man. their cares, leſt they giue themiuſt cauſe to 
prieue and comp!aine, that for them onely, there is neither 
King, Fauourite, nor Miniſter to haue acceſle, vnto. This 
Rapſodye, and multitude of cares,and the difference between 
the one and rhe other,King David giues vs ro vnderſtand 
in that his Audience which he crau'd of God. Dowine, Ex- 
audi orationem weam auribus ercipe 0bſecrationem we4mm, Plal.1431, 
Heare. my. prayer ( O Lord ) bow downe thine care, and 
hearkeu vnto my ſupplication. He faith, Heare me,O Lord; 
but how,or.in what maner? With thine cares, | beſeech thee. 
Tell me{thou.holy king) why doft thou ſay with thine cares. 
Might. not that phraſe of ſpeech beene ſpared? Or,wouldſt 
thou happely, that God ſhould heare thee with his eyes, or 
his mouth ? No certainly, But becauſe it isa vſuall cuſtome 
with Kings, that gouerne great 'Monarchies,who by reafon 
of the vatietic and multitude of bufineſſes, cannot _ 
ues

ſclues giueearc vatoall,and informethemſelues of the truth, 
to remit part of them to others, thar they may heare the 
Partics, and informing themſciues of the bufines, may ſend 
it afrerwards to the Conſultathere to be debated.One comes 
with his Memoriall tothe King; The King wills him to 
ſpcake vnto the Preſident,or to ſuch a Secretary,that he may 
inform. ButD ans here ſaith; Remit me notO Lord vnto any 
other, for remifions, are remifhons, the very word telling 
vs,thatto remit a buſines, is to make it remiſſc and flow, and 
that there is vſcd therein ſomuch remiffion, that a mans life 
is oftentimes cnded, beforc his buſines, .Hnribas percipe: 
Doe thou thy ſelfc heare me with thine owne cares, without 
remitting me to the hearing of others. But to heare all, arid 
in all partes, without remiſhon to other mens cares, who can 
doe this ſauc onely God ? And for my part, [am of opinion, 
that they alluded vnto this, who ( as wee told you ) pain- 
ted their God without cares; for to giue vs thereby to vn. 
derſtand, that it is peculiar onely vnto God to heare with- 
out eares, and to heare all, without ſtanding in neede of o- 
ther 05d05,or 0ydores z Forſuch a neceſhitic, were in God 
a defet; But in Kings it were a defet to doc otherwiſe, 
for they are notable to heare all of themſe'ues, and ther. 
fore muſt of force make vic of other mens eares. And there- 
fore, as Nature, in Mans body hath diſpoſed different Mem= 
bers, neceſſary for ir's proper conſeruation, as the eyes to 
ſee, the eares to heare, the tongue to talke, the hands to 
worke, the fecte to walke, and all of them to affiſt ro the 
Empire ofthe ſou'ec- So in like manner, this Myſticall body 
of the Common. wealth, whereof che King is the ſoule,and 
Head, muſt haue ic's members, which are thoſe his Mini- 
ſters, which are Subie& to the Empire of their king, Þ 
whom hee diſpoſerh and executeth all that, which. Joh 
conuene for it's Gonernment, conſeruation, and augmen- 
tation. rifotle renders the reaſon, why your huge and 
extraordinary tall men are but weakezAnd ( asI take ile 's 
tNIS; 
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this. The rationall Soule faith he) is ſolely one, indiviſi- 
ble, and of alimited vertue or power, and that it cannot at- 
tayne tothat ſtrength and force, as to giue vigour to thoſe 
partes that are ſo tarrediſtant and remotein a body, beyond 
meaſure, great. Now, if the body of this Monarchie, be fo 
vaſte, and exceeding great, and goes dayly increaſing more 
and more, and that the Soule of the King which is to go. 
uernc it, toanimate it, and to giue it life, doth not increaſe, 
nor is multiplyed, nor augmented, atleaſt in it's Miniſters . 
How is it poſſible, chat a King of himſelfe alone ſhould bee 
ableto afford affiſtancetoall? Andto giue life, and being, 
ro ſo many partes and members, thar are ſet ſo far aſſunder? 
ſo great is rhe Office of a, king, eſpecially, if he be Maſter of 
many Kingdomes, that itis too great a Compaſſc,for one 
mans reach, and it is-not one man alone, that can fill and oc- 
cupic a whole Kingdome; and be preſent in all it's partes. 
And therefore. of force he muſt make vſeof other folkes 
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them ; bur a worſe, to ſtop them, Sicut aſpides ſurde, obta- 
rantes aures ſuas. Like deafe adders, ſtopping their earcs, 
thatthey may not heare. ficat Aſpides, which are fierce and 
cruell creatures,and of whom ir 1s ſayd, that they are borne 
as deaſe as a doorenaile; and to his their natura{l deafenes, 
they adde another that is arrificiall, whereby they grow 
more deafe, by poyſoning that part, any by winding their 
tayle cloſe about their head, and ſometimes laying the one 
carecloſe 'to the ground, and ſlopping the other with the 


' tipp of their tayle, that they may ſtop'and damine vp all 


the waycs, by which the Voyce of the Charmer might en- 
ter in. Vnto whom, Da#id compares thole who being 
Oyaos del Rey, the Kings cares, or(to ſpeake'in the viuall 
phraſe ) oy4ores del Reyno, the Kingdbmes earcs, doe (hut 
and ſtop theircares, that they may'not giue dueand fitting 
Audience. Being naturally cnemiecs totheir 0wne profeſſh» 
on, which is to heare ſecking out: ſhiftes and tricks, that 
the Crycs, and Complaints of the poore tnay not come to 
their cares: 'Thereis not any cruckie comparable to this, 
to (ce a poore ſuitor trot vp and downe, a moneth or two 
together, labouring to haue Audience, and inſtcad of let- 
ting him in, 'hath the: doore ſtill (ſhut againſt him. Nature 
would notallow dooresto the cares, & Yet theſe that are the 
Common-wealths eares, make profit of 'the dootes of their 
houſes, and command themio be kept: ſhut : your ſuitors 
they comeand goe, but my ſewnior Oydor, my Lord iudge, 
he that ſhould haue his doores/open, ro pine open hearing 
to all Comers, is ihut vp in his cloſer, and cannot be ſpoken 
Withall vader a couple of Capons. The Tribawes of the peo- 
ple of Rowe ( a Magiſtracie ordained for defending of the 
Communaltic ) kepttheir gates ſtill open, that men at-all 
hourcs,wight vpon all occaſions, come and treat withthein. 
It that young man, which was Saint Pas/s ſiſters ſorine, 
who heard the Conſpiricie which the ewes had plotted 2- 
gaiaſt him,and went togiue aduiſe thereof to the gg, 
«LY ct | ha 
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| had not found ſuch eafie entrance into the Tribunes houſe 
as he did, without doubt it had coſt Pax/ his life. For fou 
men, had raken a ſolemne oath to kiil him as he came fort 
of priſon to his Triall; and bound themſclues with a curſe, 
that they would neirher cate,nor drink, till they had killed 
him. Now, whenthis young man came to the Chiefe Cap- 
. tain, and told him that he had ſomething to ſay vnto himz 
The Text there ſaith, thatthe Captaine tooke him by'the 
hand, and wenta part with him alone, and asked him; 
What haſt 'thou to (hew to me,&c. With this facilenes; 
did the Miniſters of that Heathen-people, give Audience. 
How much more ought Chriſtian Miniſters to doe the 
like ? The open doore, and the giuing of Audiencein ſome 
open Hall, or in ſome outward Court, whereunto- all are 
admitted roenter, would gine much content vnto matiy;but 
theſe cloſe doores, and cloſe Audience, to very fewzwhich 
is purpoſely done for to pleaſure their friends and ſer- 
nants ; for, from this their hard acceſſe, and difficile er- 
trance, they likewiſe make their gaine,and are noraſhamed 
now to demand that for a fee, which if they were well 
ſerued ſhould be recompenced with a halter And looke 


what I haue ſaid of your Oyderes, which are your Judges in 
Chanceries,and orher the chiefe Courres of Tuſtice;Ifay the 


like of other Miniſters, who though they haue nottheſame 


name, yet doe they ferueas cares to their king. And then are 
their cares ſhur,and growne deafe, when they will not heare; . 


making thereby his Maieſtieto be found fault withall, & to 
'recetue a hardicenſure from his fubieas, when he is ihnotent 
'&blatneleſſe,and drawing a thouſand other miſchicfes ypon 
the Common-wealth. And it!s a moſtſhamefull thing, and 


worthy reprehenfion, & redreſſe, that: when kings flall bee 


liberal! in this kind;their Miniflersfhould be {6 ſHort-&& ot- 


ted: and thata man (out8beatrfiotedoftdndroubetoger 


Andicnce of ther, &to riepociaten buſihcy, then 
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tend now as in former times,the greateſt fauours the higheſt 
places, honors,& dignities, whillt in the mean whileicis not 
thoughtypon,nor taken into conſideratio,that beſides the of: 
fence which is done herein vnto God& theCommon-wealth, 
that itis one of the moſt preiudiciall things inthe world for 
the quiet peace of States, &the conſeruation of kingdomes. 
And this was we!l vndcritood by Abſolenthe ſon of Danid,& 
pretender to the Crowne of //#ae/. Who percciuing, that the 
kingihis father through his great imployments in the Wars, 
could not ſo well attend his giving Audience to all his ſub- 
iets,and that they to whole charge& care it was committed, 
did not cumply,therin with their obligation, he placed him. 
ſelfe at the entrance of the Citie, whether the ſuitours repai- 
red,and ſecing how much-chey diſtaſted it, that they had not 
chat quicke Audicnce and diſpatch as they cxpeted, and de- 
fired, he inſinuates himſelf< into them, and ſpeaking very 
kindly, and louingly vnto them, he tolde them. Yidexrur 
wiki Sermones twiboni &r inſti, ſed noneft quite endiat con- 
ftirntws 4 Rege': Thy matters are good and righteous, but 
there.is noman depured of the King to heare thee. And 
this is it, that puts all out of frame, and order. O quoth be, 
chat1 were made Tudge in the land, that cuery man which 
hath any marcer of controuerſie might came to me, that [ 
might:doc him Juſtice , &c. Andit followetb anon after in 
the Text.,, ©nod ſolicitabat cords virerum: That by this 
means he ſtale away the hearts of themen of 1ſrael. And that 
thereuponthere ſhortly after inſued a great rebellion,which 
petcheting;& the kingdom in great icopardic. Which.may 
fcrue asa kefſon for a good Miniſter,totcach chem what they 
ought to do, not tothink, they do that which they anghy, 
when for faſbion fake, they giue ſhort .and crowding Audi 
ences,where that'which enters in at one earc, gocs our ( 83 
-they ſay)aranocher.Butthat ſamuch rime ould be allowed 
forthe hearingof them,as- che qualitic off the buſines ſhall 


ſons 


ſons ; For bethat hath not the patience to heare them,cither 
henort vnderſtandeth them, or is afraid to meddle withthem. 
Wirth this therefore I conclude this, and the former diſ- 
courſe. That the firſt Office of a King, is, To heare all his 
ſubiets. And'it being ſuppoſed, thar he alone cannot doe 
it, it is fit he ſhould haue 0ydores,that ſhould heare for him, 
and be his cares. And for that as by the carcsof the head, 
there runn's along a certaine ſecret nerue, by meanes wher- 
of that which is heard, is preſently conuaicd tothe braine, 
there to be regiſtred, and conſulted on by the Common 
ſenſe. So theſe Oydores,ought to holde their ſecret Conſults, 
wherein they ought to make relation vnto the King of. all 
that they haue heard. But let them weigh with all, what a 
ſhort Cur it is from che care to the braine, and the ſmall tay 
that is made in this Tourney, or paſlage; roche end that by 
this natural courſe, which isfo quicke,& ſpecdy,they may ſee 
their crrour, and perceiue what a great fault it is, to retarde 
their Conſs!rations, to [hew themſclues thicke of hearing, & 
ro haue their eares (hut, or rather the 0y340re5 chemlclugs 
{hur vp, and not to be ſpoken withall. Some would faine 
excuſe theſe Audiences, with the impertinencies ofthoſe 
that crauc them, which ſometimes are very large and tedious 
and toas little purpoſe, as they are too too impormneGrvn- 
ſcaſonable. But to this anſwere ; That high and emi- 
nent places, bring with them this trouble and charge; And 
( as the Apoſtle Saint Paz! ſaid ) that itisa great-tolen of 
rudence to know how to beare with the fooliſh, an#&to 
vn: RO. and ny" mes that.are RR po che 
wiſelt. Libewter emer ſufſertss iwfiprentes,cum ſe 1 faph» 2 Corug, 
entes: For ye ſuffer fooles gladly becauſe rhat'ye- _ "=

ignorance, let him know, that he meriteth much indifſem- 
bling it, when it is fitting ſo to doe : for roſay the truth ( as 
theſis Apoſtle affirmeth,Gods good and faithfull Mini- 
ſershaue obligation, both-to the Wiſe, and to the fooliſh.

In the Hiſtory of the 
Kings is ſer downe the difhimulacion, wherewith the wo- 
mon of Tecos ſpake vnto King Da#ia,and how importunate 
and tedious ſhe was in telling her tale, and withall the Kings 
great patience in hearing herout, and his not being offen- 
ded with the craft and cunning wherewith ſhce came vnto 
him; albeit rhe buſineſſe was of that weight and moment, 
that his great Captaine 7026 durſt not propoundit vnto him. 
Audi tacens, ſimnl &+ querens. Giueeare,and be ſtill ; and 
when thou doubreſt,aske. This Counſaile concerneth all, 
but more particularly Kings, and their Miniſters, who are 
to heare, and be ſilent, to aske, and aske againe, till they 
have fully informed themſeclues of the truth of the caſe. For 
this is rather an honour, then diſhonour vnto Kings, and 
great Miniſters. For, as the holy Ghoſt ſaith, Gloria re. 
gum eft in veſtigare ſermonem. The Kings honour, is to 
ſcarch out a thing. Of him, that ſpeaketh nor, nor asketha 
queſtion of him that ſpeaketh, ic may be conceiued, that 
he doth not-heare him; For theſe rwo fences are ſoneere 
of kinne,that(as the Philoſopher obſerueth) he thatis borne 
dumbe, is alſo deafc ; And not onely this, but likewiſe, 
that the ſpeech being taken away, the hearing is loſt with 
it. The cauſe whereof ( according to LadFantiwe ) is ; for 
that the Organ, by whichthe Ayre isrecciued, and where. 
with the Vopce is formed, holds ſuch Correſpondence 
with that which goes vnto the hearing, that if the firſt 
be ſhut or ftopt, the exerciſe of the ſecond is likewiſe hin- 
dred. Vpon information, and hearing, followeth in the

mon-wealth, isa Congregation of many men, ſubje&tothe 
lame Laweg and Gouernment, which is.not poſſible ta bee. 
conſerued,if Juſtice therein ſhall be wanting. Which, gives 
tocucry one, that whichis his owne, keepes men within 
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Rom, 13+3: 


'  theboundsof good Order and Diſcipline, and bridlesthoſe 


by reaſon, which tranſported by their vnruly appetites, 
( like headſtrong iades) would live without it, admitting 
nocurbe, no manner of controll,but following that Law of 
F inat, qu: vincit: Let him wearca Crowne, that winn's it, 
If Men would but obſeruc that firſt rule of the Law natural, 
conſecrated by the mouth of our diuine Maſter Chriſt,

the worlc. Bur after this ſame LoLum crept-in, this Tre, 
of Menxm,and T usm; the Cooler ( as Chryſeflome calls it) of 
Charitic, the Scminarie of diſcordes and diſſention, and 
the fountainc of all mi{chicfc ; men found themſelues obli 
ped, nay inforced,to ſeeke out ſome ſach meanes,or manc: 
of liuing, whereby cuery one might quiet'y and peaccably 
Inioy that, which he held ro be his owne. And for this 
cauſe, they reſolued to leade a ioynt life rogether, ſubmit. 
ting themſeſues to one and the ſame Lawes, and ſubieRing 
themſclues to ancand the ſame King, who ſhould likewik 
keepeand obſeruethem, and by iuſtice conſerue nouriſh, and 
maintaine all other neceſſary vertues for the augmentation 
and conſeruation of Common. wealths. And for this end, 
was giuen vnto Kings that greatpower, which they hauc, 
holding in one hand the balſance of [uſtice, andin the orher, 
the ſword ofpower. Which that naked weapon doth rc 
preſent, which is borne before them, when they enter with 
authoriticand State into their Cities, And alluding either 
vnto this, or thoſe ancient. 77figmia of your Judges, the A- 
poſtle Saint Paul faith , F& non rimere potreflatems ?

Whence it followeth, that there neither can be any Com.

And 
though he may ſeeme to be a King, yer in realitice oftruch 
he is not. Becauſe he wants that principal! attribute, that 
ſhould make him beſo ; As a painted man, which is no 
man, cannot properly be ſaid ro be a Man. The holy Scrip- 
ture, tyles thoſe Hypocrites, which doe not adminifter 
Tuſtice, for they haue no more in them of Kings, then the 
apparcnt, or ourward ſhew as the Scepter and the Crowne, 
and other their regall-roabes, and ornaments. Andit is 
worthy your confidcration.and itis no morethen what their 
holy Doors and learned Interpreters of diuine Letters 
haue obſcrued ; That a good King, and Iuſtice,are brothers 
and fiſters, and ſo neerely twinn'd that you can fearce make - 
mention of the one, withour the other.

And hencedoth it come 
to paſſe,that God is ſo liberall and ſo exceeding bountifull 
as heis (that [ may not ſay prodigall ) with men,by com- 
municating himſclte vnto ther by all poſſible meanes,cucn 
to the communicating of himſclfe by that moſt excellent 
ind higheſt kinde of manner, that he could poſhble deviſe, 
which was, by giuing himſclfe to himſelfe, and by ſubmit- 
ting himſclfe ſo low as to become true man, that man might 
be exalted ſo high, as to be made equall with God,by t 


tical, So that you ſee, that Good, in it's owne condition 
&nature, hath thispropertie with it to be communicable, & 
by ſo much the more,by how muchthe more greatitis. And 
hercin,kings ought be/like vntoGod, whoſe place theyſups: 
plyhereon carth;for certainly,by ſo much the more properly 
hal they participate of good;Kings,by howimuch the more 

N3 they 
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they ſball haue ofthis Communicative qualitie. And fo 
much the ncerer {hall they reſemble God, with by how 
much che more liberalitic they {hall repart and difluſe theſe 
outward goods, whoſe diſtribution appertaineth vnto 
ther. And to him canzotshe nameof King truely fure, who 
hath not alwayes a willing minde, and as it were a longing 
defire, to communicate himſelfe. Now, for to temper and 
moderate this generall longing, and inflamed deſire, & this 
ſo naturall and proper an appetite, of beſtowing and di: 
viding the riches, and common goods of che Common- 
wealth, this part of luſtice, which they call Diſtributive 
was held the moſt neceſſary. Which 1riftotle ſays, cither 
is, or ought to beina King, as in ſuch a Lordly ſubic&, 
and pcrion, to whom this repartition and communicati- 
on, properly belongeth. Whercin, aboue all other things, 
Kings oughtto vie moſt circumſpeion,prudence,and care, 
for that therein, they vſually ſuffer moſt coſenage, and dc- 
ccit - For, in regard that to giuc,is init ſelfe ſo pleafing and 
delightfnll- a thing ; and ſo properly appertaining rothcir 
greatnefle, and State, they doe cafily let looſe the reines to 
this noble defire, and ſend gifres this way and that way,in 
ſuch poſte-haſtc, that within a few dayes they ran them. 
felucs out of all, and draw dry not onely the Kings par- 
ticular wealth. and treaſure, but the riches of the whole 
kingdome, were they neuer ſo great. Sothat, what is done 
inthis kinde with ſo much content and pleaſure, ought to 
de done but now and then: for ſuch great coprtefies,and cx- 
traordinary kindnefſes,muft not be made too common, for 
feare of drawing on a diſ-efteeme of them , nor done butin 
their due time and ſcaſon, nor vnaduifedly, before band,and 
vpon no merit or deſert, ' but when others want and neccſ- 
fitic, and his owne honour and noblenefſe, ſhall oblige him 
to exprefe his bounty: And in good ſooth, there is not'any 
Moathe, which doth fo 'confurne, nor any Catcrpilſer or 
Grafle-hopper, that doth ſo crop and deſtroy the power x”

Let Kings conferre fauoutsbn1their phblickeMint- 
ſters, and vpon ſuch perſons, as haue Yorie them great *an 
notable ſeruices, both in Peace, and in VVarre- for this-will 
be well pleafing, and very aceeFepvis vntoall, and will ob. 
lige them alf to'new ſervices ; Aid ſuch a' general! *cdntent 
willit cauſe in all ſortes of pepple, that it will make them 
to brook with the better patience thoſe great faugurs,which 
are vndeſeruedly done vnto others,beingin themſclues. men 
of no merit inthe world- I would not baue Kings to be too

wereto ſerue him,who in ſtead offeruing himwith that loue 

&loyalry which in duty they were bound vnto,they would 

now onely ſerue him for their owne particular intereſt,and 

proper commoditie. making,by this means, -affe&ion and 

fidelitic become a kinde of _ trading, and merchandizing.. 

And certainely foitis, that when mens mindes- make in- 

tereſt their Aime, and oy get morcand more, they be- 

come falcable,and tender their ſeruice to thoſe, that wil giue 

them moſt. And they, which doe thus accuſtame themſelues : 

to craue and take, the loue of friend{hip. and that thanke= 

fall acknowledgement,which is due to the Doner,is turned 

into intercſſed Loue ; which iscalled by the name of Con- 

cupiſence, Andare ( as the Comicke Poet ſaith-)like vnto 

thoſe lewd huſwifes which, Amore gareat, munuw.,amantis 

«maytz Loue not ſo much the men,as- his money, nor his 

perſon, as his purſe. You ſhall ſeldome (ce a man, that is (as. 

they ſay ) a Ped;guemno, a crauing Companion, one that is. 

ſtill begging onething orother, thathach notſome touchof 

Concrouſneſſe,and ſome tin&ure more or lefſe of vnthankes 

fullnceſſe. For, in regard that theſe men louethemſclues, _ 
O their 
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their owne intereſt fo well, they haue not one drop of loue 
left for others,and if any <3cremaine, they conferre it on a 
third perfon,through whoſe hands,that which they pretend 
is to paſſe. And the King, and Prince, to whom all is due, 
reſt depriued ofcwo things, that are the moſt ſubſtantiall 
and of moſt importance forthe conſcruation, perpetuation, 
and augmentation of his Kingdogtt, which arc their ſubicQs 
Lone,and Thagkes. For the trueſt kinde of Raigning and 
the likeſtto Gods kingdome,isto gainethe heartes of their | 
{ſubic&s,and ro make themſclues (as much as in them lyes ) 
Lordes and Maſtcrs of their good Wills. And it is our 
dayly experience, to fce perſons that hauc beene highly and 
richly gratified, and extraordinarily weJl rewarded, to have 
prou-d very vnthankfull. For, this fault great benefits haue 
with them, and ſuch as arediſ-equall to the deſerts of thoſe 
perſons that receiue them, that they are not thankfully 
accepted of; And thoſc that are benefitted, to the end 
that they may not bewray this their imperfeRion ( being 
ſuch, as itis no lefle, then ſo great a finne, as ingratitude) 
they ſoone learne to forget them , but thoſe that are confer- - 
red on others, neuer lp out. of their remembrance. Ina 
word,ofall that that is begg'd, and of all them thar begg, 
few there are, thar forbearc to goe this way. In confirma- 
tion whereof, we may alleadge heere that queſtion, which 
Chriſt made to one of thoſe ten Leapers which hee healed, 
ſhewing himſelfenot halfe well p'eaſed with the reſt of his 
fellowes. Nonne decem wmundati ſunt, Ft nouem vbi ſunt? 
Now eft inuentus , qui rediret oy daret gloriam Deo,nif 
hic Alienigena: Arethere not ten cleanſed ? But where arc 
the nine ?; There is none found, that returned to giue God 
prayle ſave this ſtranger. In Kings Pallaces, your ſtrangers 
and thoſe that are newly come to Court, are your oncly 
thankfull men ; For thoſe, that arc well acquainted with 
the Court, familiarly attend the perſon of the King,and are 
fil affiſtent vnto him vpon all occaſion, neuer 4 


the favours that are done them, bee they nener fo great: 
They are: alwayes crauing, bur are never ſatisfied; they 
ſwailow downe whole riucrs, and wonder not at it; they 
chinke all 797dan isroo little for them, and thatthey ſhall no 
ſoner open thetr mouth; but they muſtpreſently ſup ir vp. 
And the reaſon hereof, is ; becauſe they verily perſwa 
themſelucs, tharal! whatſocuer you giue them, (be it neuer 
ſo much )'is due vntothem for their ſeruices, and their day- 
ly Aflſtencics. I thereforeſay, (and therein fay bur the 
truth,) That one of the greateſt happineſſes, that can befall 
Kings,is 3 to be ſerued by noble perſons, and mien of honour 
gente granada ( as the Spaniards tedrme them) iolly,ſtrong,. - 
luſty people, p , comely men, and perſons of beft and 
moſt account both for riches and honour. Butthis is themif. 
cheife of it, thatthis golde, which ſhould make ſuch a glori- 
ous ſhew in Court.and ſhine beth in honour and goodneſſe, 
is canckred and ruſted by* Anarice and Ambition, which 
cates intoall-mens mindes, and wholly poſlefieth them. So 
that from the higheſt eo the loweſt, they are all well readin 


the Schoole of Coucteuſneſſe, Diflimulation,and deceit, And 
your Prieſts, and thoſe that weare Miters on their heads,arc 
not in this kinde the meaneſt Schollers amongeft them. All 


complaine, they are not rewarded, that uy ve nothing 


oiuen them, &ifthey haue any thing giucn they thinke 
tis all too litle. And betwixt this their complayning,& their 
thankefall acceptance, there is ſer vp ſuch a ſtrong partition, 
that it neither ſuffercth them to acknowledgea benefit, nor 
to intertaine it with that thankfullneſſeas ghey ought. ' All 
now a dayes attend their own intereſt, and nor their kings 
ſeruice ; Who may ſay thatof them, which God ſpake by | 
Malachie ; Who 1sthereeuen among yon, that would ſhut Mach. .23. 
the doores of my houſe, 'or kindle but a coale on mine 
Altat in' vaine ? . Not one, I affure”you, but will be well 
payd for his paines. There is not that Sexton, that Cloy- 
ſter Cleanſer,nor ſcullion of the Kirchen,bat will haue good

knowledge, 
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knowledge, which is here required for conferring Offices 
vpon them, bur rather to ſhurthem out of all : For it is to 
be preſuppoſed, that theſe whodoc thus negociate, and pay 
ſoundly for their places, muſt, make their beſt profit of them 
and ſell at deare rates, that they may theſooner get out of 
debt, and hauc wherewirh all to maintaine them(clues, 
their wiues, their children, and their familic. But to theſe 
kinde of men, Kings may ( and with agreat deale of reaſon) 
vicby way of anſwer, thoſe words of our Sauiour Chriſt: 
Amen, Amen, dico webs, neſciovos: Verily, verily,l fay vnto 
you, I know you not.  196- 

I will here likewiſe lay open one notable Coſcnage and 
deceit, which kings, vſually ſuffer by the cunning plots,and 
bolde impudencies of pretenders, ' and by the. fauour of 
thoſe which put co theighelping hand, and giuethem their 
beſt furtherance; And this ir-is + That-when any of rheſc 
pretenders is priuic to bimſelfe, chat hee hath not the like 

arts of Learning and Vertuc and other abilities,as others 
bai, to mount at the firſt flight to- thoſe | high places, 
whereunto their ambition alpireth, they ſeeke to enter into 
the baſcſt and meaneſt Offices, and that by baſe and vile 
meanes, cither by-buying them with'their moncy,as good 


cheape as' they can; and when their purſe cannot ſtz.-xgh / 


ſo farre, worke thernſelues in by the Codpiſſe, by rimch- 
_—_— this or that other Courtiers Kinſewoman, and 

the like humane reſpe&s, making theſe the ſtepps for 
rheir preferrment. God deliver all good Kings from. ſuch 
kindeof Proviſions eſpecially if they be preferred by them 
to places of Audience, andof Iuſtice; for therein ſhall they 
ſinne grieuouſly, becaufe they put men into them, that arc 
ighorant, and necefſhtated, who, for to relieue their wants, 
and to maintaine their Vanitics, they, and their wines rake 
bribes, and ſer Tuſtice out ro fate. And fo, not by degrees, 
and by lictleand'lierle, but in all poſt haſte, (tothe great 
prziudice of the Common-wealth ) they goe ſtill aſcending 
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ro greater places, and bigher Dignitics, whercin they goe 
on in doing greater hurt 'and more miſchicfe. ” And theſe 
kinde of men, are like vnto your Mariners, which if they 
be not raiſed from the carth, arenotable to flye, bur being 
raiſed neuer ſo little, they make a very high flokr. Sois tt 
with theſe men, who nothauing ſufficiencie for themeaneſ 
places, are no ſooner raiſcda little by fauour, and by ſub- 
orning, from that firſt Office which they no way deſerucd, 
but they afterwards make a higher pitch, and goc *away 
with the beſt Offices in the Kingdome. And the errour in 
this,is,, for that Kings doe thinke, that they are put in- 
to thoſe places for their merit, and good partes, when as 
isdeed itis farre otherwiſe. Though ſomerimes alſo it cometh 
ſo to paſſe, that Kings knowing how that ſuch aone. is 'noc 
fit for ſuch a place, or ſuch an Office, that they may put 
him out of that, clap him into another better .and greater 
then 'the former, and which requireth greater parts, and 
more ſufficieycie, crofling thar ſentence of our Sauiour - 
Chriſt ( who is the eternall wiſdome 'of his father, and 
cannot lye :) Thar hee, that is not triſty

and augmented. For our Faith increafeth, when we perition 
God, by acknowledging him to be the vninerſall Lord of 
all things, who onely can fulfill our requeſts and defires. 
According to that of Saint Paal ; ſoper abundanter "quam 
petimms aut intelligimus, That is able to doe exceeding 
aboundantly aboue all that we aske,or thinke , &c. Like- 
wiſe Hope, and Charitie, rereive thereby an fncreaſc, bc- 
cauſe we hope, for a good end of our petition ; And for this 
cauſe doc we likewiſe loue God, from whom wee hope to

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receiue the good, we deſire. . And this hath the greater © 

force and truth with it,. when- wee craue ſpirimuall. goc 
And of theſe ſpake our Sauiour when hee ſayd 5 Perrite, oy 
accipiets. And the Apoſtle S. James ſaith ; if any of you !wer 1.x, 
Jacke wiſdome, let him aske of God, which giueth to all 

men liberally,and reprocheth noman, and it ſhall be giuen 

him. Butit is conditional, and bounded witha Nihil beſe- 

tans ; That he askein faith, and waver not. - VVhich may 

likewiſe be vnderſtood of Temporall goods,as they are or- 
daynedto a fpirituall, and ſfuper-naturallend. Butto aske of 
men,producerh farre different effe&s. And therefore we 
are to conlider,that for one of theſe two ends men may aske 
temporall chings; Either for to raiſe themſclues, or to reme- 
dic themſelucs. Ofthe latter of theſe, who demand their pay 
and ſatisfaRion for their ſeruices, for the remedying and re- 
licuing of their neceflities, wee haue already ſaid, that they 
are_ not to bee blamed, butin-conſcience, and Tuſtice, wee 
are to hclpe them, and make them due fatisfaftion, in that 
which of right belongeth vnto them. Of the former who 
ſceke to rayſe themſclues, they ſtand — and knee- 
ling with capin hand to obraine their purpoſc,being very 
dextrousanddiligentin w_ courcefies, obſequious in their 
outward behauiour, kifling the hand, and making Congies 
downe to the ground, and proftrating themſclucs ar thefcer 
of thoſe, who they thinke may doe them good, dawbing 
their Compliments with baſe and ſeruile flatteries.Of which 
kinde of men,the Holy Ghoſt ſaith ; B&# qui nequiter bams- 
liat ſe, br interiors cixs plens ſunt dolo, There is ſome, that 
being about wicked purpales, doe bow downe themfelues, 
whoſe inward parts, burnealtogether wich deceit:-Being like 
vnto your birdes of rapine, who though ir be narvrall-vnro 
them to flye vp and dawneta the ayre, yet are cdntent to 
ſtoope and abaſe themſclues, the berter to ſeaze on their 
prey. Which is cuen to a letter or ( as theylay )'to a haire 
the very ſame,that Kings Dawid yd : Inchnavitſt;epcades, Phnom, 
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cuns dajninatus fuerit paupernmiHe crowcheth,and boweth» 

ard herefore.heapes of poore dot fall by his might. Or, 
as it is in the Originall:v; dominernar peuperives; He humbles 
himſelfe, that thereby be may grow great, and come to'do- 
minecreand ſwagger ouer the poore, For alltheir reverences 
and adorations, ſerueto no otherend, but to raiſe themſelues 
vpon the -wings of their ambition, that wherr thiey are in a 
good place,they may ſtoope the freer to their'pray : So that 
thoſe, who bur yeſterday had them at their feete, ſee them 
now towring ouer their heads, and looſe the fight of them; 
whom they adore thus ray ſed;'as thoſe before adorcd them, 
when but lately,l:ke poore ſnakes, they licked' the duſt with 
their tongue, and trayled their belly on the gronnd. And 
growing now warme tn the boſome of greatneſſe,ſting thoſe 
moſt, who did moſt foſterand cheriſhthem. And theſe men, 
though they negociate well ' with men, and get what they

For ( as Sexeca truly faith ) there is not any thing that coſtes 
a man dearer, then that which is bought by intreaties; and 
petitionings. And therefore, as often as cither offices, or 
Rents, are beſtow'd on thoſe, which deſerue them, without 
making ſuite for themgthe whole body -of the Common- 
wealth doth commend and indcare the re&itude, and iuſt 
dealing of the Dpner.,And all good and vertuous men 
take heart:and incouragement thereby, and are fill'd with 
200d hopes ;. and. thale;, which are otherwiſe,athamed and 
confounded ; and becomes the meanes many times of ma» 
king.chem turneouer a new leafe, and leaue their former 
lewd courſe of life... But when:this rigour and ftriftneſle is 
obſerued, of not giuingto him thar askerh not, though: hee

 Whichis CAr/{for/esopinion, and is made good in all true 
reaſon of Morall Philoſophy. The Apoſtle S. Pal, quoterh 


a ſentence, which our Sauiour Chriſt vſcd often to repeare; 


Beating eſt magis dare, quam accipere: Farremore excellent, 
and more prayſe-worthy is it, to giue, then to take. And if 
not to take, be ſo good a thing, much better ſhall itbe, nor 
$0 aske, for that this is, the ordinary meanes to the other, 
And herein did the Saints of God gloric much, and Saint 
Pasl(aith of himſelfe ; TYat he would rather line by the 
labour of his hands, then be importunate in crauing. And 


that great Prophet Samwel,that which he did moſt prize | 


and iuſtific himſelfe of before the people, was, that hee had 
faithfully performed his funAion, without crauing or taking 
any thing. There was a time, wherein the Romane Senate 
did ordaine, that the Conſullſhip, and other the chicfe 
Magiſtracies, ſhould not be giuen to any, ſane ſuch as _ 
for them. This Law, at firſt was good ; forrhen, none du 


preſume to fue for them, but thoſe, whoin the peoples opi-' 


nion did well deſerue them, and rooke it for a great affront 
that they ſhould receiue a deniall. So that by this meanes 
eucry one did labour by his noble ARions to- deſerue that 
Dignitic,as alſo that all the peoplemight thinke him worthy 
thereof. Afterwards, this proued to be a very pernicious 
Law; for, not thoſe, who by their vertues, and heroicall 
As, did deſerue this Henour, bur thoſe, that were the 
moſt powerfull did ſue for it, whilcſt others, for feare of 
theſe, durſt not ſhew themſclues in the bufines, and ſo were 
vtterly excluded from thoſe honourable Offices. This in- 
conuecnience, was taken notice of, and P«blicola the Conſull 
made a Law, vpon painc of death, wherewith he was to be 


puniſhed.

andwill be an accaſion inall rimes and places,that withſcan- 
dalous corruption, and Simoniacall trading, Offices , 
and Bencfices ſhall be given and. ſolde, to bim that 
will give meſt.- Not the better perſon , bur the better 
purſe ſhall carry it. The inconueniences, that follow the 
ſo much fauouring of ſuitors,and being vn-mindfull of thoſe, 
who tend nothing elſc bur to ſerue, anddeſerue well, are very 
great, and not vnknowen to all thoſe that are Statiſts, and 
good Common-yealths mcn. And ifthe ſhortneſſe, which 
{ deſire to obſerne in this Diſcourſe, did not hinder mee, a 
large field would here diſcoucr it ſelfe vnto me,wherein. to 
citer and. expatiate my lelfe, and might take occaſion to 
treate of the +[hiftes,decetts, and injuſtices, which 
aredayly vſcd in ſuch like pretenſions, and petitions, which 
. haue beene the cauſeof the deſtruAion and ruine net only 
of particular Commonwealthes but of whole Kingdomes. 
And this which I ſpcake, is of ſomuch truth, that ſome of 
the Hebrew. DoRors hold for certaine, that the Monarchic 
of the Hqguſe royallof David was onerthrowne by gluing 
creditto the malice anddeceit of a conetous pretender, an 
that of twelue Prouinces which his peyens poſleſſed, of 
thoſe rwelueTribcs, two onely remayned intirc-vnto him: 
The caſe was this; King Nevis,hauing (in performance © 
that oath and promiſe, whichhe -had made vmo Zonethen) 
given vnto his ſonne Adcphiboſherb, all thoſe heredements, 
” ay metuage

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meſſuage, and goods, which were King S.uls, And com- 


manding Ziba, that hee,and his ſonnes, and his ſeruants, 


ſhould ſerne him, and till his land for him, and bring him 


in foode to cate, thercentred into-Z;ba's minde a diueliſh 
pretenfion, to all Mephiboſbuths eſtate for himle)tc. 
Andthereupon, tooke hold of fuch an occaſion,as ſeemed 
fitteſt vnto him to worke this his treacheric and deceite. 
When King Dawid fled from his ſonne _46/alon to the 
mountaines, Zzbs the ſceruant: of Mephiboſherh met him 
with a coupleof Aſſes fadled, and vpon themtwo hundred 
cakes of bread, and an hundred bunches of Rayſons, and 
an hundred of drycdFiggs, anda bottle of Wine, and 0- 
ther the like commodities for the refreſhing of Da#id and 
his followers. And hauing a Lye ready at hand, which he 


had thought on before, hee caſtes himſclfe'downe at the 
Kings fectc, and teiling him a thouſand leaſings, raiſed fallc 
witneſic againſt Afephrboſherb, informing his Maieſtic, that, 
Mephibeſheth was 1n Terufalem, and'tolde him ; This day 
{hall the houſe ef 7/-«e/reftore mee the 'Kingdome of my 
father. Is it eucn ſo, faydthe King ? Behold, Thineare 
all, that pertained vnto Mcphiboſberh. And truly, this 
bplineſſe was ſtrangely icarrycd. For notable wasthe-fac- 


Tiie, where with the King gaue credit: to. the ealumniation. 


of this pretender, and: the remifleneſſe which he ſhewdifl | 
punilking ſo loud a lyc,and fo great atreaſon,when the teurh 
of the matter, and the innocencie of Aephiboſherh; was; af- 
teryards made knowne:vnto him. | And that; which 1 con- 


| celue. concerning: this point, is; . That the cauſe why hee 


did not puniſh this fo fowle a treacherie, was'; Either :for 
that he was conſciousto himſclfe of the fault, which hehad 
committed in hauing ginen ſuch caſic belicſe there vnto:or, 
for thar:thergates of this ſuſpicion, -and iealouſic, did re- 
maine ſtill deepely grounded 1m his Heart.” Fortheicalont- 
nics, and caucelons ſuggeftibns of Pretenders,: carry this 
milchicfe- ſtillwith them, thar they' picrce eucn to OY 
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heart, and are hardly remooued from the minde of him, that 
giues carc vnto them. Yerbs ſuſurron, quaſi fimplicis,gy Provas.zx, 
;pſa perneniunt ad intima cords: The words of a Tale- 
bearer, arc as flattcrings, and they goe downe into the 
bowells. of the: belly. And therctore the Holy. Ghoſtad- 
viſeth vs,that when ſuch men come to ſpeake with vs in 
ſecret, and to whiſper things in our care, that wee ſhould 
not hearken vnto them. 2uando ſubmiſerit vocem ſnam, lhi,z;, 
ne crediderss ei, quoniam ſepiem nequitie ſunt in corde illius. 
Though hee ſpeakes fauourably, beleeuc him nor, for there 
are ſeuenabhominations in his heart. VVhich in plainer 
hnguage, ſpeakes thus vnto vs; When a flattercr ſhall calke 
| vnto thee in a low voyce, and whiſper thee ſoftely in thine 
carc, that hee may not be heard of the ſtanders by, caſte 
him out: for an care-wigg, and doe not giue credit vnto 
him ; for there are ſcucn, nay ſeuenty malitious purpoſes in 
that mans heart. Andit would be a great ioy and com- 
fort vnto mee, that God would diſcoucr vnto Kings,theſe 
perſons and their diueliſh practiſes, that ſuch baſeand yn- 
worthy pcople, might not vnder the colour and ſhew. of 
200d and worthy men, thus abuſe and deceiue them. In a 
word, mens hearts, and their tongues, doe not alwayes go. 
rogether. Nor is the ſpeech, and the thought all one. 
uialabia doloſo incorde, or corde loewii ſunt. ſpeake Plal.12,2, 
deceitfully eacry one with his neighbour, flattering with 
their lippes, and ſpeake, with a double heart. But God 
deftroy ſuch deceirfull and lying tongues, to the end that 
truch-may finde catrance inthe Courtes of Kings. O,how 
many inconuenictices:would be cxcuſed, if thoſeperſons,to 
whom the charge is committed of diſtributing Offices,and 
rewarding of ſeruices, would rake the care, to conferrethem 
onthoſe thax deſerue thom, and not 93 thoſe that negociate 
and ſue for them; then would there notbe ſo much libertie, 
nor ſo many tricks vied in petitioning, nor ſo many Orators 
in the Courte,in whom, by this ſaing vnto them,couctoul- - 
| | PF : nefle 
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neſſe increaſeth, and the hungry apperite of taking , whileft 
in the meane while all modeſt ie and ſhame is vrerly loſt. 
And1I am verily perſwaded, that kings many times,ftreight. 
ned by carneſt intreatics, andthe = roman 1 of 
ſuch-as are in neere placcs about them, doe vndeſerued fa. 
uours, rewarding vnworthy ſuitors, and leauing out thoſe 
that are worthy, becauſe they doe not offerto ſpeakeand ſue 
vntothem. And that you may perceiue that I doe not ſpeake 
this of mine owne head, or that it is a birde of mine owne 
hatching, I will rclate that here vnto you, which Saint 
Luke repertcth of an importunate woman, who finding 
her (elfe wronged, came to a ſecular Tudge, that was an ilþ 
minded man, and vniuſt , and was very earncſt with him, 
crying ſtill vnto him ; doe me Juſtice againſt mine Aduer- 
fary: Which he would not of long time, but afterwards 
he fayd with himſelfe ; Though I feare not God, nor re- | 
uerenceiman, yet becauſe this woman troubleth me, I will. 
doe her right, leſt at the laſt ſhee come, and make mee 
weary. To begpe, and ſuc, is an cafiy office, eſpecially, when - 
prerenders know, that bearing breedes weariſomneſle, and 
that by this mcanes they obtaine that which they ſue for, 


it being the nature of many men, and more particularly of 


Kings that lone their caſe, to be quicke in their grants, for". 
the avoyding of further trouble. Our Sauiours Diſciples, 

weremach tfoubled,& their cares were even tyred out, with 
hearing the clamourous voyce of theCamanitiſh woman,and 
intreated Chrjff, that he wonld diſpatch her,that they might 
be rid of her. And we vſbally fee, that- your importunate 
ſuitors, beir iuft, or vniuſt; obtaine their purpoſe.

occalions. For ( as CArifteile, and Plato avouch )

bee Diuine. True it is , that wiſedome is the gift of 
God, and wee:muſt craue' tt -of him, as did Moſes, 
Tofhus,” Dazid, 8clomon, ''and otherwiſe Kings. Which 
ro obraine, wee muft ſhunne. and flye from ſinne; for, 
it is impolfible rhat hee ſhould bee prudent, thar is not 
vermous. And ſo much hath a man of prudence, as hee 
hath bf vcrrue.: And according tothis' meaſure, ſhall the 
authorigie, credite, and opinion bee which hee ſhalf hold 
with the people. The Offices and cffefs, which Prudence 
doth, and 'cauſeth, are many, And ſome of them are 
coltefcd , our of the many and various-.<xpoſitions 
whicty the Doftors attribute to this Tower, and noſe of 
ng we will goe difpoſing,by it's Paragraphes, 
in this chaprcr.

For ſome men. ſometimes; ſeeking ro ſup- 
preſſe the fire, by turningand ftirring the Ricks, inflame it> 
the more,; Andifatanytimevporrvegent occafions,and vp-_ 
on the oJiouſneſſe and foultneſſe of this or thatorher fact, 
{ccaſon and-iuſtice fo requiring ie) they ſhall be forced to

Loue and Gentlenefle maketh. For, in regard that the 
heart of man is generous, it will not be led by the necke 
with a halter, nor will ſubicQs long indure the yoake of 
a Tyrannizing and proud Lord: whercason the contrary, 


they are caſily led a long, by a ſmooth and gentle hand, 


And reaſon teacheth vs as much ; for by how much the 
more caſtly. is the heart of man moued by conueniences, 
then by menaces, by faire meanes then by foule , oy 


{ much the better is it to guy by meckeneſle 


gentlencſle, then by force and rigour. Whence wedraw 
this Concluſion, That roo much ſharpneſſe, and exccſlk of 
rigour in a Prince, procureth hatred, and affabilitic aqd 
clemencie, Love. VVhich is that, which Kings ought 
moſt to ſcexe after,as. by and by we {hall ſhew vnto you}. 
when: wee come to tell you, that theſe two qualities 'of \ 
plandure, and clemencie, ſo befitting. a ſupreme Lord, 
are quite contrarte to that good expedition of Tuſtice,and 
that integritic, which God doth require in a Tudge; 
whom hee willeth and commaundeth. That in -matter of 
iudgements : hee ſhall; not pittie the caſe. of the poore: 
According to which. Inſtruion-, it of force followeth, 


that a King muſt repreſent ewo contrary perſons zthat of 


akinde/and pittifull Father; and that of a iuſt, and angry 
Indgee..Fory if in his owne nature; hee be kindc, and 
tender. hearted, there is nor that offender, which will not 
bc ſex. free by the power of Ingreaties, and Teares, weapons; 
«obeiet wherewith | 
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wherewith the hardeſt and cruelleſt hearts . ſuffer them- 
ſclues to be ouercome. And if he be otherwiſe; whatcan the 
deliaquents hopes endin, but death and deſpaire ? Againe, 
it he be vertuous, and ſeuerc,itis impoſſible thar he Thould 
not hare. the vicious, and grow inco choller,when hee ſhall 
hcare of their cruell outrages and inſolencies. Now, what Hes 
remedy inthis caſe is to be vſcd ?

thy our conſideration, nor lyable to inconueniencie, that a 775 3:2:4-37 
King ſhould repreſent two perſons, ſo contrary in ſhew, as © 
iudging with Tuſtice,and Mercie. For two vertues cannor 
bee contrary. And as the Saints and holy Doors 
ſay, (andtheyare in the right) Mercie doth not hinder the 
execution of Iuſtice, but it moderateth the crueltic of the 
puniſhment. Anditis very neceſlary in a good Iudge,that 
hee ſhould hauea true and fairhfull paire of. balance in his 
hands, and in cither (calero pur rigor, and equitic, that hee 
may know how to corre the one by the other. The Kings 
of Porrngall,(eſpecially Doz [nan the third ) did vic toiudge 
Capitall crimes, accompanied with his Councell,and were 
alway.accounted fathers of the people, becauſe with them, 
| Luſtice, and Mercie, walked hand in hand , ſhewing them. 
ſelues iuſt jn puniſhing the fault, and mercifull in mitiga- 
ting the puniihment. By which meanes, they were of all, 
both feared. and. beloued. And let not Kings perſwadec 
themſelues, that this doth leſſen cheir authoritie, and 
rake of from their greatneſſe , but giues an addition ; 
and the oftner they fit in- iundgement, they ſhall' doe God 
the more ſeruice, and the Kingdome more good : And 
in conſcience,the ſurcſt and ſafeſt courſe, for that recipro- 
call obligation, which is between the King and his ſubieQs. 
For they owe obcdience, feruice, and acknowledgement to 


him, as their Lord and Maſter. And he vntorhem, Iuſtice, 
| Defence, 
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Defence and PratcAion. For to this end and purpoſe,doe 
they pay him ſo many great Tributes, and Iaxes. Nop is 
it enough tor him to doe it by others, bur he mult alfo doe 
it by himſelfe. For, neither that great Gouernor of Gods 
people, Hoſes,nor any other after him, is, in all the whole 
body of the Bible ro be found, that cuer yet condemned 
the accupation of iudging the people, to bee vawarthy 
royall Maicſtie nor contraric to the reputation of a King. 
I knowno other preiudice in it, ſaue that it is impoſhble 
for one ſole man, to vndergoe fo great a taske. And this 
impoſhbilitie ariſeth from the multitude of ſubieAs z and 
in that caſe,they aduiſe, That a King ſhould not who!'ly 
take away his hand from the doing of Iuſtice, bur that the 
lcfſer and more ordinary bulineſſes, hee ſhould remit and 
referr them to different Miniſters, and the weightier cauſes, 
take to his owne charge, and be preſent in perſon, when 
they come to be ſit vpon, and determined ; as formerly / 
haue done the wiſcſt and greateſt Monarkes, that eucr were” 
in the world. .Who did cuer <quall King Slomor, in 
wiſcdome, greatneſle, and Maieſtic ? yet did hce hold it no 
diſgrace vnto him, to humble himſetfe to heare ſuitor: 
iudge their cauſes and to doe them Juſtice. The Kings © 
the Hebrew people, were called Iudges, becauſe they did 
glorie in nothing ſo much, as to heare,and judge the people. 
Andin all Nations, this hath alwayes beene the principall 
Office appertaining vnto Kings. And the Holy Ghoſt faith, 
Prou.29.14- That the King,that faithfully tudgeth the poorc, his throne 
thall be cſtablithcd for cuer. | 
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That it much importeth Kings, to haue the good Lone and 
affettion of their Subiects, 
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our which it is impoſſble they ſhould 
be that, which their name ſpeakes then. 
And therefore, it.is not onely conneni- 
ent, but neceſſarie, that they ſhould 
ſeeke to gaine the-good wills of all,ſu- 
ting themſclues, (though they force their owne) to the na. 
ture of their ſubie&s, and bcholding them, as if they were 
his children. Which is the beſt courſe to keepe them well 
afteed, and contented, and to be beloued, and obayed by 
them. Which they may caſily dee, if they will but chinke 
themſclues, that they arc ſheepheards, and fathers of thoſe 
people, which God hath recommended vnto them, eaſing 
them of thoſe wrongs and grieuances, which they vniuſt- 
1y ſufferzJaying no more .vpon them, then they are able to 
beare ; ſuffring them, when reafon ſhall require,to take their 
caſe and theit quier ; and helping to fuſtaine them, when 
they grow poore, .and are decayd.?Plats tells vs, That for a 
Prince to be-good,and to be beloued of all, hee muſt beſtow 
all his loue, and his whole heart, vpon the Common. wealth, 
his will, on the Gods ; his ſecret, on his friends , and his 
Time, on buſineſſes. For, by thus reparting himlſelfe with 
all, he ſhalt have a part in all, by all of them comming tra 
vaite themſelues with him. Onely in this good Correl- 
pondency of Loue berweene Kings, and their ſubiefs, 
wiſe Perjainder placeth all the fafetic, and good fortune of 
iorertef 3. cn lb a) TM :

Kings and Kingdomes. Cgeſilane, King of Lacedemon, 
was once askrthe queſtion, How a King might live ſecure; 
For thar it is oftentimes ſeene, that neither multitude of 
ſcruants, nor a guard of Halbardiers can defend them from 
violence ? To which demand, hee returned this anſwer:: 
$i ſuis popults ita imperet,u i parentes filgs; It he ſo rule ouer 
his people, asa father doth ouer his children. . The King 
that loucth his ſubie&ts, and is againe beloned by them, 
neede no guarde, they are his guard. For Loue, where it 
is true and faithful], plaincſherh the knottieſt pecce of 
timber, ſmootheth the rougheſt and moſt vnhewen dif- 
poſirion, and makes all faire, ſafe, and peaccable. It is a 
moſt ſtrong wall, and more durable, yeathen Kings them- 
ſclues. With this, no difficulty can offer it (elte vnto them, 
which they may not ouercome;no danger, whoſc imperu- 
ouſneſle rhey may not oppoſe; no command, which 


they 'will not obay. For-as Kings defire no more of |} 
their ſubicas, but to be well ſerued by them ; ſo ſubicts,, 


pretend nothing from their Kings, but to be beloued 

them. And indeede, the one dependcth on the other, For, 
ifa King lone not his ſubies,heſhall neither be well ſerucd, 
beloued, nor obayed by them. And as little, if he louc hints 


ſelfe too much. For the more care hetakes of himſelfc and ats. 
tends his owne particular,ſo much the more his ſubicas* 


loue departs from him. For the harmonic ofa Common.

pay ir. For that paymentis made butonceayeaare at moſt, 
or from halfe ycarc to halfe yeare, andit is paydin money; 
But this is daily and howerly, and muſt.be payd with a 
mans: wealth, with his Health, with his life, and -with' his 
honour. A man cafinotlap vp in licele peecc of paper the 
misbchauiours and miſdemeanors whichPrinces haue fallen 
into, by giuing themſclues to, riotous banqueting, nor the 
exceſſes, which, they haue beene forced to. commit, 'when

them;andto faigne ouerthem. The firſt anſwered;That he 
could'not lefue his fatnefſe, to goe to be promoted oner the 
Trees; The Fig-tree, hee excuſed himſelfe in the like manner, 
ſaying ; Hee could nor forſake his (weetnefſe, and his good 
fruite, for the inioying of a Crowne; And the Vineghe plain- 
ly told them, thar he would not leaue his wine, which chee. 
reth God, and Man, to become a King. The purpoſe and in- 
rent of Parablcs, ( according to the doArine of glorious S. 
Asftin, and other holy DoQors) is, to infold in them the 
truth. And inthisis it given Kings to vnderſtand, that cx- 
cefſe in their Taſtes and delicious meates, is not compatible 
with their Eftate,nor doth it become aCrowne Royall,(thar

Feaſtings and banquetings,when they are too frequent and 
too ordinary,they cauſe a wearineſle, and loathing ; And as + 
the glorious S. _1{mbroſe wilely faith, Grattores poſt famem 
epale finnt, Que aſaduitate viluerant: Feaſtings pleaſe moſt 
after faſting, which by affiduitie and continuance grow into 
contempt. And here by the way occaſion may betaken,to ad- 
uiſe kings of the remedy which they ought to apply in mar- 
ter of Playes & Interludes,as wel inthe quality of that which 
ts repreſented, as in the requency wherewiththey are vicd; 
Comedies being now as commorr as our meate & drinke. 
But I (ce, that that ſacceedeth now, - which did in thoſe 
more. ancient timesz VVhich.though they were often ba- 


_ hiſhed out of Rowve,yet the timesaltcring, they cameto be 
 ntroducedand brought in again. And King Philjp the ſecond

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who is now inglory, inthe latter yeares of his raignedid © 


whey prohibite them, and for the better furthering of this 
his determination, he had many, and thoſe very effeuall 
reaſons tor it. And that which oflate hath beene obſerucd, 
is, That neuerin any time, hath there beene ſeene ſo much 
looſenefle and ſhameleſneſſe in youth, as ſince the time, 
they haue beenedayly permitted to be playd and repre- 
ſented on the ſtage, and in thoſe places,where is the greateſt 
Audience, therc is the greateſt difſplutenefſe of manners, 
eſpecially among your younger ſort of people ; For thoſe 
their words, Accents, Tunes,Songs, wanton carriage of the 
body, idle geſtures, and ations, performed with ſo much 
artihice and cunning, 1s no other thing (as the Prophet 
fayd ) but to ſow tares, and vicious weedes in goodground, 
whence they ought with much care to be rooted out. And 
very blinde is that man, which doth not ſee thedanger that 
there is, in pronoking and tirring vp wanton blood, with 
ſuch laſciuious behauiour, being able enough ofir ſelfe toa- 


waken the appetite of. ſenſualitie. Euen thoſe diſhoneſt 


pi&ures, which neither ſpeake, nor moue, doe catch andlay 
hold on our eyes, and dragge the Soule after them,cſpecial- 
ly, if they bedrawen tothe life, and hauc the true poſtures 
and expreſſions ofa wanton woman. Quelſtionlefle, they 
cannot chooſe bur leaue aliuely imprefion in the Soule. 
And I knew not (I confeſſe) what worke of piectie, or 
of charitable Almes for Hoſpitalls, (to which vſe a great 
art of the Stage-Players gaynes goec ) can recompence this 
wks For of more weight and moment, is one finne of 
theirs, which is there committed , then all the Almes that 
are giuen throughoutthe whole world. And we know,itis 
the Apoſtles rule, That we are not either to doe, or per- 
mitan euili,thargood may come thereof. And that which 
I know is; That they which' enter in there,doe noxcome 
thicher eo giue an Almes, but for rhoſeends and purpoſes, 
which have beene AR and a = 
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by many holy. Do&ours, and famous Preachers. Nor doth 
it boote them to ſay; That the:peop!e;rhat ſpend their time 
in (cingof Comcdics, are there:met together to ſeea harme. 
lefſe Interlude. VVhich were they not ſhut vp in'that open 
Aſſembly; would perhaps be wandring abroad,commirring 
work {innes, which by this Intercourſe are excuſed ; for in 
this one particular, in this very thing, isit plainely to be per- 
cciued, how bad Playes be, fince for their defence, rhe 
haue neede of the fauour of avoyding a greater euill. And 
in realitic of truth, they doe not excule, or divert finnes, but 
{innes are there rather learned, the ſpe&ators carrying them 
away. with them conceiued in their minds, by the ones vaine 
apprehenſion, and the others fowle and wanton tepreſenta- 
tion, and anon after, bring forth monſtrous birthes. And 
in very truth, the troubles, andtemporall ſcourges,of warre, 
famine,and peſtilence ; the many Cities thatare battred and 
beaten downeto the ground, and deſtroyed, the perſecuti- * 
on and the continuall wants and neceffities of: theſe King» | 
domes, doe not require ſo many, and ſuch contents, and re- 
ioycings z Muſica in luitu, importana narratio, ſaith the 
Ho:y Ghoſt; Muſick in mourning, is as a tale out of ſeaſon: 
Belides, we are to vnderſtand, that God ſendeth theſe his". 
ſcqurges, that weE may feele his ſtripes, and repent, and a- 
mend our finfull lives. And thereforethe Prophet E ſay, re- 
preſenteth the wrath which God had conceived againſt his 
people, becauſe they werenorſenſible of his chaſticements, 
Et non eſt reuer ſus ad percaticntem ſe,et Dominum nou inqui- 
fer unt: The peopleturneth not vato him that ſmiteth them, 
neither doe they ſeeke the Lord of Hoſtes.Haue yee ſeene the 
like dullnefle in any nation ? That God cbaſtiſing them,they 
willnotſo muchas turnebacke their eyes, and: crave pardon 
and forgiuenes of him, thatis whipping of them; :and goes 
Increaling their puniſhment? There is no denionftrarion of 
ſorrow in them, but they goe-on fill iri their pleaſures.and 
dclights.

would not cotreſpond with his gentle admonitions, nor be 
reclaymed by'thoſe his fatherly chaſticements, which were 
for the calling of them home,and to make them to returne 
from their enyl waies. And if ( beſides all that hitherto hath 
been ſayd.) wee {hall but conſider how deceirfull and vaine 
are theſe paſtimes and dclights, we ſhall therewith likewiſe 
ſee, wharlittle reaſon Kings and men' that are,(or at leaſt 
ought to be in regardof the grauitic and greatneſſe of their 
places ) of a conſtant and ſertied diſpoſition, to be carryed 
away with ſuch idletoyes which preſently diſ-appeare, and 
donot only not giue thatfullneſle & ſatisfaRtion, which they 
proftiiſe;but rather,as viciousthirſt & hunger, which arifeth 
from a corrupt and euil humour, increaſeth the more, the | 
more we either cate, or drinke ; fo theſe temporall delights, 
the more we vie them, the more in ſecking after them doe we 
finde our ſelues mocked and deluded,and the lefle ſatisfied. 

Let vs conclude this point with the teſtimonie of 
our Sauiour 7eſiw Chriſt, and of that moſt wiſe King,Salo-+ 
mon; and of Saint Gregorie the Great who citing both 
the other, ſpeakes thus.

But continuing our dil- 
courſe concerning Kings, and things ſo generally receined 
and intertained, as ſports, paſtimes, and temporall delights, 
rigorous is that qualification,which the greateſt, and moſt 
approucd qualifiers of Heaucn and carth,haue left firmed & 
ſigned vnto vs with their owne handes and names. Thar 
mirrour of Wiſdome, King Salomon, or ( to lay better)the 
Holy Ghoſt ſpeaking by him , Our Sautour Jeſus Cbrift, the 
true wiſedom of his father,and that great Biſhop and Do&or 
of the Church, S.Gregorze, plainely tell vs, That thoſe de- 
lights and merriments, which are ſo: wall recciued-in the 
world, arc bur lycs, and mocks, and prognoſtications of cuils 


to come and that they hane their reception and reſidence 


in the hearts of fooles, andthat they remaine baniſhed fro 
thoſe, that arc truly. wiſe. Theſe Authenticallpegſons hay 
fayd it,and all the Saints of God haue confirmed the fame, 


both by cxample, and doctrine. And1I, whileſt I am now

Ir being like vnato money of ſeuerall Kingdomes, and Pro- 
uinces, that being currant in one Conntric, - which will not 
paſſe in another. Andtherefore that language, oughrto be 
ſpoken by vs, which is generally approued, and common- 
ly vſed and received. And therefore manytimes-me alter 
the faſhion of their Language;as they do of their cloathes, 
And wee our ſclucs finde, thatin this our Spawiſh tongue; 
wee haue made almoſt as many changes and alreratiotis,as 
we haue of onr 'garments, and are able to make two fach 
different languages, tharhe one ſhould not vadcrſtand the 
other.

Nox confideringin the:meane while with therſeldes;that 
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the beſt Language ( according' vnto Twlly ) is thar, which 
wee haue bcene taught by our Mothers, and which chaſte 
Matrones,and thoſe that haue brene well bred, ſpeake fa- 
miliarly ar hotne in their owne' houſes, And the reafon 
of it, is, for that they hauing nor gone abroad! out of their 
owne Countrie, to forraine nations, nor treated and con- 
uerſed with ſtrangers, they conferue the naturall phraſe 
and ſpeechof their own Towne, or Country, without ſo- 
phiſticating their Language with new words,or thoſe that 
are not of ordinary vie.

Kin 
Antiochus all the timeof his raigne,fayd;rthat hedidnotre- 
member, chat cuer hee had heardany morethen one valy 
truth. ' Ir being the plague of Kings and Princes to 'hane 
that verified-in their Pallaces and Courtes, which wasto- 
luered by Democritus,, Daod weritas in profunde purcs 
demerſa latet: That Trath lyes buryed ins wn ibn 
hall ſcarcetneete with one ini an''Age, that dare tell Kings 
the Truth, there being ſo many about thein; that ſooth them 
vp withiyes and flattcries./ Severe faith; Thatof ten hin-

mecrable Prophets; which concealed thetruth from che. king, 
only-Aicheb made bold to teilit him. And only Selox: did 
the like with king Creſwe.Seldom times doth the truth enter 
into the Kings priuy-chamber,and when it enters, they ſcare 
expreſſc it in that bare and naked maner as did John Bapiipt. 
And for this cauſe, did Demetrius the Philoſopher wilh king 
Ptolomie,toreade bookes & Hiſtorics, which treated of Pre- 
cepts for Kings,and Capraines,for they would tcll him that 
which none durſt deliuer vnto him, Socrates ſayd ; That 
there was notany one,that made open proteſtation toſpeake 
the eruth, that attained ( as hedid) tothe age 0f 70. yearcs. 


And certaine it is,that Kings cannot indure to heare thoſe 


plaine and naked truths, which the common people, and o- 
ther their ſubie&s are able to tel them,and proue vnto them, 
nor muſt they that are in place preſume to viter them, for 
feare of indangering their authoritic,and reputation 5 And 
therefore it is fit, thar they [hould hane ſome ſuch perſons 


about them,which {hould both heare,and vnderſtand them, 


and take their time to informe them of «them, And this is.s 
rul'd,Caſe, taken out of thoſe great Inſtruftions, and wile 4- 
phoriſmes, which cMHecenas gaue to Aug» fiars,warthy to 
be taken notice of, and to be keptand :obſerued, as come 


ing from ſo greata Counfailour, and propoſed to a Prince, | 
W 


o was ſo. wiſe in this kinde. 'Fo wit 5 That Kings, 
ought to.giue libertic and way, tbat their ſubie&s:; vpon 
accafion might be admitted to tcl chem the Truth, aflir- 
ring them on their. part, 'that they will not bee offended 
with. that which they ſhall ſay vnto them. For, itis per- 
mirted yrtoa Phyſicinnto preſaribe gorrafucs and to cut a- 
way the dead ficth illitcome to the uicke ; Audit may 
as well be lawfull for a good fubieQ, ataithfiu] Miniſter and 
Counſcller of fare, to ſpeake freely vnto his King with re- 
ſpe and N_—_ totheir royall A the truth. of 
atherwiſe,when he: ſhall poeaboutto dacatry thing can 
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ry to luſticc,andreaſon. Nor oughe this — 
any man, nor tothe King himſclſe,, who ifhe banca Chri. 
ſtian fecling )willapprove in:bis inde & vaderſtanding; 


the 
reaſonsthae they ſhaltrepreſenrvnto-himyſo charif he becwil- 


ling to heare the truths they ſhall tel himjir may rarge each 
to his profit. And if be like not. well of rs es ra 
done,neithcr doth he xceciue any preiudiceby it, /' And ifhe 
ſhall thinkeirfir forithe furthering ofhis, ends to:follow:the 
Counſaile of any,let himcomend,& honourtharperſon: For 
by thar plot, which he ſhall hanedcuiſed,& inuentedghe ſhall 
gainc honour and greatneſle by it. And it is meete 8&-conue- 
nient, that. he ſhonld incourage both him, and others witch 
chankes, and rewards. Becauſe this is the ſanne, whichgiues 
life,and the -heate,which warmes good wits,and makesthem 
a&tiue,& nimble. And in.calc he ſhall not admit of his aduiſe, 
[ct him not diſgrace him, nor finde faule with him for his 

good wilhand waa _—_ rar 
ſkea t Prince {wherein goodnefle )let 
his OE Shak looke on deſire and-affetion wheres 
with he doth itthenon the cffeQt thereof, As likewiſe, be- 
cauſe others may not be diſhearrned, for there is notiany 
the pooreſt-planee, thathathinoe ſome  vertueinit 3 norany 
brayoe {o-: barrene, whence at one time: or orvir*ſhie 
fruite may not be.gathered for the publickegood: - 

I conclude then this firſt point of that plaine; and Encere 
truth, which Kings are to treate, and wherewith they are 
to be treted, in: ſignifying: vnto them, that their awn 
and the Kingdomes ſafety relycson ſearching oarthe truth; 
and in thoſe about which will 1 freely ſpeaks 
it (a thingſo neceſſaric for to gouerne-vprighdly) andtore- 
wald him: (chough it coſt hias well). This ſhall relt him. 
-ſhallmceve wich few; chat wil eell. iether 
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flentine the great, who being one day defirous to make 


| them at ſome ene;rime or other {when they ſce fix) rifake 


and deccit, which Kings and Princes ſuffer in not hearing 
truthes, contenting themſelues with'applanſe and: adulation 
of that only which. plcaſeth their humour, though it bein 
things of much .importance; and fuch as neerely concerne 
them. A notable example whereof, we haue in the Tri-partite 
Hiſtorie, ( reported by S#Jomenw) of the Emperour Cov. 


triall of che integritic, and ruth of choſe that ſeru'd him, 
hce called them all before him, and told them ; My good 
friends, it is now many yeares, that I haue lived vnderthe 
obſeruance of rhe Chriſtian Law, but now I grow weary of 
it, for itis a very painefull and troubleſome rhing to ſub- 
mit- our necke to the yoake of the Goſpelt-and'to ſubmit 
our f{clfe to a Law, that will not allow vs ſo much liber. 
tic, as to ſwarue one title from it. T pray you, let me haue 
your opinions in it, for we, for our parr, are reſolued what 
we will doe. When the Emperour had thus expreſt him- 
ſelfe, thoſe that were flatterers & Sycophants,and timeplea- 
ſers, ſayd vnto bim; Wee thinke your Maieftic fhall doe 
wdl-in ſo doing, and wee ſhall be 'obedient to what you 
{hall ordaine therein. But thoſe good and faithfull feruants, 
which dcfired- the good and''profperous''eſtate'of their 
Prince-both in ſoule and body, humbly befooght him on 
their knees,ſaying ; Sir For Gods honour; and your own, 
doe riot doe-ſo vile a!thing, for itis neither fittings nor'law- 
full, nor: ſhall wee follow you-thercin, or ſerue you one day 
longer. Then did the: Empcrour know by rhis; which were 
good: ſcruants, andof greateſt truſt; ' andipreſently -diſmif- 
(cd the other ; Credens, nanqnam eos, circa priveipem ſuum 
fore dtbitss, qui ſuerunt Dei. ſui fee paratifiinei proditores: 
Perlwading bimſclfe, that they would ncuer be faichfoll co 
their;Priver, that would fo ſoonerurne traytomrs vwnto/God. 
And'if Kings would khow how.tre this is,2and the-envour 
whercinchey line; by having the ruth kept fromrhem,ler 
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ſhew to'affe@ the contrary to thar, which before they were 


hot vpon, and did earneſtly defire ; and then ſhall they ſee, 
that thoſe very men, which approved the one, will likewiſe 
make good the other,and then wilithey know how in the 
one, or in the other, nay in all, they are deceiued by them: 
or at leaſt; that they dare nor plainely and ſimply tell him 
that truth, which their hearts: thinke. If they be Minifters 
and Counſellours of State, if they once finde out their 
Kings humour, and the ayrethat moſt delightes' his eare, 
tacy piay vpon that ſtring z It they bebed-chamber men, 
or the like familiar Attendants about his perſon,they haue 
naturally a ſcruile inclination, and make it their common 
cyſtome to intertaine. him with matters of mirth, of jolli- 
tic, and. intertaynment : if they be his: freinds, or _his 
fuuourites, they allo are not without their applapding.and 
adulation, and by ſo, much the more to be-ſuſpeRed,. by 
how_much the greater it is. Bur wha if all theſe ſhallioyne 
to abuſe a good King ? Then this miſerie likewiſe comesof 
it, Thar what. afew of them ſhall begin to fay,all the reſt 
will approue it. Andif Kings ( as they-cannot without 
' being knowetl ). could but heare their talke and conuerſati- 
on, they might heare and know many truths, they ſhould 
know the mindes of many, and the deſires of all, and they 
wou'd reioyce in knowing the truth of that, which none 
durſk tell chem.: For ſome, nay many of them, will report 


what they heare, and amongſt chemſg]ues. ipcake plaindly | 


the truth one to another,ſo as they be ſure that. the King 
cannothearc them. This would be ſomewhat, if not much 
remedyed, if Kings would but doethat, which we but cuen 
now. þ KDA Fr, the Emperour Cenfanuoe the, Great, who 
would,not ſuffer that Mipiſter or Fauouric that hee had 
once. caughe in a Lye.cycr to fe his face any tore, bur 
wholly diſmiſt him from his. ſeruices : For both _ in 
yiſcdome. and Chriſtianitie, it is to be preſumed, that in 
all or alwayes.that hee can, at leaſt as oft as it ans 
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his owne particular, hce will not make him a faithfull ret. 


tion, and living in this iuſt icalouſte and ſuſpicion of his 
truth, and plainc dealing, with much ſcruple of conſcience, 
and in great danger, doth that King live which giues him 
his care,or vpholds him in his office. But let vs pauſe heere, 
and paſſe to that ſecond point, which is the faith and word, 


which Kings ought to keepe, 


S. IT. 
That Kings ought to keepe their faith, and ward: 


> 0973 His word Faith, inour Common Lan- 
/ \V- guage, ſignifies Credit; And ſometimes 
\ Faith, is taken for that beliefe, which 
wee giue vnto that, which others tell 
vs. And other whiles, for that, which 
others giue vnto that, which we telt 


2A them. And to fay,that a man is fach a/ 
one,is Hombre de fee, a man of faith, is 
all one, as if we ſhould ſay, that he is a man of Credit, 


and that wee giue faith and credit to that he faith, Marcus 
Talliw, who knew better then all the Latiniſts beſides,the 
proper fignification and elegancic of the Latin words; 
faith: Thar fides, is ſo called,quaſi fiat, quod diiZum eft, That 


faith, hath it's denomination, from not fayling in our word. 
And hence it is, that men hauing ſhewen themſelves honeſt 
in doing that which they had paft their word they would 
doe, we grew in the end, togiue faith and credic vnto them. 


Andthis humane faith, being taken in this ſence,is ſo necel- 
ſary, thar people. were not able to liue, nor conucrſe to- 
gether,or hold any commerce or traffick,ifthey ſhon'd not 
giue Faith and credie one to another. For the conſervation 


whereof, it js very fitting, that euery one ſhould make good. 
his word,by his workes, and to ſes that faithfully perfor- 


med 
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med and indeede, tor which hee bath paſt his honeſt ward 
and promiſe, And by how muchthe more noble a man 
is, ſo much the more obligation hee hath, to keepe this his 
faith and word. And if nor, ſce the offence which is taken 
atit, when men are taxcd with this faulte, who are fatiCl. 
fied with no lefle, then with taking away that mans life,chat 
ocs about to take away another mans faith and credit, by 
relling him, hee lyes. And it isa thing much to be laughed 
at, ( or to ſay better much tobe lamented) toſeethe great 
folly and raſh Peng paſteth in this kinde,and 
concerning this matter for they acknowledging in theſe 
their Lawes, and Duels, what a great obligation they 
hauc to maintaine this cheir faith, reputartian, and credit, 
by alwaycs ſaying, and treating truth, vpon the very leaft 
alper{ion, ſhadowe, or note of fallhood, they riſen it ſo 
much, char they fticke not to fall -into a worſe finne 
ſuch as isa very Lyeieſclfe, a loudelyc, by lying ſoeafily, 
and ordinarily, as ſome doe. I aske the queſtion; which is 
worle, to bec lame, or crooked, or to fayſach a one is ſo, 
when as there is no ſuch thing ? Certainly, itis much worſe 
to be ſo, then to be ſayd, tobe ſo. Andto him, thatis not 
ſo, methinkes he ſhould make bur lietle reckoning of what 
they fay in that kinde; and ſhould rather indeauour to 
flye from any defaulrin himſelfe, then from the bare opi- 
nion and ſhadowe thereof. Now a lye, being a greater ill, 
and a farre fouler default then all theſe, mcn fall fo cafily 
thercinto, and make ſo little ſcruple of Lying, and more 
Lying, vying Lye vpon lye ; yea cuenthoſe, that will la 
downe their life, rather then indure that men ſhould ecll 
them they Lyc, though chemſclucs know they lye, and 
that they lye not, who tell them they lye, being onely of- 
fended with them, that they will not rake a Lye, fora truth; 
orat leaſt let them goe away with it, without the leaſt 
reproofe or contradition, which ingenious natures can 


hardly indure, eſpecially when chey know that they arc in - 
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tie right, and the other in the wrong. Certainely, of all 
other Vices, Lying, is the moſt vnworthy noble and gentle 
blood. Andit is fuch a Labrinth, that' the more a man 
{cekes to get out of tt, the more he findes himſlfe onr of 
the way. So that a man ſtriving to getour of onelye, falls 
into another,and from that to a third,and all of them worſe 
then the former. Heere I will aduertiſe by the way, that 
it 15.4 common and vſuall Language with your Courrtiers, 
which may {ceme to carryea ſhew of truth, but indeedeis 
fuil of lyes and fallehood. Andthis it is : When they will 
cumply in words, with them who recommend themſc]ues 
or ticir ſuites vnto them, they ſay ; Sir vſe you your beſt 
diligences, ior I will doc my part, and God knowes, thar 
I baue, and doc that, which belongs to mee; And true 
it is ; tor God knowes, that his part, is to lyec, and onely to 
compliment with this poore pretender, and to doe nothing 
atall in that, which hepretendeth, Tapply my ſelfe, to thar 
olde and ancient language of the Noblemen of Caftile, in- 
grauen onthe {word,of Cid R#i DiaX.S1,fi, no,no, yea yea 
nay, nay,which is a Leſſon, thar is raught vs by our Sa- 
uiour C/h7:/t in his holy Goſpell. This is that, which be- 
fitteth all men, bur more eſpecially Kings ; for; to indearc 
thisor that mans truth, we viually ſay, 2xe tiene palabra 
de Rey: Thata King cannot: keepe his word, better then 
hee doth,. or is more preciſe of his promiſe, And there- 
forc I hold for certaine, that that which P/ato yeelds vnto 
anal and Magiſtrates concerning this point, if it bee well 
vnderſtoodyis not to lye, but to vie ſtratagemes and poli- 

ticke deuiles, for to'defeate and decciue the enemies ſpyes, 
and Intelligencers. And I very well remember that my ſelfe 
communicating this conceit, vpon occaſion, with one of the 
learnedſt men, and greateſt Plaron:ts, that this Age affor- 
ded, he approued of it,and did much commend it;for,as con: 
cerning that truth and faith, whereof wenow treate, Plato 
himſelfe, and all other the good Philoſophers, teach'the

Whence, it followeth ; That things continuing in 
the ſame Eſtate, a man may not, for the conuenicnces of his 
priuatc profir, be wanting to his promiſe: And to maintaine 
the contraric, is to lay trapps againſt the truth of fairh,and 
coarme policie againſt the religion of an oath. In a word, 
all doc reſoluc, that all promiſesare to be kept, and that no 
daceite or fairhlefle dealing ought to be tolerated. Andthe 
reaſon, whereupon they ground it, is common , for that fi- 
delites eft fundamewtars InſlitiegFaithfullneſle is the founda- 
tion of Tuſtice,andall ContraQarion ; And that this being 


without the which the world cannot be conſerued. For 
they, not reſting aſſured, thar thar which is promiſed, ſhall 
be performed, they will not truſt one another. Marcw 
Twllizs, ſayth very well, that this humane faith is ſo necelſs 
ſary amongſt men, that, euen Thicucs and Pyrates could 


not liue, if they werenor truc _— themſelues,and kept.

neſt, ought to keepe their word, yet much more carcfully 
ought Kings, and Princes; for there is nothing more vn- 
worthy them, then to faylcin their faith, and word, which 
edouc all carthly things they ought to keepe, and cumply 
with all, becauſe they arc as Gods vpon carth,and the Head 
ofrhcir people. VVhercfore, their ſingle word ought to be as 
an Oracle, and to be more firme, ſurc, and of greater credir, 
then any bondorobligation wharſocucr that is ſcaled and 
figned with an oath.

And thattherforc their ſecretes & myſterics,arc not to be di- 
vulged,and made common, no not to his necreſt Minions and 
Fauourites;& when at moſt, but to ſome one particular priuae 
do,and that vpon very good & iuſt cauſe. Our Sauiour Chrift, 
once, (vpon neceſlary occaſio)diſcouered a ſecret tohis great 
Priaade, or fauourite, S. John, but it was with theſe circum- 
ſtances; Thathcerold it him in his care, forbidding him to 
ſpeake therof vnto any. And becauſe,neither by ſignes,or any 
other outward demonſtration, he might make it knowen, he 
"bound vpall his ſenſes in a deepe and profonnd ſleepe, to the 
end, that by none of them, he might cxpreſle that, which it 
bchooued him toconceale.Great is the importancie of ſecre- 
cie,&the authoritie which it giues to the indgements,& mo- 
tives of thoſe that gouerne. For,if all might know the cauſes, 
which-mone a Prince to'make this or char prouiſion,to giue, 
this this or iudgement,to pardon,orto puniſh,tocraue,or to 
gue, many cenſures wold paſſe vpo it, & it might cauſe many 
ſcandalls & alterations in a Comon-wealth. Andtherfore ir 


much concerneth ſo ſupremea Maicſty not to ſaffer the ſecret 


which is ſhutvp in his boſome,tobepnbliſhed to the world. 
And in ſome caſes, iemay come to be amorral ſio,when ſuch 
things as are aduertiſed a king,& ſuch Memorials as are ginen 
him firmed&&ſigned withthisortharmans hand, he ſhalſhew

7/ocretes afhrmeth, that there is not 
any Peſtilence more pernicious and prziudiciall ro Kings, 
then the flattererz and aduiſeth them, that they ſhould 
(bunne them chat applaud all that they ſay, or doe 3 but 
ſhould cheriſh and make much of thoſe, who in good 
tcarmes tell them their errours ; for theſe are true friends 
and loyall ſubicRts, and thoſe other, kinde enemies and 
familiar Traytours, who with the ſofc ſilken ſcarfe of 
ſmoeth-tongued. flatterie gently ſtrangie them, receiuing, 
but not perceiuing their death, like little children that in- 
ſenſibly fall aſleepe, being lull'd in their nurſes lapps.

with them, and held thoſe hearts to be baſeand vile, which 
did vſc the like feigned courteſies. And the two Sexer;, 
Alexander exSeptimm-:did ſeucrely proſecute thele beaſts, 
and purſued them to the death, as moſt miſcheivous to 
a Common-wealth. Theodoricus, ſtabd one of his ſcruants, 
becauſe thinking thereby to pleaſe him, and to curry fa- 
uour with him, he had changed his Religion. And the Athe» 
nians, beheaded an Embaſſadour of theirs, whom they 
imployed to the King of Perſia, becauſe in an inſinuating 
and flattering kinde of falhion, hee made his entrance, 
when hee came to haue his Audience, with great ſubmiſ- 
ſions, and thereupon enated a Law, whereby they con- 
demned flatterers to death. And the Emperours, 4rcadimus 
and Howorins ordeyned the like in their Lawes, And good 
King Dasid did well inſtrut Kings, how they were to 
deale with theſe Traytors, in that rigorous chaſticement, 
which hee exerciſed on an CAmalakite, who thovght to 
winne his fzuour by bringing him newes of $auls deathz 
whom preſencly there vpon the place in his own preſence, 
hee cauſed to be ſlaine. This kingly Prophet, did hate 
them exceedingly, and was much the more wary and 
heedefull' of them, as being the Diuells Miniſters, and be- 

ing 
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ing inſtrated by him,in the trade of counterfeite gilding, 
and laying oyle colours on ruſty yron, wherein hee had 
ſo played the cunning merchant with our firſt parents,& 
met with ſuch good and rich 1nayes. And thereforedid 
ſo earneſtly beg of God, that not one drop of that oyle 
of theſe Traders with Hell, might rouch his head. 0/exw 
autem peccatorss, non impinguet caput menms: Letnortheir 
precious oyle make fatte my head. For that ſoft and 
ſweete oyntment of theirs, is full of poyſon. Others, 
tranſlate it, Now ſrangat : Let it not breakemy head, For, 
though their words ſceme to be like oyle, or Balſamum 
that is powred forth, yet are they {harpe arrowes, and 
deadly Darts. This oyle,or Balſamum ( faith Ceſiodorns) 
is flatterie, which is an inuenticn ofthe Dijuells to bereaue 
men of their ſences. He tooke. this courſe with the firſt of 
men, and neither hath, nor will giue ouerrill hee haue 
made an end ( if hee can) with thelaſt. For great is that 
vngodly gaine which hee maketh by this kinde of mer- 
chandiſe. With this pleaſant bath, and mouth-oyntmenr 
hee came to our firſt parents, and began to ſmooth, and 
annoynt: them with his inticing flatteries, telling them, 
that rhey ſhould be no whit inferiour vnto God, if they 
would bur taſte of the forbidden fruir. They (vnfortu- 
nate therein ) belceu'd it, And who is he, that knowes not 
what a bad bargaine they madc of it, and what greatloſſe 
they ſuftained ? And what an ill marker, they make, and 
what they looſe by their trading, who by theſe fomenta- 
tions, ſuffer the crowne of rheir head to be annoynted? 
The fall of that Prince, is very necre at hand, if notvery- 
certaine, that lets his carcs ye open to the like lyes; for 
by liſtning vnto Sycophants and Flatterers, good kings 
haue become bad, and by dancing after their pipe, and 
gouerningthemſelues by their aduiſe, Kings and kingdomes 
haue cometo ruine. Commodum, inuenem imperatorem, pers _— 
diderwnt : ( faith: Herodian.) They vndid thereby -—- 0s 
Pero? 
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Emperour Commodus. They likewiſe (faith Platarke) were 
the cauſe of the diſaſtrous death of 1/ius Ceſar, and of 
diucrſe others. And as ſome wiſe and holy Saints hauec 
obſerucd, many more Kings and kingdomes haue beene 
vndone by flatterers, then by the warrs , for they are the 
rootes and beginning of all miſchiefes, and all the pub- 
licke miſcries of Common. wealths, are to be attributed 
vnto them. Let Kings in this particular be well aduiſed, 
and not ſuffer themſelucs to be deceiued, nor to haue duſt 
throwen in their eyes, that they may not ſec the hurt, 
which flateery cauſeth. S.eromſaith,that it 1s an vnlucky 
ſarre, and an vnfortunart fate, or Conſtellation, that thus 
leades the ſoule and heart afide with flatterics, and carries 
them which way they liſt. For although by firs, we ſee 
the face of our owne ſhame vn-masked, and know 
our ſelues to be vnworthy of what we heare, yet inward- 
ly wee rcioyce thereat; like vnto thoſe, who by fortunc- 
rellers, being told their good fortune, take pleaſure in 
= jibe of it, though they finde it afterwards to bec 
ad. : 

The remedy againſt this, is that which the Holy Ghoſt 
ſetterh downe vato vs. To wit, That wee ſhould ſowe 
our cares with buſhes and thornes, that chey may paine 
and pricke his tongue that ſhall come to court them with 
flatteries. Let Kings haue reprehenſion and chaſticemenr 
in readineſle againſt rheſe plotters and impoſtors. Plus 
enim perſequitur lingua adulatoris, quam manus inter fecto- 
16: For a flatterers tongue does more harme, thena mur- 


derers hand. Seneca in his Epiſtles, tells vs how exceeding 


ly Alexander the Great was incenſed againſt his friends, 


Seneca.egiftv24 becauſe they tolde him, that hee was the Sonneof a God. 


Hee told them they ly'd. And hee was in the right. For 

all thar fatter, lye; and that is not to be belecu-d which

what good dorhy their\commendation doe mee, if thar ace 
cuſe mee? And'in caſe thar* they doe'hot doe this' baſe 
office, bur that they'themſclacs footh vp themſdues, and 
beleene that of themſelues, which they are 'not;' this, of 
all other adulation, is the' worſt, and rhe moſt'-incurable, 
becauſe itariſeth from ſelfe- lone, and'a proper eſtimation 
of our owne worth, whietvis that inward flatterer' which 
we all beare about vs-in'our owne boſomes, and are wil- 
ling to intcertane his falſe perſwaſions,' For hee thar is flat- 
tered by another; doth ſometimes know, * that all is Lycs 
and adularion, 'which they telthim, and makes #gameand 
ſcoffe of it, which hee: doth nor- doe; when it proccedes - 
from himſclfe, but'doth rather defire; that all ſhould fa- 
uour' him in! this'his opinion ;* And it is a' ſtrange thing, 
and mnch ro: be wondred at; that without himſelfe, and 
in another, a/ man! {Kould ſo: aflly? perctiveadulation, and 
ſhould not ſee'it- in himſelfe. But the reaſon of it is;Thar 
ſome docreſt ſo well fatisficd of themſelnes, that all what- 
ſocuer they imagine-1ntheir owne conceit, they opinion it 
to be truly in them, and to/betheir due. © + *- 

Ler vs therefore conclude this diſcourfe, with adaifing 
Kings,thatir is baſenefle in a breſt and heart thar is tru- 
ly noble and 'royall, ro ſuffer himſelfe to be ſo lightly 
led away by men of ſuch: vile thoughts, and baſc*preten» 
ſions, which follow more a Prince his” fortune; then his 
Perſon. They fearc:not his hurt, nor pitric'his paines,for 
that they are Traytours, and cafily vary from their faith 
and loyaltic, and paſſe ouer to anorher. They flatter this 
man, and backbire thats They ſooth one,and flontanorher. 
Their tongues; are like dondle fawes;whi aye on both 
lides, which: comming and” going; cut whereſocuer they 
come, and lice :and mince*aff thar*they' light 'vpon, not 
ſparingany man. There is no truſting of theſe men; nor can 
we (afcly hauc: _ todoe' with them ; for, to ſeruetheir 
turne, they haue ſtill ryo contrary weapotis teady _—_— 
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and with one = the. WR _ make. vie. of them 


both, One while they. lyc,. apd another while ſpcake 
truth, bur flatter in both. Yee tongue droppeth forth 
words of hony, and their lips are canded with Sugar ; 
for they know, that in Kings hauſes much ſweete meatcs 
are ſpent,aud they hold him that (ball: ſeaſon things with 
2 cagtrary reliſh for their palate, to be offenſive and trou- 
bleſome, pk. it will not goc downe with them, ſo harſh 
doth it ſecme vnto them in the ſwallowing. King Abb 
renders ng other reaſon of his hatred towards the Prophet 
Micah, but becauſe heg did not ſpeake pleaſing things,and 
luch 4s gid agree with bis guſte and-palatc ; for hee that 
is accuſtomed to this kindeof dict, wili bardly be brought 
2 Chron.13.7- tg digeſt any other. ,Qaia. non prophetar.ewibi bonnm,ſed 
maluw ( ſaixhthe text.) There is yer one wan, by whom 
wee may. inquire of the Lords Bus I hate him, for hee

had fgnificd ſome truthes vato him, but hee did not like 
well o _ zfor thoſe cares, that have bene. accuſto-

For when that ſpiritfull ſenſe ofthe ſight faileth them, 
which ſhould be their Guide, they make vſe of this more 
orolle and matcriall ſenſe by groping and fecling the walls. 
Is cacus eft, (5 mans tentans, (ſaid Saint Peter )and S. , ,.. 
Ambroſe; 2uod Taity probamm, que oculis probare non ambrliv.c.' 
poſſamus, That wee prone thoſe things by Touching, 5xanc-9. 
Which wee cannot try by the eyes. 
Some of the qualities of this ſence, which appertaine tg 
Kings, bath already beene handled in thoſe that wentbee 
fore; all of them, hauing their delight, which wee com- 
monly call Guttce, or Taſte. That- which remaineth, is to 
aduiſe them, to beware thereof, if they will nor die by 
their owne hands, for ic is an ill and vnruly bcaſt, and 
makes men brutiſh and beaſtly. S.8fi/ ſaith thereof; That g,g.b.ge ven 
of all the other ſences it is the moſt pernicious, becauſe Yngiair. = 
It trailes and draggs the reſt after it, or ſeemed to haue 
hired them, to ſerueir init's pleaſures and delights,makin 
them pay it tribute and cuſtome of all their gaines nd 
mana vp +: For, that which the cies ſee, the cares, heare, 
the noſe ſmells, and the heart deſires, is onely therewith 
to ſerue this ſence, lettingit ſhare with them, and inuiting 
it to take part of their beſt and choyſeſt morſelils, The 
reſt haue recourſe but to one thing ; this, to all ; nothing 
comes amiſle to it, it lays hand onall . The reſt are but 
as the Media, and breues diſpoſitiones. But this is the 
fins, or end, which all doe pretend. To touch that, which 
is not lawfull, doth diſcompoſe and put the heart out 
of order and confoundeth mans ſoule.For thence ( faith $. 
Bersard )firſt ariſe euill thoughts, fowle motions, then con- zou dc inet 
ſent, next AR,and laſtly-Death. It isnot fitwe ſhould ſuf- dmc 39. 
fer flaxe to come to neere, theflame,nor isit itconuenicnt, 
that man ſhonld Regaler and cocker vp himfelfe with this

rent danger.And ler not kings thinke,becauſe theyare kings, 

that they are free from thisTyranc,bur in rhatthey arckings, 

are ſo daintilie bread, ſo deliciouſly fed, and make ſo much of 
themſclues,they are more ſubjc& chereunto,tor that their nas 

eurall condition, conformes ir ſelfe more to it's guſtc,& plea. 

fare,and is a grear friend of Regalos, of daintinefle, and nice 

vlage,of fine linnen,fott raiment, choice deliacies,and all that 

wh-ch cauſeth delight, & prouoxeth pleaſure. And in Courts, 

. .and Kings Pallaces, and in the houſes of Princes and 
*Talnyaf. great Perſons, theſe things are in greateſt requeſt. Fece, 
«qi in vefte pret'oſa ſunt (+ delicys, in domibus Regum 
fant, Beho'd, rhey which are gorgeouſly apparclied, 
.and live dclicarely, are in Kings Courts. Soſays our Sa- 
-uiour Chrif, And many dingers doe they runne, who 
encaſure out all their life by the Comp.iſſe of Contents, 
-and paſſe times, that goe cloatt cd in Si'kes ard Velvetts 
and arc continua!ly « onuerfant amidſt the ſweeteſt per. 
fimmes, the purcſt Holland, the fineſt Damaske, and the 
richeſt cloathes of Silke and Gold. Yet for all this doe 
nor I fav, That Princes, and great Lords, living in this 
Stare and Pompe, cannot eo nom:me bee faued, but to 
ſhew that in all Eſtates there is a grear deale of danger, 
bur much more in your daintier, and nicer. fort of peop'e: 
Nor will I with all my force firaine. this vnto Kings, as 
well witting, what their Eſtate. and Greatneſſe, doth admit 
and require. And that as Naturedid diflercnce them from 
the reſt both |in b'ood, and birth, fo likewiſe ought there 
to. be a diſtinaion in their dict, .raiment, and in thefor- 
n'ſhing and adorning of. their houſes. But I ſay that, which 
cannot. be denicd, that in cxcuſc of this their tate and 
F | Conuenicncie, 
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conucniencie,they take vnto themſelues heercein roo large ali. 
cence,and paſſe ro ſoone from the foote,to the hand; & from 
the hand, to the mouth; making ofan inch ancll,and of an, 
clll an Aker.So hard a marter is it for great Princes to mode» 
rate themſelues,and vſe a meane. And that Heathen was nor 
much wide of the marke,who ſayd in the Senate, That char 
is an vnfortunate Eſtate, that obligetha man to live alwayes 
vp to theeycs grazing in his pleaſures and delightes: And 
that itisa very bad Omen, for a man, toliue all his life time, 
according to the ſauour and guſte of his palate. Conſaetads- 
nem nullam peiorems eſſe, quam vt ſemper vinat quis ad 40- 
[uptatem:Therc isnot any cuſtome ſo bad, as that of a mans 
liuing according to his owne pleaſure. Such men, arc ra- 
cher tobe pittied, then enuicd ; for there is not that hower 
of their contents and deiightes, which doth nor pay it's 
tribure of reares and ſorrow. One!y for to pleaſe and fa- 
tisfie this ſenſe, and to recreate that of the fight, have fo 
many Artes bcene inucnted, ſo many forts of Trades,and 
Trades-men ſer a worke, ſo much varictic of faſhions and. 
coſtly. cloathes, ſuch a world of curious Silkes, Lawnes, 
Cambricks, and Hollands, ſuch .large- beds,rich bedding, 
ſumptuousbed-ſteds,ſo ſenſuall,and to over nice and dainty, 
that it may well be queſtioned whether is greater, the- 
coſtlineſſe or the curioſttic;therichneſſe,or the ryor occaſio-- 
ned by them? Nor(whichis the miſeric ofit)is it yet known, . 
whether or how farre. this Humour will extend ir ſelfe. But: 
ſure I am, thatthcreby houſes are diſordred,,much monyecs 
conſumed, ancient Inhcritances -ſolde away, and: a thou- 
fand other inconueniences introduced. And (to. ſay the. 
trurh ) : this ſenſe hath not ncede of-ſo much nicerie, but 
abuſe hach now brought it to that paſſe, thar it hathino: 
ſooner a hiking to a thing, bur. it .greedily runn's after it, 
as 2 beaſt that is put into 2 freſh. ground, runnes vpand: 
downe, ſmelling out-the choice, grafſe, and will nor bire: 
but at the ſweeteſt. Bur he that. doth Rege/ar,and pamper: 
VP; 
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vp this ſenſe moſt, doth-moſt; of all make ie his enemie, 


Which will never giue him ouer tilt it have vadone him. 


This is ſo large a Theame, and ſo copious a ſubieR, 
that if I ſhould heere write and ſet dewne all that,which 
in this kinde would fairly offer it felte, I muſt be drinen 
much to. inlarge my pen.

haue examples of Kings good ſtore, and of ancient and 
moderne Kingdomes, forraine, and domeſtick. Thefirſt 
ſhall be of Charles the 8. King of France, in whom vo- 
lJuptuouſnefſe and delights, wrought ſo great an alterati- 
on in that his moft fortunate and happy entrance,which 


hee made into 7t4ly ; where withour putting hand to his 
. ſword, hee became Maſter of all the whole Kingdome of 


Naples, and did fo amuze and affright all the World,that 


che Great Turke was afraid of being ouer-runne by him, 


and many of his Commaunders, which had the keeping 
of his Fortes on that Coaſt, forſooke them and fled. And 
if that King had bur well followed that Enterprize, hee 
had bcene Lord of all Greece.

vertue, not onely their liucs, but their foules, are like to in- 
curre the great danger.. For like theeucs in a mans owne

one, ſome while another, are neuer: from their elbow; ill 
they deliuer them ouer into the hands of deathy or at leaſt 
hoxe their courage , and cut off their health. VVhichin 
good Kings ſo much importcth, and which all menadefirc 
may be long and proſperous. The want whereof inwparti- 
cular perſon imporecth little 5 but in them it mattereth 
much, in regard of the great loſſe which the Common- 
wealth thereby receiueth. For on their welfare, deth 
the generall comfort and government of the whole king-

Let then the concluſion of this diſcourſe be,That Kings 
ought to keepe an orderly and temperatediet, hauing more 
_ regard to the Jaw of Nature, and vnto Chriſtianreafſon, 
then to their greatnes of ſtate, and Maiefſtic of Empire>And 
to carry themſclues amidſt ſo many occaſions of pleaſures 
and delights with that modeſticand moderation, as ifthey 
were without them, if they haue a mindeto preſerue their 
bodies and thcir ſoules nealchs; and to giue vnto all a good 
example; which is another (as already hath beene ſaid) fo 


powerfull a remedy for ro perſwade other Princes and Po- 
Z tentates 
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rentates of hjs:kingdome; tothe embracing of this vertye. 
And beſides that obſcruation of Hipocrates, Buod plares 
cecidit guls , quam gladiue : That ſurfeiting bath killed 
more then the ſword. Let-thoſe that place all their care in 
theſe their delights and pleaſures , conſider that ſaying of 
Cats, T hat our much carefulneſſein this, cauſeth much for- 
petfulneſſe of God. And there are ſomethar count ir an 
honour and reputation vnto them to cate and to drinke,

decreaſeth : what wealth can aman have, that wilt (office for 
the arraying and apparrelling of women, as alfofor the clo- 
thing of men, which is no lefle vicious, and expencefull then 
theirs? What doth it benefit vs, tharthe riches of our times 
are greater then thoſe of our predeceſfours, if our expences 
be more exceffine? By running on in this fauifb courſe, great 
andancient houfes bane beene brought to nothing, and new 
ones haue ſtarted vp in their roome, borne and bred in bad 
Trades, and worſe manners, whoalwayes hanca ſmacke with 
them, or fometouch orother oftheir former meanerfortune. 
And for this cauſe onely, are there ſo many misfortimes'and 
diforders in the houſes of many your ordinary and cothmon 
ſort of people, and cuen in ſome of thoſe thar are of meancr. 
ranke.For they had rather periſtrand vndoethemſelues,then 
to be accounted needy and'poore: *And without donbr, the 
moſt of their ſubſtance is ſpenit in trieare, and clothes. Which 
vice ſhame wonld moderarc in them. Burthe feareoffeeming

And hence 7 Avomyy: your- 
bribericy, corruptions; ſabornations, andiniuſtice. For nc- 
ceffitie;the mother of vice; and that whichinakes (as Se 
theold wife trott; NNts,' 
to free chemſelmes f 
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which they will not giue way vnto ; andall, becauſe they will 
not lacke theſe inſtruments of their guſtes, nor want the ap- 
parence of Maieſtic in their houſes. | 
And another no lefſe miſchiefe then the former, is the inc- 
qualitic in the eſtates, and qualities of the perſons; and the 
equalitie wherewith the ſaid accoutrements both in meate 
and apparrell is vſed. For (as Plato faith) in a well ordered 
commonwealth, all ought to be equall.. And yet we ſee, that 
meane women, that haue neither meanes nor qualitic, wearc 
Kirtles, Peticoates, and Gownes of cloth of gold, and.-rich 
imbroderics, that Queenes can ſcarce weare better, And as 
for our ordinary ſort of men, there are very few of them,but 
will go in ſuch good clothes, that Kings can nor bee better 
clad, Of the Emperour, T #brria# Ceſar, Tacitus reporteth, 
that by a Decree of the Senate, he did prohibite men the wea- 
ring of gownes of ſilke,ſaying, Thatthey did diſgrace them- 
ſclucs by putting on ſuch an effcminatc habite, And of the 
Emperour .4#rel; it is noted, that hee did not -onely-not 
weareilke, but would not.ſo much as ſufferany to bein his 
wardrope, ſaying, 'That hee would nor. buy clothes, at the 
weight of gold. And Lampridias ſaith, That the firſt Empes» 


rour that cucr had any Wardrobe, was that wicked and luxu- 
rious Emperour Heliggebalus. Scipio Aphricanus, and Alex- 


ander Magnus, were very fingular. in this carclefle manly 
wearc, whercot others are ſo curiqully carefull. . And let vs 
ſay no.more hereof, then what 7/ocrazes ſaid, writing to his 
King, Haue a care (ſaith he) of the. things of particular per- 
ſons, and, thinks that thoſe that live at. lagh, and- excellive 
rates, waſteand ſpend out of thy treaſure, and that thoſe thar 
take painesto ſcrape vp a little mucke , and toget into ſome 
wealth by their thrift, arc theonely men that fill your coffers, 
and increaſe yqur treaſure, For the SubicRs purſe is, as the 
Kings owne.purſe,if he rule and gouexne well; But when men 
ſhall apt bauc megnes ſufficient tor:$0.ſupply charexceſſe. in 
dict,anddethes, which vice and mans fooliſh pride; hath in-

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troduced, how is it poflible that they ſhould. ſerue and aſht 
their King in the neceflary occaſions of the kingdome 2:it.is 

impolhble bur that there muſt; be a failipgin;thegne; being 
tharthe cnds are ſo oppoſite. , How canthey haue anyihearr 
or guſte for the one, hauing. placed all their care and content 
in 6 other? And queſtionleſle; if theſe ſuperfluities were ta-

ken away, the Subic& would.haue; wealth cnough, and then 
it wouldneuer gricuc them to part with, partthereof i their 
Kings,orto ſpend it.in his ſcruice.But that whichis now per- 
mitted amongſt vs, is the ſams which, the Romans permig- 
red, and procured in the Nations, they had ſubdued, jor:to 
conkims and care (Em Ag.to keepe-themiathe, bereer 
obedience. But jn their owne commonwealth they did eyer- 
more fearc it, and ſeckerocexculc it. What Prince hath there 
cuer beene, cither of thoſethat-were held to be good or indib- 
ferent, that did nor treqte of this remedie? Notany, Yet they 
did moſt of themerre jn the, magner. // {4p wh 
Now, to remedic this cxeeſle, experience hath and doth: 
ſhew vnto vs, that it is not the penaltic, nor rigour of the 
Lawes and Statutes that our Anceſtours ſcemed to haue cr- 
red in, who by tholepenaltics alone, thought toamendtheſe 
extrauagancies.intheir ſubic&s. But the cure of this exarbj- 
tancie is that which the Ancicntdid preſcribe, and we haye 
declared, touching thecxamp'e of Kings, and of their imita- 
tion. The deſire of giuing them contensgis more powerfull, 
with them, then the feare of puniſhment. . This doctrine T4, 
cits taught, rendering the reaſon, of that temperance and, 
moderation, which was in the Emperour Fen us time, 
in clothes and dict,, and in the vitious ſuperfluitic of theſe; 
vices. And aftcr that he bath gope varying from one. realop. 
to another, he ſaith, Thatehis Prince was the principall, Ae. 
thor.of that Iingnede ang thrifrineſſe among. the Ro-, 
manes of thoſe times in their waſtfull expencesz by;cxerci>: 
ſing himſclfe in that their ancient manger gf liging in, mattex 
ofreaingenance,apparelIand the Ls And hencelt 
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tharall his ſubie&s did he like, conforming themſelues ac- 
cording to his faſhion, their reſpe@to _ Ince, and their 
defire co-imitate him, prevailing more with them, then the 
puniſhmentor feare of the Lawes. And this is a ſure and 
found point of doarine, and of that grear conſequence, that 
it never ought to ſlip out ofthe memorie and good liking of 
Kings, and-thcir principall Miniſters, as being the mirrour 
or looking glafſe wherein the Subiedts fe and behold whe- 
ther their manners be foule or faire, become or not become 
them, according to the liking which they take from their ſu- 
pcriours. | | i * 

Of Auguſtine Cafar, Dion reporteth , That becauſe hee 
would not weare ſuch clothes, as were prohibited by his 
Lawes, there was not a man in all his Empire that did offer 


to putthem on. Comporitar Orbs (faith Clendian) Regis 


ad exemplar, nec ſic inflettere ſenſus Hamanos eaitta valent, 
quam vita regents, The whole world ſhapes and faſhions ir 


ſelfe according to the pateerne their King ſets before them, 


nor can Ediats and Decrees worke ſo much vpon mens hu- 
mours, as the life of bim that ruleth.Of all the reafons what- 
ſoeuer-that thewir of man can deviſe, there is not any more 
cfleualFto perfwade herd and difficult things, then the cx- 


ample of Kings. Ler therefore a Prince lay a more hard and. 


cruell puniſhment.vpon them, then either. impriſonment, ba- 
niſhment;or ſome-ſound fine, orpecuniary mul&, as not to 
doc them any grace or fauour,or nottoaffoord a good looke 
on him, that ſhall! not imitate and foilow. his fathion. For 
there is no man ſuch a foole, that will looſe the fruite of his 


hope, for notapparelling himſelfe after this or that manner, . 


2s he ſecs the Prince himſelfeis contented to go. Let Kings 
amend this faultin cthemſcſnes,and then his Pecres, and other 


cher inferiours, will not be aſhamed to imitate them: Fpray 


tell me,ifmen oftlie baſer and meaner condition ſhould one- 


ly-bethoſe;that were vicious in their meateand clothes,who - 
wouldimitate them therein? Aﬀſuredly none; All would be.

ſes thatare bred in their mindes,and in their time breake our. 
I would hauc this imitation to bee the remedie for this ſo 
greatan ill, for neither penalties nor fearc of puniſbmene will 
doeany good vpon them. Fer hee that will not forbeare to 
ſinnefor feare of Gods Law, will hardly refraine from mans. 
Let Kings therefore ſay and doe thoſe things,that they would 
hauec their Subie&s fay and doc. And let their fauourites, 
and thoſethat are neareſt about them, runne the like courſe, 
andlet it extend tothe better ſort, and thoſe thatare of ranke 
and qualitic; for by this mcane it will deſcend to thoſe like- 
wiſe that are of meaner condition : and then ſhall they ſee, 
how much more good it will worke, then cither lawes or pu- 
niſhment. And thisis the more naturall of the two; for the 


- one is founded vpon imitation, andthe other grounded vpon 


feare. And men doe more caſily imitate thoſe better things 
which they ſec aQually put in execution, then depart from 


thoſe worſer things, which they cither heare or know to be 


prohibited. And when they {hall ſee that their ſupcriours, 
and thoſe that arc in place and authoririe, command one 
thing and doc another, they neither dread their threatnings, 
nor obey their commandements. For perceiuing that they 
doe but imitate their a&ions, they perſwade themſcloes thar 
nonecan, without bluthing, puniſh the ſame ſinne in them. 
Salaſt did aduiſe Ceſar in the entrance to his Empire, thar 
if he would order his commonwealth aright, he ſhould firſt 
of all begin with reformation in himſelfe , and his; (as ?livy 
faith) Fits Principis cenſurs eff, caque A vs; 4d banc di- 
ricimur, ad hanc convertimar.” The lie E Prince is 2 pcr- 
peruall cenſure ; and according thereuntodaec we guide atid 
gouctne our-ſelucs; And ler itnor Teeme vnto any, that tlits 


remedie of the imitation of Kings is low, and'long, and will 
askea great deale' of time; for whetethere ismet together, 
avawecintt's cconter, whatſoeuct'maycorrpt ind hire 
that, which is capable of being corraphed, hen a either 
Kings nor their Lawes arc able ro hindet it in Vaine ts Te 
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indenourcd, or to be imagined, that that may bee cured in a

Andit is aknowne caſe, that people by pu- 
nilhment become obedient; but by pardoning,proud and in- 
folent. The ill and vicious, arc ſo poſlefſed and inabled in 
their vices, by their long continuance, that if Kings ſhould 
not ſhew ſome metrall and — would poſleſſe the 
world, and carry all things away: 2 them, in that violent 
manner,that the good ſhould not beableto liueamongſ the, 3a. is!. >r0- 
By chaſtifing rhe bad, (faith B/d#s) the good liue in (afery. __ C,ds 
And for this cauſe (and hot in vaine)according to? /ato 
others, were Eawes inſtituted, and regall power, the ſtroke of 
the ſword, the diſcipline of the Clergie, and the common 
hangmans whip,all of them as —_— 
4. Elements, by which weline & breathe Let Kings take this 
from me,and belecue it, That that commonyealth is in great 
er, where the Kings reputation gocs the 
force of Tuſtice looſeth it's ſtrength. af. 
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and go on in them. Here a remiſſe Prince is a ſharpe ſword, 
and doth ncuer more grieuouſly puniſh then when hee doth 
moſt pardon. Puniſhmentand chaſtiſement oncly offend the 
delinquent ; but remiſſion, 4s ley, al Rey, y ls Grey, the Law, 
King, and people. By remiſhen, Lawes and Kings grow in 
contempt, and the whole commonwealth infeted. Where- 
as by chaſtiſement the Law is obeyed and kept; the King 
fearcd and honoured, and the kingdome maintained in 

and iuſtice. I doe not treat here of thoſe cruell and rigorous 
puniſhments which ſome ſevere Iudges infli, for remedies 
and cures of ſo much rigour, are violent, and do ſooner kill, 
and make an end oftheir Subie&s, then heale and recouer 
them by little and little. Wherefore in point of correQion, a 
commonwealth muſt 'vſc a grear deale of caution and pru- 
dence. And for that hee who pretends by maine ſtrength to 
rcliſt rhe furious current of a ſwift riucr;or by roughneſle, to 
rame a head-ſtrong horſe, ſhall ſhew himſelfe as inſolent, as 


impertinent ; rigour with gent'cneſlc, and juſtice with mer- 


cic, will doc well : which if they go not hand in hand, and 
kiſſe cach other, they are both but the occaſion of greatcr 
corruption. For it is an erronious diſcourſe in thoſe that 
thinke, that publike conſecruation conſifteth in the execution 
of cruell chaſtiſements, and ſharpe 2nd rigorous ſentences, 
bee they of death or otherwiſe, For theſe doe rather diſpeo- 
ple, and deſolate, then corre& and amend a kingdome. And 
as it is a ſigne of bad Phyfirians, or ofa corrupe and infeQi. 
ous aire , to ſee many fall ſicke, and dye ; ſo likewiſe is it of 
carelcſſe Miniſters, and ill prenention, and of a contagious 
corruption-of vices, and cuill manners, whenthere are many 
criminall iudgements , many puniſhments, and cruell cha- 
ſtiſements. And who is he that knowes the principall cauſe 
thereof ? it may bee this, or it may bee that, or all together, 
howſocuer T am ſureit is all ill; And: in' a word, ſogrear, ſo 
vaiverſal], and ſo pernicious an ill, that if Chriſtian Kings 


carry not avery watchfull eye ouertheir Subiets manners, 
in 
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in not ſuffering them to flic our, they ſhall not, when they 
would, be able to.refraine them, and remedie what is amiſſc; 
forcuill cuſtomac being once habituated (according vnto Ga. 
len, and others) 1s an acquired nature, and engendreth an 
habice, which being mans naturall inclination, carries. him 
along after itz and fo great is his inclinatian to deli 


; tghts, and 
ſo many the prouocations,and ill examples which draw him 
chereunto, and poure oyle as it werevpon that fire , that if 
there be not the more diligence and care vſed inthe quench- 
ing of it, it muſtneceſlarily ſpread it ſelfe abroad, and extend 
it ſelfe daily more and more, and more eſpecially into thoſe 
Cities and- countrics where. there ts much commerce and 
trading in Merchavdiſe, and .in the Courts of Kings, where 
there is ſuch aconeourſe of diverſe and ſundrie nations, there 
being not any one of them which hath not ir's -proper-and 
peculiar vertues, as allo it's proper and peculiar vices. Their 
vertues men hardly take hold on; bue their vices,thoſe cleaue 
eaſily vnto them of themſelues: and by this their Commerce 
and Trading , remaine. cngrauen in their hearts. And what 
was before butan inclinatien, being now become a cuſtome, 
vice engendreth vice, and one appetite maketh way for ano- 
ther.. Lycurgwe faith, That it more importeth a State to ſee 
that it's Cities bee-not infeted with the ill cuſtomes and 
manners of Strangers,thento preſerue them from the plague, 
the peſtilence,or other the like contagious difcaſes. For theſe, 
Time aflwageth and conſumeth; bur thoſe,are with time in- 
creaſed and augmented; Three Embaſſadours of the Cretans, 
cach of them bcing of a different Se, made their ioynt eo- 
trance into Rome. The Senate gaue them audience. And 
Cats being there, whom (for his great authoritie) they-did 
much reuerence, and was indeed as an Oraclcamongſt them, 
gaue his vote, and opinion, that hee would hauc them: diſ- 
patcht thence with all poſhble ſpecd, before the corruption 
of their manners ſhould corrupt the Romane Common- 
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Plato Dial 2. 
de Legious: 


: This care ought Kings to take z and ſomuch the rather, 
for that they haue neuer a C70, that will tcl] them ; neuer a 
Councellour that will aduife them, that in no kinde of man- 
ner, nor vpon any occafion whatſocuer, ought they either in 
their Court, or kingdome, ſuffer any man (no though hee 
be an Ambaſſadour) to reſide there; being different in his 
Religion, manners, and Geremonies. For their treating and 
conuerſing with vs, ſerucs to noother purpoſe, bur to bring 
in vices, and baniſh vertues , to worke vpon weakeand wa- 
ucring mindes, and to draw the naturall Subie&s of another 
Prince, from Gods true worſhip, and due obſeruance of his 
divine Law. And this wasthe care of the Ancients of thoſe 
times, who would neuecr giue conſent and allowance, that 
there ſhould bee any thing intertained or receiued into their 
commonwealths, whereby mens mindes might grow cold, 
or be withdrawne in any one point or title from the worſhip 
and adoration of their Gods. And very fit for theſe times 
were that Law of the Perſians, which did puniſh him with 
death, that ſhould bring in any new vſe, or ſtrange cuſtome. 
And the Cretans, did in their ordinaric Letanies deſire, that 
no new cuſtome might enter into their city,which is as a con. 
tagious diſcaſe, and cleaueth as cloſe as the plague or peſti- 
lence. Nor did the Lawes of Egypt-permit any new tune in 
their Muſicke, or any new kinde of fong, vnleſſe they were 
firſt examined by thoſe that were in place of gouernment. 
Forcas Plate affirmeth) a. Commonwealth, as well as Mu- 
ſicke, admitterh changes ; And that for the auoiding of this 
miſchiefe, it ought not to be permitted, that there ſhould be 
introduced any new kinde of tunes, or Muficke, together 
wherewith mens mindes receiue fome change and alteration. 
eAriflotle did aduiſe thoſe that wou'd bee vertuous, that 
they ſhould not vſe Muſicke, nor muſicall inſtruments, to in- 
Cite them to be vicious. For Muſicke being a dinine gift, and 
very powerfull to moue the hearts of men, and to perſwadc 
the thing that is ſung, ifthey accuſtome themlſelues to Pay 
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and fing holy leſſons, & honeſt ſongs, they therby accuſtame 
themſclues to be honeſt and vertnous, 'And therefore anci. 
ently your Kings, a5 D4##4, the Prophets, anJ Prieſts , the 
bertcr to apply themſelues to contemplation, did vſe Mu- 
ſicke, wherewith they ſuſpended their ſenſes, and remained 
3s it were {wallowed vp in God. In a word, many men haue 
therewith beene robbed of their ſoules, and oftheir honours, 
and daily much hurt doth enſue thereby. For itis able ro doe 
much, and greate is the force and power which it hath oner 
mens manners. And if you will not beleeue me, obſerue bur 
the hurt, which your new wanton tunes, together with rhe 
Jaſciuious wordes , and geſticulations vſed in them , haue 
wrought of late amongſt nor onely the common, but better 
ſort of people. :

: This care ought Kings to take 3 and ſomuch the rather, 
for that they haue neuer a Cao, that will tell ther ; neuer a 
Councellour that will aduiſe them, that in no kinde of man- 
ner, nor vpon any occaſion whatſocuer, ought they either in 
their Court, or kingdome, ſuffer any man (no though hee 


be an Ambaſfadour) to reſide there; being different in his 


Religion, manners, and Geremonies. For their _— and 
conuerſing with vs, ſerucs to noother purpoſe, bur to bring 
in vices, and baniſh vertues , to worke vpon weakeand wa- 
ucring mindes, and to draw the naturall Subie&s of another 
Prince, from Gods true worſhip, and due obſeruance of his 
divine Law. And this wasthe care of the Ancients of thoſe 
times, who would neucr giue conſent and allowance, that 
there ſhould bee any thing intertained or receiued into their 
commonwealths, whereby mens mindes might grow cold, 


or be withdrawne in any one point or tittle from the worſhip 


and adoration of their Gods. And very fit for theſe times 


were that Law of the Perſians, which did puniſh him with 


death, that ſhould bring in any new vſe, or ſtrange cuſtome. 
And the Cretans, did in their ordinaric Letanies deſire, that 
no new cuſtome mighrenter into their city,which is as a con. 
tagious diſcaſe, and cleaueth as cloſe as the plague or peſti- 


lence. Nor did the Lawes of Egypt-permit any new tune in 


their Muſicke, or any new kinde of ſong, vnleſſe they were 
firſt examined by thoſe that were in place of goucrnment. 
For(as Plats affirmeth) a Commonwealth, as well as Mu- 
ſicke, admitterh changes ; And that for the auoiding of this 
miſchiefe, it ought not to be permitted, that there ſhould be 
introduced any new kinde of tunes, or Muficke, together 
wherewith mens mindes receiue fome change and alteration. 
eAriftotle did aduiſe thoſe that wou'd bee vertuous, that 
they ſhould not vſe Muſicke, nor muſicall inſtruments, to in- 
cite them to be vicious. For Muſicke being a diuine gift, and 


very powerfull to moue the hearts of men, and to perſwadc 


the thing that is ſung, if they accuſtome themſelueg to play 
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and fing holy leflons, & honeſt ſongs, they therby accuſtame 
chemſclues tobe honeſt and vertuous. *And therefore anci- 
cntly your Kings, as D4#id, the Prophets, anJ Prieſts , the 
better to apply themſelnes to contemplation, did vſe Mu- 
ſicke, wherewith they ſuſpended their ſenſes, and remained 
3s it were ſwallowed vp in God. In a word, many men haue 
therewith beene robbed of their ſoules, and of their honours, 
and daily much hurt doth enſue thereby. For itis able ro doe 
much, and greate is the force and power which it hath ouer 
mens manners. And if you will not beleeue me, obſerue bue 
the hurt, which your new wanton tunes, together with rhe 
Jaſciuious wordes , and geſticulations vſed in them , have 
wrought of late amongſt nor onely the common, bur better 
ſort of people.

Laſtly,that they bee very carcfull and watchfull ouer the 
whole kingdome, but more particularly ouer the Court, for 
from thence is diffuſed all the good, or ill ; as likewiſe in cur- 
calling the exceſſes of apparrell, the ſuperfluitics of feaſts and 
banquets, of gaming, of ſports, and paſtimes , of lightneſſe 
in behaujour, of licentiouſneſle in courting of women, and of 
thoſe waſtcfuli expences which might very well be excuſcd, 
in weddings, in iewells,and dreflings both inthe womenand 
the men. Then began Rome to grow ranke in Luxurie, and. 
prophanencſle, when your gilded bed. ſteds, your coſtly pa» 
uilions, your ſtately canopies, your ritch hangings, your cu- 
rious tables, your glorious ann. hues of plate, your gybing: 
Icfters, and your various Inſtruments of Muſicke were 
brought in, which werethen in great vſc and requeſt, for ta. 
prouoke and ſtirre vpthe appetite in thoſe their tedious and 


umptuous ſuppers; as if, for to goto hell, there were neede-

That there gre two ſorts of Louc, or friendſhip ; The one 
Intereſlall, or cum f@nore, whole end, is its. proper profit. 
The qther;hath with ic a more gentile & noble intent, which 
is,to louc and wiſh well tothat which deſerycth to bee _belo-. 
ued:and this is called {wor emicitie,the loucof friendſhip. 
Theother,,_A4mor concupiſcent;e, the louc of concupiſcence. 
And with very good reaſon, for that therein there. isnotto be. 


found the face-of true friendſhip. From theſe twa. Loues, 


as from two diucrſe rootes, ſpring forth ewo different ſorts 
of Fauorites. The one, who for their great parts and quali. 
ties haue deſerued to; carry after them, not only the good 


wills and affeiqns ofthcir equals, but cuenof, Kings them. 


ſelues. And wheathele ahiliticsare ſo extraordinary. and ad-: 


nantagious,; no man can deeme it inconuenient that Kings. 
ſhould moreparticulariy, and in a more extraordinary man-= 
ner, applytheir aftcion vnto them. Nay, it would rather 
lay.a ſpogand blemiſh-ypan thew, if notice ſhould be taken, 
thar. chey.cqually enterraine all, or por eftecme. and prize 


them-molt that merit moſt to be eſteemed. For in all good 


reaſon; there is no greater inequaliry, then to <quallall alike. 


Plato (aid very well, That there is not any virtue of that 
forge and cficacie, far to catch andſtcale away mens hearts. 


Nor hereig doe, we- need the reftimonies of Philoſophers,

there may be ſaid to bee friend{hip betweene a King and a 
Fauorite , for that their ſoules haue in their birth and begin»

And your nobleſt friendſbip procceds from the ſoule. Very 
famous and much cclebrated. was that friendſhip betwixe 
Prince 19nathan {the onely heire of the kingdome)and thar 
worthy noblc Dauid. And ſo greatwas the loue that was be- 
ewcene them, that the ſacred. Scripture ſaith , That «nzma I.Reg. 18,2. 
lonatha conglutinataerat enima Dauid, 7 dilexit euns Tona- 
thas quaſi eniman ſuem.Theſoulc of 1ovethan was knit with 
the ſoule of D avi4; and that loverhaen loucd him,as his owne 
ſoulc. And further afhrme, thatir is very fit and conuenient 
that Kings ſhould loue thoſe-with aduantage, that haue the 
aduantage of others in vertue, wiſedome,and learning. And 
ſuch ſhould be thoſe, that ſcrue and attend the perſons of 
Princes; for ordinarily, our of that Nurſery are theſe plants 
your Fauqurites drawne. VVhen Nabarhadnez<er, King of 
Babilon, beſicged and rooke by force of armes the Citie of 
Ieruſalem, he carried away from thence great ſpoiles, of go 
and filuer ; butthat, which hee much. more prized then all 
this Treaſure , were the ſonnes of the chiefeſt Noblemen, 
and ſuch as were lincally- deſcended of the Kings of that 
kingdome z and gauc eſpeciall order, that they ſhould chooſe 
and cu'l ous thoſe that had the beft and ableſt parts, both of 
natureangacquilitionzthoſe that were of the beſt diſpoſition, 
the moſt learned, and beſt taught, to the end that being ac- 
companicd with theſe good qualities, they might merit to 
attend in the Court and Chamber of. the King. Et 4i7 Rex. Das:1.3. 
Aſphenez. Prepoſito Eunuchorum , vt imroduceret de filjs 
Iſrael, &4 de [ine Regio, 6s T 1 annorum pueros, in quibus 
nulla efſet macula, decoros forma, or eruditos omwi ſapientia, 
cantos ſcientia, &F dottos diſciplina, ts quipoſſent fare in' pe- 
latio Regw: 'And the King ſpake vnto yy cu; the Maſter: 
of his Eunuchs, that hee ſhould bring certaine of the chik 
dren of Iſracl, and of the Kings. ſeed , and of the Princes; 
Children .in. whom was no blemiſh, but well-fauoured, and 
$kilfull in all wiſedome, and _— in knowledge,and vn- 
derſtanding, Science,and ſuch as hadabilirie in them to ſtand 

in 
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in the Kings palace. Andthis clefion fell out ſo luckily,and 
proucd to be of thar profit and benefit, that amongſt choſe 
which (indewed with rheſe qualities) were made choice of, 
for to ſerue the King, there were three of them did cxcell, 
bur one morcthen all the reſt, not onely in vertue, but in the 
knowledgelikewiſc of ſecret buſineſſes, and marrers of State 
and goucrnment, which was Deel ; who ſo well deſerned 
to be a Fauourite to thoſe Kings of Babylon, and more eſpe- 
cially to Derive, that hee did not content himſelfe with ma- 
king him onely a priuie Councellonr, but the prime man 
amongſt them. For having ſet ouer the kingdome an 120. 
Princes, which ſhould bee oner'the whole kingdome , and 
ouer theſe, three Preſidents (of whom, Daexrel was firſt } 
that the Princes might giue account vnto them , that the 
King might havego damage ; And as hee was the greateſt 
Subie& and Favourite in the world, ſo was hee ſuperiour in 
the vertucs and qualities of his perſon. 7gitur Daniel ſuper a- 
, Lat omnes Principes or ſatrapas, quis Spiritus Domini am- 
plior erat in illo: Therefore was Davie! preferred before the 
Preſidents and Princes, becauſean excellent ſpirir was in him. 
The holy: Scripture likewiſe eells vs, that 7oſeph was ſuch a 
Facourite of King Pharaob , that hee gaue him abſolute 
power ouer all his kingdome, and commanded, that in pub- 
like pompe he ſhould ride inthe Kings owne Charior, and in 
his owne cate, and haue a Crier go before to proclaime the 
fauour that the King was pleaſed to doe him. Dixit quogue 
Gen. 41.44 Rex eAigypti ad Toſeph , Ego ſum Pharaoh, abſque tuo impe- 
7i0 non mouebit quiſquam manum , ant pedem in omni terra, 
And Pharaoh ſaid vnto Toſeph, I am Pharaoh, and without 
Thee ſhall no man lift vp his hand, or foot, in all the land of 
Egypt. And well did hee deſerne this honour, for by his 
great induſtric and wiſedome, he freed thar King and king- 
dome from that terrible famine, beſides thoſe many other 
rearand troublcſome imployments, wherein he was buſted 
relic ſpace of ſeuen yeares togerher. In the fourth booke of 
Kings, 


Dan. 6.3, 
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Kings,we readethat Naewes,who was Captaine 6fthehoſt © 
of the King of Syria, was the onely Fauoutite of the King, 
Erat wir. magnus apud Dominum ſaum, & howoratie : "Hee + 51+ 
wasa great man with his Maſter, and hofiguruble.2 And ren- 

dering the reaſon of this his great*priuacie with'his' King; 

and the honour he had done him, it is there ſpecified ; Per 

ilam enim dedit dominus ſalntem Syria; rat emimiwiy forts. 

Becauſe by him the Lord had ginen delinerance'vnto Syriaz 

and was alſoa mighty man in valour.For al the Bfe and ſoule 

that kingdome had, catne from him, God" vſihg hit as his 
inſtrumenr for his puifgſite and prudence. And' when Fa- 
uourites are of theſe &dithiitagious abilities, thoſe reaſons and 
inconueniences doc ceaſe (before mentioned) toniching the 
diſequalitic of Kings, #Kh their Tiiferiours; For vertue harh 

this excdlence and pretieminence;; that ftom the very duſt of 

the carth it doth lift vp men vnto honour, and doth raiſe 

them eo that height, that it <qualls them, and ſers them 

chetke by'iole with'the greateſt Princes in the world: Sepi- ,_,.,__ 
entia buriiliats, exdltabit capat' illias, &f in medio magnets © 
conſfidere illim facies: VWiſedomi lifteth vp rhe head of him, 

that is of low degree, and \'maketh him ro fir — 

men. un», that wasmother to that great Pricft and Pro- 

phet Samwel, amongſt other things which ſhee ſang in the 

praiſe of God, and his great power, thiswavone worthythe 
obſeruation, and-well befirring the ſubie& we hate in hand; 
Dominw ſuſcitat de pulnere egenum, de ftercore elewar pan- "0g 3-3. 
perem,ut ſedeat cum Principibus, or ſolium plbrie Texear: 
The Lord raifeth the poore ont of the duft, and Tifteth'vp the 

bepger from the dunghill, to ſer him amoiig Princes, 'and"to 
makethem inherit the throne of glory. The like note fings 

that Kingly Prophet Denid: Saſcitans 2 terra inopens,t col- Pfalg. 7. 
locet en cums Principibus populi fai: He raiſeth vp the poore 

out of the duſt, and lifterh' the needy out of the dunghitt: 

And King S«/omon his ſonne, ſeconds this of his father in 

this ſhort Antheme: Serwwe ſapiens, dominabitur filys _ 
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- A wiſe ſeruant hall haue rule ouer a ſonne that cauſeth 


ſhame. Sa great is the force of wiſedome and diſcretion, that 
it doth not onely cxalt, and. raiſc to greatneſle,men that are 
free borne (though in a_poore meane cottage) bur brings 
cucn the baſcſ}; ſlaves to bee Lords ouer their owne Maſters. 
A ccrtaine Philoſopher being raken captiuc , was brought 
forth into the open Market to bee ſold, and they that were 
ro buy him, demanded of him, what hee could doe; He told. 
them, Thar che beſt thing that he was $kild in, was, to com« 
mand his Maſters. -In many places of Scripture, is repeated 
and confirmed the Teſtimonic of King Se/owons great-power 
and wiſedome ; And amongſt othexghings, which are men- 
tioned of the Maicltic of his houſe and Come; it is ſaid; 
That therein he had agreat many Pxinces, whoſe nattzes arc 
regiſtred in the third booke ofthe Kings, And amongſtthem 
chere is but one oncly that is made remarkable by the name 
and title of the Kings Fauouriteand friend. Zabad, filins Ne- 
than, amicus Regis ; And Zabad, the lonne of Nerban, was 
principall Officer, and the Kings friend, Some Tranſlations 
inthe place of principall Officer, pur Prieſt. And theſe two 
titles of Pricſt, and the Kings friend, are therefore thus ioy- 


ned together, thae they may gine vs to vnderſtand, that the 


friendſhip and affe&ion towards a Fauourite, ſhould take it's 
growth from thar lcarning and vertue which is annexcd to 
the ſtate and condition of the Pricſt. And in the firſt booke of 
the Chronicles, in that Catalogue, which is there made of 
thoſe which bare principall offices in; King D#t#ds Court, 
itis oncly ſaid of H»/hai the Archite, that hee was the Kings 
companion.. And in the ſecond booke of the Kings , are ſer 


downe at large the great and: many reaſons, why Hsſhei on 
his part might well deſeruethis Tirle. Our Saviour Chriſt 
likewiſe ſeemed ro make ſhew of his more particular affeRi- 


on to Peter, 1ohn, and James, making choice of them from 


among the twelue, to retire himlelfe in prinate with them, and 


to make them witneſſes of his glorious transfigurarion ; and 


after- 
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afterwards of diuers- other particular things. YVhence it 
ſcemeth that they might haue the name of Fauourices ; but 
not without great | arg and thoſc extraordinary vertucs, 
wherein they out-ſhined others. Howbeit the choiſe and cle 
ion of this ſupreme King, is not to bee ruled and meaſured 
out by that of the Kings of this world ; for they can not by. 
the alone power of their-loue better men, nor affogrd them, 
neceſſary parts, whereby to merit to bce their friends, But 
this true King and.Lord of all, in placing his good will and 
affeRion on thoſe whom heeis pleaſed to make choice of for. 
his friends, doth likewiſe .indow-. and adorne them with 
ſtrong, abilities , pager to bce accounted worthy of his 
fricnd{hip and fauour. VVhereas with the Fauourites of the. 
Kings of this world, it.fareth cleane contrary. For thoſe, 
which before they were Fauourites, were good and honeſt, 
by their priuacie, and great power with their. King, have 
come to be ſtarke nought; and the more footing they haue 
in the Kings friend({hip, they are vſually the lefſe worthy of 
it. Whereof we ſhall morein the Chapter following.

And therefore (as wee faid in the former 
Chapter) that from thoſe'two- Lones of friendſhip and con- 
cupiſcence; did iflue forth two ſorts of Fauourites The one 
good and profirable; the other, bad and conetous: So, conſi- 
deritig Loveznotin reſpe& of butward things, bur in reſpe&t 
of it ſelfe, it differenccth the vic of Fauourites, according to 
the different meanes and cnds, wherewith, and for which 
they are made choice of: And the vſe likewiſe, which they 
makethereof; when they ſee they are thus aduanced, and re- 
ceined. iato/fauour. *'The meanes bauce the denomination of 
rheirgoodneſle, or badneſle, from their end. Whence'it fol- 
loweth, that when Kings ſhall make choice of their Fauo- 


rites by good meanes, not out of a ſelfe-humour, or wo- 


maniſh kinde of longing, nor for to pleaſe his owne proper 
affeQion, but that they may comply the better with thoſe 
obligations, wbich they haue to the good diſpatch of buli- 
neſſe;, and ro haue one to helpe them to beare the burthen 
thatl:cs vponth em; Asthis end is good, ſo of force mnſt the 


meaneslikewiſe bee.'For to obtaine good ends, bad meanes. 


arc nottaken, And therefore Kings {hall doe well, in taking 
ſuch Fauourites vato them, as ſhall bee ſollicitous, and care- 
full in the diſpatching of buſineſſes, fairhfull in their fervices, 
and endowed with ſuch parts afore ſpecified, as were thoſe 
Fauourites, recommended vnto/you in the former! Chaprer. 
For 1oſeph (afwe'told you) grew in favour with King Phe- 
r40h, for bis great wiſedome;and for his ſupernaturalſknow- 
ledge of things ts'come;and revealing fach fecrer myſteries 
as othetthis Miniſters c6n!d not tell what to make of them. 


The like befelt- D#v;2l} with the'Caldean; and Macedonian 


Kings, 
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Kings; for before cuer he became a Fauqurite, they ſaw his 
great wiſedome and conftancieinthe true ſeruice of his-God, 
his ſingular prudence, and thoſe other his good gifts, which 
are recorded in the booke of his propheſies. The extraordi- 
nary graces of Peter, 70hn, and 1ames, who is hethat isigno- 
rant of chem? Being that the Euangelifts ſay of Saint Perey, 
that his extraordinary loue: was examined', and proued it 
thoſe ſo often repeated queſtions t Peirt ames me? Simon 10. 
hanng, dilizss me plus bu? And againe; Simos Tohanns, amas 
me? And the Apoſtle Saint Zames was the firſt of the Apo. 
Rles, that by his blond and death gaueteſtimonie of this his 
loue. And Saint ob» ſhewed no lefle,at his laſt Supper;at his 
paſſion, and at the footeof the Crofle; haning followed and 
accompanied his Maſter euen to his death, when the reſt fled 
and forſooke him. But when Kings make not choice of their 
Fauourites for the foreſaid ends, and for the publike good, 
but for their owne particular guſts and hamours, and tolet 
loole the reines with more libertie and' freedome eo their 
owne delights and pleaſures, ſuch kinde of Fauourites ſer 
vſually before them the ſame ends, and commonly preferre 
their owne priuatc guſtes andintereſts before thoſe of their 
Kings, or the publike good of the commonwealth,and come 
to bethe firebrands and deſtruQion of States, This leflon the 
holy Scripture doth hkewiſe reach vs, whoſe myſteries arc 
ſo high and ſo deepe, that cuen in that which it {ilenceth, ir 
fpeakerh vnto vs; and m ſaying little, inftruteth'muchs Þ 

haue much obſeracd that which i recounted in the! Hiſtory 

of Eſther , touching the priuacie of that proud: and vnfor- . 
tunare Hamay, whom King A//nerw raiſed from ſo low a lofep). de 4n- 
degree, and from ſo wicked a-racc, as hecame of.For'(accor- -, "=e=EAY 
ding to Toſephas) he deſcended from that Amalakire'whom ; 
the Prophet Samuel cauſed ty be hewen in peeces. And for 

that it isthe condition of Kings, when they once begin to 

Auour a man, to make him like troath to riſe and ſwell, this 


fuourite grew to that heighth through his Kings grace and 
fauour, 
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fauour, thar all the SubieRts of that Monarch refpe&ed him 

as a God; and.kfiecled-downe in his .preſencc, his perſon 

being-much more adored,ferned,and fearcd, then the Kings; 

becauſe the King had put the ſtafle (as they ſay) into his 

hands, giuing him theabſolute command ouer all hiseſtates; 
inſomuch chat-neither ingnor out of Gourt, nor elſewhere, 
was there obght done, butby the order of Hamas; and the 
King himfeite held him in the place of a father. And for that 
Vanitieis the daughter.of Pride,all this his great fauourand 
prigacie with his Prince, did bur make the morefor hisowne 
hurt, as doth the Ants wings, for hers; or like thoſe of 1carw-, 
which being.of waxe,he nearer they-came to the Sunne,the 
ſooner they- melted; workingthen-his death and downfall, 
when he was ar the higheſt. For Hamas came to hang, and 


dyeon that gallowes which he had prouided for Mardoche, 


and-or-no other offence in the world, but becauſe he would 
not bowe the knee vnto-him, and adore him as the reſt did. 
So that (if you marke the Storic) Hamans owne preatneſſe 
and power was the axe, which did. frame and hew ont that 
gallowes, whereon himſelfe was hanged: And hauing often 
thought with my ſelfe on this mans end ,- and confidcring 
likewife-the beginning of this his priuacie, I doc not finde, 
that it was for the excellencie of his merits, or for any heroi- 
call vertues that were in him;ſuch as were thoſe which King 
Pharaob, Nebuchadnezzar , and Darixe did confider in 
thoſe their Fauourites, which they made choice of , bur for 
ſome particular guſte andliLing, that his King tooketo him. 
For the Scripture ſpeakes not one word, nor maketh not any 
the leaſt mention of the merits of this Fauourite , nor of any 
notable thing , that hee had done cither for the good of the 
kingdome, or the ſeruice of his King ; hut rather withour 
any preambles to that purpoſe, in the very entrance of the 
third Chapter wereade thus. Rex Aſſuerns exaltanit Aman, 
flinm Amadathi, qui erat de flirpe Cdgag, & poſuit ſolium 


eice ſuper omnes Principes quos habebat , cunttique ſerni 
Regs, 
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Regs, qui in foribus Palatt) verſabantur, flectebant genua, 
et adorabant Aman: King CA ſſacrms did promote Haman the 
ſonne of Amedaiha, the .1gaeite, and aduanced him, and 
ſer his ſeate aboue all the Princes that were with him, And 
all che Kings ſeruants, that were in the Kings gate, bowed, 
and reuerenced Hawan.And in this fo truc a relation, and fo 
fully ſcrring forth the priuacic of this great Favorite, with- 
out any foundation or ground of deſert; the Scripture there- 
by hath: inftruted vs, how inconfiderately this King did 
proceed in the choice which he made. Bur he did corre& this 
hiscrrour, by. opening his eyes, and: infliting that puniſh- 
ment vpon him which he deſerued,, and is there ſer downe. 
I could wiſh that Faugurites would likewiſe open their eyes, 
and conſider with themſelucs, that the happines which they 
hold, is but borrowed ware, lent vnto them but for a ſhort 
time, and thar they neither vſc, nor poſleſſe it as their owne 
proper good or inheritance. And being that by one meanes 
or other,it muſt leaue them, that they would not w | 

themſclues oucrthereunto:; for it forſaketh few without their 
final! ruine. Let chem bire vpon this bit, and with theremem. 
brance thereof, bridle their pride and inſolencie, leſt (how- 
ſoeuer they flatter themſelues ) that hand may pull them 
downe, which raiſed them vp. For there are ſome, which 
will neuer be able toindure this their felicitic and happineſſe, 
but one way or other, will worke their oucrthrow, and make 
them pay the price of their ambition at too deare a rate: Nay 
the King himſelfe will ſometimes pur to his helping hand, 
as we fee King Aſſaerxs did, who after that hee had, made 
Himan his onely Fauourite, and raiſed him to that highth 
of honour, as could not well bee more, turned his face from 
him, and did ſo much diſtaſte him, for his ſower and inſo- 
tent behauiour, thar for ro make him ſtaope and hang the 
head, he commanded him to be hanged vpon the fame pgal- 
lowes that he had ſet vp for another, who had deſcrued well 


both of the King and State. The Emperour Alexander did 
Bb the 
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the like, who waxing wearie of the arrogancie of one of his 
Fauourites, and not being able longer to endure it, cauſed 
him tobe ſtaked, and the ſtake ro be ſet onthe top of an high 
hill; giuing hima death anſwerable to his vanitic. For, al- 
though Kings loue them , and in ſome ſort acknowledge a 


kinde of beholdingneſle, yet they viually withdraw their fa- 


uour quite from them, and are oftentimes aſhamed of their 


| choice;whereunto being added the complaintsof the people, 
and other principall perſons, offended with the injuries offer- 


ed vnto them, remoue that ſcandall, by remouing their Fauo- 
rite, and make them fatisfaQion by making him be puniſhed, 
neuer in this caſe aduiſing with any, nor ſo much as hearing 
what the Fauourite in his owne diſcharge can ſay for him- 
ſclfe, for in ſuch deſperate caſes, when things are brought to 
that cxtremitic, Kings vſero take that courſe as your Proto- 
wedici, and skilfuller fort of Phyfitians doe with their infe- 
riours; who in weightic and vrgent occafions fall ſpeedily to 
workethemſclucs, without any further conſultation ; bur in 
ordinarie diſeaſes, heare, reſolue, and conſult with others. 
Againe, let Fauourites, for their learning, reade the Hiſto. 


ries, and peruſe the generall booke of Time, and they ſhall 


there tinde a thouſand of theſe examples, and other as many 
faire warnings, worthy their ſight and knowledge, for the 
admoniſhing of men, for to feare their prinacic with Kings, 
and to tremble ar humane proſperitie , and the ſecuritic 
wherein they live. And hee that ſhall diligently reade theſe 
things, will ſeeke ro come fairely off from theſe his high for- 
eunes and fauours. For ordinarily, from a proſperous and 
high-raiſed eſtate, great diſaſters hauc had their beginning, 
as from your higheſt places come your greateſt falls. And 
peraduenture becauſe this Jeſengawno, and diſ-deceiuing of 
our ſelues, doth ſo much import mankinde, and that men 
might liuc in this fearc, God hath and doth permit of ſuch 
like examples, and admonitions. And itmay likewiſe be be- 
lecucd.that ſuch violent and ſudden accidents hauc not onely 

| | | happened 
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happened through the default of thoſe that fall, or for wane 
of wiſedome, but by a diuine prouidence and permiſſion, for 
their owne particular ſinnes ; or for that God was wiiling, as 
being the maſter workeman, and onely Potter of theſe our 
carthen veſlells, to breake theſe with a rodde of iron, and to 
chooſe others for veſſels of honour, through which the ho- 
ly liquor of his Goſpell, and other good graces, might be 
pourcd forth, and diffuſed throughout the world.

So that to ſay God, is to 
Px). ſay, Hee that ſees. For, as the Apoltle 
| >/ > Saint Paal, and faith reacheth vs all is 
CD) KTP lubictto Gods view ; and vnto Kings, 
MIGIS.OH who arc bis Licutcnants here vpon 
earth, nothing can conuene ſo well with them, as to ſeeme 
to che world, to haue ſo quicke and large a fight, that they 
may ſce all whatſocuer mans capacitie is able to reach vnto. 
And becauſe they cannot doe this alone by chemſclues, Xxe- 
nophon (aid very well and wilely, that it was necdfull, that 
they ſhould hauc other eyes, whereunto to truſt as much, as 
vntotheir owne,and to ſeeas it were by ſpeacles;zfor Kings 
are ſo vnhappy, that they cannot come to ſee all withour 
them. And thoſe (as the ſame Philoſopher faid) are thoſe 
friends and Fanourites, who are to ſee, and know that which 
paſſeth in the world, as alſo what is needfull in commob+» 
wealths, and to giue notice thereof vnto tucir Kings, and $0 


helpe them to ordaine, and execute that, which is fitting and - 
Bb 3 Conue- 
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conuenient. And Fauonrites being intertained (as we ſaid be- 
fore) for this end, and for the publike good of the common. 
wealth, it is requiſite that Kings ſhould not haue one only, 
bur any. One day, foe about the perſon of CA4lexanger 
the Great, ſhewed him a marucllous faire Pomegranate, which 
being cut in two, dfſcouered a great company of kernels: and 
one of them asking him,of what he would wiſh to haue ſuch 
ſtore, as ofthoſe Pomegranate kernels which appeared vnto 
him? He anſwered, that he would wiſh rhat hee might hauc 
ſo many Z pirt ; This Zopirms being a Fauourite of bis, and 
one that was very faithfull vnto him, and of great abilicies. 
For, it is not contrary to royall greatneſſe, tro have many, bur 
very neceſſary for the betrer' diſpatch of buſineſſes. For if 
they ſhould paſſe onely through the hands of the Prince, 
their diſpatch would bee very ſlow, and ſubic& likewiſe to 


many crrours, whereinto they would ordinarily runne , for 


want of their care and affiſttnce. Darizs, King of Parſia,tooke 
three Fauourftes vnto him, to'whom the reſt of the Princes 


rendered an account of all the affaires of the kingdome. And 


from the beginning of the world, even ro' this preſent time, 
Kings haue had, ſome more; and others leffe. For this muſt 


be re-ulated atid ordered according'to the greatnefle of the 


kingdomes For by how much the more theyare in number 
and preatnefle, ſo much the more increaſe haue thoſe weigh- 
tic affaires which are ncceffarily to haue their recourſe to 
their royall perſons; and according to the meaſure of them, 
is there an addition to be made of thoſe, that are to affiſt and 
attend buſineſſes, to paſſe through all, to provide for all, and 
in all places. The pcople of Iſrael , when Aves goucrned 
them, wereall ioyntly together in one body in forme of an 
Armie z and all that made not vp ſo much as a meane king- 
dome; and they remaining (as then they did) without pol: 
ſcſhons, incamped in a defart, and being all Iſraclites, it ſee- 
meth in all likelihqod, that their ordinary buſineſſes conld 
notbecither ſo many, or ſo great, as thoſe whichare incident 
we * co 
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to a King, whe is Lord and Maſter of diuers kingdomes and 
Province and of ſundry ſcucrall Nations. And yetnotwith. 
ſtanding, that great Gouernour Aoſes, by.ne20:-ating from 
morning vntill night, without diuerting himſelfe, could not 
giue convenient diſpatch vnto all, but was forced (as is be- 
fore ſpecified)to take vnto him noleflethen qpome alliſtaars, 
all choſen men, and endewed with thoſe good qualities, 
whereof we now treate. Let Kings therefore hgue many for 
co aide and helpe rhem, and lerthem be the Miniſters of his 
minde, and the ConduQs whereby to conuay bis will and 
leaſure ro his Subicts. For in the adminiſtration of pub- 
like -affaires, it is euermore to bee indeauoured, that man L, 
bearca part thereinz As well for the-common fatisfation, + - 
that ſhall thereby be giuen vato all, as alſo for that they may 
be able ro make the better account of all bulineſles, bee they 
neucr ſo many. And likewiſe, for that few being inſtruQed 
and experienced in them, occalion may not bee ginen, that 
(thoſe failing) the commonwealth and publike goucrnmente 
may thercby incurreany danger. This was A#ga#//xc his con- 
ccit, deliuered by S#ctoniwe; which that he mighe the better 
exccute, and that his bounty might inlarge it ſelfe towards 
the more perſons; he invented new publike Offices, wherein _- 
to imploy them. But I do not ſpeake this, as inferring there. © 
by, that there ſhouid bee ſo many, but chat at leaſt ( for the 
forcſaid reaſons) there ſhouid bee ſome: And in concluſion, 
more then one, becauſe it will bee more cafie to negotiate 
with-them, and lefſe coſtly and troubleſome; and bee a 
meanes, that the Prince may be the better caſed, and freed in 
great part of thoſe cares and troubles, which otherwiſe muſt 
needs weary him. out, and worke his vnreft and diſquier. For + 
his body is nor made of;brafſe nor can he occurre to all ge- 
caſions ; Beſides, being more-then- one ,. their competition 
will make ther»the more both carefull and fearcfull:as know- 
ing that in caſe they ſhall grow carcleſle, there are perſons 
cnough beſides of {ufhicjencie roſupply their pages VN RFare 
> | te 
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the opinion and conceit of the contrary, puftes him vp with 
pride, and vndoesit's Maſter. For they fondly and fooliſhly 
riwade themſclues, thar their King and Maſter cannot liue 
and ſubſift without the afhſtance of their wit, and that there 
isnot that favlt they commit, burt.muſt be forgiuen'them,oue 
of the neceſficie of their ſeruice, Forgetting in the meane 
while, that their King may imagine them to bee dead , and 
how that in ſuch a caſe, though ir grieue him, yer muſt hee 
prouide himlelfe of others. Ler Kings therefore bec beaten 
from this theirerrour,for he that ſhall otherwiſe aduiſe them, 
and ſceke to be the onely man in their fauour and ſeruiceand 
take vnto himſelfe both the right ſide and the left, thruſting 
all others from rhence, and governing both high and low, 
letting nothing eſcape his fingers, which hee pretendeth out 
of the neceſlary vicof his perfon,and ſo abſolutely ro become 
Maſter of their wills, and to hauethat hand ouer their Kings, 
that they muſt nor Jooke vpon any, but with their Fauorites 
cyes; ſuch a Fauourire (I ſay) pretends to tyranhize a-king. 
dome, and by little and little will go cruſhing the Princes of 
the blond, the ancient Nobilitie, and ſuch as arcof power to 
ſtand in their way, thruſting this man out of Eourt co day, 
and that other tomotrow, that het alone may rule all with- 
out any contradiftion or oppoſition in the world. Let cucry 
man ſay or thinke as they liſt, for mine owne part I am per- 
ſwaded that this is his maine end and drift ; And the cauſe 
thereof is his feare of falling ; knowing (beſides his owne 
conſcioufnes) that there are not enely one or two, bue many 
in Court, that are able to ſupply his place, and farre better 
deſcruing then himſelfe. Your Alchymiſts make gold: But 
how? Onely in the colour, they will not let it come*to the 
| Fouch, nor any other reall Efſay; neither will they endure to 
haue it compared with any other mincra!l gold, for feare leſt 
it ſhould bee diſconered, that theirs harh no more bur a bare 
ſhew 2nd apparence. Let Princes therefore aſſure themſelues, 
that thoſe Fauourites are but Alchimiſts, that will not ng” 
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of any other companie, as being priuic to.themſclucs, that 
their vnderſtanding is not ſuch pure gold, that it canabide 
the Touch, nor any reall Eſſay. . g= ſay it (huuid paſle for 
currant, and. thar their kat were all made of pure gold, 
mcthinkes they ſhould aduiſe and conſider with themlclucs, 
thatthoſe that are ingenious and wiſe men, will therefore the 
rather deſire that there ſhould be many : for ot, by comparin 
the one with the other, the true light neth the more, an 
makes itſelfe knowne whether it be ſoor no:And anely your 
foolcs, and ſuch as are vnworthy of that they. pollele , arc 
jealous of that good, which they jeare to looſe, when by.com., 
paring they ſhall cometo be knowne. God did not;in vaine 
place ſo mgpy members in, mans. bodie , and. maſt of them 
double had it. not beene thereby to teach vs, that many:are 
ncedfull i in humane ations : and that one is notable ro.dge 
all, withour an infigitc deale. of toyle, 'extracgdinary ſpend- 
ing of his ſpirits, and the ſuddenyvaſting and conluming.of 
his body, And here will fuire very well to this our purpoſe, 
that which Tiberins affirmed, when feigning not to 6 wil.

bearing of the burthen. For, as vniticin ſome degrees is both 
proficable and plcaſing ;ſoin other fome ir is hateful , and 
preiudiciall. And therefore; (out 'of this conſideration) I ſay, 
That a King, as the ſupreme perſon, and principall 'Head of 
a kingdome, ought to be one alone. For the conctouſneſle of 
ruling being inſatiable, and thenature of power incommuni- 
cable, it is not pofiblethat rwo Princes of cquall anthoritic 
ſhould conrinue any long time, bur borh of them ſuffer in the 
end, or at leaſt the buſineſſes that are committed to their 
charge. But for Fausvrites, thete may bce two, or three; or 
more, the vnitie remaining reſerned for the greater and ſu- 
premer perſon. And likewiſe this pluralitic will nor be much 
gmiſle, for if any one of them ſhall by ſorne accident faile, 
there be others, whom the King knoweth, and they know 
him, that are firfor his ſeruice, and that haue good experi- 
knowledgeof buſineſſes, and all ſoch matters 25 arc 
& paſſable in'the commonwellth, without bei

Sycophants ; Vho, as they are men, workc vpon diſcourſe, 
and corporall meancs, altogether framing them in order to 
their owne ends ; Ler them not giue belicfe and credit vnro 
them, butts the common fame and good report thatgocs of 
them , and thercon, let them place their cares and their vn- 
derſtanding. For (as 'T acitxe faith) that is it which vſually 
makes the beft choice. For it is not to bee doubted, but thar 
concerning fuch a ones vertues or goodnelſe , we ought ra- 
ther togiue credit to the general report, then to the voices of 
one or two. For one, maycaſily bee deceined, and decciue 
ethers by his tricks, and his particular intereſt ; bur neucr 
yet couldone deceine all ;.nor is it poſſible , that all ſhould 
in-thar their approbation,deociue another. As forthofe other 
feruanrs, which are to atrend and waight vpon the Kings 
perſon, more for dignitic of place, and for outward appa- 
rence-mdoſtentation of greatneſſe, then for ve and.conue- 
niencie, whick ltkewiſc intheir-kinde are very neceffarie ; let 
Kings-a'Gods name receiue them into their ſeruice , cither 
vpon the intercc{hon of others, or out ofother particular re- 
ſpe&s. For in this, thereis lirtle hazard,and may cafily chop 
and change them, if they prove not good and fit for their 
turne. But in the .choiceof the former a great deale of care 
muſt be taken, for the chopping and changing ofthem is very 
, and vnleſſe there be very great cauſe for the do-= 

ing of it, it breeds an opinion of inconftancie; which as it 
cannot but be hurtfull vnto all, ſo is it of greatdiſhonour vn- 
to Kings, much weakening their authoritic.

SubieR it works _ it be too often vcd. For.our horſes 
wee ſecke bits and bridles, wherewith to make. them to go 
well and handſomely, and if with thoſe they do not raigne, 
and carry themſelucs according to our mind, we take others;

For beipgthat they arechoſe 
horſes which guide the.charior of a Menarchic, if they bee 
not well bridlcd, of a gentle and tender mouth , and an cafic 
reync, they will play the iades, and breake both their owne 
neckes and their Maſters.-In a word, cuery King hath,orat 
leaſt repreſenteth ewo perſons, onepublike,the other pripate» = 
And therefore his ations ought likewiſe to be of twa-qua- 
lities. In thoſe thar are particular, let them proceed therein 
as they will themſclues, according totheir owne-guſte-and 
pleaſure; but in thoſe that are publike, as ſhall make moſt for 
the publike good. Hauing Nilſan cycto it's conſcruation and 
augmentation, and to the common approbation of the peo- 
ple. And thoſe qualitics, which formerly wee required in 
Counccllers of State, wee here likewiſe conclude, that all. of 
them are neceffary for Fauourites. And if Kings peraduen- 
eure (in regard of humane.imperfc&ion) cannot mecte with 
men ſo perfeR, let them bee as abſolute, as they can poſſibly 
lighe vpon, at leaſt, let them hauetheſe two qualities, of loue, 
and an vnſ} woe life'; And let not Kings content ca rv 
that they haue them in a mcediacritic, but in-all perieRions, 
For without theſc two, there arc not any S14#aes fo Fapro- 
fitable, as are ſuch men, being not good enough to be ſlaues,

Having euerthore an 
eſpeciallcare, that cheforce of hislouc be nor ſoviolent, and 
ſo boundleſſegthatro giue content to-one fole Favourite, hee 
diſconent all the reſt of his SubieAs ; and to ſhew himſelfe 
faithfull and true vnto him, breake that faith and truth, 
which hcowes:vnto God, and his divine Law. And that he 
proceed likewiſe rherein with that freedome and liberrie; thar 
bis Louc may not paſſethe bounds of reaſon ; nor bee (like

hriſt aduiſeth Kings. Worting well , that 
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sccaſioned through thoſe many graces and fauours which 
God hadenriched him withall. And for that weare all of vs 
creatures, the like may be feared from vs ; Being that weare 
not fo incapable of this, as was that Angellof that which hec 
deſired. Anditis fit, that wee ſhould"leane our ſelnes ſome- 
thing to giue ; for ordinarily we do all of vs defire (a qualitic 
wherewith mans appetite is well acquainted)and which hath 
cauſcd'the greateſt and the fouleſt fails. For who is he; that 
would not (if he could) haue command, and bea King? And 
wee oughit likewiſe to keepe ſomething in our hands to be- 
ſtow, that we may not grow weary of ſeruing, being we can 
expect no further fauours , norlooke forany: more rewards, 
Forthis alſois very naturall, and a faſhion of ancient ſtand- 
ing wittimeſt men;ro'waxe weary of ſtanding at a ſtay, nor 
contcnting themſclues to continue that-grace, place, and re- 
wards, which they haue already acquired ; but bold that for 
an affront, being now growne rich, which before they would: 
haue taken fora great fauour , when they were poore: Thus 
doe we grow 'vnthankfull; and thus doe we grow forgetful], 
being vainly carried away with the conceit of what we are: 
And we looſe the ſight of that low and meane eſtate, where-. 
in wewere, by being: raiſed to that highth'and cminencic, 
wherein wee ſee our ſclucs, to bee ſeated." A naturall faule in 
mans eye-fighr, which 'knowes'notchow to looke downe- 
ward; and as vnwilling tolooke backward; butas mitch for- 
ward as you will, Buttheſeforwat@birds, doe well deſerne 
ro hauc the waxe, wherewith their wings atc faſtencd, to be 
melted by that very Sunne;that gaue them their firſt warmth- 
and lighit;and by theirfall co befeft example ro the world, 
eo terrific others. And-in cafe, for ſome eſpecial] reſpeR, 
Kings ſhall reſolue with thepſduecs, that alf the beames of 
their greatneſſe ſhall iNighten and-giuc life to one'particuſar - 
perſon, let the foundation of their faupurs bee layed vpon 
thoſe qualitics, deſarts, and ſertiices, which ought to con- 
curre on thoſe perſons on whomthey purpoſe thizs to partt- 
ea RR ; Kings 
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Kings likewiſe are to conſider the Petitions of thoſe that 
ſue vato them ; which is my ſecond obſervation, and taught

by himſclfe, in shis demand which hee makes to rhele his 
Fauourites, who { raſhly and vnaduiſedly came vnto him to 
petition him for the two principall places, that for topoſſeſle 
them,they ſhould haue all ſafhicient and requiſite neceſſaries, 
vpon which point Chriſt examines them ;.and the like exa- 
mination ought Kings to make of thoſe qualities , ſpecified 
by vs, touching both Pretenders and Fauourites, | 

The third thing which I recommend to your conſidera- 
tion, and which Chriſt teacheth Kings, is, the great caution 
and warineſſc which they are to vſc, in-nor being too facile, 
in granting all that their Fauourites ſhall require of them. 
Which is to bee gathered out of the laſt words of this his 
anſwer : Non eft meum dare vobs : It is not mine to giue. 
Which, to my ſeeming , ſoundeth thus; It will not ſtand 
with my truth and iuſtice, togiue for kindreds-ſake, or other 
hamane reſpe&s, that which my cternall Father hath pre- 
pared forthoſe which deſerue beſt. Kings ought to bee very 


circumſpe& in proniiſfing, and notouer caſic ingrantingz for, 


if he ſhall be facile in granting what others ſhall deſire , hee 
may hauccquſeto repent himlſelfe; and ifhe promiſeth, hce 
looſcth his liberty. A great gentleman of qualitic , whom 
King Philip the ſecond much fauoured for his worthy parts, 
and great abilities, talking one day with him, and walking a 


with him of divers things, to the Kings ſo great good cone 
_ tent and liking, that hee thought with himſclfe , thar there 


was now afaire occaſion offered vnto him, to propound vn- 


to him (as he did) a buſincſſe of his owne. He told a friend of 
his,anon after that hce.camec from him, that in that very in- 
ſtant he propoſed it, he caſt ſuch aftrange andauſtere looke 
towards him, as if hee had neucr ſcene him before. Which

while with his Maieſtie, after that hee had diſcourſed - 
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was no want of affeQion in the King towards him, for hee | 
had had many ſufficient teſtimonies thereof, bur becauſe ir 
was fitting for ſo wife and prudent a King to hane that cir- 
cumſpeRion, leſt this his aftefion-mighe minifter occaſion 
vnto him to call his diſcretion in queſtien, in ing, or not 
granting that which cither is nor, or atleaſt ſhall ſceme vnto 


him, not to be conuenient for him, For Kings muſt haue re- 


courſe to theſe two things 3 To have a goodand fafe confci- 

encc with God, and intire authoritic, and good opinion with 

men. For with none doth that holy and prudent counſcll of Fe 

Saint Pau ſuiremore properly, then with them Prowdemue :.Cor.s.11, 

bona, nou ſolum coram Deo, ſed etiam corams hominibas : Pro- 

uiding for honeſt things, not onely in the fight of the Lord, 

bur in the fight of men. Which cannot be, when as Fauou- - 

rites cither doe all what they liſt ofthemſclues , or get their 

Kings todocit for them. When the Senſitiue appetite cf- 

feteth wharſocuer it affe&eth, the vnderſtanding (which is 

the ſoules king) remaines oppreſſed and diſgraced, and with 

that foule note, which the kingly Propher Daxid gines it; 

Homo, cum in honore eſſet, non ineliexit, comparatis eff in- Plal.4g. 1, 

mentis inſipientibus &r fimils facime eft ills: Man being in 

honour hath no vnderſtanding, he is like the beaſts that pe- 

riſh. And therefore when-Kingsour of their particular affe- 

Aion, or for the auoiding of trouble, and the fuller inioying 

of their caſe and pleafure, {hall give abſolute power to ther 

Fauourites to doe and vndoe , as they pleaſe, preſently one 

blot orother (which they will hardly cuer get our) will bee 

ſaid vpon their royall perſons. Nor need wee here torelate 

the hurt which comes thereby., and the occaſion which it 

oives vntothe Subi..&ts, neither to:thinke nor ſpcake of their 

Princes with that reſpe& which is _ e[ſpecially-when 

the Fanourires are none of thofe which-helpe to beate the 

weight and burthen-of buſineſſes, bur ſhake them off from” 

their owne ſhoulders, and lay them vpon other that arefitted 

rocheir hand, and of whom they reſt well aſſured;that tiny 
I or no uu Wl 
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' good courage,whatſocuer burt 


will doe nothing but what they will hauethem to doc,wors 
king their will - and: pleaſure in all that they are able... And 
this is hot that which Kings and Commonwealths need: but 
ir much-importeth, thattheir Fauourires ſhould bee of that 
good and quicke diſpatch in buſineſles , that all rhe people 
might laue thern for itz for from the contrary great inconue- 
njences are wont to ariſe. VVhen the Shechemmites were fo vn- 


 mannerly and vnciuill in their language againſt their King 


Abimilech, arong(t other things which they vttercd and al- 
ledgedagainſt him, they ſaid this in ſcorne of him ; Nunquid 
20n eft filiwe lerobael, (s conſiituit Principem Zabal ſeranums 


ſuum ſuper vires Hemor patris Sichem,cux ergo ſeruiems ei? 


Who is <Abimelech,; that we ſhould ſerue him?Isnot he the 
ſonne of erubbaa/, and Zebul his Officer ? why ſhould wee 
ſerue him? &c. They took it very ill, that the King ſhould 
raiſc his ſeruant Zabalto that heighth of honour and great- 
neſſe, that he ſhould be made Prince, as it were, over all:che 
people of Hemor and Sichew. And howbeitthenaturail ob- 
ligation, which SubieAs owe to their Kings, is ſo great, thar 
they are bound to obey them in all that which is not againſt 
God; And that it isa token of yo noblencs,toſuffcr with a 

hens, be they neucr ſo heauy, 
which they lay vpon them ; yet notwithſtanding they haue 
noſuch obligation to their Fauorites.For.they may, for their 
pleaſure, ortheir profit, ſubſtitute other their Fauourites,and 
oblige the people, that they either negociate with , or buy 
out their negociation of them. The Hiftory of King Dos 


Isuar the ſecond of Gaſtile,doth affoord ſufficicnt examples of 


the great perſecutions that followed, by ketting that his Fa- 
uourite haue fo great a hand in buſineſſes; For the people 
ſeeing their King ſo led by the noſe, as it were, and to yeeld 


to all that he would have him doe, were verily perſwaded: 


that he was .bewitch'tz for he had ſuch power ouer the will &: 
vnderſtanding ofthe: King, that he neither vndetſtoodwhat 
he gaue, nor knew not-how, or at leaſt had not the = to 
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deny him any thing, that hee was willing cither to aske, or 
take ; whilſt like the vathankfull yuic, he went ſucking away 
all the iuyce and ſappe of the tree, all that good Kings wealth 
and ſubſtance, his being, his authoritie, andlietle lefſe then 
his kingdome. And loſt by this meanes ſo much of his au- 
thoritie, that ſome of the Grandes of the kingdome, and the 
Infants, his brethren, and the Kings of Aragon , and Na- 
uarre, betooke them to their Armes, and made warre againſt 
him , he ſeeing himſeife vpon ſome occaſions diſobeycd by 
his ſonne and Prince, and forſaken of his wife and Queene. 
Whereupon grew many ciuill broyles, and all vnder theritle 
and pretext of recouering their libertic, and of pulling their 
neckes from vnder the yoke of that ſlanery and ſubic&ion 
wherein they were, rendering that reaſon in their excuſc, 
which all the whole kingdome could but take notice of, That 
all buſineſſes paſt through his Fauourites hands, and that the 
King did not negociate in hisowne perſon. The proſecution 
whereof Iremit to thoſe Hiſtories that make mention there- 
of. And it cannot-bee denyed, that this Fauourite notwith. 
ſtanding had many good things in him , that might very 
well deſerue his Kings loue ; for he had ſerued him valiantly 
in great and vrgent occaſions, and had put his perſon and 
life in perill for his ſake. But as his priuacic and fauour went 
increaſing, ſo with it increaſed his ambition and couctouſ- 
neſſe, and thatin that high degree, that he grew hatefull to 
the whole kingdome ; and invhe end no lefle odious to the 


King himſelfe : who comming at length vnto himſelfe, fell 


intothe account of thoſe damages and loſſes, which he had 
received in his kingdome, both in his reputation andaurho- 
ritie , by putting the reincs wholly into his hands, taking 
thereby too much libertic to himſelfe, and ruling the State as 
he liſted. The Grandes repreſented tohis Maieſtiethe abuſes 
ghar infiied thereupon, as the ingrofling of the greater Ofh- 
ces, and ſelling of the leſſer, and ouerſwaying! the Courts of 
Iuſtice; And vſing niany other ITO ous 
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ded vpon other iuſt complaints, propoſing for remedic and 
—o—_ thereof,the intereſt & profit that might accrew vnto 
him, by calling him to account, and that he might thereby 


get into his bands an infinitc dcale of trealure;z the King liked = 


very well of their propoſitions, and admitting their reaſons, 
he fell off from his Fauourite, waging warre againſt him with 
his owne money, wherewith hee thought, 1f neede ſhould 
ſerue, to ſuſtaine and vphold himſclfe. This ſlippery footing 
hauc all thoſe things which hauc not their hold-faſt in God. 
For they turne to the hurt of thoſe that put their truſt in 
them. And itis his mercie to mankinde, that they ſhould pay 
for it in this life, howſocuer they ſpecd in the life to come; 
which we will leauc to Gods iuſtice, and the ſtri& account 
that will be taken of then. In concluſion, this great Fauou- 
rite dyed, bing fallen from his priuacie with his Prince, dc- 
priued of all that wealth and treaſure which he had ſo gree- 
dily ſcraped rogether, ending his life with a great deale of 
ſorrow and diſcontent, and to the great reioycing of his op- 
poſites. Though this did not ſerue for a warning to thoſe 


that came after him, but without feare of the like eerrible and 


deſperate falls, they ranne themſelues out of breath inthe 
purſuite of the like priuacic. Saint 10bn Baptiſt (we know) 
was Chriſts great Fauourite , and the Goſpell ſtiles himto 
be .Amices Sponfs, the friend of the Bridegroome. But his 
reat goodneſic and holincſle of life did the more gloriouſly 
ew it ſelfe in this, that by haw much the more Chriſt did 
—_—_ and authorize him, by ſo much the more did hee 
leflenand humiliate himſelfe ; and labourcd by all poffible 
meanes, by diminiſhing his owne, to increaſe the authoritic 
and creditofhis Lord and Maſter, ſaying, 1/«m gportet we 
cere, me autem mini: He muſt increaſc, but I muſt decreale; 
And this is that glaſſe wherein the Fauourites of Kings arc 
to looke; taking into their conſideration, that by how much 
the morc they ſceke to greaten themſelues, in mking often- 
tation oftheir power and authoritic ; by ſo much the _ 
| tncy 
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they leſſen and diſ-aurhoriſe that of their Kings, with whom, 
is ſo dangerous any whatſocuer ſhew, or ſhadow, of cquali« 
tie, or competition, that euen in the higheſt top of prinacic, 
the more certaine, and lefle reparable,vſually,is the ElLHow 
iocond,and how well contented went Heway out of the pa- 
lace, when Queene Ether invited him to dine with the Kin 
and her ſclfe.Vhen loe, the very next day after they dragg 
him from that banquet and royall Table to the gallowes. 
And therefore let no man truſt or relye on the fauour of 
Kings, be he neuer ſo rich, or neuerſo fortunate z for in them 
it is ordinarily-ſcene, that all theſe faire ſhewes are com- 
monly conuerted into manifeſt demonſtrations of hatred. 
Out of all this chat hitherto hath beene ſaid,,-let Fauou- 
rites make vnto themſclues this vic and inftruQion, to know 
the dangerand ſlipperinefle of the place wherein they ſtand, 
eucn then when they finde themſclues moſt of all inthroni- 
zed. For moſt true is that ſaying , of,” F#lmen peris enlmen; 
The higheſt Towers,and the higheſt hills are moſt of allſub- 
ic& to 7owes thunder-bolts, and <carea, And. let Kings 
likewiſe take this into their conſideration by way of aduice, 
That when'they (hall haue found their Fauourites to be fur- 
niſhed with thoſe qualities before ſpecified, and that they are 


ſuch, rhat thereby they may merit their graceand fauour,and: 


ſo grear, both place and part in their heart, ie tands with very 
good reaſon, that they {hou d bee honoured by them with 
particular mercedes and fauours, becauſe they helpe them to 
beare the burthen 'of their cares, and are expolſcd to great 
dangers, and greater enuyings ; as it happened to that great 
Fauourite of the King of Perſia, whom the Princes of bis 
kingdome did pretend to remoue from the Kings elbow, and 
ro put him in the denne amidſt the Lions, that by them hee 
might be there renc in peeces. W hereof, no other cauſe could 
be tound againſt him, but his Kings fauour, bearing enuie to 
his priuacie(that common Moath to high places)trom which 
none, be he neuer ſo good, neuerſo _— can eſcape. For, 
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it is very naturall in men to riſent, that hee ſhould our. ſtrip 
them, who bur yeſterday was thcir fellow and companion. 
They hold that honour for an.-iniuriec, that is done to their 
uall, and thinke themſclues gobackward,and looſe cf their 
ithoritie and reputation, if another bee preferred before 
them. Which is ſuch an offence, that God preſently takes 
notice of it, and paſſcth ic not ouer without punifhment- 
For this priuacic with Kings is a thing of his diſpoſing, and 
for ſuch ends as hee pretends ; and there is not any Subic&, 
chat riſes to ſuch grear place, but that he muſt paſſe through 
the weights and ballance of his diuine prouidence , who 
chooſeth theſe, and refuſeth thoſe, viing them as meanes to 
Prou: 39.26, worke his ſecretends. Many (ſaith Sa/owen) ſceke the Rulers 
fauour, but eucry mans indgementcommeth from the Lord. 
TheeleAion comes from God, it is not ſo much the King, 
that chooſeth them, as God,who moues his heart thereunto. 
Andifhedo vphold them with his powerfull hand, in vaine 
- tisitfor others - BO —_ to trippe vp _ He For (as 
., , , Saint Gypriay ſaith) Calamitas ſine remedio eft,odiſſe ſelicem. 
Ore x0, & To an happy and fortunate man, is a 5 1-400 be- 
yord all remedie; it is atorment and putrefaRion of the 
heart, which iscuer gnawing and martyring of the ſoule, 
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whether the Kinsfolke and friends of Fawoarites are

For, it-cannot but fſeeme an vnreaſonable thing, that thoſe 
who hane ſach paits and qualities as well deſerne to bee em- 
ployed in ſach placesvfchargeand command, ſhould there- 
fore ondly and co yomine, bee excluded from them, for thar 
they hane alliance and friendſhip with che faid Fauoutites. 
Being that this, in it ſelfe, is notill. Beſides the lone and affe- 
QRion which _ beare vnto their Fauourites,, cannot 
(like your bad-made-clothes) ſo ſhrinke vpon themſelues, or 
be ſo traighr-laced,rhar it ſhall not likewiſe extend it ſelfe to 
the friends and allyes of thoſe, to whom they profeſle ſo 
much loue. Againe, a good, if nota greater'part of theſe 
mens happinefle and contcht; confiſteth in being able todo 

good, and to raiſe their friends.  - D oeeefif 30fe” 
Bur for the better ſatisfying ofthis doubt, it is fit that we 
ſhould firſt conſider and diſtinguiſh ofthe qualitie of the per= 
ſons of this Alliance and friendſhip with thoſe Fapourites, as 
alſo of the condition and qualiticof thoſeoffices:Porihiyour | 
offices there are ſome of grace, and ſore of Tuſtice.: In the 
diſtribution of the former, we are'ts looke no further 'rhen; 
rograce, and the Kings good will and pleaſure. In the latter 
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"70 that diſtribution which is agreeablero diftriburiue Tuſtice. 


Therc' is likewiſe a great difference in the perfons: Forſome 


are of better qualicics and defarts , then other ſome. And 


theſe arc in all proviſions that are made to be firſt preferred, 
be they, or be they not, of kinne and acquaintance with the 
Fauourites. And there arc many gogd reaſons that make for 
their part. Others there are, that are inferiour in merit, and 


the forelaid qualities z and theſe in no wiſe,may. or oughtto 
be preferred for the kindred or friend{hip:which they hold 
with Fauourigcs. For it were a finne of accepting of perſons, 
whuch is contrary to diſtributiue Iuſtice. 'Others there are,

that are guery way<quall with the reſt of the pretenders; and 
on this Hinge, hangs the force of the. Queſtion. Nowift ey 
ſhall ſtand in; this equalitic, and vpon:theſe cquall-rearmes 
with the reſt, in thoſe qualitics that arc fitting tor Office, ir 
ſeemeththar ng drecciue ſome wrong,in beingexclu- 
ded without any fault of theirs z For it is no fault, to bee the 
friendor kinſman of a Fapourite. To' this doubt, the anſwer 
would be madethe more difficult, if your Fauourites through ©- 
their too much ambition and couetouſneſſe had not taughe 
vs the great inconuenicnces which reſult in a Common- 
wealth, by opening this doore vnto them , and conferring 
the ſaid Offices on their friends and Allyes,vnder colourand 

retext thatthey are as well deſcruing as others. Firſt of all, 
or that Kings, as Shepherds and common parents of the 
whole Commonwealth, are to make a diſtribution of ho- 
nours, and of wealth, equally reparting and diuiding them, 


-in that indifferent manner, that they may reach to all houſes 


and familics, or at leaſt to extend tt em as farre as they are 
able. Like a good Husbandman, who, that hee may haue a 
good and plentifull crop, throwes and ſcatters his ſeed on 
this ſide, and that fide, and euery where. Secondly, for that 
itisa very odions thing; and which breedcth bad bloud,and 
ingendreth ill humours in thoſe who onely in regard of this 
their kindred and friendſhip, fee themſelues depriued _ de- 

rred 
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debarred of that, which they mighe otherwiſe challenge by 
deſert, And others on the other ſide, when they ſee that they 
can neither come to be kinſmen, nor friends, nor of familiar 
acquaintance with Fauourites (which are the references that | 
muſt prefcrre them) che firſt nature hauing denyed. it them 
the other their bad fortune, or the Fauourites diſafteQion, 
ſccing themſelues hopeleſle of all helpe and remedic, either 
they runne themſelues headlong into ſome deſperate ar- 
tempt;or at leaſt fall to flagpe in their verrue; either of which 
cannot chooſe but bee of great inconuenience to the Com-+ 
monwealth, Thirdly, for that it is not fitting, that Fauou- 
rites ſhould-come to be very powerfull, citherin their owne 
proper wealth and ſubſtance, orin the greatnes and ſtrength 
of their friends and. Aliies. For the more they- increaſe in 
theſe, the more doe their Kings decreaſe ; and ſometimes it 
hath becne ſceneto grow to that exceſle, thar powerfull Prin- 
ces haue ſcene, or at leaſt imagined themiſclues to be of leſſer 
power then they could haue wifht- it; or had becne necd-: 
full ro haue repreſſed , and cut ſhort the atabitious wings, 
and high flowne infolencics of their Fanoucites. Fourthly, 
for that vnder this colour, occafion might bee ginen to Fa- 
uourites to diſpoſe in ſuch fort of the gouernmene of king- 
domes, that Kings ſhould not come to the knowledge of 
ought that paſſeth in them, be it goodor bad,more then (hall 
ſtand with the'good liking of their Fauourites, and make 
moſt for their owne ends... So that 5 neither thoſe thar are 
wronged, (hall finde meanes to bee righted 3 nor thoſe that 
are zealous of the common good, and of their 'Kings autho- 
ritic and reputation, be admitted to adnertiſe and giue notice 
vato him,of that which doth moſtconcerne him. For Kings, 
by reaſon of their retiredneſle, cannot come to the fallknow- 
ledge of all that paſſeth; One bf thethings wherewith they” 
charged that great Bauourite of King: Don [#28; in vhar ſen-! 
tence which they-pronounced-againſt-him, was, Thayhee” 
had put into the offices of the Kings houſe, and withour his * _ 
Dd 4 houſe, 
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houſe, and in places of gouernment, perſons that were tyed 
and wedged -to- his houſe, either by fce-tayle, or by friend- 
ſhip, I referre my ſelfe ro that, which the ſentence ſaith, ſpea- 
king in theperſon of King Den Inan the ſecond. Andit is 
not to be doubred, that when Fauourites (hall wholly apply 
themſelues to ſcaze vpon all the Ports, thereby to know all, 
and ſo to ſtoppe vp all- the doores and paſlages, that none 
can come-to-negociate withtheir Kings, but by their hands, 
itis noother but a binding of their Kings hands, and to op- 
preſſe them with a palliated and cloaked kinde of tyranny, 
with relation totheir private Intereſt. And becauſe from our 
very firſt entrance into this. our diſcourſe, our purpoſe was to 
confirme whatſocuer we propeſed,by thetcftimonies of holy 
Scripture, to the end that no man vpon any falſe preſuppo- 
fall, ſhould ſo much as ſurmiſe, or thinke, that we po about to 
tread too neare vpon the heeles of Fauourites, I wil likewiſe 
remit my ſclfe in this particular, to that Letter regiſtred in 
the Scripture, which thatgreat King CAr7axerxes wrote to 
all che. Dukes and Princes, and to all his vaſſalls of 127. Pro- 
ninces of bis kingdomes, wherein. with indearcd reaſon hee 
propoundeth:theinſoleneies and tyrannies; exerciſed by Fa- 
uourites, who viing amiſſe thefanours and mercedes, which 
their Kings doe them, ſecke to carry all things before them, 
with a high hand. : And for that the holy Ghoſt would haue 
allthis ſer down inthe ſacred Hiſtory, we may hefe very well 
interſert ſome part thereof, which is well worthy the noting, 
Myltizbonttate principum, 6s bonore, 7c, Many, the more 
often they arc honoured with the great bounty of their gra- 
cious Princes, the more proud they are waxen ; And indca- 
uour to hurt not our Subietts onely, but not being able ro 
beare abundance, doc take in. band to practiſe alſo againſt 
thoſe that doe them good. And take not onely thankfulneſſe 
from among men, but alſo. lifted vp-with the glorious words 
of lewd perſons, that were neuer good, they thinke toeſcape 
the iuſtice of God, thatſecth all things, and hatcth cuill. Of- 
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centimes alſo, the faire ſpeech of onr friends: pur in truſt 'to 
mannage the affaires, haue cauſed many thatare in authori- | 
tie to bee partakers of innocent bloud, and hath n—_— 
them in remedileſle calamitics. Begniling with the falſe 

and deceit of their lewd diſpolition,the innocencieand good- 
neſſe of Princes, &c. And it oftentimes commeth to paſſe, 
that the good ations: and intentions of Kings are hin- _ 
dered, and the light of their Juſtice cclipſed, by the interpo- - 
ſition of ſometerreſtriall bodice, which dothdarkenthe glory 
thereof, as the interucntion of the earth, obſcureth the Sunne. 
And the publike misfortunes which befall the common=- 
wealth, and theparticular wrongs and iniuſtices, which men 
by this meancs muſt indure, cuen vnder the raigne of a juſt 
and religious King, make his Empire hatefull; for it is a na- 
eurall property incident co the vulgar, when any misfortune - 
ſhall befall a State, to remove the-blame from themſelues, and 
to lay the fault vpon thoſe that are of greater ranke and qua» 
lity. But to-returne to our intended purpoſe, T ſay, That in- 
_ the Offices of . Juſtice (I meane) wherein diſtriburiue Juſtice - 

requireth-conſideration of merit, way is-notto -bee giuerrto 
the friends and kinsfolke of Fauouritres, bur reſpe& rathier - 
to bee had to the common good, wherein is to bee vſed- the 
fore-ſpecificd warinefle and circumſpe&ion. And inffiich- 
ſort may the riſentmcnr and complaints of the kinigdome' in - 
creaſe, that howbcit the ſaid friends and kinſmen, fhould*in- 
rheir abilitics hauc the aduantage of others, yet'oughe they 
to be excluded. For this reaſon, in point-of weele publike;is- 
of more weight and conſequence, then any ſufficiencie what. 
ſocucr in thoſe other pretenders. Marry, in thoſe otheroffi- 
ces which we call Offices. of grace, {for that 'they*neitHfer” 
haue the adminiſtration of Tuſtice,' nor government; the 
hand may be ſtretched our in a'freer manner 'vito- thoſe thit- 
have any reference of amitie or alliance vnto Fauourites. But 
thek offices are but tew, and of no great importance; 8nd in 


caſe an cxac conſideration ſhould bee had, there being = ; 
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that office, bee- it neuer ſo ſmall, wherein a man ſhall not 
mecte with. ſome oppoſites and pretenders, wee muſt not be 
ro0-haſty, but hold che hand awhile, that fitting prouiſion 
might be, made according to the qualities and merits of the 
perion, One, that was aprincipali-Councellour of State,cer- 
tified a certaine graue and worthy perſon, that he being 4/- 
calde de Cortezthe common hangmans office fell voide, and 
that hee was ſo earneſtly ſued vato , and ſuch interccſhons 
therein ved, that he was faigne to make two, the better to 
cumply with his owne obligation , and their importunitie. 
Andof the.Catholicke Quecene Donna 1/abel, it is ſaid, That 
when ſhe gouerned the State, together with King Don Fer- 
ando, her husband, there fell by chance a paper from forth 
her ſlecue, wherein ſhee had written with her owne hand, 
Let the Cryars place of ſuch a Citic be beſtowed vpon ſuch 
a one, for that he haththe beſt voice. And if in ſo meane an 
office, theſe Catholicke and prudent Princes had ſuch great 
care apd reſpe& to the qualities of the perſons ; what care 
ought-thereto bee had in thoſe of Iuſtice and government? 
What in Ecclcſiaſticall dignitics, which are the: pillars of our 
ſacred Religion? When the day of that ſtrict ind rigorous ac- 
count ſhall come , which God ſhall require at their hands, 
they will then ſce how much this did import them. 

Let then the finall reſolution of this queſtion be , That 
ſuppoſing that the naturall inclination of Fauovrites,is to be- 
1 all, and that thoſe that are neareſt vnto them, for what 
reſpe& ſocuer it be, are to bee preferred vnto Honours and 
Offices, I will not traighten them ſo much, nor my words, 
and counſel}, and ſeeme to be too much republike, and intire, 
in.condemning all their ations; for that it hath been a thing 
alwayes permitted to thoſe thatare pnt in ſuch high places: 
But I would not haue it paſſe for a rule, ip the proviſion of 
publike offices, through which haue paſt ſuch perſons as 
well vnderſtood what belonged to State affaires, and the 
conferuation of Kings, and their kingdomes, and that » cre 
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completcin all kinde of good learning and knowledge ; who 
witting,that thoſe, who had power with their Kings, would 
fauour thoſe that were theirs, out of that inclination which 
is common to all men, haue not ſticker to fay, thar this may 
be done, but with this conſideration, that ic bee not to the 
hurt ofche commonwealth. For there is not that ground, 
plant, or map, ſo barren, but hath ſome vertue in it, and is 
good for ſome Miniſtrie or other. In confirmation whereof, 
wee are likewiſe to conlider, that.in naturall things, there is 
not any fo vile, and ſo baſc, which alwayes, and ar all times 
is vaprofitable. And there are ſorne caſes, wherein Experience 
hath taugherhe profit, rhat may be taken therefto ,- for; the 
vie and conſcruatinn of mans life. And on the other fide, 
there is,nothing (o precious, ſo cltimable, and fo wholſome, 
which is alwaycs, and at all times, profitable. For there are 
ſome, as alſo ſome infirmities, which would proue mortall, 
ſhould they bee applyed vato them. And therefore mans 
' prudencedoth comertaconſiſt in this, to know it's qualitie, 
and to vnderitand aright the cftate and complexion of the 
man, and accotding thereunto to make vſcthereof;and of it's 
 vertue, And therefore hee that hath (by his Kings fauour) 
the ſupreme diſpoſall of all, let him confider and know , ci- 
therby himſclfc, or by others that arc his confident friends, 
(being as free, as free may bee, from naturall affeRions) the 
diſpolttions anginclinations of men, and: er withchis 
the qualitic of the offices, and perſons, which are to gouerne, 
and bee gonerned; and let him imply euery one inthar, 'for 
which hce {hall bee found fit and good. And keeping this 
courſe, he ſhall cumply with his owne inclination, and natu- 
rall deſires, And ſhall thercin dohis King and countrey good 
ſeruice. Bur for a concluſion andv of all thar is paſt, let 
choſe aduertiſements ſcrue, which follow in the ſubſequent 
Chapter, | |

ought to bee of a good courage, and of a ſound and ſetled 
iungement, not ſuffering aſuperiour;or cquall in his gouern- 
ment, For (as wee ſaid tn the beginning of this -Difcourlſe) 
kingdomesare by ſo much the more ſuſtained, and avugmen- 
ted, by how much the more neare they approach to rhe go- 


uernment of one. Vhereas on the contrary , they runne . 
- much hazard, when the reynes of the Empire. are divided, 


and put into ſcuerall hands. The Romancs neuer cnioyed ſo 
ach peace and plenty, as after that ,dwugaſiue Cefir Was 
declared fole Lord of the Empire, without depcndance ori 
any other. Which aduiſe ( amongſt many other good in. 
itru&ions) the Empcrour Cherles rhe fifth gane likewiſe vn- 
to the King his Sonne, to wit, That he ſhould bea very pre- 
ciſe louer of Truth , That hce ſhould not give himſelfc over 
vnto Idleneſſe; And that he ſhould alwayecs ſhew:himſelfe a 
free. and independant King ;.not onely in apparence;:but in 
ſubſtance. For itis very proper vnto Kings to rule, not to be 
ruled. And to adminiſter their kingdomes themſclues by 
their owne will, and not by anothers. For he will not be ſaid 

to 
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to be a King,who.being.to command, and corre&all,ſhould 
caſily ſuffer himſclfe ro be led away, and gouerned by others. 
And therefor it is fit, that hee ſhould alwayes ſtand vpon 
his awne bottome, and in none of his aRions cxpreſſe him- 
{elfe to depend on the aide and opinion of others, For this 
were to acknowledge a Superiour, or a Companion in go- 
uernment, and to diſcquer his owne weakneſle. 1nfirma enim 
eft potentia (faith Parritims) que alienis virions nititar : pur; wn; 
T hat's but a poore power, that mult bee vnder-propt by the 21.73. 3. 
ftrengrth of othcrs. In ſtead whereof, I would haue him to fit 
in Counccll, and to treate and communicate buſineſſes with 
ſuch perſons-ro whom it appertaineth,as herctofore I ſaid, 
Saying onely now, That that King.is in a miſerable and la. 
mentable caſe, that muſt depend on anothers helpe. Vpon a 
certaine occaſion, LAlexander the Great faid ; Se malle mori, 
quam regnarerozands : That he had rather dic, then raigne 
by ſupplicating and. intreating. And no otherwiſe doth that 
King raigne, who [hewes.himſclfe a Coward, and ſuffers the 
excellencic of his courage to bee: ouerwhelmed and carried 
away with che.current of hard and difficult things, which 
many times offer themſelues, leauing the reſolution of all to 
the mercie and fauour of others, by whoſe helping band ie 
ſccmech that he liucth and raigoueth. This (aid the- Empe- 
rour Yeſþ«ſian) is to-dyc ſtanding. And as,that King. is 
dead, which leaues that to another which hee can doce-him- 
ſelfe, and which doth properly appertaine vnto his office, 
and as he {hall not truly cumply with his obligation, if he 
ſhould goabout to draw ſolely to himſclfe.the gouernment 
of his whole kingdome ; much lefle in. like manner [hall 
he cumply therewith , if hee ſhould caſt off all care-from 
himſelfe, and relye wholly-vpon others. For Extreames, 
in all rhings, arcill. And an extreme thing ie were, that hee 
ſhould rake vpon himſclfe-the whole weight and burthen. of 
buſineſſes, and to haue all things paſſethrough his owne 
hands icbcing likewiſe no leſſe, if ke ſhould lyſeofarom 
is 
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his owne ſhoulders, and-put his hand to nothing, as did Y7- 
trellis, and lowinianwm, who did in ſuch ſorrdil-loade them- 
ſelues of rhcir offices, and ridde their hands of all matter of 
gouernment, that all was ordered and gouerned by other 
mensarbitrement, and none of theirs. Ofthe former irisre- 
ported, that he forgot that hee was Emperour. And of the 
other, that hee intended nothing but cating and drinking, 
gaming and whoring. So that beth of them came'to ſuch 


miſerable ends, as their retchleſſe and carclefſe kinde of 


living had deſerued. Chil/dericke; Kingof France, and third 
of that name, is (and not withour juſt cauſe) condemned by 
the writers ofthoſe times, for thathee did wholly quit him- 
ſelfe of briſineſles, and led ſo idlc and voprofitable a life,that 
he rooke care of mo recommending all to his great Fa- 
uourite Pipine, who did rule and gouecrne bim as hee liſted, 
And there was not any meeting or conuerſation throngh- 
out the kingdome, wherein men did not mutter and mur- 
mure at it, For their nimble and aQiue nature could by no 
meanes indure, that their King ſhould be but the ſhadow of 
a King, and ſtand for a Cypher, ſhelecring himſelfe vader the 
ſhade of another. Which could not chooſe (confidering how 
viuall a thing it is) bur put ſpirit into Pipire, and adde met- 
rall ro his power, For it is very proper to the condition of 
men, the mote high they are in place and dignitie , to defire 


. themore honour, and the more wealth. There are but few 


of your great and powerfull perſons, which are not hydro- 
picall, and doe not thirſt after new honours, and new ad- 
uancements; And ſome haue procecded'ſo farre in theirpre- 


_ tenfions, that they haue preſumed (as this Fauourite did) to 


"ny King of his Crowne: Willingly hearkening vnto 
thoſe flatterers abont him,which did whiſper this in his eare, 
and cgpe him on vnto it. Tt likewiſe beganto bee treated of 
amongſt the great Lordsof that kingdome, How much bet- 
ter command and rule were in one Head, then intwo: And 
How that all kingdomes had cucrmore adeſire to have but 


Once 


one Prince; And that all prudent and wiſe men, haue (in 
reaſon of State) held this gouernment to be the beſt and ſu. 
reſt; and thatit was not fit, that the vniforme body of a com- 
monwealth, or kingdome, ſhould bee ſubie&and obediene 
tro two Heads : To wit, that one ſhould enioy the name and 
title of King, and the other poſſeſſe the power. And that it 
were better that all ſhould obey one, that had wiſedome and 
experience, and that bad beene bred vp in buſineſſes, and the 
mannaging of Statc-affaires, whereby to gouerne them in 
peace and Juſtice, And fithence, thatin Pip7ne thele qualitics 
did concurre, and that on him all the buſineſſes of impor- 
tance did depend, it were good that hee ſhould bee their 
King, and that Chi/dericke ſhould take his eaſe and pleaſure. 
Hercupon they treated with Pipive, who though hee gauc 
care vnto what they ſaid, yet would not raſ{hly aduenture 
himſclfe to accept of the Crowne. vnleſſe Pope Zacharias 
might firſt be conſulted therein. Vhereupon they ſent their 
Embaſſadours,who had inſtruQion to render ſuch reaſons to 
the Pope, that might moue him'to approue thereoF, and 
indging Ch:ldericke to bee vnfit for the gaucrnment, might 
abſolue the French of their oath which they had taken, and 
that obedience which they ought to their King, and that he 
ſhould depriuc him of the kingdome, and further declare, 
That ſince Pipine did rule andcommand all,and had ſo many 
good indowments, that hee might likewiſe be inueſted with 
the title of King. And the Archbiſhop of Magurcis was the 
man, that was nominated to ſet the Crowne on his head, and 
to declare him to bee King of all France. Being thus back't, 
they ſummoned a Parliament,degraded the poore ſecly king, 
and thruſt him into a Monaftery, and Pipine was ſ[worne 
andproclaimed King of thoſe ſo many kingdomes and Sig- 
norics, as were then ſubic& tothe Crowne of France. Hence Thereremai- 
had it's firſt beginning, and that hand and power giuen vnto Re po Wi 
Popes, in. ſo great a bulineſle, as the ſetting vp and pulling Decrerals. c, 
downe of Kings; and whichis moce,of creating new Empe- 4%«16-+ 
rours, 
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ronrs, and depriuing the old ones of their Empire. Vhereof 

there are' many exatnples. And that which this Pope did 

with that King, who had no more then that vmbratill, and 

apparent power , other Popes afterwards did the like with 

Hemwries and Fredericks, and other Tyrants of great puiſance 
and power.The one offend in the more:the orher in the leſſe. 

The one, out of the ambition that they haue to bee Kings, 

that they may command, and doe all, looſe all,and ſo.go to 

hell. And the other gothe'ſame way, for that they will not 
bee (as they (bould be) Kings, but gine themſelues wholly 

vnto idleneſſe.Itwas the Emperour Galba's vtter oucrthrow, 
that hc had put the whole government into onely three mens 
hatids, which he brought along with bim , poſſefing them 
with ſo much power, that hee was not Maſter of himfelfe, 
depending ſtill vpon their wil,and through that great autho- 
ritie which they had, they. ouerthrew all whatſocuer their 
\King did ordaine, thruſting their armes (as we ſay) vp to the 
elbowes in all affaircs, and making: vſe of their preſent for- 
tune, And for that this vnfortunate Emperour could take no- 
tice of no more, then what hee had from-them ; for none 
(without their permiſhon) conld,or ſee, or ſpeake with him, 
they made him to do thar, whichthat other Potter did, who 
going about to make a pot, to boyle meate in, madea Iarre, 
ro put drinke in; And hethinking to ſubſtitute Indges, that 
ſhould adminiſter Iuſtice, appointed theeues in their place, 
which robbed the Commonwealth. All which wasimputed 
vnto him. . And forthat Vanity is the mother of ſo many vi- 
ces, all this their great fauour ſerued to no other vie, but to 
cauſe their Soucraigne to commit many ations of iniuſtice, 
and indifcretion, and of vnhcard of, and vnthoughr of 


wrongs, violently breaking through the ordinary courſe of 


Juſtice. By which exorbitant proceedings, this imprudent 
Emperour grew to be hated and abhorred of all, and not be- 
Ing able longer to beare with him, they deprived him at once 
of his life, and Empire. And theſe kinde of Gaterpillars (ſaid 
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the Empcerour S:gi/manad) make thoſe Kings vnfortunate 
that put their afhance in them. At this careleſſ ward, lived at fer ae Ag. 
firſt Lgefilaws, King of the Lecedemonians, though after- g/muw * 
wards (like a wiſe Prince) hee did re&ifie this errour. And 
the caſe was this z Hee let his friend and Fauourite Liſander 
carry a great hand ouer him, and did honourhim in all thae 
he could, expreflingalwayes much loue vnto himz Lyſander 
puft vp herewith, tooke great ſtate vpon hir.being attended 
with a great traine, and manifeſting in his very gate a kinde 
of cxtraordinary grauitic and Maicſtie , and all did fo farre 
forth ſerue and obey him, that it ſeemed he had vſurped the 
dignitie royall, and the Empire, leauing good honeſt ge. 
ſfilaws onely the bare Titulary name of King. Which his 
Maieſtie taking into his conſideration,.to the end that the 
people might not wh that hee raigned by Ly/anders helpe, 
he withdrew the diſpatch of buſineſſes fromforth his hands, 
and would not remitany thing vnto him, and if he ſpake to 
him touching this or that buſineſle, he madeas if he did not 
heare him, or not well vnderſtand him,diſpatching all him- 
ſelfe, to the good contentment of his Subie&s. Hereupon 
Lyſander began to caſt vp his accounts with himſelfe, and 
forbore from that time forward to conferre fauours, or to 
promiſe Offices; and told ſuch ſuiters as came vnto him, that 
they ſhould go themſclues to petition the King, and would 
by no meanes permit, that they ſhould accompany him to 
Court, as before. And yet notwithſtanding all this, be afliſt- 
ed very carefully in all ſuch ſernices, as were by his Maieſty 
recommended vnto him, without any the leaſt ſhew of diſ- 
contentment. Within a while aftcr occaſion was offered vnto 
him to ſpeake with the King; and talking with him, hee told 
him ; O King, how well haſt thou learned to make thy 
friends lefle? yes (quoth the King) when they will make 
themſclucs too great. The King played his part well, ſo did 
the Fauourite, andall ought to doe the like. Kings muſt bore 


a hole inthat ſhip with their owne hand, to flop it's courle, 
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when it hoyſeth it's ſayles too high, and goes with too ill 
a gale, For the taking notice of their Fauourites ambition, is 
thar ballaſt , which doth ſecure them againſt thoſe their 
windes, and puftes of vanitic. | 

 Letthenthe firſt aduice, and which is of greateſt impor- 
eance for Kings and Chriſtian kingdomes , bee that which 
(amongſt other) the Catholicke King of Spaine, and Empe- 
rour Charles the fifth, left vnto his ſonne King Ph:lip the ſe- 
cond, whercin with many indeared and cfteAvall words , be 
recommends vnto him the obſcruing, augmenting, and de. 
fending of the Chriſtian faith, in all his kingdomes, States, 
and Signiories,ſenercly puniſhing with all rigour and iuſtice, 
without exception of perſons, all ſuch as ſhould bee cither 
ſuſpeRted or fund culpable in points of Hereſtes, Errours, 
and depraued Sets, contrary to the Catholicke faith. For 
thercin conſiſteth all our good words, all of them, worthie 


conſideration, and worthy ſo Catholicke a Prince, eſtecmed, 


approucd , and perpetually obſerued by his moſt happic 
Gans (howbeit Sts great coſt, ) As neat knew bh 
well, that in the obſcruance of Religion , and Catholicke 
faith, all the happincſſe that we can hope for in this or thar 
other life, dependeth thereupon, and hath it's fure ground 
and foundation. And therefore Saint Paul calls it Sabftaw. 
tiam rerum ſperandarum, C46. Faith is the ſubſtance of things 
hoped for,and the cuidence of things-notſcene,&c. Forit is 
the foundation whereupon is built in our ſoules all our fpiri- 
tuall good: infomuch that the ſelfe ſame Apoſtle ſaid, Sine 
fide, &rc. Without faithir is impoſſible to pleaſe God. And 
ſecing it is a Tewell of ſuch great worth and value, Kings arc 
to make thateſteeme of it, that they doe not onely retaine 
it, but maintaine and defend it, cſpecially in their owne 
kingdomes, and in all other places, where they have any 
power. For beſides the obligation, which they haue, as 
Chriſtian Kings, it concernes thera likewiſe in their owne 
proper intereſt. For in giuing way to their Subics,r'1:t =

be not faithfull vato God, it will pull that puniſhment vpon 
them, that they (hall not be loyall vato them. And moſt cer. 
caincit is, that they who ſhall not cumply with the greater 
obligation, ſhall cafily faile in the leſſer. And this is made 
cleare vnto vs in the ſacred Hiſtory of the?Kings , where, 
whoſoeuecr ſhall diligently obſerue the ſame, hee aa finde, 
That after 1eroboam, King of Iſrael, had ſer vp thoſe Idolls ;.ting;s;; 
in Den, and Bethel, of purpoſe to withdraw the people from 
the true worſhip of God, were commenced and continued 
(as there wee may reade) the treaſons and rebellions of the 
Subies againſt their Kings. For this vnfortunate Prince 
thought with himſelfe,thar for toſcttle-and ſecure himſelfe in 
the kingdomeby thoſe ten Tribes, which had rebelled, and - 
made choice of him fortheir King, that it would be a good 
meanes to induce them to his deuotion,to draw them to for» 
20 the adoration of the true God, which they were wont to 
pcrforme in the holy Citie, and Temple of Icruſfalem, and to 
humble and proſtrate themſclucs before thoſe Tdolls. Butthe 
tuft vengeance of God ouertooke him , for inſtantly there-. 
upon he loſt his eldeſt ſonne, who d eda violent death, For 
Basſha, the ſonne of 4h5h, of the houſe of /fachar, conſpi- 
red againſt him, and ſmote him at Gzbberhoy, and anon after 
all the houſe of 7eroboams, not leauing vnto him any that 
breathed. And not onely hee, and his. did miſcarry, butthe 
whole kingdome was laid waſte and deſolate for that ſinne, 
and led away captiue. And as when one man hath recciued 
from another ſome extraordinary great wrong, he can hard- 
y forgetit : ſo, vpon all occaſions, wherein mention is made 
of the ſinnes of the Kings, which afterwards ſucceeded, and 
ofthe puniſhment which they deſerued for them, ſtill is the 
remembrance reuiued of this moſt gricuous ſinne of 1erobo- 
es,and are attributed vnto him, as being the firſt that open- 
d the gappe vnto them. And all thoſe troubles which arc 
here particularly ſet downe in thoſe ſacred bookes, befell 


bat kingdome for a puniſhmentto them, and a warning - 
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all Chriſtian Kings, that by how muchthe greater light they 
haue for to know the excellencie of Faith, and the truth 
of Chriſtian Religion, ſo muchthe leſle are they to be obey. 
ed, and the more ſcuerely to bee puniſhed, if they ſhould 
be wanting to ſo great and fo apparent an obligation, Let 
Chriſtian Kings therefore know , that if they ſhall conti- 
nue firme in the faith, and cauſe all their ſubieAs to continue 
conſtant therein, God will prote& both King and people, 
and will eſtabliſh their kingdomes, and all ſhall obey and 
feare them ; but if they ſhall faile therein, all runs to wracke, 
and vrecr ruine. So that, as a naile, if you will haue it to hold, 
mult be faftcned in ſome other thing that is firme and ſtrong, 
leſt it, and all that hangs thereon, come tumbling downe to. 
the ground, So in like manner, if a King will vphold himfelfe 
firmc and ſurc in his power , Maieftic, and greatneſle, -hee 
muſt befirmely fixed to the faith, ſtrongly vaited with God, 
and cloſe wedged to his diuine will: but if he begin once to 
ſinke, or ſhrinke in this, all his kingdomes,or whatſocuer de- 

thereon, come tumbling downe to the ground, with a 
ſudden and fearefull fall. For nothing doth more vphold a ſo- 
ciable life, a Monarchie, and kingdome, then Religion linked 
with Iuſtice. Noah for his Religion and Tuſtice, was after the 
Flood obeyed by all. The Romans, for the vpholding and in- 
larging of their Empire, held not any meanes comparable to 
that of Religion and Iuſtice, wherein they ſurpaſſed all of 
thoſe times. The Emperour Sewerws being at the point of 
death (which is a time for men to ſpeake truth) ended his life 
with theſe words, Firmnm imper inm filjs mers relinguo, fi 
boni erunt ; Imbecille, ſi mali: A ſtrong Empire leauc I to 
my Sonnes, if they proue good; aweake, if bad. For the grea- 
teſt force and ſtrength of a kingdome, both for the preſent, 
and the facure, is the vertue of it's king.So that with no lime 
and fand are the walls and foundations of States more firme 
and ſurely ſetled for laſting and continuance , then with a 
Kings vertueand goodneſſe; Whichis that recompence and 
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reward which God promiſcd to his moſt faithfull ſcruanc 
Dazid,for his vertue. Firmaboregnum eine,ty ftabilians thro. 
num 1egni civs in ſempiternnm: I will eſtabliſh his kingdome; 
and I will ſtabliſhthe throne of his kingdome for cuer. Thar 
is, the title and dignitic of a King ſhould bee continued and 
confirmed vnto him, :4nquam in v/am ty proprictatens, for 
cuer and cucr. This firmneſle in the faith, and this obſer- 
uance of Religion and Iuſtice, are thoſe ſtrong pillars and 
columnes, which being truly cumplyed withall, do not one- 
ly vphold for the preſcnt, but doe likewiſe increaſe and per- 
petuate kingdomes. If good King 1ehoſephat had not entred $.ney.22, 
into league and amitie with King 4444 the Idolatcr, it had 
not fallen our with him ſo ill as it did, nor his life beene put 
to that danger as it was. Tudas Machabews heard tell of the 
great and famous deeds that the Romans had done in feates 
of Armes, being a tranger-Nation to Gods people. Where- 
upon he ſent his Ambaſſzdours vnto them, to make a perpe- 
euall league and confederation with them. Wherewith God 
was much diſpleaſed, and ſo hurtfull vnto them was this ami- 
tic and alliance, that many have obſcrued, that after this 
Peace was concluded betwecne them, 1#ds neucrafter obtai- 
ned any viory ouer his enemies, but was flaine in the firſt 
battell that he fought. And ſome ſay, the like ſucceeded to 
both his brothers, 10nathen and Simeon, 

Let vs draw then from this diſcourſe and ſound aduice of 
this Catholike Emperour, how much it importeth Kings to 
maintaine their faith and Religion, and to conſerue and vp- 
hold the fame in all their kingdomes and dominions. Now 
for to conſerue the faith, itis likewiſe requiſite, that there be 
great care had in procuring,that the commonwealth be pur= 
ped and cleanſed of ic's vices and ſinnes. For (as the Apoſtle 
Saint Paul ſaith) when vices grow to that head and rank- 
neſſe, that they come to make men to be of a bad and corrupt . 
conſcience, they go diſpoſing ſuch to ſuffer Thipwracke in the 
faith; as it hath happened in theſe our times,in many parts of 
Europe. Ee 3 The 
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- Theſecond aduicec thar I ſhall giue vnto Kings,'is, thar 
they carry themſclues ſo in the diſpatch of buſineſſes, thar 
notice may not bee taken, that they are diſpatched by any 
other arbitrement, but their owne., For moſt certaine it is, 
that if it come to be knowne, that all the Orders that come 
forth, paſſe through the Fauourites hands, and as hee ſhall 
giue direction, they looſe much of their force and cfficacic, 
and the King much of his reputation and credit. His ſubies 
will grow to contemne him ; and ſtrangers will make little 


reckoning of him ; and many other miſchiefes will enſue 


thereupon. Amongſt the Romanes it was held for a great 
affront and diſhonour, that the Emperour ſhould diſpatch 
(as they ſay) porcarta-pacis,by a note. booke,or ſome penn'd 
thing-for him; or (like ſome young praQitionerin phylſicke) 
by his Maſters Recipes. And therefore in thoſe generall pro- 
ceſhons , which they made, they beſought God that hee 
would not puniſh them, by giuing them Princes, which had 
need to be ruled and guided by Gonernours and Tutors. For 
they knew well enough, that when God is angry, offended 
with the ſinnes of the people, he puniſheth them, by ſending 
them Princes without knowledge and wiſedome; that are not 
able to goucrne of themſclues, bur to doe as others ſhall ad- 
uiſe them. Whercin they did confeſſe and acknowledge, 
That to be a King, conlifteth in being knowne and reveren. 
ced of all ; to bean independant Lord, not relying vpon any 
other; whoſe Mandates and Decrees all ſhould fdſribe Vn- 
toand obey ; whom all ſhould ſeeke vnto, with whom all 
ſhould negociate,that are pretenders, from whoſe liberalitie, 
- reſolution, and will, they onely ſhould acknowledge all the 
races and fauours that arc done them, and from no other 
hand. For if they ſhould giue way thereunto, their Subic&s 
will bee ldoced eaſily to belecuc, that together with this, 


they will giue away their greatneſle, and miniſter occaſion to 
looſe that common loue and reſpe& which ſolely a1: proper- 
ly is due vnto them. For Subic&s vſually honour no other 
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Sunne, but that from which they receiuc their light. They 
naturally abhorre that man, that does them hurt 3 and loue 
that perſon, who does them good, bee he what hee will be, 
good or bad, all is one, They call God Optimum maximum, 
becauſe he both doth, and is able to do them good. And he 
himſelfe doth glory therein, as being vnwilling that. men 
ſhould acknowledge the good they receiuc, from any other. 
What wiſedome then can there bee in that King, that ſhall 
ſuffer a Fauourite to haue all the thankes, and all the honour 
and glory of thoſe fauours and rewards, whereof he is the 
owner and donor? Reſcruing for himſelfe nothing bue the 
ſcorne and contempt of his Subicas, then chewhich there is 
no miſerie canbe greater? God forbid that Kings ſhould per- 
mit any ſuch leſſening of their power and authoritic, which 
is the neceſlarieſt thing that can bee, for the conſeruation of 
their eſtates and kingdomes.Likewiſc in regard oftheir owne 
proper particular, it will be a very good lefon for them ; for 
if their ſubics are beholding for the good they receive, vato 
another, they will loue him more then them ; and when oc- 
caſton ſhall ſerue, will not ſticke to ſhew it, though it bee to 
their owne hurt. Examples hereof , there are good ſtore 
amongſt thoſe ancient Kings and kingdomesof eider times, 
that by this mcancs haue beene ouerthrowne and brought to 
ruine. Ve findc it ſtoried, that the Emperour C/a#diav , at 
the interceſſion and inſtance of 1Hgrippine, made ſuch a 
one Generall of his Army ; Cornelius Tacitms toucheth vpon 
this Myſterie, and ſaith of him, that hee was a man of much 
fame and renowne, and very cxpert in militarie diſcipline; 
yet knowing very well-withall, by whoſe good will and fur- 
therance, that command was conferred vpon him , he could 
not (when occaſion ſhould offer) bee behinde hand for ſo 
reat an honour done vnto him, but recompence it tothe vt- 
moſt of his power. Such great places of imployment ougbe 
to be beſtowed by no hand, but by Kings, and that imme- 


diately, leſt another may go away with the thankes. And he 
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thatare in his gift; for (ifir were poſſible) it is fit that all 
ſhould tand bound and obliged to him... 


+ Let Kings likewiſe bee aduiſed, that they carry a watch- 


full- eye oncr thoſe that are ambitious,which are cither fo na- 
eurally, or by conuerfing and communicating with others, 
are made ſo (for this is an infeRious diſcale) and the more, 
the more it taketh hold on great perſons, and men of an ex- 
traordinary ſpirit; for they are as dangerous as theeues, where 
there is ſtore of treaſure to bee had. For queſtionleſſe ſuch 
kinde of men do vſually labour to increaſc their eftate. For it 
1s vcry naturall to this paſhon, as to thoſe 'other affeions, 
neuer to giue ouer, till they come to the end and full ſatisfa- 
Qion of that which thcir appetite or deſire repreſenterh vn. 
to them: neither the Law of God, nor of thankfulneſſe, ſuf 
ficing to moderate their mindes, and to keepe them within 
the due andlawfull bounds of their durie. In that houre, and 
in that very inftant of their rifing, nay, before they come to 
thar greatneſle, there is little truſt to be giuen vnto them; for 
nothing workes vpon them, but their proper honour and 
profit, And all the reſt they cſtecme as nothing, in compari- 
ſon of _ their owne fortune; But if of neceffitie ſome 
muſt bee raiſed to honour ; 55 quem: extollere oporteat (faith 
the Philoſopher) non 1amen eum , qui fit moribus audax. 
Nam hainſmods homines aptiffindl ſunt ad innadendum circa 
res omnes: Let them not be ofhaſcand meane condition,nor 
ſuch as are naturally proud and haughty, for being vainely 
tranſported with their fauour and privacic, they thinke with 
ehemſclues, that they haue already clapt a nayle in fortunes 
wheele, and that they cannot fall fromthe top of their feli- 
citic. And being thus blinded with their ambition , there is 
not any thing which they dare not aduenture on. Let Kings 
therefore well weigh' and conſider with themſelues, what 
mannerof men they putinto great places, and neare about 
their perſons, that they may relye more on the I of 
| ener 
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their nature and diſpoſition, then on the Law orconien 
and thankfulneſſe; for theſe arc but.weake bonds, and afily 
broken. And becauſe I know not whether I ſhall hereafter 
come to light the like occaſion, I will here propoſe thar 
Queſtion, which is diſputed and doubted of by ſome (and 
may likewiſe ſerue for an .4io vnto Kings) whether it be 
better that the great Lords ſhould be farre off from them, or 
neare about them? The Emperour Charles the fifth (of fa- 
mous memory) amongſt other Aduertiſements which hee 
gaucto his ſonne Philip, one was, Thathe ſhould not let the 
ercat offices of the kingdome, nor places of great command 
reſt any long time in one mans hands, nor ſhould:pug his - 
Grandes and great Lords into them, but Gentlemenof good 
qualitic, ſachas werg creatures of his owne making: And as 
for his Grandes, hee ſhould honour them with ſome places 
and offices neare about his perſon, which would be a greater 
grace both to himſclfe and his Court. | 
Othersarc ofaquitecontrary opinion,and alledge reaſons 
for the maintenance thereof. Great men (they ſay) if they be 
not like thoſe lietle ones, which Chriſt ſpeaketh of, are ordi- 
narily of an extraordinary ſpirit, and endeauour., all. they 
can, increaſe of honour, till they come to occupie the higheſt 
place. And then will it bee ſeene, of whar little eſteeme are 
thoſe great fadours which they haucalready receiued. There 
isnot that friendſhip, that kindred, nor any other bond; be 
iencuer ſo ſtrong, which is not broken, through the greedy 
ambition of aſcending to ſome higher throne. For to bee a 
King (ſaith Z#ripides) all Law is broken. For this Appetite 
i of that force and ſtrenggh, that it breaketh all Lawes,both 
Diuine.and Humane. For- proofe whereof, they cite man 
_ examples, which I purpoſely omit, that I may not offen 
and tire outthe Reader. All of them admoniſhing Kings,thar 
they ſhould thronghly weigh and conſider where, and in 
what places they put them, For ifthey be neare about their | 


royall perſon, itis the torment of T anta/w vnto them, to - 
: | the 
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che-water and the fruit ſo neare their mouth (that great- 

neſſe and power I meane) and not to enioy it, VVhich will 

but protioke a more hungry appetite in thoſe which doc not 

poſſeſſe it, and will breake through bedge and ditch, and 

runne (as they ſay) through fire and water tranſported with 
this ſo faire and beautifull a prize, as is ſet before their eycs; 

neuer being at quict till they come to enioy it. For there is 

not that loucto any thinghere vpon carth, which doth fo 
much alter, ſuſpend , and ſeaze on the minde and h art of 
man, as that of ruling and commanding, and to grow great 
therein. And when they ſee things ſucceed not according to 
their minde, yet at lcaft in ſatisfaction oftheir cnuie,they will 
be well content that the waters ſhould be troubled, and.che 
world be turned toplie. turuy,taking pleaſure therein, though 
it be to their owne hurt. And what King can ſecure himſcltfe, 
that ſuch ambitious perſons, being neare about him, will nor 
at one time or other atrempt their ends. For greatneſle (fay 
they) after that it is once poſſeſſed, quits thememory. of the 
meanes, whereby it came to bee ſo great, and findes a thou- 
ſand excuſes for it's weakneſle in offending. And the rather, 
for thatill vic hath tanght all men this leſſon; That the repu- 
tation of an honeſt man is not tobe preferred before his pro- 
per profitand greatneſſe. Laſtly, they ſay,That he thatouer- 
commeth, and makes good his clayme by his ſword,needcth 
not to ſtudy excuſes, and to make Apologies ; let thoſe doe 
that, that hauc the worſt end of the ſtaffe, and ſtand ar the 
mercy of the Conquerour. In concluſion, they refolue this 


eſtion thus; Thatit is very fitthat your great Noble-metr 


ould rather liue farre from Court, then ncare about their 


King.For all of them will be of good vſe, for the gouernment 


of Prouinces and Armics , whereby both the one and the 
other will b- ſecured. And when they cannot content them 
In all chat they would haue, they may entertaine them with 
theſe, which will be a good meanes to dinert their thoughts, 
and to bridle thoſe Prouinces that arc committed to their 
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charge, with whom the Maicſtic and greatneſſe of their Go- 


uernours will be able to doe much; And there they are not 
of that danger. For in kingdomes by ſuccefon,and well ſer. 


led, and where there is no colour of wreſting the Scepterour | 


of the bloud-royall, there is no feare of truſting the Grawdes, 
and great Noblemen with theſe kinde of Gouernments, but 
it israther requiſitethat it ſhould be ſo. For, likevnto ſtarres 
in hcauen, and their influences on carth, they ſerue for orna- 
ment and conuerſation in thoſe-kingdomes and Prouinces, 
whercin there are ancient and noble Houſes, for which they 
are to ſceke out men of Noble bloud, and good qualitic, and 
ofknowne greatneſle, to bee conuerſant amongſt them, For 
the Nobilitic of thoſe kingdomes and Provinces will thinke 
themſclues not well dealt withall,if they ſhall have but an or- 
dinary man ſct ouer themto be their Gouernour,be he neucr 
fo wile, or never fo valiant, For being that they are toattend 
all ar the gates of him that holdeth that place, they may 
_ eſtcemeit 25 an iniurie to ſec themſelues obliged, to acknow. 
ledge homage vnto him, whom out of that place they would 
ſcarce vouchlafe him their companie. Beſides, thatgreatneſſe 


and largeneſſe of minde and heart, that knowes not how to- 


ſhrinke, or be deieAted with aduerſe fortune (a thing ſo ne- 
ceſlary in him that goucrnes) will ſooncr bee found in theſe, 
then men of meaner ranke. For (as Saint Jerome ſaith) hee 
that'owes much to his bloud and familie, will alwayes beare 
that obligation about-him, and neuer faile therein, Againe, 
| he that is borne to command, will be leſſe inſolentin/ his go. 
ernment, as hauing that noble qualitie from his cradle; And: 
the people on the cther ſide will more willingly obey him, 
whom they hauc alwayes knowne.to haue lived in honour 
and greatneſſe : And his example will bee of grearer impor- 
rance, torcforme the diſorders and abuſes that ſhall there:be 

offered. 2: S501 BO HE 06 
Ouer and above, they further adde, Thar your 6Grendes 
and great Noblemey, may,and haue obligation to Co 
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themſelues with their preſent eſtate, if they will bur weigh 
the differenceof that it was, with that which it is now , did 
not men that 2re now in honour grow forgctfull of their 
former meane condition. That grieuing them more, which 
falls ſhort of their deſirc, then-that doth pleaſe and content 
them, which forrunc hath with ſo liberall a hand beſtowed 
onthem.. Forno.man reſts contented with his preſent cſtate 
and condition; nor doc we eſteeme that ſo much which wee 


poſleſſe, as the lacke of that we deſire, doth torment vs. And 


therefore doe they ſay, that they are not ſo good to be abour 
Kings, and more particularly thoſe which are ſo. qualified, 
for they arelikea li 
ner, which makes an cnd ofvs before we arc aware of it, wor- 
king it'seffeQ, before wee can looke into the cauſe. Or like 
vnto the hand in a Clocke, or Dyall ,: which tells out the 
houre, and ſtrikes, without perceiuing how itmoues or goes. 
Or like vnto thoſe plants of your talleſt trees, which grow to 
their full height, whileſt acither our eyes, nor tes 
ding can ſcarce comprehend, how this comes to paſle, ſo in- 
fenlibly doth it ſproute and ſhoot vp. This is the queſtion, 
and theſe;in briefe, the conucniences,which (for mine-owne 
part) I know not what they arc, vnlefſe fuch conueniences 
as arc proper to cucry one in their owneeſtate. But be it as 
ie may be, and let them ſay what they liſt, let Kings reſoluc 
by the illumination of that light which they hauc from hea- 
uen, onthat which ſhall be beſt for them. That which I ſay, 
is this, Thatirt will well become them: to live with a great 
dcale of warinefſe and circumſpeRion, and not to truſt or re- 
lyc too much vpon fortune. For this Lady, howbeit ſome- 
times (hee ſuffers her ſelfe to bee commanded by them, yet 
now and then ſhe onerrules them, as ſhe doth the reſt. And 
therefore it ſhall bee good diſcretion and prudence, to fearc 
both her,and her frequent mutabilitics and changings, as it 
bchoueth cucry man to doc rhe like. For ſhe, without any 
reſpec or diſtinAion of perſons, will oftentimes __ out 
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from thatway and courſe wherein ſhe is, and runne a quite 
contrary bias , and commit the current of thoſe effects to 
time and Nature. © 
Let Kings likewiſe take heed, thatthey doe not put offen? 
ded perſons into ſuch places, where they may revenge them= 
ſelues; For a recciued wrong or iniurie leaues ſtill ſome roots 
behinde, which, when occaſion is offered, will bud forth moſt 
bitter and venemous plants. Nor are there any rewards, or 
benefits, be they neuer fo ay - that can blotour the prine 
of that impreſſion , which an Miurie tampeth in the minde 
and heart of man. Courteſies are ſoone forgotten by them, 
for it ſcemeth a troubleſome thing vnto themy eo endure the 
weight and burthen of fogreat a debt and obligation, but a 
received wrong or iniuric, that ſhall cuer be remembred, be- 
cauſe they hold reuenge to be the charafter of courage, and 
the badge of a noble minde and braue ſpirit. Palnere, gui le- 
dit, ſeribit, ſed marmore leſus : He that doesa wrong, writes 
it downe in duſt; but he that recciues it, in marble. T acitws 
tcacheth vs to know this minde of man, and it's paſſions; 
telling vs that the greateſt and ſtrongeſt inclination inman,is 
eo receine ſatisfation of the iniuries done vnto them , for 
thankfalneſſelyecs as a heauy loade vponthem, whereas they 
makelight of choſe benefits they receiue. Eſteeming the latter 
to be a diminution ef their greatneſſe; and the former,to wir, 
reuenge, to bee a great gaine vnto them; for they imagine, 
that they gaine thereby in their authoritie , in their reputa- 
tion,and in the manifeſtation of their valour,when the world 
ſhall take noticethat they haue righted themſelues: Such: as 
theſe can RE good as they are Fauourites, noras they 
are Councellers. For out of thedeſife and pleaſure they take 
in reuenge, they will rather adviſe thatwhich ſhall ſceme 
conuenient for the execution thereof, then for the authoritie 
and profit of the Prince, whom they aduiſe. They will aduile 
him (I ſay) co venture himſelfe vpon ſome voyage, to enter 
into a warre, to go himlſelfe into the field with a royallarmy, 
or 
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or to vndergo ſome dangerons cnterpriſe, for the better cffc- 

Ring of their defignes, plotting a thouſand miſchicfes to 

bring him vnto ruinc. And letthem ſay what they will, yet 
ſhall they neuer perſwade me, that this proceeds out of the 
louewhich they beare vnto their King , and his increaſe of 
honour,but out of hatred to his perſon,& their owne proper 
fatisfation, thinking that by that meanes they may worke 
their reuenge. And hereunto I adde, that no man can bee 
found of ſo perfe& a minde, of ſo temperatea nature, and ſo 
vertuous, but that in the firſt Place he will treate of his owne 
buſineſle; and that treating of this particular , the cyc of his 
thought ſtill ayming to hit this white, will not ſicke to ad- 
uenture any danger in hope of reucnge. And therefore I 
ſhall adviſe Kings, that of necefhtic muſt ſometimes giue care 
and credit to theſe or the like perſons, if they chance to bee 
preferred to great places, that they be very carcfull how farre 
forth they truſt them, for they area dangerous kinde of peo- 
ple, vnſafe, and more couetous of their owne priuate intereſt, 
then carcfull of the publike peril], or common hurt. For this 
loue vnto themſelues, and hatred vnto ethers, coucred and 
ſtrewed oucr with the cloud and aſhes of inturies and offen- 
ces, Ccither receiued or conceived , doth reuine and quicken 
the coales by thoſe blaſts of fauour and greatneſſe that are 
blowne on them; procuring (though to others coſt) to vp- 
hold themſclues therein, and to ingage Kings in that which 
they pretend for their reuenge and (atisfation. God ſhicid 
and prote& Kings from ſuch perſons,as ſhall with the ſnake 
take vp their poyſon againe, to vent the venome of their ran- 
cour and reuengevpon an oldquarrell, and let them likewiſe 
take heed, how they imploy their forces, and their power, in 
countenancing and-proteQing thoſe whom they hauc offen- 
dedand diſcontented. 

This (faith the ſaid Empcrour Chazles the fifth) is an ad- 
uice of great importance, for the ſafctic, quietude, and good 
gouernment of kingdomes, States, and Signiorics ; _—

for that they arc ſo many , ſo great, and fo farre diſtant one 
from another, it is 1m lc that they ſhould be viſited by 
your ſelfe in perſon, ſo often as is requiſite: And therefore I 
aduiſe you, that you hauca great care that your Viceroyes 
and Gouernours that ſhall be ſent thither,be ſuch,and of ach 
parts, as ſhall conuene for ſuch an imployment, men of expe- 
rience, and conſcience, of wiſedome, prudence, and diſcre- 
tion, and well ſeene in matters of State and Gonernment: 
Well diſpoſed, and free from. couctouſheſſe, briberie , and 
corruption ; ſeeking out rather men for Offices, then Offices 
for men. Laſtly, let them be ſuch perſons, from whom you 
may recciue that good. ſatisfaftion, that by their reſidence 
there may bee found no miſle of their Kings preſence; For 
this is properly to bee Vice-royes. Moreouer, you muſt in- 
ſtruX them in that which appertaineth vnto them, for the 
good gouernment of the Commonwealth, and thoſe Sub- 
ies which are committed to their charge, maintaining them 
in cquall juſtice, and good manners , giuing them good cx- 
ample by their owne blameieſſe conuerſation. There is no. 
thing that doth ſomuch oblige Vaſlals and SubieRs to keepe 
the Statutes and Lawes which are ordained, as to ſee them 
well kept and obſerued by their betters ; And fo it is, that it 
is vninſtly commanded, which hee that commands keepes 
not himſelfe, ifthat which is commanded be good. And bs. 
ing good, why ſhould it not be good for him to keepeit,thart 
commands it? For (as Ba/4ws ſaith) though the King be not 


Bal. in l.2 c,8. 
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lyable tothe Law, yet is hee lyable to the. rules of reaſon. 5-4; 


This pions Emperour goes on, and willeth his fonne;that he 
ſhould ſtrialy recommend to his Vice-roys charge, the pro- 
ecing, ſheltring, and relicuing ofthe poore,the defending of 
the fatherlefſe and widow, and thoſe that arc deſtitute of 
friends, and hauc nonc to hcipe them. Whom ſome, that are 
in place and authoritie, are wont (and I feareis tooordinary* 
amonpſt them) to-disfauour and difcſteeme them , making 


little or no reckoning atall of them. Being ignorant how __ 
; an 
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and baſe athing itis, and how heroycall the contrary, and 


how much in imitationof God, to put forth a charitable and 
pitifull harid to him that is brought low, and fallen into mi- 
ſerie, aſſiſting him in his afflitions and croubles, freeing him 
from wrongs and iniuries, whoſe ſhield and buckler, he that 
pouernes, ought to be. And he cloſes vp this aduertiſement 
with wiſhing him to be very carcfull, that his Viceroys and 
Gouernours exerciſe their offices as they ought, and not to 
exceed the inſtruftions that arc giuen them , nor to vſurpe 
beyond their authoritic, giuing them this prou#/0, that in do- 
ing the contrary, he (hall rhinke that he is ill ſerued by them, 
and that hee giue order to hauc it remedicd and amended, 


by his diſpleaſure, and their puniſhment. And howbeit ir 
be true, that he ought not to giue credit toall the complaints 


which are made againſt ſuch his Miniſters (which are ſcl- 
dome wanting) yet in no hand that he ſhould refuſe to heare 


: them, and vnderſtand them, in forming himſelfe fully of the 


/eruth.For the not doing of it, will but miniſter occaſion vnto 
them, to be more abſolute, and to the Subic&s to grow del. 


perate, ſecing themſclues oppreſſed by iniuſtice and vncon« 

ſcionable dealing. 
Likewiſe when Kings fend an Embaſſadour to another 

Prince, they muſt looke well into the qualitic of the perſon 


whom they ſend. Forin ſuch an Embaſlage he doth not one- 


ly treate of the bulineſſes for which hee goes, but likewiſe of 
the honour and authoritie of the King, which ſends him. 
And therefore itis neceſſary that the perſons that arc nomi- 
nated and declared to go on Embaſlage, haue many of thoſe 
qualitics, which we hauc mentioned in Vice-roys and Coun- 
ccllours of State. For if they ſhall not fill that place with the 
greatneſfe of their good abilities, it will bea great leſſening to 
thecredit and reputation of the King,and the buſineſſes will 
recciue much hinderance, if not vtterly bee ouerthrowne; 
The Romanesdid make a mocke of the Teurones, counting 
them no better then fooles, for ſending an Embaſſadour vn- 
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to them that was a block-head,, and of little or no expe= 
rience.  - | 
Kings and great Princes, all that, from which glory and 
ercatneſſe reſulterh vnto them, they oughtta doc it without 
any the leaſt ſhew of vanitie, accompanyingit with ſuch cir- 
cumſtances and conſequencies, that it mayiſeeme onely to 
bee done for the common good, the exaltation of the Com- 
monwealth, and the reputation of their Crowne. In all times 
and places they muſt repreſent much authoritie,grauitic, and 
Maicſtic in their perſons, and in their Treatics,'mixing-ie 
with _— = courtelie, To " _— by the one 
they may cauſe feare and reſpe&; and by the other quie.and 
renmony that feare. It is wo; of 0:avian the Emperour, 
that all the Embaſſadoursthatappeared inhis preſence,ftood 
aſtoniſhed betwixt i feare and: admiration but-:no ſfocner 
ſpake he vnto them, but they were wonderfully taken with 
his words, and did not then ſo much feare, azalle him. For 
_ the Maicſtie —— _— _ WAS CXCEC= 
ing great, yet was his carriage towards them very affable; 
and very courteous. In theſv emo vertues, did excell — 
tholicke King of Spaine, Do» 2h1lip the ſecond, whom for 
the repreſenting of Maieſtic, and regall authoritie , none did 
excell, and few equall. And in thecarriage and compoſition 
of his perſon, there was nodefeR to bee found. Vpon-any 
accident that befell him, were it good or bad, fortunate or 
vnfortunate, there was neuer any man thatcould perceine in 
him ſo much as a diſcompoſed countenance , or any other 
the leaſt alteration. And hee may be truly faid to bea man, 
who is not proud in proſperitie, nor impaticntin aduerſitie; 
For it is a great ſigne of Noblcacfle, and the' vndoubred 
marke of a royall minde, and Princely courage, not toiloofe 
himlſelfe in his aducrſer fortunes, but to ſhew himſelfe con-: 
ſtant againſt fortune, and to raiſe vp his ſpirits, as _— 
did, being neuer deiefted wich any outward:Crofſe- or mils = 
fortune, tha. befel] him. He did _ (being therein like vn- 
F to 
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to Xerophons Cyrus) [hew an ill countenance , or ſpeake an 
ill word vmto any man. Hee was not ſo affable and familiar 
with his Fauourites,that any of them all duſt preſume to pe- 
ritio. him in any thing that was vniuſt ; nor yet ſo auſtere 
and ſeucre towards others as to make them to forbeare to 
preferre a iuſt ſuire vnto him. To his owne Subics he was 
kinde, to Rixangers noble ; but withall, reſeruing Rill his au- 
thoritie and greatneſle. For Kings ovght nat to bee ſo harſh 
and intractable, as to make themſelues to bee abhorred ; nor 
ſo kinde and courteous, as to cauſe themſelues to be contem- 
ned. :Indeauouring all they can,notto fall into the extreames, 
by ſhewing too much loue to fame, and-little-ar none at all 
to ather ſome, For too much ſeueritic ingendreth hatred,and 
teemuch famjlatitic breedeth contempt. Let them general- 
ly:heare them(clues in that reſpeiue manner towards all, 
that they honour the better, loue the meancr ſort, and deſpiſe 
not the reſt; bur ag farre as they are able, extend their grace 


and fauour vatoall. For that being but little, which they 


haue to give, in compariſon of the many thatarc ſutors , and 
the great rewards which they pretend, they reſt better ſatis- 
fied with thoſe good words, and mannerly anſwers, that are 
gincn them, then with thoſe fauours that are done them. 
For the gencrous hearts, modeſt countenances , and-ingeni- 
ous diſpoſitions of thoſe noble ſpirits which follow Princes 
Courts, much more riſent the disfauour that is done them in 
receiuing courteſies with diſgrace, then if they were denyed 
them. And therefore it is good wholeſome counſel, and much 
umporting Kings, to returne a faire and equall anſwer vnto 
all, according tocach mans qualitieand merit,and that they 
carry theſame cuen hand in the conferring of their fauours, 
andin the manifeſtation of their louc. And if they ſhall in a 
more particular manner, cxpreſſe the ſame to ſome one par- 
ticular perſon, let him likewiſe more particularly deſerue it. 
For neuer ſhall that loue be ſtedfaſt, where deſerts arc want- 
ing in.che partic beloued. 
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I ſhall likewiſe aduertiſe Kings, that they doe not make 
ſuch vſc of this their great both office and power,as to aflume 
vnto themſclues to be abſolute, and to cumply inall-things 
with their affeions and delſircs , nor to exerciſe any.other 
pcrſonall paſhon. For the vſc and cuſtome of abſolute power 
is dangerous for Kings, odieus to-the ſubic&, and oftenliue 
both to God and Nature. And for thatthelaſt Kings of the 
Romanes vſed this power, the name of, King grew ſo hate- 
full, chat thoſe that afterwards ſucceeded in the Romane go. 
uernment, durſt not take vpon them the name of Kings, 
that of Emperours. Vhich is by ſo much the more abſolute, 
by how much 7mperare doth differ from, ;Regere. | Yot.not. 


withſtanding the people of Rome did not ſo much feare this 


name of Emperour, as that of King, becauſe thoſe, that laſt 
bore that name, exerciſed on them this their abſolute power, 
So that it is notthe name, nor the office, bur the ill 'vſing 
thereof that makes it odious. For it is neither the Titleg nor 
the Man, that moueth or altercth the honeſt meaning minde 
of the plaine downe right ſubic&, but deeds and attions, 
that arc done contrary to all right and reaſon. VVhereas on 
the contrary, good vſage, and good treatment keepes them 
in loueand peace, and drawes them after him as it were in a 
ſtring, and to offer vp for. his ſake a voluntary ſacrifice of 
their lives. Let Kings conſider that the Crowne ſpeakes. as 
much, whichthey weare on their heads in forme of a Spheri- 
call round figure, which ſignifies 1mitem, or terminum, a li- 
mit or bound, or rather that Circle, out of which it is not 
lawfull for them to go, no not one ſteppe.. The Crownes (1 
ay) thatthey weare, arc Circles and Limits, ſcruing.to put 
them in minde, that their power is limited-and meaſured out 
ynto them, that they may not paſſe the bounds of reaſon,nor 
doc any thing, but what is iuſt and lawfull, Let the great 
Kings and Potcntates ofthecarth moderate themfelues, and 
efraine from making themſelues Gods, by excrciſing,this 
their abſolute power ; let them acknowledge oucr the F; 
FFs d, 
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God, as well on earth, as in heauen, That hee may not grow 
wearicof their Monarchics and their gouernments, as he did 
of that of the ancient Romanes,and vtterly overthrow them, 
prouoked and incited thereunto by the abuſe of humane 
power. For (as Senece faith) Pod non poteft, vult poſſe, qui 
nimium poteſt. But the God of heauen is very nice and tender 
in admitting companions in any kinde of manner whatſoe. 
uer, but much more daintie in matter of iurifdition and ab- 
ſolute power, puniſhing the: ſame with gricuous chaſtiſe- 
ments, and many demonſtrations of his fearcfull anger and 
diſpleaſure._4riſtotle ſaith, that through the gouernment of 


thoſe thatarctoo abſolute in their rule and command, the go-. 
vernment is changed, kingdomes altered, and petty Princes 
riſe vp gow them,who in ſuch ſort abate and bring downe 


their pride, that they come to ſerue thoſe, whom betore they 
did command. Tw/y tearmes them, of all other, the moſt mi. 
ferable, which make their will a Law, and thinke that they 
may docall that they can.Nero did then leaue off to be cruel], 
when he vnderſtood that he was permitted ro doe whar hee 
liſted, and that many did approucall his ations for good. Tt 
7s the ancicnt language of adulation, to ſpeake abſolute power 
vnto Princes ,' and to perſwade them to follow their owne 
free will. But this is a _ dangerous thing, ifthey once giue 
way thcreunto, and let ſuch flatteries dwell in their eares; for 


. the reſolutions of ſuch a power,will not ſuffer themſclues to 
| be fo ſubic, as they ought, to the indgement of reaſon, nor 


humane difcourſe. In ſuch a caſe, a power from heaucn is 
morenecdfull. And this'crrouris now come to bein ſuch re- 

ueſt, that to agree in all things with the will and pleaſure of 

ings, is now madein the minds of fome, notonely a meanes 
of hope, but eſteemed as a great ſcruice, and pledgeof merit, 
to receiue honours and rewards. But this deceitfull mcancs, 
—_— 


ce onely Knife to cur their throartes ; for ſuch k'nde of 
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from their Kings owne hand. In ſtrange and extraordinary 
caſes, and vpon iuſt occaſtons, and iuſtifiable meancs, Kings 
may ſomewhat inlarge the limits of their power, ſo as they 
doe not go beyond that which reaſon and Chriſtian pru. 
dence permitteth; Plato ſaith, that Prudence and power arc 
to embraceeach other, and to walke hand in hand. Qualities 
which ought to concurre in a good King, ſignified in that 
Scepter witheyes,which Jeremy ſaw,power being in the one, 
and wiſdomeinthe other. And in that otherold ancient por- 
traiture of a good King, being a Lion placed on the-rop/of 
Hercuries Mace, which is a Scepter with two Snakes twi- 
ning about it, This, ſignifying prudence, and wiſedome, and 
that fortitudegwhich ſhould ncuer be ſeparated froma King. 
By his power, he is feared, reſpeRed, and obeycd ; he com. 
mands, prohibites, and executes. By his wiſedome, he aucr- 


rethrhe truth of his ations, and doth aading; but.whar is 
lawfull. Wiſedome tempereth power, and both together v 
hold the world. But if power forſake the fellowſhip of wiſc- 


dome, it growes to beabſolute, and ruanes into a thouſand 
indiſcretions-, and commits as. many wrongs aud injuries, 
wherewith-it defolateth and-deftroyeth cucn-che greateſt 
States: For, there is not that ill, wherein power dothnot cx- 
ceed, if it haue not wiſedome for it's bridle. : And for that a 
powerfull hand is ſo dangerousa thing , Naturc hath ordai- 
ned, and ſo ordered the bufineſſe, that the braine where wiſe- 
dome hath ir'greſidence,lhauld bee placed oner it. :VVhich 
thoſe ancient DoRors amongſt the. Gentiles did point at, 
when they placed Ainerss,the Goddefie of wiſedome, vpon 
Tupiters head, who, of ail the Gods, is the moſt powerfull, 
And therefore it was well faid-of him, whoſocuer hee were

For if 
he be not likewiſe prouided,and well furniſhed withaſtrong En 
fleete at Sea, howbcit hee may with a Land-armie onercome ka” 
the naturalls of thoſe ki s or Provinces ; yer itis im- dif 
poſlible for him, wichout the other, to make an intire con* os 
_ and to go through with chat which hec pretcndeth. Inks 


hardiſpoſeth the Land to his will,and giueth Lawes there- mil

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unto. The Carihaginians (faith Polibius) were not ign 
of what great con c this was, forall kinde of bulinel- 
ſes, and thexefore aduiſcth, Thar thae which a Prince oughe 
to procure, whereby to come tobe a great Monarch, is, bya 
ſtrong Nauy, to make himſclfe Lord- of the Sea. For there 
are not any forces that worke fach ſtrange and great effeas, 
or ſomuch import, as theſe. And all your Ancients held.ie 
for a Maxime, that without the command at Sea, there was 
nothing ſafe or ſecure on the Land. CAdrchidemu a great 
Captaine,and King of the Lecedemonians, was wont to lay; 
That thoſe that are to deale with a ſtrong cacmic, being 
powerfull at ſea, need not to put themſelues vpon the fickle» 
neſſe of fortune ;bur' ro place all their care in maintaining 
their Nauic; for with-this aloge, will they be able to-weario 
out the enemie, to.quit him of the ſuccour of their friends, 
to debarre him of Nauigation,and of the commoedicics-chere- 
of; and viterly by this to yndoc him. And (which may feeme 
a thing impoſſible) be ableto belcagner and girt in a whole 
kingdome, and to take it (forcing it by famine 'and other 
- wants) as if it were onely one fingle Citic thatwere 
For that (as Tcitwe ſaith) a ſtrong flecte at ſea, is the Caſtle 
and Magaſine of vitualls. And therefore the Empire and 
Sighioricof the Sea, by a powerfulland commanding Nauy, 
is held to bee of much more power and ſafetie, then your 
Land-armies or Citie-gariſons, which of force muſt in the 
end.yecld vnto him, which ſhall become Maſter of their 
ports, and thereby hinder them of all- commerce and maf- 
fique, and hungane communicat on: Wt ns BE ens 
And this was the aduice which that great Monarch and 
Empcrour Charles the fifth gaue likewiſe vnto his ſonney 16 
whom hee left ſo many and ſuch great ki nes , lo farre 
diſtant and divided one from another , with ſuch large-and- | 
deepe feas, Hee (faith he) thatisor will bee Maſtes of cthetny, 
muſt hene hisfleetes ſtill in & readineſſe, well fred and fus-- 


. 


niſhed, as well with good tall ſhips, well rigg'd asndmana'd, 
Ff 4 and 
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andall other neceſſary proviſion, as with ſtore of Gallics,for 
the ſafeguard and defence of his ſubiets, as alſo to reſiſt and 
offend Twrkes, Moores, and Pyrats, becauſe he cannot repoſe 
any confidence or aſſurance in thoſe Leagues and Truces 
which he {hall make withthem. With this fhall hee keepe 
them all in awe, when they ſhall ſee his great forces at Sea, 
by which he may (as it were inan inſtant)fromall parts ſend 
ſuccours Ind rclicfe, and whatſocuer elſe ſhall bee needfull: 
Andit will bec no lefle then a hard rayne, and cruell ſtrong 
curbe, for to bridle and reſtraine the ſiniſter intents and vaine 
pretenſions of ſuch as ſhall plot ſtrangeproics, dangerous 


deſigncs, and ſcandalous attempts. And vtterly to- dif. © 


courage themfrom vndergoing any enterpriſe, or to vnder- 
rake anyaQion of aduenture, with hopevf recouering ſuch 
Townes or Prouinces as they haue loſt, or by landing of 
theirmen to encroach vpon new. And fay they ſhonldſerue 
for no other vſe, ſaue to hinder rhe excurſions of Pyrats, and 
Sea-roners, in theſe our ſeas, onely in regard of that, it could 


Not chooſe but bee a matter of mighty conſequence, and of 


wonderfull great importance, confidering the daily incurfi. 
ons, loſſes, flaughters, the continuall captivatings, and rob- 


berics,which they vſually commit vpon theſe our Coaſts; fo 


that if there were nota fitting preparation, and ſufficient de. 
fence of ſhips and Gallies, it were impoſſible for vs to oc- 
curre againſt thoſe neceſſities , and to bee prouided'apainſt 
thoſe new and ſtrange accidents which may offer themſelues 


in thoſe Eſtates, kingdomes, and Signiories , Seas, Coaſts, ' 


frontiers, potts, promontories, Caſtles, and forts, which we 
hold in them. Which by this our continnall navigation, and 


proviſion of good ſhipping, are well 'man'd and viQualled, - 


and ſufficiently prouided of armes, munirion, and whatſoe- 
ner elſe is neceſſarie, in fir and conuenient both time and 
manner againſt all occaſions. Whereby the enemie percei- 
uing how well they arc prouided for them 5 dare not ap- 
proach thoſe places, nor touch vpon rhem, Beſides this caſie 

and 
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and ſhort aduice;there are many other cauſes thatmay moue 
vs not tobe wanting herein. In a word, it will put theenemy 
into 4 continuall care, and driue him to take a different reſo- 
| lution in thoſe his ill-grounded motiues and pretenſions: And 
howbeit it be true, that the charge is great, 'ſolikewiſe greac 
loſles are, thereby excuſed, and ſome ſuch ſomerimes as can 
neuer bce repaired. So that, there is no paſſing to and fro 
withaut navigation, and the vſing and maintaining of theſe

They are the wordsof that victorious Emperour, which 
no King for want of experience ſhould dif-eſteeme. ©: 
And forthe better and fuller Ca rs kinde,'it-is 
very. fit that-vhreſe-Electes ſhould haue their particular rene: 
approprictated vato them, and that ir-ſhould not, vpen no 
occaſion wharlocuer, be ſpentor laid outir-any other thing. 
 Forafer andidepurcd treaſure for this Ts the like, 1s 
that which:moſt importcth for the good diſpatch of, buſineſ... _ 
ſes, andthatithey may beedone in their due time; and with. 

leſſe charggzand-more profir. This courſe did the. Grecians. 
take; dates them; the Romanes, And of 4»g»ſime C2ſar,. 
both Swcronius and:Dyon repert,that he was thefirft inuenter; 
of a perpctuall milicaric treaſure, raiſed our of acertaintkind 
of Tributes, which out of his owne curiofitic he-had ſoughe: 
and found out. For'Souldiers and warlikeproviſians, inyour 
orcat Empires,. require a particular trealure , wherewith to: 
be payed; which muſt not in any hand be otherwiſe 1mploy- 
ed, nor go. intermized-with thoſe other expences. Having: 
perſons of much experience and honeſticappointed for the 
g00d managing and ordering of it, viing their beft.careand 
helpe, that it may bee preſerued and continued, and that it 
may not be exhauſted, and drawne dry. And moreparticu- 
larly Kings themſclues, the Grandes and Pecres of the king- 
dome,as alſo the commonwealths, and yoyr Cities, | 
carefully. looke hereunto. Being that they:do moſt participate 
of the'profirs which iſſue from a warre, And moſt certaine it 
is, 
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is, that nothang is more neceſlaric ina Monarchie, then this 

icular &,or that cauſeth morereſpe& inour friends, 
or fearein our enemics. Orthat with more commoditic and 
camnhcniencie, puts 1n:cxecutionallplotsand proics, in this, 


or that other cuterpriſe, of whar qualitieor condition ſocuer 
they bee. And to this aduice I ſhall adde that which tol- 
lowetls. be 464. 

Al wifcand Princes in Empires, that are mnne 


out to waſte, and decreaſe of wealth, haue eucrmore held it 
for the onely-romedic'of their reparation and conſruation, 
ro excuſe vnneceſſaric expences,; And that their Miniſters 
take this-buſinefle inxo conifukation , and to caſt vp all ac- 
he Gayng of th charge ets nd comparing nc 
ing x 1S at, and by C ing one 
with the other, and ſeeing how they will anſwer each - ay 
if they finde the expence to exceed the Income; to caſt a- 
bout which way ir may be beſt ſparcd ; and to hysband the 
buſiacife ſo, that there may be ſome ouerplns ftil};xemaining 
for the publike ereaſurie. For if by diſorder &ill gonernmenr, 
the Kings coffers-fhall come to be emptie, it will bee (if nor 
impoſible) aticaſt. very bard refill themagaine. For if there 
bedaily more fpent, then is to'be, or can be had, that ſtocke 
wittina ſhorrtime decay and come to nothing zas wee ſee it 
fareth in cuery other humane ſubieR, thathath not freſh ſup- 
ply.Which lauiſh and vnproportionable ſpending,not lining 
according tothe rate of their rents, hath been the vndoing of 
many. particular houſes & families, as alſothe-impoucriſhiog 
and operthrowing'of Empires & kingdomes. And therefore 
to/ auoidethis inconuenience, was that booke 'of Accounts,

Your Atheiſts, they'propoſe an 
cnd vnto'thenifctues; thinking-by this their prodigalitie to 
procure vato themſelues'an immortalitic of fame ; But theſe 
and the like, who ſo inconſiderately runne out of all, are care- 
lefſe and negligent euen ofthis, taking care onely to cate, and 
/ o'drinke,'and to feaſt one another, without ſo much as 
© *thinking that there is another world, or any honour,or fame 
inthis: And ſpending their whole life in belly cheare, and 
bezeling, they are nener farisficd, but call in Nill-for more, till 
their crawes be ready tocracke. Andnotwithftanding the cx- 
ceſhne rents, which ſome Kings bane; and the great ſtore of 
treaſure that comes to their coffers; beſides"the'Tribures, 
Taxes, Impoſts, and Subſedies thar are dnely payed them, 
they are neuer outof debt,the Crowne-land lyingimpawned 
for the payment thereof, and that for no ſmall fummes of 
money. Ordinary expentes are ill husbanded;extraordinary, 
worſe payed. Fhe Cities, they are conſumed; Trading de- 
cayed; the Subies out of breath and purſe, and by hauing 
too much impoſed vpon them, arc growne (like ouer-labour- 
cd oxen) ſo poore , and ſo weake, that they are no longer 
able to beare ſogreataburthen. And yer-all-this:to them 
(choughthe Suþic infinitely ſuffer) is nomorethen a drop 
of water throwne into the ſea, nor makes no more ſhew. 
Which ſea rhouglrit frallow vp all the fountaines-of the 
earth, all the drookes, and all the greafand principall rivers, 
leſſee ſprings, and this daily and toutely, and atall rimes, 
ſee the'Sca is nieuera whit the more increaſed , nor 
growes preater one yeare then another. But-what {ſhould bee 
theeanſtpfthis, let your Naruraliſts,and your Kings,render 
ſuch reaſons 8s pleaſeth them, in their excuſe, formine owne 
part, I amofopinion, rhar the Kings Exchequer is not well 
ordered,” making hitn' nor onely a ſmall; but a bad account, 
Thattherefs a preardeale of diſorder in the laying our of 
thoſe monies, hereof much might beg faucd, it there __ 
i ome 
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ſome orderly courſe taken for the diſpending of them, and 
imploying them for their Kings beſt aduantage, And I feare 
me, (which I could wiſh were cauſcleſle) thata 9 part of 
this water which ſhould come direRly to the Kings owne 
ciſternc, paſſeth through broken pipes, that is, through the 
hands of cuill Miniſters, which ſoake and fucke vnto them- 
ſelucs a great partthereof, and noman the wiſer, where the 
leake istill it diſcouer it ſelfe.But itisnow hightime togrow 
to an end, and F will conclude this Adnertiſementwith that 
common Prouerbe,which ſpeaketh p< ain" abar- 
c4, poco apriets: T he oucr-griping hand holds bur little ; ſu- 
ting with that of ours, All couet, all looſe, Or anſwering to 
that which that great Courtier and Fauourite Afectwas faid,

end grow icalous, and fearefull of the great power and au- 
thoritic of Fauourites, and more eſpecially if they once be» 
gin to waxe igſolent, and abuſe this their greatnefſe. For 
Kings are Companions, and fcllow-ſferuants with ys in their 
affections, and naturall paſhons; nay (by their leaue bee it 
ſpoken) more ſubic& then weare vnto them , ſaue that they 
ſupprcfls them more in outward ſhew , and make not that 
cxtexiaur demonſtration of them, in regard of that diuinitie, 
which they pretend, and reptefent. And all ofthem will be 
Mafters of their entire will' and abſolute power. And that Fa- 
uourite is fouly deceined, and in a ſtrange kinde of crrour, 
whoin Court, by his ſecret plots, andcloſe conueyance, pre- 
tendeth g£o-poſlefic his Kings heart, if hee coneeiue by this 
courſe tobe the more ſecure. Forivery dangerous is that fa- 
uour and place, which is buile vpon ſuch a foundation ; and 
very tickliſh the ſtate of a Fauourite, when a King carries 
ſuch reſpe& vnto him. And the reaſon of this danger is 
drawne from mans nature it (elſe (which cannot, bur in 
Kings, be of farre greater force and ſtrength) for there is not 
that man living, which doth not hateand abhorre ſubicRi- 
on. Andthis is ſo certainea truth, that I perſwade my ſelfe, 
that I may truly giue this cenſure, and that I am no whir 


miſtaken therein; that the reaſon, why Kings doc more wil- 


lingly make and raiſe vp men vnto honour and grearneſle for 
their owne proper guſte and appetite, then for ſeruices and 
deſerts, is, for that in the former, they ſhew themſelues to 
be powerfull, and to be owners oftheir owne cloath, which 
they may cutout to more, or lcfle, as it pleaſeth them; But to 
the ſecond, they are debtors, athing that is hatefall euen to 
the beſt nature and diſpoſition. And Fauoorites likewiſe on 
their part, are not to haue men, like ſwarmes of Becs, to hiue 
themfelnes in their portalls, and-ca hang about them in clu- 
ters, leſt when thatday ſhall come (as come it will) where. 
In they ſhall fall. the world take notice that it was his fauour, 
and not his perſon that they followed, There arc few = 
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ſtions, but many Creteri, in Court ; many that will follow 
Alexanders fortune, but few his particular ; ; 
| Ler Fauotitites likewiſe recciuc this aduice and counſell 
from the hand of the Evangeliſt Saint Job», which was one 
of the greateſt Courtiers and Fauourites, which the King of 
heauen had. The thing that I ſhall recommend to their 
conſideration, is this ; That when obs fell downe to wor- 
ſhip, before the fect of the Angell, which had opencd great 
myſteries vnto him, and ſbowne him the things which were 
ſhortly to be fulfilled, the Angell faid vnto him, ide ne fece- ,,_.... . 
ris, conſerums enim tun ſum, or [ratram iworam : Sec thou - 
docit not, for I am thy fellow feruant, and ehefellow-1i | 
of thy brethren, &c. Lerenery Fauourite apply this coun( 
to himſelfe, and make vſe thereof; fo ſhall he be in grace'y 
King and people, and when men ſhall go about as it were to 
adore him, and to make himalittle God almighty, in doif- 
him worſhip and honour, let him by no meanes give way 
thereunto, but mcekly acknowledge that heis buta creature, 
as they aregand prevent them with that anſwer of the Angell, 
Vide ne fecerit, conſernu twns ſum: Doe not offer it, for I 
am your fellow-ſeruant. And great is that obligation which 
they hauc, which are raiſed to great place, to know them- 
ſeclues,.and not to [hew themlelncs. ſtrangers to thoſe that 
haue becne their aſſociates and companions in their menner 
fortuncs, and with whom they hauc held priuate familiarity 
and friendſhip. Andnotto be like veto Pharabs'Cyp-bea- 
rer, who when he ſaw himſclfe in that fauour and prinacie, 
which his fcllow-priſones +a whos forceold; and -progno- 
ſicated vnto him, neuer thonght no more'ofie, bur quite for- 
got both it and him, as if there had beene no ſuch matter, or 
man. It arguesextreame lightneſſe,and a naughty nature,thar 
a man ſhould hoyſc ſaile and be gone, when he hath a faire 
winde, and not take him along with him, that hath runne 
through all perills and dangers with him, and indured. all 
brunes and ſtormes whatſoeucr. How-ſhamefall a thing then 
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is it for them, who ſceing themſelues in proſperitic , turne 
away thcir face from him, who ranne along with them in 
their aduerſer fortune. Eſpecially conſidering they arc not. 
certaine, how long this calme will endure, and what a com- 
fort it is in a ſtorme, to haue a true friend to ſticke cloſe vnto 
him.For it is a vſuall thing, to ſee him lowermoſtro day,thar 
yeſterday ſtood vppermoſt in Fortunes wheele. And the 
Moone, when it is at full,fore-tells a wane; and therefore that 
which importeth them moſt, is, That they carry themſelues 
in a gentile faſhiontowards all men, and that their dealing be 
plaine , and diſcintereſſed ; whereby they ſhall not onely. 
keepe their old friends, but gaine new; and may very well 
hope tobe helpen by them, when they ſhall have occaſion 
rovſe them, For they muſt thinke, that the skie will not al- 
wayes bee clcare, clouds may ariſe, the Sunne withdraw his 
light (for Kings wills and affeQions, like other mens, arc 
ambulatoric) and then in what a poore caſe is a Fauourite, if 
he be left, like a ſingle propoſition,alone to himſclfe: He can- 
not (if he be wiſe) but make this account with himſelfe, that 
the greateſt power ſtirreth vp the greateſt enuie; and if many 
combine againſt him (be he the greateſt Fauourite that euer 
was, or can bee ſuppoſed) they will ſhrewdly put him to his 
trumpes, and if they be of as noble courage and wit, as they 
are nobly deſcended, they will heaue himout of the ſaddle, 


when he thinkes he ſits ſureſt. For concealed hatred is worſe 


then open enmitic. And therefore let him gaine new friends, 


keepe his old, and not looſe any one, of thoſe he hath gotten. 


For bcing lefe ſingle, and alone, he {ball bee like vnto that 
white Crow in the Fable , whom the crowes would not 
come nearc, becauſe of his colour, nor the pigeons keepe him 
company, in regard of his greatneſle; ſo that all will flie from 
him, and in the time of his greateſt need hee ſhall be lefe all 
alone. Ye foli;: Woe bee to him that is alone. Andthe holy 
Ghoſt ſcemeth to take pittic of him that is alone, for that if he 
fall, he hath nobody to helpe him vp. 
Let Fauourites likewiſe conſider, that they are not, o_ 
: tat 
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that their King hath cxpreſt his affe&ion vnto them, and 
profeſt himſelfe to bee their friend, to thinke , thar (like a 
doggein a flip) they may leade him whither and which way 
they liſt, For there are many things to be done, which hee 
isto doe without them. For (as Cicero ſaith) that friendſhip 
which admitteth nor exception in ſome caſes, is not ſo much 
CAmicitia, as Coniuratio; Amitic, as conſpiracie. It is obſer- 
ucd by the learned Saint .1mbroſe, That truc friendſhip is | 
roundcd vpon that which isiuſt and honeſt, andis ſo limit 9 
ed, thar ifit breake thoſe bounds, it doth not oncly looſe it's 
name, bur affoords iuſt cauſe for a man to forgoe his friend. 
Friendſhip is to be held, but alwayes with this pr0zſo , thar 
the Lawes of Iuſtice and Charitic bee duely obſerued ; and 
when ought, contrary thereunto, 1s pretended, it is no lon- 
ger ſaid to bee friendſhip; though vowes and proteſtations 
haue paſt, for the better ſtrengthening and confirming of it. 
For ifa King ſhall ſweare amiſſe, and contrary to the rules 
of charitic, he is not bound to cumply with his oath, nor is 
there any reaſon for it in the world, why hee ſhould in ſuch 
ſort make deliuery and reaſon of his heart to his Fauourite, 
and ler him haue ſo much the hand of him, as to promiſe to 
ſticke vnto him,orto ſtand his friendin thoſe things that are 
vnlawfull and vniuſt. As thoſe Kings, 4ſſuerus and T iberize 
proceeded with Haman and $eianmy who, out of the fauour 
that they bore vnto them, gaue them leaue to revenge them- 
ſelucs of their enemies, and to execute all the tyrannies and 
cruelties which they could deuiſe or imagine, to ſatisfie their 
malice. A fault which deſerued rather (and afterwards drew 
on) their ſpecdicr and greater fall. And well doththat Fauou- 
rite deſerue to be ruined, that ſhall preſume to pretend hazer 
raga (as they ſay) con ſuamo.To ſtandiult in the ſame ſtreake 
or line with his Maſter. For if God, who furpaſſeth in glory, 
and from whom it is impoſſible to take the leaſt atome there- 
of, and is ab'eto turne all that he hath created into duſt, will 
not admit ofa companion in matter of adoration and wor- 
Gg ſhip; 
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: lip, How much more will Kings of the earth bee offended - 
and how il! muſt rhey take it, thatany Subic& ſhould equal! -M 


his ſhoulder, or ſhare with him in his greatneſſe, being his 

honour is ſo ſhortned, and his power ſo limited? For, if out 
of their loue to the perſon of the Fauourite, they beare with M 
him for a while, cither for to ſhew themſclues thankfull for K

themſclues, there is no queſtion to bee made of it , bur that 
they are in great danger vpon euecry ſtorme that (hall ariſe; 
for looke what misfortune ſhall befall the Commonwealth, 
the blame ſhall be laid vpon them, and the fault imputed ci- 
ther to their ill counſell, or their ignorance, or their paſſion; 
For ordinarily (nay I may ſay continually) the mmixhortivbes 
and ill ſucceſſes of Kings, and kingdomes, I ſay the cauſe of 
them is attributed to thoſe that arenearcſt and deareft about 
the Kings perſon, and poſleſſe the higheſt places. And cuery 
one running along with the common —_— (and few are 
they which hane nota ſmacke or taſte t 


of) labeureth to 
lay the fault on his neighbour,though he be of his owne pro- 
r fleſh and bloud: And this is an inheritance which wee 
ave from our father .{4dew. And no man is aſhamed there= 
of: for weare all of vs his heires; and therefore ought to cn- 
denour (as much as in them lies) that the peace and quiet of 
the kingdome bee not diſturbed or troubled in the time of 
their goucrnment. As well for their gloric and reputation, to 
haue 1n all their proceedings carried themſelues in ſuch fort, 
that no ill accident hath berided them, or any maine dif 
grace; as alfo for the not ſubieQing of themſchies to the vn» - 
certaine chances of fortune, which arc ordinary vpon cuery 
altcration,and may ſerueto worke their ruine and perdition. 
Let therefore thoſe haue an eye (! ſay it, and fay ir againe) 
that are Privie-Councellours to their King, and more parti« 
cularly the Fanourite, to whom hee ſhall haue delivered vp 
the poſſeſſion of his heart,thatthe aduice and counſell winch 
they ſhall .giue vnto him, bee good, pure; and cleare warer, 
iſſuing. from forth a pure, cleane, and difmerrefſed bojome.

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Such is the water (ſaith CAritotle) as is the carth, through 
which it paſſeth ; if through mynes of brimſtone, it ſcaldes 
and burnes, it through craggy rocks, it cooles andſtupefies;

judgement may wee make of counſcll; if it proceed from a 
breaſt and heart thar is foule and filthy, it teacheth filthi- 
neſle; iffrom a pure, and cleane, honeſtic, and cleannefle if 
from a libcrall, it doth good vnto all; if from a couctous, it 
aduiſcth nothing but gripping and wring ng of the Subie&. 
So that counſell is figured forth vnto vs in water : which in 
it's ſoftneſle, ſauour, colour, and ſent, is perfetly knowne, 
whether the myne be good or bad, through which it paſſeth. 
And ſuch is their opinion, and that which they aduile, as is 
the humour that is predominant in their ttomacke. Euerie 
onecaſts his eye vpon his owne particular, approuing and 
accounting that for iuſt which tends to his profit , and-con- 
demning the contrary.

bylon, 0 ſo ill aduiſed their King againſt iuſt Daxic/, God 
ſo ordering the buſinefle, that the ſame ill that they intended 
againſt him fell ypon themſclues, their wiues,and their chil 
dren. VVhen God is willing to put his armes athwart, and to 
croſſe wicked purpoſes, little will auaile all theill counſellin 
the world, be the parte, that hatcheth.it; as wileandas fubgil 
as A chitephels, As it fared with that great Fauourite of king 
Aſnerms, in that dewilliſh and malitions plot of his,” whi 
he had imagined, and contrived againſt poore honeſt Mar. 
. dochee. But this was to him, e/ſacxno del perro (asit is inthe 
Fable) like to the dogges dreame. There was a dogge that did 
dreame, that he was cating a good morſell of fleſh, and as he

154» reporceth char there 
was a very ancient Law, and duely” kept in the kingdome of 
Perfia, thar'if arty thonld aduiſe che King to any thing that 
wits nor beneficiall to his perfor, and the commonwealth, 
preſently by the common Cryer,his ill counſel was publiſh- 
&l, and imfcife rakenand ſtripr, and openly whipt vp and 
downethic ſtreets. And if there were ſuch a Law in force 
here with vs, and as duely obſcrued, I affure my ſelfe, thar 
neither Kinge would be ſo often deceined, as now they are; 
nor would therebe ſomany vndermakers and proicors, who 
* Impuidently prefame to pur into their heads, things thar 
are ſo: perniczous to their owne conſcience, and the publike 


' Supreme authoritic, Kings neither ought to giue, nor Fa- 
gouriresrake it. Ler them (as nuch as they can) conceale 
from che wortd, char ue graceand fauour wherein they 
fland with cheir King ; butif there ſhall beean impoffibiliric 
x char, yer there is none in this, to ler prerenders know, that 
alt conſiſterh in the Prince ; and to referre the conferring of 
all beneffrs,fauours, and graces vnto him; and to let him hauc 
af che thankes, in matter of penfions, offices, or rewards; 


and co attribute vnto him, all thoſe ſucceſſes, that fall out 


well and happily, and all other good and prudent reſfolu=g# 


tions ; and to free him from the blame of thoſe that ſhall 
otherwiſe ſucceed. To treate him with much reverence and 
reſpe& ; to beare him excecding great loue z And together: 
withtheſc,to be wonderfull ſolicitous and carefull in all that 
ſhallconcerne his fernice. All of them being notable and ne- 
ceſlarie qualities, for to conſerue Pauourites in their Kings 


Princeis eo-enter. For hee muſt louc, that will bee beloued. 
And hauing gainedit by this meancs, he muſt keepe and pre- 


ſerue 


_—_ 6 45.0 and'to wedpe their affeRion vnto 
them. For loue muſt bee the doore, by which the grace of a 
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ſeruc it, by reuerence and humilitic in his carriage, and 
_ Coon and diligent in his feruice. All which wet 
loft by doing che contrary. And not onely oughe they to 
carry themſclucs thus towards their Kings, but are alſo to 
cſtceme and honour all, of all eſtates, in a fitting proportion, 
according to cucry mans qualitic and condition. Shewing 
himſclfe liberall, folicitous, peaceable, patient, louing,; kinde, 
and courtcous towards all. All of them quilicesthabocn. 
ſeruc a Kings fauour, and gaine the peoples good will.A Fa- 
uourite muſt be modcRt, affable, and affoord a courteous hea- 
ring vntoall men. Beſides, it is a part of Inftice ſo.todoe, and 
avery ncceſfarie imeanes:to. come to the knowledge of wall 
things,and to be the better-prouided againſt: er.thall 
occurre. Whereas on the-contrary, to:looke to be intreated, 
and fied vnto, and not caſic tobe ſpoken withall, argues a 
kinde of pride -and ſtatclineſfe, whichgll abhorce. This is 
the doftrine of Tecitmrs, citing ithe example of Seanes.,, the 
Emperour Tiberizchis.great Fauoucite ; who being 
 intograce with him, the better to conſeruc! bimſclferhene 
forthwith cndcauoured to fauour and pleaſareall your. prin» 
cipall and nobke perſons.in their pretenfians. For in all occur= 
rences,he conceiucd, hee might cxpeet more kindnefle from 
them, then from the baſer and meaner fort of people;where- 
 by:hecame'to beeloued of the one, and feared ofthepther; 
and'by ailofthem;to be ſerned and obeyed. Inſomuch that 
therewas notany-onewho. did not ſceke wnto himito- medi, 
ateand make intercefſionforthem,with Fiberixe. Andbhows 
beir he was not ignorant, that hee wasſuperiourto them dll, 
and inferiour to none, yet did :he,neuergrow lof 
his hamble carriage, and reucrent reſpeftto his(Neinece,and 
a ducregard vnto all. Hitherto hee \proceetkdfaixdy;aut] 
went'on well, and may ſeructfor a patterneand examplcxfor 
Fauourites ; but inthe reſt fora ponijo,andadmoanition:tor 
Kings. For after thatambirion and cauetonſnefſe entreciinto 
his heart,cthat conſuming moath and deuguring wormeofaail

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,feiius Pretorius, or 


'_oodacſe,he preſently procured the chargeor place of Pre- 


ptainſhipofthe Guards and within a 
thort rime grew to be fo abſolute therein, that hebecameas 


- jt were Lord and Maſter of his Prince, and cruſht all thar 
. ſtood in his way, or might be of any. impedimeny to his pri- 


 uacie. He ſought alwaycs to bee with him, leſt others might 


. creepe in betwixe him and. home, and poſleſle his place : ſtill 


humbly beſceching-him, that he would imploy him in buſt= 
neſſes of.greateſt danger and trouble, and ſuch as might re- 
dound moſt to the benefit of the Emperours life and ſtate. A 
maine point, wherewith. to oblige his Prince -vnto him, and 
to make him the more acceprablein his fight. Eor thoſe that 
arencarcſt'about Kings, andare in greateſt fauour with him, 
ovght in the greateſt dangers to ſet their foot formoſi; and to 
be the forwardeſt aduenturers.He did ſeeke tooucrcome Art, 
by. Art, inducing Tiberiae, to retire himſelfe to places of plea- 
fure,that were remore and farre from Court, to the end that 
-whilcſt he was recreating himſelfe abrokd, he might diſpoſe 
of him, as it pleaſed him. He told him, that ſolitude was the . 
beſt and onely* courſe for the reſoluing of the graue and 
weighty affaires of the Empire, which otherwiſe by diucr- 
fion might receiue the ſame hurt and hinderance,, as they 


were wont to haue herctofore.. And whar with this,and with 


giving him tovnderſtand, that he would quit him of all the 
ordinaric cares and-troubles of Court (moſt men viually de- 
ſiring to ſhunne trouble, and to take their caſe and pleaſure) = 
hee 109 5 ym him-to go to Capzz, that hee, in the meane 
while, might rule and gouernc-all. And in the end grew to 
be ſogreat and powerfull, and to take ſuch tare vpon him, 
that hee would not giue audience to any, reducing them to - 
thoſe rearmes,thatthey ſhould ſpeake and negociate by wri- = 
ting, tothe end that nothing might bee treated or reſolued 
of, without his priuic ſaying; That by reducing buſineſſes: to 
papers and memorialls, anſwer might bee giuen vato them 
with more dclibcration , and hetter conſideration then by

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word of mouth, Amcere Artifice,& cunning trick of his own 


inuention,to make himſelfeabſolute/Maſter of all,and(which 


is more) of theheart of his Prince, God deliver vs from ſuch 


ambitious, intereffed, and couctous Miniſters, whoſe maine 


care,is their owne particular, and to heapevp richesfor him- 
ſelfe, and is; and makeittheir whole tudyandanely endto- 
keepe and continue themſelues in their kings grace and fa. 
uour;and to- dealc with their Prince, as the Ante doth with 


the corne, which that it may not.grow againe, and that hee 


may the,better and more conueniently make profit thereof, 
reſently cates outthe heart of it, God likewiſe free Kings, 
rom this.baſe ſubicion, and inſenſibilitis, and from men of 
that qualicic and-condition, which deſire to rule and com- 


rmandall. For thc.one cannot eſcapea ſtormey andthe other 


muſt runne great hazard of being.drowned therein. 

Let the laſt aduertiſement bee the example of a great Fa- 
uourite, whoſe name is 1H vrelizs Caſiidorme, borne in the: 
Prouince of Calabria, and highly aduanced in. Magiſtracies, 
and Goucrnments of both.-Empires, Rome and Conſtanti- 


noplc;who bcing renowned for his cheualric,andnoble feates 


ofarmes, defended the Iſlands of Sicily and Calabria from 
many, and. thoſe very powertull enemics.. In.his younger 
yeares, hc attained-toall the ljberall arts, in that. perfeRion, 
that hee made the preſent and: ſucceeding times, to admire 
him. And: for hisgreat parts and abilities, was entertained 
by: Theodoricws, King of the Oſtro-Gothes 3 hee was recciued 


into his ſcruice, and grew fo farre into his fauour, by reaſon 


of his vnderſtanding, wiſedome, and dextrouſneſle,in treating. 
buſineſſes,thathe firſt of all made him his Secretariezin whic| 


Office, he behaucd himſelfe ſo well, that by degrees, he went 


climbing vp to the high Offices and dignitics in the Statez 
which in thoſe dayes were not conferred out of fauour , but 
meere deſert. .From being Secretary, he came to bee:Lord 
Chancellour, and Senatour in the Citic of Raenws , being 
honoured beſides with diuctſc offices in the Kings 2 
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Afﬀecrwards he was made Viceroy of the Prouinces of Sicilia 
and Calabric'; :and for addition of honour, had the title of 
Patritiae gincn him, which in thoſe dayes was in great e- 
ſhneme; Heewas Lord Treaſurer, and Maſter of the Palace; 
whictunasus ir were aſuperimendent oner the Palatines, be- 
ivp-amoxderet Kuights end Gentlemen, that had Offices, 
and dcheoprebamineactsin 'Court. He held the dignitie of 
Prufe lian Þ revorias, boing 35 it were the fecond perſon of 
eling ; to whom, the weighticſt buſineſſes of peace and 
warrewmrexemitred:and-whatthercin he determined and re- 
ſolned wpon, was'receiucd as an oracle that could nor crre. 
Thongh now adayes, lirrle <ecdit is giuen to the-words of 
grcat»perfons and powerfull Miniſters, and not without 
cauſeyforrhat many of them-ſay, and donot, promiſe much, 
and performe little. And your Fauourites, which haue great 
both-placcand power about their Kings, are m ſuch good 
opinivnand credit likewiſe withthe world,that they preſent- 
ly belceue whatfoeuer they fay 3 and fee what they profeſle, 
ts approucd by them, as if it were a ſentence pronounced 
fromthe-mouth of a'moſt iuſt Iudge: And therefore they 
ought well and wiſely to conſider what they ſpeake, and nor 
roinlarge themſclues in words, putting thoſe that are pre- 
tenders in great good hopes. Vhich if they (hall not after- 
wards take effe&, will proue to bce no other then that faire 
and beautifull fruite,yhoſeſight pleaſcth the eye; but whoſe 
taſte killeth the body. In concluſion;this Fauourite;zby round 
after round, clambred'vp to all-cthe honourableſt offices, and 
greateſt dignities of the kingdome. He came to bee Conſul, 
which charge hee adminiftred with extraordinary integritic 
and yertue.- All the'Magiſtracies, Offices, and Governments 
which he'held,,were bat as ſo many ſteps one toithe other, 
which thePrinces, vader whom he ſerued, went ftill increa- 
ſing-and augmenting. For hecarried himſelfc fo wiſely and 
diſcreetly'in them, that there was not that office that hee - 
bore, which did not'make' him the-meritour and app oa

This great Fauourite had likewiſe ſo good a Head-pecce, 
and knew ſoyell how to gouerne ypon all occaſions, and all 
the accidents of that ageyas well the. good; as bad, the for- 
tunate and vnfottunate ſucceſſes of thoſe times,that howbe- 
it many. were the changes of thoſe- Kings, yet was he till in 
the famc hcightof citceme, was lperjour vnto fortune, being 
in all thoſcalterations; lier Lord -_ Maſter. All the Kings 
of the Gorhes, whom hee ſerued; did. him very particular fa- 
uours. Andalthough King Theodoricus was a very fortunate 


and valiant Prince, yer did a great partof his happineſſe and 


felicitie conſiſt in this, in having his Fauourite Caſiodorue 
alwayes at his elbow, and in receiuing his good proieQs,and 
ſound aduice which (when occaſion offered) were neuer 
wanting vnto him. That being (according vato Sexeca) the 
beſt part of counſell, which comes in.it's duc time and ſcaſon; 
Whereas that comes too late,and without any fruir, which is 
not ready at hand. For occaſion (whereunto wee muſt oc- 
curre) oftentimes betakes her ſelfe to her wings, and flies our 
of our reach, if-we be not quicke and nimble in laying hold 
On her foretop. So that all the while that this Cafiodorwe 
was in their ſeruice, their kingdome and Signorie continued 
in athoRflouriſhing cate, So much can a man of ſuch cou- 
rage and counfell doein a commonwealth. For with ſuch a 
Miniſtcrs preſence; all things ſtand vpright, and go well and 
handſomely on; but ih his abſence, and when he is wanting, 
all things go backward; For, being that all theſe things dce- 
pend next after God, on the-worth and wiſedome of him

Now 
this ſo excellent and worthy a Miniſter , when as nothing 
was waiting vnto him , ſane the putting on of a Kings 
Crowne, refuſed it, became a Friar, and tooke vpon him the 
habiteof the order of Say Benito. And did fo exerciſe himſelfe 
in continuall prayer and contemplarion, that cuen whileſt he 
liucd here vpon carth, they held him for a Saint. And if he. 
were ſo worthy a man in that age, ſcruing the Kings of the 
carth, with ſo much punQualitic and ſinceritie; it is notts be 
doubted, but that hee was as preciſe in his ſanRitic and holi- 
neſle of life, when he rendred himſelfe a flaue, and ſeruant to 
his Lordand Maſter the King of heauen. For your excellent 
wits, which know how to make aduantage of all things, and. 
that nothing comes afniſle vnto them, when they are once. 
reſolued to ſerue God, they do truly humble themlelues, and 
with a ſtrong determination , tread and trample the:world 
vnder their feet, and whatſocuer therein is, 4nd imbrace and 
rake hold on Chriſt. And being thus occupicd in holy excr- 
Ciſes, laden with yeares, hee depatted out of this life, to that 
which was etctnall, hauinginioyed ſome yearcs of that quie- 
tude and abundance of peace, wherewith he did cſſay to die 
well, (which being fo dangerous, fo ditficutt,»and 'darke a 
paſſage, too little care is commonly had therein) hee paſſed 
from this ſhort ſtride betwixt life and death, to the eternitic 
of ſuch an eſtate, as we yetknow not what it ſhall be, the <x- 
rtreames being (as we ſee) fo farre diſtant. Fi RP 
All that hath beene hitherto ſaid both in generall and par- 
ticular, concerning a Monarchie, and kingdome, [hall not be 


fruitleſle, nor the time loſt, that hath beene ſpent in the wri- 
| ting, 
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ting; or ſhall be ſpent in the reading of this Treatiſe , it it be 
well und truly conſidered. For by the peruſall thereof, Kings 
and Prigces tnay come to know a thouſand ſeuerall ſemblan- 
/ axsof Miniſters, and diſguiſed countenances of hypocritical 
 Coilfriers, and rhe divers diſpoſitions and humours, as well 
\of the ambitious as the couctous; their affe@ions,conditions, 
and naturall inclinations, whether they be by nature of great 
and varuly ſpirits, or whether. they bee by fortune pur into 
great places. For this, without doube, changeth man from 
his firſt eſtate, and apparrelleth him with other parcicular 
aftetions ; And in the true knowledge of theſe , conſiſteth 
the augmentation, Conferuation, and good gubcrnation of 
kingdomes, and commonwealths : as alſo the reputation, 
credir, opinion, andauthoritic of Kings. In a word,they may 
outof theſe doarines, and aduertiſements, colle& and know 
how atone nimethe haturall diſpoſitions, cuſtomes,and man- 
ners of the viilgar, ſtand affected, and how at another time 
thoſe thar are not ſo ,and of fo low a ranke, and how 
at all crimes to make vſe of this knowledge, for the better in- 
crealing and inlarging of their powet and greatneſle ; and 
how, and in what manner, they are to carry themfclues to- 
wards them, as alſo thoſe other, that/arc to aide and afhſt in 
ernment.For there isnot any thing of more price,or more 
eo be valued by Kings, then this knowledge of the afteRions, 
as well for the diſcerning thoſe of others, as the moderating 
of their awne: Andas it were to-make a judgement , and to 
pogrottiete by them, the end of the aRions of thoſe that 
ar 


e about, and whete they intend to make their top, and ſet 


yp their reſt, be they foes, or friends. And by the ations of 
choſe that arc preſent (be they Confederates, Miniſters, and 
dependents) their ends, deſignes,and pretenſions. And par- 
ticularly in thoſe who cleaue cloſer to-their Kings fortunc, 
then his perſon. Points, whereon doth hang the hinge, and 
wherein are included and ſhut vp, all both the particular and 
generall paſſages of goucrnment, and of that art, and _ 
EE whic 
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which they call by the common name of Reaſon of State. 
And although I know for certaine, char there will noe ſach 
be wanting, that will laugh and ſcoffe at theſe my Palixicall 
Aduertiſements ; ſome becauſe they would be accounted the 
onely men ſecnc in this Science, and would make themſelnes - 
the onely admiizd men amongſt the vulgar, and that there is 
notany one that is a profeſſour in that Art, that vaderſtan= 
deth their plots and deſignes: Others, le malignant, as be- ' 
ing ignorant of the ſecrets of this Science, iudgingit to bean 
Art, tull of impoſlabilities, will not trouble themlſelues there- 
withall, nor looke into the Myſteries thereof, as if by the cf- 
feats, they were not able to iudge ofthe waults of rhings;and 
by-the carLi8ge and ſucceſle of former buſlincſles, todivine of 
the ends and dclignes of thoſe which are now on foot. And 
' others, farre worſe then theſe, who although they come to 
know thistruth, deny the ſamc,and feoke many colours both 
for the diſgracing of it, and the Auttivry and for no other 
reaſonin the world, but becauſe they are profeſſed enemies, 
to whatſoeuer counſell, that is-not of their owne hatching, 
fearing that it might quit ſomething of rhe glory of their 
ambition. And for that they will have nothing thoughe to be 
good, but what iſſues from forth their owne braine;they blaſ- 
pheme (ſaith Saint awes) and ſpeake euill of that which they 
know not ; and not onely not admit and receiue that 
which is propounded vnto them ; but (as that kingly Pro- 
phet ſaith) becauſethey will nerther vnderftand nor heare it, 
like the Adder, they ſtop their eares with the taile of their 
ignorance, fearing leſt they ſhould be charmed by ſome fupe- 
- riour wit, and better vnderſtanding. Yet notwithſtanding, tall 
backe, fall edge, come what will of it, I haue cumplyed with 
my deſire, and (which is more) with my obligation. And 
if ir ſhall proue tobe of any vſc, profit, and (eruice, for Kings, 
and forthe great Counccllours and Miniſters of their king- 
domes (which haue moſt need thereof) to whoſe ſeruice it 


; gocscſpeccially dirc&ed, and perhaps may be vſcfull forthoſe 


which 
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which are not iv that nature, And though haply icmay not 
bee auailcable for amendment, yet may. it feruc tor a deſen- 
2anuo, and dif-decetuing of thoſe that are in an errour. And 
in cafc it ſhall not take this efteR, there will be no harme done 
by committing it to the Preſſe, though it bee atterwards bu- 
ried in the duſt, as it hath. befallen other fat. c better things 
then theſe, And Time, which coners Pha is paſt, and diſco. 
uers what is to come, will in it's time difcouer this, and ſuch 

ther things, as are not yet come to light, And for this cauſe, 
they called Archimedes the Syracuſan, The Inuenter of new 
Things , and the Regiſter of old. And certaine it is, that 


amongſt the Ancients, there was a great agreement and Ar- 
tificein the gouernment of ſome Commounwealthe, as was 


| that of the «£2yptiens, of the Athemans, of the A{manes, 


and aboucall, of the Romave Commonwealth, Which Saine 
Anſten did ſo much admire. And men looking-no further 
then to that which is before them, haue, in a manner, quite 
forgotten that , and therefore it is fit that there ſhould bee 
ſome Remembrancer, that by putting them in minde of that 
which is paſt, they may the better performe things for the 
preſent, and prouide for that which is to come. For (as Plato 
ſaid, though in another ſence) all our knowledge is but a Re- 
cordation ofthings paſt; and therein he ſaid well. For a great 
part ofthoſe nouclties, which are daily introduced, are but 
old things, that haue layen long in obliuion; and that which 


is donetoday, we finde, is forgotten to morrow. And in the 


reuolution of time, comes (in after ages) to repreſent it ſelfe 
for new. And thie (amongſt many others) was the maine 
cauſe which moued me to write this Treatiſe,and which may 
incourage metogo on further, though I muſt confeſſe, that 
my penne hath out runne my intention, finding that IHhaue 
thruſt my foot deeper into the ſtirrop,then 1 thought to hausz 
done; hauing made a volumne of that, which when I firſt 
put pen to paper, I purpoſed ſhouid haue ended in a ſhort 
and little Traft. But who can put a bridle vmto loue , -» rC-

PReria auchoritic, and greatneſſe of Kings ; as likewiſe, 
what I thanght. would bee moſt necel[arie for the wellfare 
and good gouernment of kingdomes and particular Com- 
monwealths.
